The Daugbter was 
bozn befoze the Hon, and was ſent by Ceres, to be nouriſped in 
the Cttp of Parthenie, and was named juno: and the Son bes 
gan to laugh at the coming out of bis mothers womb, and was 
named jupiter. 

Mhen Cibel and Veſta ſaw the Child laugh, their tears be.

with a ſigh and feeble ſpirit ſaid to her mother: Ya mp mother, 
what pitious caſe ſhallthis be now? give me a ſþrrp knife, and 
J will murther my Son by unnatural errour againſt my will.

They were both 
of haughty courage, they argued and ſtrove the one againſt the 
other, and conſpired in ſuch wiſe, that Dardanus on a day af: 
ſembied all the people be could get, to deſtrop his Bzother Jalius, 
his fricnds aſſembled in ſecret, to offer their aſſiſſance. 

When Jaſius ſaw his Bꝛother in arms, bis blood began to 
change and deeming this mattet would turn to great miſchief, 
ye erped. Alas, what availeth this Counſel,and to ſeek means of 
peace between my Bꝛother and mee: we are betraped, loe bete 
is my Bꝛotper, that cometh upou me all in Arms, each man ſave 
bimſelf that map. Witch theſe wozds Dardanus came to the 
Conſiſtoꝛp, ſmote his Bzother unto death, and ſaid, Jaſius. Thou 
paſt exalted thy ſelf againſt mee, but now J will make an end 
of thee, Jaſius fell down dead among the feet of bis friends, and 
their cloa ths were all beſpotted with his blod.Whenthe friends 
of Jaſius, ſaw his Tyranny, they ſaved themſelves. as well as 
they could and fled. Then Darda nus returned to the Royal Was 
lace and the friends of Jatius gathered together, and went to 
Arms and made fo great a noiſe, that in little ſpace all the 
Tity was ftrangely troubled foz the death of Jaſtus, who was 
greatly-in the grace and fayonr of all the people ot Corinth; 
Foz when they had rehearſed the death of Jaſius, they took great 
ſoʒrow, and menaced Dardanus to death. And fozthwith inet 


tec, they aſſembled by great routs in the ſtreets, and ſaid one to

the other: alas now is dead the love of Corinth, that had moze 
amity and love to the common weal than Dardanus. Let us 
go andavenge his death; and puniſh the malefactoz, and let us 
no longer tarty: Foz we ſpall do ameritozious wok. {Who e- 
ver doth'injuſticeand tyranny, is not wozthy to be the bead or 
Juſtice.

that ſeek and ingender tyranny. Such were the clamours of 
the Corinthians: that by continual noiſe they combined them: 
ſelves,and aſſembled in one place, and were of ardent appetite, 
to toʒrett the malefactoz Dardanus and his complices. In this 
tempeſt and ſwelling fury. they went unto the Palace, where 
Dardanusput himſelf foz refuge, but they found the gates ſhut, 
and could not enter into it: wherefoze rpep befieged the place, 
making ſo great ſtir, that Dardanus was aba ſped, and af: 
ſembled his friends, and asked them their counſel. They an- 
Cwered that be and they were in great peril, and that the people 
ſo moved could not lightlp be appeaſed, and foz this thep ſaid to 
bim: ſave thy ſelf, and us alſo with thee : thou bali flain thy 
Bꝛother Jafius, whom the people loved foz his benignity; the 
freſpaſs is great, ſeeing it is ſo done, the beſt way that is to be 
taken, is, that thou lea this Palrce, and find means to iſſue 
out, and we ſball go with thee, and ſearch our adventures in o- 
ther Lands: foz it will be great danger, co content and appeaſe 
this people: Foz it is ſo, thazghe Corinthians be terrible to all 
men that they hate. TEE. 1 . 
Dardanus hearing theſe wozds, began to figh, and conſider- 
ing that he muſt depart from the City by bis fault and deſert, 
be (mote himſelk on the bzeaſt, and ſaid: Pa, foztune unſtedfaſt, 
what is to me befaln ? My hands be foul and filthy, with the 
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blood of mp lawful Bzother. The inſurrection and the rebellion ** 
of my people hanging before mine eyes : it is beſt to flee to ſave 


my lie, and to live of rapine and theft. What miſchance, what 


evil hap is this? Since it is ſo, J yeld, and will go awap, at 
all adventures.When the friends of Dardanus had underſtood 


that he was concluded to ſave his life, they zjoxned to him, and 
appointed that the next mozning at the bzeak of dap, ther 


would depart from the Palace, and take the adventure to paſs 


by their enemies, ſaying that if they might eſcape, they would 
go to Sea, and take the Kings Barge. And they ſware to help 


each other unto the death. The night paſſed, the day appeared, | 
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and then Dardanus that had not refted that night to bis plea © 


Cure, but had watched with bis armed men, and were ready to 


take the adventure that the Gods and Foztune would give and 


ſend: Z 
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ſend them, i ſſued out ok the Palace, and found the moſt part of 


pis enemies aſleep : be ruſted out among the Na ſfails, and paſ. 


fing fozth with little reſiſtance, ( that notwithſtanding the wa⸗ 
king Corinthians) he came to bis royal Sbip,and cook the Bea, 
and ſaved himſelf, whereof the Corinthians had great foꝛrow. 

Wyen Dardanus ſaw that he was quit of the fear-of the 
Corinthians, he ſailed by Sea, and landed firft at rhe Pozt of 
Samos, being in Thrace, and there vidualled, and went ro dea 
again, and arrived in Ala, in a quarter where the land was 
jopned to the Sea of Heleſpont: And finding this Land fruit- 
ful to inhabit, be made it his habitation, and there ſet the firſt 
ſtone of a very great City that be began, and after finiſhed. 
This City was at that time named Dardane, after the name of 
Dardanus, but afterward it was called Troy. Dardanus pros 


pled and filled his City with men and women, which be got by 


ſweetneſs and fair pzomiſes : And the othez part he conquered 
by fozce, theft, and pillage : pe made himſelf-Keng of Dar- 
dane, and ditched the City ahgut with great ditches.After long 
time be paſſed out of this wart and left a Son of his wife Car- 
dama, that was ſecond Ring of Dardane. This Ring was na- 
med Erutonius, and reigned ſeven pears in augmenting and em 
creaſing his City and people, and at laſt came to the end of his 
years, and there reigned after him Troos his Son. This Troos 
was the third King of Dardane, and was a ſtrong man, fierce, 
and hardy in Arms, and increaſed greatly bis Seigniozy and 
bis Crown, in ſo much as the Dardanians ſaid, that there was 
no Ring but Troyes: -and named them Trojans. And thus was 
Troy exalted moze than all the Realmg of Greece, ſo highly, 
that King Tantalus of Phrige had grrat en, and gave bis 
heart bow be might put down the name of Troy that was bis 
neighbour. And began toafſay to baing it down, as bereafrer' 
ſpall be related. | 
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Of the great Wagnthat was moved between tlie Pelagians, and 
. Epiriexe, and how King Lycaon was deRttoyed by Papi be 
c iuſt of man put to him for hoftage;whith he did molt oruelly 
mürther, and cauſe to be roaſted. 7 


A Uſtin rehearſeth-: that the wiſe and ſubtile Uirgin Miner- 
{£7 va thewedherſelfin this time by the Bzook calſed Triton, 
v the greatneſs and ſubtilty of her engine: foz \be* found the 
manner to fozge and make Arms. And to this purpoſe Ovid re- 
bearſeth, that ſhe had kought againſt a Gpant named Pallas, and 
ew him bo the flood of Friton. At the ſame time, when arn's 
were founded4 and the Sciences of Minerva were pꝛattiſed V# 
all the wozld, a ſierce diſſention ingendred between the Epiriens 
ane rhe Pelagians, tharaftir wers named Arcadians, And here: 
ot᷑ maketh Boccace mention in the fourth book of the Genealogy 
of the Gods. Among the Pelagians reigned that time a Ring 
named Lycaon, eldeſt Son of Titan. The Epiriens then en: 
terpꝛized upon the Pelagians, whereby aroſe great troubles. 

Foz thich cauſe they aſſailed each other by feats of Arms, ſu 
cruelty, that both parties ſuffered many mozfal back's, When: 
we wiſe men of Epire, ſaw this war ſo biſſolute, and that they 
of their part had unjuſtly under taken chis war, they acknow . 
{edged their fault, and went to the Ring Lycaon bearing bꝛan⸗ 
ches cf Oli be, in ſignification of peace, and required him that he 
would condiſcend to act oʒd the peace of both. Lycaon confider- 
ing that his people had as much Toft as won, and that che batteis 
were perillous, accoꝛded to the Epiriens, byconditiin that they 
would deliver him one of their moſt noble men luch as he would 
demand. to be his ſervant a ſpace of time, in token that they bad 
unrightfully engendzed this diſſention. The Epiriens conſent-: 
ed to this condition, and delivered to Ring Lycaon in ſervitude 
the moſt noble man among them:and thus ended the war. 

Type tearm of time dꝛawing over, and that the Epicicn had 
ſerved Ring Lycaon his due time: and the time was expired, 
the Epiriens afſembled themſelves: together, and by delibera- 
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tion of counſel, ſent an Ambaſſage to Lycaon, to treat the de⸗ 
trterance of the Epirien. Theſe — — krom 
ppire, and came to Felage: and ſhewedto the Aung. vow their 
man bad ſerved as long as he was buund foꝛ:a renuiredyim that 
he would deltver dim, and ratifiethe peave,'to the end that ever 
a kter they might be friends together. When! Lycaon that was 
bardy of courage, fierce and evil unto all, and to his own people, 
underſtood the wozds and requeſts of the Epiriens he had great 
anger in himſelf; and laid to them: (thinking contrary) that on 
the mozrow ve would feaſt them, and do as they had demanded. 
Wirh theſe vwads the Epiricns'departed-joyfully from the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of King Lycaon; and on the mozrow came to the feaſt that 
was richly ozdained, and made. foz them in great plenteouſnefs, 
which was fair at the beginning and in the end foul and abomi⸗ 
nable : foz when it came to the perfozming of the feaſt, Bing 
Lycaon tue fromthe Tabis;: and wont into the Ritching, and 
took the body of che Epirien his ſervant, that he had murthered 
the ſame night and all reaſted and fedden;, bought it in a great 
platter to the feaſt, and pʒeſentea it ta the Epiriens, ſaping * 
loe here is the Epirien that bath ferved mee, which was cauſe 
of we eſchuing of the ruine and perdition of kpire. I ſaid peſter⸗ 
dap, J would deliver him this day: take him who will, J diſs 
charge and quit mo hands of him and will have him no moꝛe. 
All they that were pꝛeſent as well his ftrunnts' as ſttangers 
had great hoꝛraur, when they heard and underſtood the woꝛzds of 
King Lycaon : they had great ſuame and furp” to behold ſ- 
ſhameful and abominable a wozkandoutragions fin:and were 
ſo tʒoubled, tbat the blood went from their faces; and ibey laid 
their hands befoze their epeg. as theythat-abhozced to behold 
the pov2 martęred Epirien.@nd there was no man knew whatth 
ſap of the inkamp of King Lycaon: but when the Ning ſaw 
them ſo troubled, and that tvery man began to frown and 
grudge apart, be left them, and went from thence into! his 
Chamber; and then every man aroſe fromthe Table,abhvzring 
andefchewing the. ſcent and ſau aur of the dead man and would 
havedeparted and gone theirway Mi:confuled, had nat Jupiter 
the Son ot Saturn been, _ the Epitie ns had bavught with 
| ) 3 tyem 
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tyem in their Legation and Ambaſſage, fozaſmuch as he was a 
fair Chyild.amiabie and gentle, He then, when be ſaw that e 
very.man dzew apart, be put pimſelt in the middeſt of the E- 
piriens, and began þis glozrons enterprize, and ſaid: S what 
is this ? Mpere is the blood of the Epiriens ?. Are thep ba niſbed 
out of hardineſs? be they exile out of valour, and of honeſtp? 
Mhyich be the Epiricns, that by fozce will expoſe themſelves to 
tye vengeance of ſo foul and hozrible a deed? This caſe is not to 
be bozn. And the terribleneſs of the Tyrant Lycaon, is not to 


be bettered, when it abideth unpuniſhed. Ye ſee that the Pela - 


gians make ſhew that they be evil apayed with him: be muſt be 


puniſbed. I ſay as foz mee, I ſhall never have pleaſure in mp 


life, till J ſee him reſtrained of his Tyranny. | 

At which time the Epiriens conceiving the great courage of 
Jupiter that was ſo young. they thanked their gods foz it, that 
they had b2ought him with them, and ſaid to him, with one voice: 


Child, bleſſed be the womb that bare thee, and bleſſed be the 


Gods that foze-ſeeing this injury done to us, have ſo inſpired us, 
to bzing thee with us. Wee had not been ſo bold, as to have ta- 
ken any vengeance. Thy wozds quickned our ſpirits, which were 
dead and afleep,andhad paſſed by the infamy of the Tyꝛant Ly- 
caon, Thy bardineſs hath made us hardy,thy. valiantneſs bath 
made us valiant,and lovers of valiancy : and thy wiſdom hath 
illuminated us. In this caſe, thou ſpalt bee conductoz of this 
wozk, and commander: and we will obey thee. 

Jupiter anſwered, Mozſbiptul Lozds and Sirs, Jam not wiſe 
enough to receive the honour that pe do mee, noz my tendez 
prars ſpall not acceptit.Alway by advice ofcounſel as humbled 
under all cozrection, J will ſay to pou what is expedient to be 
done. «Af re find no man lay better, then you ſhall do by my 
counſel and advice : pe ſþall take this pooz Epi rien, in the ſame 
eſtate that be is delivered to you. and bear vim unto the com⸗ 
mon plate of this City: foz it is this day Sabbath and Poly: 
dap, the Pelagians being there in great number and multitude, 
paſſing their time with divers plays and ſpozts. Tyen pe ſhall 
ſþew this pooz dead man: foz it is ſaid, that the King is uot 
well beloved by his own people foz his unmanly wozks, and 
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this tzeſpaſsjs paTing foul : anon, as they-ſþall know what he 
path done by thts foul wozk: pe ſhall (ce if thep will take in 
this pleaſure oz diſpleaſure, At pleaſure, chen it were in vain, 
and folly to ſpeak thereof, faz this preſcnt-cime any moze, but 
we muſt ſeek remedy, in our return to Epice. At thep take dif: 
pleaſure, ye may plainly diſcover pour courages, and call them 
to purge this crime that is ſo curſed, and J krow, they ſþail 
lightly intend to us: And foz the non-amity that is between 
vim and them, be thall not dominere noz reign over them, by 
tarannp : Foz be is not their natural Load ; but be is he Son 
of Titan, bzother to Saturn, And is not Bing by election : but 
by fozce» 6 1 | : 

Wit they that beard Jupiter thus ſpeak, marvailed greatlp, 
and accoaded to his counſel, that no man contraried it. And lo 
they took the murdered Epirien, and bare him to the common 
place aud there they ſhewed him openly in everp mans fight. 
Wyen the Pelagians ſaw this dead man, of whom the skin was 
ſcoached, the fleſh roaſted, and the finews ſhrunken: and that 
the bones appeared by the joyntures : they aſſembled all about 
him in great number, and caſting their eyes upon him, they had 
ſo great bozrour, and abaſhment. that their bearts-crembled, 
complaining each to other: and many went awap ſoz compaſ⸗ 
ſion, and wept. trembling foz anger, and other rook duſt and 
caſt into the Air in ſign of ſozrow, cutting weir cloaths, and 
ſaying lifting their bands on bigb: D Gods almighty what peo: 
ple be theſe Epiriens? thep have roaſted a mans body, and babe 
bꝛought it befoze us? What mean theo? Are we eaters of mans 
fled? oz bring thepit to us to ſpew the cruelty ot their courage 
oʒ come they to ear this dead man among us to fear us withall. 

Jupiter there being awaiting; and laping bis ears, and ſeeing 
with his eyes the manner of the Pelagians, and their countenan: 
ces, concerning that they condiſcended in the condemnation, and 
enmity of him that wrought this pitious wozk, when be bad 
beard their reaſons, he addzefſed himſelf among them and ſaid : 
Dye menvf Pelage, marpel peu not of this unmanipand un- 
natural wozk? Pave pe not enough learned and known the ty⸗ 
rannics of Ring Lycaen 2 Pee bath murthered this man, — 
vis

this man is the Epitien that was delivered to him at the treatp 
of peace with you, foa to ſerte him. Loe this is the reward that 
he bath done to him. Pu bath tyrannized very much, and hath 
done him evil foz god D what great intamp is it to you, that 
the folk and people ot everp other Ciſp, habe Reigning over 
them Kings, noble and vertudus: and they bee Crowned bp. e: 
lection foz theit vertuous deeds ? pt be far different trom them, 
and of another nature: A Tyrant is your Bing, an unjuſt man, 
a fmner wozthy of infamous death,confider underwhoſe hands pe 
be, and how nigh you find pour ſelves in malady and peril of 
dea ch. Men the head aketh, all the other members ſuffer pain, 
then pe map not be whole and ſound. What ſþall we now do, 
think pe, and counſel ye us? we come to pou foꝝ rekuge, and to 


demand of pou how we ought to do and behave us againſt one 


that is ſo foul a-Ring as Lycaon: Tell us the very truth: It ye 
confeſs the truth, and that pe be lovers of reaſon, Juſtice and of 
equity: pe ſpall judge and condemn him. pe ſpall lap pour hands 
together in cozreuion of him, and lo ball pe be ridd of yig 
alien on 5h 7007! 1517707755 ! 
As the Pelagians underſtood of Jupiter, that Lycaon their 
King had committed this villa inous crime, alſo that he had pꝛe⸗ 
ſented to the Epiriens the bodpof their friend ſo dead, they being 
at table: they condemned his fin, and murmured/ againſt him 
faping: that they would no moze be governed under the rod of 
ſo perverſe and inkameus a Tyrant, and ſaid to the Epiriens, 
that they would abide by them and ſtand their friends. Mith 
theſe woꝛds Jupiter put himſelf among the Pelagians, and admo⸗ 
niſhed them to conſpire againſt their RingiWith which conſpi- 
ration atco2ded all they of the City.

ſembled many Mirgins that paſſed their time with hunting and 
cha ſing the wild bea cs. Kos ta turn to out purpoſe: this noble 
Uirgin Diana, lived at che time ut the ſubverſion:of the reign 
ul Lycaon. . When, Jupiter under ſtobd ot Calrfto, that ſhe would 
rield her (elf with te Uirgin, he ſaid unta bez: And how Da⸗ 
Boſe] be pe la deſpaixed toꝛ a little tcibuls tion. that touche th not 
pour perſon? Pe be young and fair, among none of pou that fo 
99 into. Religion, may grow no fruit of Children. Adbiſe pon 
well, at were better that ye ahode amung the people, tha f re.

The E- 
pitiens put the eq ueſt in the will of Jupiter: and Jupiter pield

Epiriens ſeize his riches: andrtberxe Jupiter abode a certain 
time with ſo þ oa wozthip, tha t the Hedatz ians and the Epiriens % 
rawnedbim to he their Ring: But he would ne⸗ 


would have « Buth 
ver conſent thereto ; as-he bat conidared bis voung age, und 
we variations of foatuue, and ſaid, that it availeth moe to a 
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man, and is to him moze ſure, to be made Ring in his old age, 
than in his youth, foz the divers perils that map fall. Alwap 
pe accoꝛded, that he would be Captain of the Realm, and was a 
man of great Auſtice, [ſweet and couzteous unto all manner of 


ople. 
Pei was the firſt coming up of this Noble Child. When 
be had bzought in ſubjection rye Pelagians, he burped the Epi- 
rien that Lycaon had murthered, and did his obſequie ſolemnly, 
and after he did burn to albes the Pelagians, that had been ſlain 
in the help of Lycaon, and afrcer chat he ſent. woʒd. and made all - 
theſe things to be known and ſhewed to the Epiriens that were 
jekt at home in Epirc, as to the Ring Melliſcus, whereof all the 
Epiricns and the Ring Melliſcus gave thanks unto their Gods. 
Akter this, be gave not his heart and courage fo much ro accom» 
pliſh theſe things, but that otherwpile be gave himſelf to re- 
member and to think on tbe beauty that ve had ſeen in the reli⸗ 
gious Caliſto, whereby the ſparkles of love environed ſtrongly 
bis beart, in ſuch wiſe that day and night be wiſbed ber in bis 
arms, and repented him tbat he had conſented that ſhe went ins 
to Religion. And ſo laboured in this manner, that bis reſt in 
the night was taken from him, and ye was not now his own 
man, ſo encreaſed his love and defire to this Airgin: and fox to 
ſee her. be made his paſitme to haunt the Woods, and continu- 
ally to hunt che wild Beaſts in the Fozreſt with Dame Diaua, 
where, by foztune and adventure otherwhile he encountred and 
met the Maid Caliſto. And when he had once ſeen ber, that day 
be was overjoped. And if be ſaw ber not, bee had abundance or 
manp thoughts, that ran ſtrangelp in bis mind. Imap n tat all 
tarrp on this matter. Me thought ſtill bow be might come ta the 
grace of this religious Caliſto, and all thougbrs reduced and 
bʒ ougbt into one, he concluded on a day, that he would put him 
in the babit of a Religious Woman, and go into the clopſter of 
Dame Diana, and require to be received with the Airgins. 
bis concluſion being ratified in Jupiter in divers days, he 
did make bis womans cloatying by a- ſecret woakeman, which 
p22miſed him to keep bis ſec:ecs.When bis cloathing was made 
be aſſembled the Epirieus,in an evening, and took his. leave ot 
E 3 them. 


- 
them foz certain time, faying: that be would go alone, to do 
certain ſecret things. The Epiriens were all diſma ped and de⸗ 
ſolate, when they heard the intention of Jupiter: and pꝛaprd to 
the Gods that they would conduct him in his journey requiring 
bim inſtantlp, that he would return ſpogtlp again to them. 
Myich be pꝛomiſed he would: and then he withdzew him into 
vis Chamber, and took the keys of the great Gate, and on the 
mozrow betimes, when be was arrayed and dreſſed in the ve⸗ 
ſiure and cloathing of a Maid, he departed from thence alone, 
and entred into the Wood, and came to the habitation of the 
Religious Maidens. Jupiter had pet no beard,. but was fair co: 
loured in viſage. When he came unto the Clopſter, he knocked 
at the Gate, and then came to bim a paſſing fair Maid nam- 
ed Athalanta, that after was Wife unto the King Mcleager 
of Achay. And ſbe demanded of him, what he would? Jupiter an- 
ſwered : noble Uizgin, Jam a pooz woman, of a noble houſe: 
I have avowed to the Gods my Uirginity : Jprayp pou pzeſent 
me unto the Lady of this place, to the end that J might ſerve 
the Gods, and be of the number of the other Uirgins. And if it 
pleaſe the Gods, J will deſerve it at your hands. Athalanta, 
moved with compaſſion to the Paid,accozded him his requeſt, 
and pzeſented him to Dame Diana. Jupiter ſpake all ſo ſweet* 
iy and demurelp, and made ſo humble and feminine manners, 
that be ſeemed to be a Maid. Diana beheld him well, and ſaid : 
that ſþe-had never ſeen ſs fair a Maid, noz ſo great: and then 
welcomed him, and received him. Then Japiter thanked Dame 
Diava foz her grace, and Athalanta of her courteſie,and had good 
hope in his enterprize, when he ſaw himſelf ſo ſoon received 
without knowing. Then Jupiter began tolearn to ſpinn,and to 
work infilke,ond to do the exerciſes of Maidens. And it became 
vim as well as if he had been a Maid. Ye was humble and of 
ſolitary converſation:helaboured with his hands, with his eyes, 
and his beart:with bis hands he made cozpozal wozks,and with 
bis eyes be beheld ſecretly the beauty of Caliſto, and with bis 
— imagining pow and by what means hee might beguile 
" ! * , 

His heart was alway fearful:fometimes he was moved with 
great 
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great heavineſs, and otherwiſe in comkozt, and hope to ſpeed 
well and pet knew not what ro ſap oʒ de, fozas much as ſhame 
were moe in him than hardineſs. He was long in this pain 
moze donbefift than bold. But in the end he adventured htmfeif 
and finding on 4 dap Ca hſto betde a well, where the rekre ſhed 
her as the that was wearp that had run long with Dame Di- 
ana, chaſing then and hunting a wild beaſt + he fat him down 
by her and ſaid: my Siſter Caliſto, J yield my ſelf to thee, and 
to thy favour, Jam a man and no woman, thy beauty hath o- 
vercome my courage. Foz to come to the point where we bee 
now, J have cloathed me lite a Maid. Alas, J require thee, 
that thou receive me unto thy love, ſo (hail we live together in 
the Religion, and we ſhall take our pleaſures. A man hath no; 
thing in this woꝛld but his life. They that have moze pleaſure 
than that, theo be judged ſd much moze foztunate and happy. 
Thorn haſt withdzawn thee hither foz diſpleaſure, and loſeſt thy 
flouriſhing pouth, Caliſto, J cannot pzaile thee enough, J have 
been ſo deſirous to find thee in ſecret places that the fozce of mp 
love hath made me do this, and that have enterpꝛzized this ad: 
venture, hoping in Foztune that ſþe Wall give we grace, and 
ſufferour youths to be uſed together ſecretly,-'Toz we map com» 
miune together the one wich theother, without knowing of any 
perſon, not only in the Chambers, hut alſo in thevuſtes of 
this wood.

Men Caliſto had beard Jopicery and knem that he was a 
mart; þe was afreid,” and roſe 110;hnking to ha be fled, but fe 
migbt nut Foz jupiter veld her faſt by the cloathing, and 
made her tu ſit down by him, clipping ber about the neck, and 
kifſing her by fozce, 'fo much that Caliſto cryed out, and (aid : D 
Jypiter what folty is this? nov eſt thou that: J am ſo to bee o⸗ 
wverreme of: thy flattrring woꝛds? J had much rather the earth 
would open, and ſwallow mer up in ber womb. Mo ſiſter (an: 
ſwered Jupiter) there is no*remedy that map let my will ber 
compiſped: pe halt do my will and pleaſure, be it by fozce,

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oz be it by lobe. With theſe woꝛds Caliſto began to cry with all 
ber might : and Jupiter began to accompliſp his pleaſure on her. 
here was neityer man noz woman thereabouts that heard 
ber, and Jupiter did his will of her body, and knew her fleſhy, 
and engendzed on her a Son, After be comfozted her, and po · 
miſed to help per in all things, and to take her to his Wife, if 
ſþe would return to the wozld with him. But bis fair ſpeech, 
noz bis pꝛomiſes might not comfozt her, noz foz nothing that he 
could do oz ſap, he could not come into the grace of Calitio. And 
alway ſþe ſwaregreatoaths, that ſbe would complain unto her 
Miſtreſs Diana. Then jupiter departed from her diſpleaſed 
in her diſpleaſure. And then he went by the Woods, thinking 
what was him befain, and alſo what pe had to do. 


CHAP, VIII. 
How Califts becauſe ſhe was with. Child, the Goddeſs Diana put 
her out of che order, and of her company. 


A T this time began to riſe in the mind of Jupiter many 

thoughts,and foz the better, he concluded in himſelf to re: 
turn to Pelage, from whence he came. And he was diſpleaſed 
with himſelf foz the enfo2cing of bis Lady Galiſto by love, he 
departed from rhe Wood, and ſo haſted on his way,that be wag 
on the moꝛn among the Epiriens in his firſt habit. When the E. 
puiens ſaw Jupiter come again, they made him gꝛeat chear,and 
great honour. . And the ſame day Jupiter fained him, that ye 
would go to hunting, and ſo went, and found means to ſpeak 
with Caliſto, and required her that the would be his Love :. but 
the in no wiſe would aſſent to bim. Pe returned from the chaſe 
ſo grieved, that foz to paſs his melant holiv, be departed out of 
the Country. The fourth day following after that, be ozdained 
there folk that governed the people, and returned into the houſe 
of King Melliſcus, who received him as his Von, and there be 
dwelled a long time without adventures, whereof any mention 
is made, and alſo Caliſto dwelled in peace a while: and whet 
the heard tell, bat jupiter was gone, ſte was paTing jopous,fo 
the pad rather pave him far than nigh, alway the time paſſer 
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tbe fcuit of her womb grew: and the day came that Diana and 
Athalanta, with other Uirgins, perceived that ſbe was with 
Child : wherefoze thep aſſembled all ig their Chapter, and cal⸗ 
led Caliſto,and then ſpake Diana to her: Caliſto mp ZTaughter, 
thou vaſt committed foznication with ſome man, this foznication 
is not excuſable: The Uirgins of this place be ſozry foz thy im, 
and have abomination of thy ſhame. Foz this cauſe it is of foʒce 
that thou depart out of this houſe : thou ſþalt be no longer their 
fellow. Tyou haſt made thy ſelf wozthy to depart, by the break · 
ing and loſing of thy Uirginity. Take thine arrap, go thy way 
into ſome place, where thou mapeſt be delivered of the fruit that 
reſteth in tyee,foz thou ſhalt be no longerhere within. 

Mpen Calitto heard the Goddeſs Diana, and knew that ſber 
ſaid truth, great tears fell from her epes, and weeping in great 
abundance, excuſed her upon Jupiter, rehearſing the abuſe and 
violence that ſhe had. Diana and the Maidens had great marvel 
of Jupiter that had them ſo deceived. Caliſto cryed her mer⸗ 
cy, and many times offered her ſelf to the cozrection of the Pai⸗ 
dens. Notwithſtanding, tbe was held excuſed, they received her 
not to mercy. She was condemned to go out of the Tlopſter,and 
ſo much went the matter fozth, that the pooz Religious woman 
departed from thence ſo a ſpamed, that $e would not go to ang 
Town, Citr, oz Pouſe: but in a deep Cave that \be had ſeen 
afozetime in the Wood, And firſt ſhe made her pꝛoviſion of herbs 
and roots, foza{much as the winter was coming. After the en- 
tred into the Cave, as the Bear boldeth bim in his Den, where* 
foze the Arcadians fained that ſhe was turned into a Bear, And 
it is not to be fozgotten, that during the time, ſhe was deliver- 
ed of a Son; which ſhe named Archas. Tye Child was great 
and huge of members, Caliſto nouri ſted him among the wild 
beaſis, wich roots, fruits, and herbs, and of the proper meats 


 andpreys that the cruel and terrible beaſts ltved with, and 


there was no beaſt that did him any harm. And he was lo cruel 
andfierce, that at the age of ſeven pears, bis mother angred oz 
troubled bim on a dap, be lifted np himſelf againſt ber, and 
would have ſlain ber. Inſomuchthat Caliſto was conſtrained 
to fice befoze him by the 9 to iſſue out of the wood, and 
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to go to Jupiter, which at that time was in the City of Pelage. 
Archas purſued Caliſto his mother, until he came within the 
Cito, and ſo fozthwith entred after her into the Palace, a held in 
vis hands two great round ſtones:when Caliſto eatred into the 
Palace, ſbe met with Jupiter whom ſhe knew: and kneeling 
down on the earth befoze him, required him in a troubled ſpirit, 
wat hewould do her juſtice on her Son that would ſlap her. ju- 
piter that nothing knen Califlo, fozaſmurh as the was ill cloath⸗ 
ed and half wild and ſa vage, beheld the Child, and made him be 
raken, and after he demanded of Caliſto what ſhe was? Sir, (ſuid 
tbe) Jam Caliſto, that foz thy fin was long ſince bani ſbed our cf 
my Religion J have bad this Child of thy ſeed,ſuch as thou ſc: 
eſt, this is thy Son: J have nouriſped him ſeven pears in the 
Fozeſt among wild beaſts. He now would flay mee, fozaſmuch 
as J have angred him: J pzay thee ſave mp life. When Jupiter 
beard theſe wozds of Caliſto, he was glad, foz it was ſaid, that 
the was dead, and he comfozted her in the beſt wiſe be could: af: 
ter that he called Archas, and made the peace between bim and 


bis mother, andcaufed him to be cloathed, and retained him in 
bis Palace. And thencefozth the ſame Archas governed himſelf 
ſo well and wiſely,that at the paayer and requeſt of the Pelagi- 
ans, Archas was made King of that Couutrr. 


| CHAP. Ix. 
How Titan aſſailed by war his brother Saturn, foraſmuch as he 
had not put to death all his Children males. 


Wy roung Archas was Crowned Ring ot Pelage hee 
named the City Arcadia after his name, King Saturn 
was ſo puiſſant, That to amplifie and encrea ſe the ſplendour ot 
his nativitp, he named himſelf Saturn, Sonne of heaven and 
Earth. But then as he began to ſtudy how, and by what man: 
ner be mightexalr the ſplendour of his felicita, by dibine my⸗ 

fieries, Foztune turned her back to bim. And as there is no⸗ 
ping in tbe earth that may abide and endure: ſo it happened 
that Titan was certified, that Auen Cibel bad divers men chit» 
den that ſþe did cauſe ta be kept ſecretly,and thereby had ſaved 
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with a great Yoſt, and took ＋ that in few days they ſailed 
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their lives.Boccace that recounteth this Piſtozy, in the fourth 
book of the Genealogies of the Gods, ſaith notby what means 
Titan knew this thing alway, either by ſupicion oz by envy, 
that he had of the glozy of Saturn his Bꝛother, oz by ſecret ad: 
vertiſement, Under this colour he determined in his courage, 
to aſſail Saturn by arms, and foz this cauſe ye did aſſemble ail 
his Sons, and required them, that they would help him to get 
the Land of Creet, ſaying that he would make war againſt Sa- 
turn his Bzother : and that by right and juſt title hee had good 
cauſe, foz that he had not put to death divers men Childꝛen that 
his wife Cibel had concei ved of his ſeed, like as he had pzomiſed, 
and [wozn. | 

Lye Cyildzen of Titan, the one was Lycaon, that at this time 
was no longer a wolf, noz Ring of Arcadia, another had to 
name Tiphon,and was King of Sicil and of Cypres, the third 
was called Briarius, and was Ring of Nericos, the fourth was 
named Caon,and was Bing of the Jfle of Cya, the fift was na⸗ 
med Egeon, Ring of the Sea Egee, and of the Ille deſart, and 
the fixt was named Epirion, Bing of Plipheros. Mpen they 
pad heard the will of their Father that had purveped them all 
theſe Realms, that he had conquered after his departing out of 
Creet, they deſiring to pleaſe him, and coveting the recoverance 


ok their ancient heritage that were then of great renown, ſaid 


to him as by one voice, that they were ready to accompliſh his 
good pleaſure,and to go into Creet with armed hand, and ſware 
that they ſhould conſtrain Saturn to ſeek his Sons,and perſecute 
them with his hand to death. 

Lhe old Titan had in his peatt great joy, when he beheld 
the great courages of his Sons. And they promiſed and ſware 
together, that thep all ould employ themſelves to the recover- 


ance of their Yeritages. After which Communication, they ga⸗ 


thered them together at the Pozt of Sicil, and ſent unto their 
Lozdiþips to aſſemble men oof Arms: They went and made ſuch 
diligence and ſo exploited, that there were aſſembled great ſtore 
of armour and yardneſs,and much people at the ſaid Pozt. And 
when the day was come they lo deſired, they departed from Sicil 


unto 
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unto Crect, at the Pozt arrived, and took Land. And then en. 
tring fiercely into the Land, thep deſtroyed all befoze them ſo 
cruelly, and continued in their warre ſo moztally,that they came 
unto the Cite of Creet, where Ning Saturn dwelled and was 
reſident : and then Saturn was advertiſed. of. their coming and 
deſcent, And Titan that might no further paſs without a battle 
o2afſauir, ſent to Saturn a Letter whereof the tenoz followeth. 
O Saturn glutted with worldly honour, and covetous of glory, 
for as much as thou art occupier of the Seigniory that by righe 
belongeth to me, Titan thy Lord and elder brother: furthermore, 
becauſc thou art fallly perjured, for thy wife hath divers men- 
children that thou hatt not put to death, in likcwile as thou 
wert bound: know that I am come to take poſſcfion of thy King- 
dome, ngt app<rtaining to thee, but tome. Wherefore come 
to mcrey, ana ſubmit thy ſelf to grace, or elſe make thee ſure 
of thy perſon, ſor if it be poſlible for me, I. will come and have 
{atisfaction of thee, 

- When Saturn had read this Letter, as a man all amazed 
ſent foz bis Wife Cibel and took hez apart, and adjured ber to 
ſay the truth, and tell bim what ſhe bad done with bis Childzen: 
The pooz Lady changed colour, and ſaid? Sir, thou knoweſt that 
Jama woman, the heart of a woman naturally doth wozks of 
pity. Pad not J been in nature an abominable monſter, if J 
would have devoured with my hand the Childzen of my womb? 
Mhere is that mother that will murther her Childzen? My 
hand was never man flaper, noz never (ball be. J have erred 
againſt thy Commandment, in the favour of nature, and ſince 
it muſt needs beſo, J bad rather to be murthered chan a mur- 
therer,and to be named pitiausſthan cruel, foz murther is cru: 
elty appertaining to unreaſonable beaſts, and to Tyrants : and 
pit» it is naturalip appertaining to a woman. And therefoze 1 
confeſs to have boʒn three Sons conceived of thy ſeed, which J 
have cauſed robe nouriſbed ſecretly : but demand of me no furs 
ther where they be, foz they (hall live as long as it pleaſeth fox: 
tune, will Titan oz not: and there is no death whereofanp wor 
man map be tozmented with, that ſpall make the places to bee 
diſcovered where the? be. 

Saturn 
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Saturn hearing theſe wozds of his Wife, was fo aſtomſped, 
that ye aſſembled ail the wiſe men of his City,and ſaid to tyem: 
Mp bzethzen and friends, what is beſt ta be done? Titan my 
Beother bath begun war in this Realm: my Wife bath con- 
feſſeo, that ſþe þath received ot mee three Sons, which ſhe vath 
nouriſped in a ſtrange kind, under the colour that 4 (31d noc 
flap them. Tian a ſſailech mee. pat ſpall we do? Sir, (an- 
ſwered the Wiſe men) where any thing is exalted by over 
great preſumption, thece muſt be policy to conduct wiſely, and 
ro withſtand it. Thou yaſt a ſtreng Cite, and many people, thou 
art, wiſe to govern them: put thy felfin arms, and take no re- 
gard to the quarrels of Tican, A man is not wozthy to be a Bing 
without vectue and gentte manners. Creet was never a Realm 
but now: Titan path been in all his life inclined to vices, in 
which purpoſe be ſeeketh to come to thy Crown. If he extol him» 
ſe!f thou muſt debaſe him. This is the remedz2, help thy elf, 
and we ſball help thee. Pe that flyer, cauſeth bis enemies to 
chaſe him. Thus now it map not be eſchewed, but we muſt 
withſtand and aſſault our enemies, and that couragiouſſp. Foz 
what a man map do this dap, ſet him not put it over till to moz⸗ 
raw. 

Arm thee then well and ſurely, and aſſail from the Ci to thine 
enemies. at thou ſo do, thou ſpeweſt thy courage to be advanced 
greatlp, and not lightip tu be overcome by anp:and ſo thou may: - 
eſt abate ſomewhat theit pꝛide and pꝛeſumption. It thou be. 
have thp ſelf otherwiſe, and let them take their reſt, that ſy nt 
be matter and cauſe to encourage chem: upon which they will 
war p20ud, boping to come to their purpoſe; which ſhall be to 
thee moze harming than ausilable: Foz courage and hope of: 
tentimes (men (ay) make men to attain to become Conque⸗ 
rours, great and vigb. Notwithſtanding, thou att a Ring:and chy 
will muſt be accompliſped and fulfilled. -- , . : 

Saturn anſwered, Bzethrenand friends : it were great ame: 
to us and ouc Cite, if we ſuffer it to be diſſipate and- deftcoped. 
It is of fq2ce and verp neceifit9 that the war be begun and jajd 
open. that euerꝝ man diſpoſe himſelf to ſave þis-wozſhip- Titan 
aſlaileth mine honour. Since it muſt be, that ok this matter the-* 
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atis and war muſt be judges, we will arm us in this inſtant, 
and purſue the entertainment of the right good adventure of 
Fozrune that ſhall come unto us. And my heart telleth me, that 
as {con as dur enemies be entred into this Land, we ſhall make 


them iſſue out again. With this anſwer all the wiſe and noble 


men of Creet took great pleaſure. 
Then Saturn gave the-anſwer to the Peſfenger of Titan, and 
ſaid unto him : that if Titan returned not within two hours, 


ve would come and take the battel againſt him. With this an- 


Cwer the PeNenger returned to Titan, and told bim the inten- 
tion of Saturn. Titan ſwore he would never return back; till he 
bad abidden the bartel. Saturn was a man of great valour, and 
high ſpirit. When we Peſſenger of Titan was departed, bee 
made ſound an Alarm to Arms, af which ſound both young and 
old armed tyemſelves,and made them ready. And in ſþozt time 
theo were ready at the point:and when Saturn ſaw that his ene- 
mies made no appearante to mobe, he went and afcended into 
vis Chariot (kon in this time the Kings went fo battel in Cha- 
rivts.) utter be iſcutd out of this City, and ranged bis people 
about bim, and cauſed them to march againſt bis bzother Titan. 
As ſoon as the Titanoys ſaw the Saturnians come, thep were 
right glad and made themſelves the greateſt cher of the wozld, 
and moved themſelves jopouflp againſt them: and with a great 
erp, the» had great Shields of Trees, Paces and Polaxes, 
Guiſarms of ftrange faſhions, aud they were all on foot except 
Tuan, and bis Sons, which as Kings had then Curres and Cha. 
riots, in which they were baougbt and carried, not by the fozce 
of Pozſe, but by the puiſſance of Den. Tye Arche2s of Ring 
Saturn began totheot, and made ths Titanoys to ſtay and ſtand 
as long as their ſbot dured, and flow many of them. When the 
tot failed, the Tiran6ys, chat had great ſoz2row to bee ſo ſerved 
"of the Saturni«ns, ozdertd themſelves again, and ſwoꝛe the one 
to the other, that they wouldbe avenged, and came fozth and 
fought band to band: in which they beſtirred tyemkel ves ſo ca: 
gerly, thatfoz the noiſe and dinn that therr Ares and Guil⸗ 
arms made upon theit ſbiel ds, it ſeemed as it had been thunder. 
At the encountring the battle was hot: Lycaon, Egeon, — 
@ Tiphon, 
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Tiphon, Enchcladus, were in the firſt front: Czon and Tiphon, 


at rye beginning maintatned themſelves valiantly, and con- 
duged their folk all within the battel by che rigeur of their 
ſtrokes, inſomuch that wpom they met of the Saturnies, thep 
beat down. By their well doing they were known, and de ubted 
of their enemies, inſomuch that Saturn made his Chariot to bee 
lead out of the wap, foʒ the g2ear bʒuit and novſe that theo made 
about him. There was great effuſion of blood, oz the Titanoys 
did what they could to have endured in their bzuit and crp : but 
rye Saturnies with Saturn laboured to abateand bzeak it. And 
ſo becoming of Saturn was cauſe of pzowefs upon pꝛowels, 
and of many flain, and thep enfozced one another ſo buſtly to 
their wozk, that the moſt part of the day they fought ſo that 
none might glozp of victozy, noz bee troubled foz diſcomfitrize. 
But in the end, when the Titanoys ſaw the Sun decline, as be 
ing covetous of glozy and wozibip, at one cry that Tuan made 
upon Saturn, Lycaon and Egeon, with manp other, encloſed a. 
bout him, (be being krom his company, his Chariot bzouen by 
fozce ot᷑ Bol: axes (and gave him many wounds:and finally they 
took him. And that which is wozſe, they were ſo diſcouraged, 
when they:underſtoed that Saturn was taken, that theę loſt the 
vigour and firength- ot thear bearts, and che migbt cf rheic 
arms and turned their backs and ſiedall out ot oader, ſo that the 
Titanoys entred wih them into the City, and took it, witheut 
any reſiſtance, beating down the people with great mur ther of 
men women and childzen. 7 
At this time men might ſee the Ladies and Patrons of 
Cicer,take the duſt, and caſt it into the ait. and tun up and down 
the ſt rerts caſling awap their atttre, and theic little Childzen 
trying atter them. Tye thiſemen of che Town feemed out of 
their wits, and the City was ſu tcoubled that there could net 
be moꝛt. Among all other, Cibel, Veſta, and Ceres, made great 
ſbarow withour craſmg: fog Titan that never loved them. came 
then tat o the Halate. and put in Mꝛiſon Satommnnd bis wife. and 
fwoze they would wer depart thence, till then bad nit tu 
alk their Sons that were tome ot them. Aud furtyermoze, Ti- 
tan did rauſt hi m leit to be Crowned Bing uf Craft. S avaite®

not the infinite prayers and oziſons that Dame Veſta made to 
Titan, in the compaſſion of her Son Saturn, and of Cibel, foz. 
tyerr deltuerance, noz thefair/ſpeaking of Ceres, noz che tears 
were of no value. The moze prayers they made unto Tican, the 
moze they found him crucl and hard pearted. Me did execute 
and put to death all them that held oz were appertaining to the 
party of Ring Saturn, and bp the ſpace of four days, ucred and 
troubled Crcet in robbing and bedding the blood of the Citi. 
zens, and he perſecuted not only the men, but alſo women and 
childꝛen, and took their goods and parted among them that held 
on his parte: when Velia ſaw all thoſe. things happen in the 
Citp,and that her Son Titan governed himſelf ſo malicrouflvand 
al way wozſe and wozſe, without any compaſſion on the people, 
tbecame to the pziſon where Saturn and Cibel were, and ſaid 
to them with a mouth voiding dolozous ſighs. Alas my childzen 
what will ve do? Mhat ſpall become of pou ? Pow ſþall pee be 
ſaved? The Land of Creet is not only dzawned by the tears 
and weeping of your beſt friends, but with their blood, and with 
the blond of their wives and childzen. And the heart of Titan is 
ſo terrible hard and obdurate, that pe ſhall dye bere in miſera⸗ 


ble grief, 02 vou muſt put your Sons to dea th, Since it is ſo, it 


is better that ther be put ts death, and that pe ſend to ſeek them, 
when foz pour life is none other remedy. | 
The anger of Cibel wag-tharp; to hear theſe ſozrowful ty: 
dings inſomuch that her heart failed, ſs as Saturn and her mo⸗ 
ther thought ſbe wduld have dyed.Whenſhe was come again to 
ber felt, he crped, and ſaid; Ya my Mother what lay pe to us ? 
ve we lo great griet᷑ to keep dur chi lden, and that we Could 
is hour abandon them te death? Shalf J uſe trta tun to my 
Childꝛen that begin to flouri ſh in moſt clear fame? Tpat ſball 
never be (it it pleaſe che i had rather dye. Jupiter my 
Son hath a great name, and hach won the lobe of the Felagians 
and df tye Epiriens : all the world praiſeth bim, and holderh 
bim one of the vwalianteſt meu in the wozid, be js my San, 3 
ſhall tend to him, and let him have knowledge of the miſery that

W Pen Saturn and, Veſta had heard Cibel te ſpeak, Veſta 
faid, that her advice was verp good, and Saturn was all 
a ſtoni ſbed, foʒ be thought that Jupiter de had ſren at divers times 
with King Melliſeus ſpould in no wiſe be his Son, ſo bardiy be 
could believe it, and give faith unte the woods ot Cibel, and 
faid if Jupiter would ſuecour him, he were the mam ta do it. and 
that he was content that Cibel ſhould ſend to fetch him. Then 
Cibel ſent fo2 the Damoſel that knew all the guiding ot Jupiter, 
and gave her charge to go unto- him, to diſparch this buſmeſs. 


Tyis Damoſel glad of this Embaſſage, departed-ſecretip, till 


wwe came fo the houſe of Ring Melliſeus, and findingtþere Jupi: 
ter reds 1 reverence made, ſte adde ſſed her ſpeech 
to Ae nd ſaid to him: Jupiter, rejopte and be niad. A bꝛing 
tyre ridings ot gladneſs. Foz among other ſozrous, Foztune; 
that bath held thee long time ignazant, and nat knowing the 
plate of thy Noble Mativity, bath now certainly laidiopen the 
diſcoverp and knowledge of the ſame;thau artthefieſt Son, and 
Heir of the King.

rye City. Anon were their Tents made of bougbs end leaves, 
and Tabernacles: the Oſoniens, the Arcadians, and the Epi- 
rie ns, lap upon the green verdure, and made their hoſt to watch : 
Titan was then in Creeti And when Archas was departed from 
his pꝛoſence, he aſſembled alf bis Sons and told them theſe tp- 
dings, wich were to them pleaſant and agreeable.

to Jupiter, and ſaid : Jupiter, ſee here thine enemy: i not after 
them that ny: it will be unto thee 'moze- honouravle to fight a: 
gainſ me, than to'rowafter the Fagitives: ever pet was J 
found fiying'befo2e: mine enemies; noz vet will J. Thou pak 
flain Titan mp Father, and Dy Bzother is ſtain and vanqui 
vp foxce and firength, und ſo it behoveth that this Realm mu 
be fhine oz mine: and now get us ſee who ſþall do beſt: JfJ may 
'Awill vanquith wer: and if J overcome thee, 'certainly, thod 
mut notdye bymy'Swozd;' but br the water of the flood that 
rumneth red, and Dyed by the blood of mp. kindzed, tothee 
thatthoudzink ofthe blood rhar cyon haſt made tun out — 
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bodies, whereof J bave great ſozrow, foz by the courſe of Ra- 
ture J ought to take diſpleaſure, and to turn to great deſpight 
the diſpleaſure thou haſt done unto me. 


CHAP. XI. 
How Jupiter vanquiſhed in the field, Typhon, and caſt him into 
the River. 


W Yen Tiphon that was full of pzeſumption and pꝛide 
pad aid all khaf was in his heart, Jupiter ſaid untd him: 
Naſſail, baſt thou no knowledge what reaſon and right the Gods 
and Foztune have done foz me? Thou art ſtrong of members: 
and there pꝛoteeds from thy beart wozds moze outragious than 
wiſe, and fozaſmuch as thou demandeſt battel, thou art wel» 
tome: make thee-readp, and do che beſt thou canſt. With this 
wdzd, Typhou ſmote Jupiter ſo rudely upon his ſhield, that he 
bare awap a great quarter, and made Jupiter to ſtoop with the 
right leg. There were many Epiriens that ſeeing Jupiter fo 
mitten, ran and came to reſc ue him: but Jupiter would not ſuf: 
fer them, but bad Melliſeus and Archas that they ſbould fol low 
we chaſ of them chat led. And then he began to afluil Typhon 
by great rigour and koace, in ſuch wiſe that he gabe bim man 
wound in his body; and cus began the battle of Typhon and 
Jupiter a they wert both ſtrong and able in the cratt of arms , 
they charged ons another fiercely. Hany ſtrokes the one gave 
the other: but Jupiter fmote his euemp, chat he took from bim 
vis od und Shield, and when he was in at that point;he car: 
rud bim upon bis ſpoulders by fo2redf arms, and bare bim te 
the River at was dyed wich che bios d u bead men: an there 
becaft him into the flood with the yead downward, fozatmuch 
as he had menated Jupiter with ſuch a death. Ater the death ot 
Tiphou, Jupiter went again tothe purſuit ut pis enemies, un: 
ti-the un began to derline into the Woſti and followed on 
wich great fakitbters wat Titan and the moſt people? wert 76 
feeble and vidperſed in the fields, mas they migbt never viſe 
ugain, he founded the retreat, and aſſemuted his folk, and rok 
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he had not tartied long, but that four Citizens of Creet cam 


unto him, and told him, that ther of the party of Titan were 
fled, and that they had taben out of Pꝛiſon bis Father. 


CHAP. XII. ; 
How Jupiter and Saturn reconciled themſelves together, and how 
Jupiter by commandment of his Father, went to deſtroy Ring 
Apollo of Paphos, and of the Medicine Eſculapiur. 


Iupiter received theſe Citizens and their tydings in great 
gladneſs, and deſiring with all vis heart to be with bis Fa. 
thec and Pother, did ſa much ſpeed him that be entred into 
Creet, Saturn and Cibel with Veſta were at the Gate, which re: 
ceived bim honourably, and bzoughthim to the Palace, where 
be was feaſted with the Ring Melliſeus and Archas, in ſuch far 
ion that it could be na better. At the coming of Jupiter many 
tears were wept foz jop, by Dame Cibel and Velta, Cibel Fiſt 
and beclipt oftentimes her Mon: and all they of the Countrey 
tame tuither into the Palace.to feaſt and warſbip Jupiter, and 
alſo thepgave him man great gifts. And it is not to be fozget- 
ten, baro Saturn ret one led pimſeif unto him, and gave him a 
ſtace as to bis Sn. During theſe thinseh abe 
was ſearched among the dead bodies, cy; therummandment of 
Saturn, and there was made Tos him a (oiegn @bſequie,,as it 
appertained to a Ring. and litewiſe untg bis, Sons that were 
found dead in the Battel. Al the Sons ef Titan were got pe: 
riſhed ond dead in the battel: fanmongaHiocher, Je petug and 
Briarias wert left Aline and ten: that 36:40) (ap, Briarius was 
fled inte the Ade of: Grpeces.nanmed Nerigess and lopetus fled in: 
to a part of Libie where he inbabited: and be had with bim 
torer Bons, wberrof the eldeſt was named Atlas, the ſecond 
Heſperus. and the thicꝭ na med bumfeifPrometbeus. Atlas dwel 
led — and Heſpe ru reigned: in Spain, and we both

un by Herculeans hol be rthehr fed in the ſecond book 
rn Satum and Jupiter hab done the abſequies of tbe T. 
tanoys,; tyhings cummt᷑ te Jupiter that Apallo Bing of Paphos 
bad taken part with gpew tnt fied:fromtbe' batte] of the Ti. 


tanoys 
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t anoys. This ſaid Apollo had made alliances with Saturn, and 
was Son of lupiter cf Attick. When lupiter and Saturn heard 
tpeſe todings, Saturn required Jupiter that he would take ven⸗ 
geance on Apollo that was his alle, and that he would deſtroy 
pis enemirs. At the requeſt of Saturn heenterpaized the warte, 
and in haſte went and beſieged the City of Paphos, and took it 
with aNulr, and put to Swozd all the Fugitives that he could 
find : ond mozeover, be ſpoiled Apollo of all his riches and of 
his Lo2dſbips, leaving him ſo nakedly, tþathe departed from 
Paphos, not as a Bing, but as a oo beggar : and Foztune was 
to him ſo contrary that he was conſirained to keep the ſheep of 
King Admetus of Theſſaly. In this place ſome men ſap, that 
in the time that Jupiter began to mount in bis Reign and to 
emb2ace honour, Elculapius Son of Apollo, which was expert 
in Medicine and ſearching on a day his adventures, as he went 
by a wood ſide he ſaw from far, where an Yerdſman with his 
littlehozn, fought againſt a Paſilisk, that of bis nature flew 
the people only with bis fight. When Eſculapius ſaw this, be 
greatly marvelled,”he had not long abidden,but that the Perdf: 
man had overcome the Baſilisk, and conſtrained bim to with- 
dꝛaw him upon a Kock that was there hard by. Eſculapius was 
amazed with this thing, ſo that he knew not what to ſap : foz be 
thought it was impoſſible foʒ anp man to overcome ſo moztal a 
Beaſt. When the Bafilisk was withdzawn upon the Nock, E(- 
culapius went haſtily unto the Perdlman, and. finding that be 
had on his head a Thaplet or Garland made of divers perbs 
and flowers, be judged incontinently, that in this fozeſaid Gare 
land was an herb of ſuch vertue that kept him from death, and 
alſo fromthe ſubtil venome of the Bafilisk, Then be entreated 
fo, that the Perdſman oz Shepherd, gave, him bis Chaplet 
o2 Garland, as ignorant of the vertue thereof: and then, the 
faid Yerdſman went again to aſſail the Bafilisk; ard ſuddenly 
with one pꝛoper fight of his eyes, the pooz Shepherd fell dead 
to the earth. 

Eſculapius was then well aTured,. that he bad well thought 
that in the Chaplet was an herb that Cufficed to withſtand 
againſt the malicious intoxication of the venemous epes of 
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Beaſis: and with the ſaid Chaplet he went to the Rock, and 
fought againſt the Bafitigk chat he flew him. Mhen he had thus 
done, he went unto the Berdlman, and having pity on him took 
all the herbs one afrer another, whereof the Chaplet was made, 
and put them ſeverallyeach by himſelf in his mouth. And at laſt 
be touched the leaves of the vertuous herb, and bzuiſed it in 
bis mouth, ſo putting it in the dead mans mouth, ſuddenly he 
roſe from death to life. D maryellons vertue of an berb : men 
read that by the ſame herb, Hippolicus (which came nnto his 
death by the means of his ſtepmorher, wh» accuſed him falſip) 
afterward was-raifed to life again, and after be had been long 
dead and dzawn thꝛough buſbes,hedges,mountains and thozns, 
when his bodp was found, and they that found him laid him in 
a Medow upon a plat of herbs, like unto the herb whereof was 
ſpoken befoze,by the vertue of the ſame his wounds were healed, 
and his life was given and yielded to him again. 

Wyen Eſculapius had raiſed the Perdſman oz Shepherd, 
be took the herb and the Baſilisk, and bare them unto the Cite 
of Paphos, telling bis adventure, and from thensefuzth be raiſed 
men from death to life, by vertue of the herb. And foz this 
cauſe he got him ſo high a name, that Iupiter was diſpleaſed at 
bis glozp, and fiew him: whereof his Father Apollo took ſo 
great ſozarow-to himſelf, that beenterpzized the warre againſt 
lopiter, but Iupiter obertame him, and conſtrained him to ſuch 
an extzemitp that to hide bis name, be went and ſerved Ring 
Admetus of Theſſalie. And thus when Iupiter vad vanquiſþed 
Apollo, be returned unto Crcet with great glozy,and found there 
Neptune and Pluto bis Bꝛethren, and Iuno his ſiſter. This Iu- 
no was the moſt beautiful woman and faireſt Maid in all the 
Country. After the return of Iupiter ſhe converſed with bim a 
certain ſpace-of time, albeit they diſcovered not their minds at 
this time. And in pꝛoceſs of time Iuno returned into Parthenie, 
with the other Uirgins which ſbe had been nouri ſhed with, and 
abode in many thoughts and defires.: and made never other 
pzayers unto the Gods, but that they only would give her grace 
to be wife unto her brother. And it is not to be fozgotten, that 
as ſþe was ſtrongly ſet in love with her Bzother Iupiter, as 

yoda much 
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much oz moze was Iupiter in love with her. $02 ta her onelp 
(after that be had ſent bome ali bis men of war into their pwn 
Countries, and that he bad eſtabli ſbed dis Father Saturn in vis 
Seigniozitp, and Lozd ſpip) under the colour of Devotion be 
went — into the City of Parthenie, and took pleaſure ta 
be with her. 


CHAP. XIII, 
How Japiter with great joy Spouſed his Siſter Jaun Aud how 
King Saturn began War againſt Fwpiter his ſon. 


Nd as Iupiter was buſie to ſolicite the Uirgin Jano in 
Partheny, to habe the berter occafion to abide there, be 
builded a Temple and dedicated it to his mother Cibel, and did 
make an Image oz Statue of a woman in Royal attore, that 
gave meat to many (mall Images of little Childzen', in re- 
membzance that ſþe had ſaved the life of her Childꝛen. And when 
this Temple was perfected and made unto the Dedication, Sa- 
turn and Cibel came thither with all the Robles of the Coun? 
try,and made a great ſolemnity,that dured fifteendaies in great 
gladneſs. And at this great feaſt and merriment failed not Ju- 
piter and Juno, t̃oʒ about the end of this ſolemnity, the Bobles 
of the Country treated ther marriage, and the Pzieſts of the 
Temple of Cibel aTured and betrothed them together. In the 
ſame Temple their Spouſals were made and celebzated wifh 
great glozy, not poſſibſe to be rehearſed. And Tupicer and Tuno 
lay together, and engend2ed a Danghfer, that they named Phe- 
be, Type Parthenians foz memozy of this marriage, founded a 


Temple, wherein they ſet the Image of Juno. And after la- 


piter married Iuno, they made in that Temple an Anniverſary 
Feaſt, which was held in manner of a wedding. After theſe 
things, Satarn returned into Creet, and Pluto into a part of 
Theſſaly, where he founded the City of Hell, whereof ſhall be 
ſpoken in the ſecond book, and Neptune returned into Athens, 
where the Athenians made him Ring, as well fo: his bertues as 
tyat he was Son ot Saturn, at that time the moſt renowned Ring 
| Y 2 In 
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In thoſk days, when Saturn law himſelf quit of Titan, and 
that be ſaw his childzen mount from low places to Reign in 
bigh Chairs, abt his ſoʒ roms vaniſbed abap, and then began the 
riearneſs of his Kern ta be peaceable- all doudts, and dzeads 
were put away : Pe had of goods ot Faztunt cas witch as he 
would: Nene was lo hardy that durſt conſpire againſt bis do: 
minien : he found himſelf in peace generally. And it is to be ga: 
thered out of the Keigns of this time, that he was in ſo great 
peace and tranauitlite, Wat ye miabt have finibedend ended his 
days in the ſame af himſelt had nog&bought ta hin and threaten 
war: foz he had Jupiter his Son unto help, at that time 
the moſt valiant in arms chat was inattrhe wozld. And when 
King Saturn ſaw himſelf thus in peace, it came to his mind, that 
Apollo Bzognoſticated, that this Iupiter ould put him cut of 
his Rralm, kuddenlp there began te ingender in him a 
mozta! hate againft Iupitex that had done him ſo many good 
deeds. And ſeeing every man held bim in jove, and was buſie to 
pleaſe him, be was the mgze incenſed and gabe credence unto 
this curſed Wzognoſtication: and he returned unto bis ancient 
az rows, and fantacies, in ſuch wiſe that he made them appear

- When they of Creet (aw Saturn;ſo troubled; bis ſet tet coun 
eil endeavoured tocomfozt him: but ithetped nought,. foztheo 
could not get from his mouth the caule of his:melancholly, till 
ve had determined that he would perſecute his Son lupicer. And 
cen be did aſſemble his Pzinces and Counſellozs, and ſaid to 
them: J charge and adjure-yorr all; by the names of all our 
Gods, that pe aduiſe me; what aH. oa dught-a Ring do with a 
man that he doubteth. by a divine anſwer that bath been ſaid to 
vim, that this man bail put him out of -his-Keign and Ring- 
dome. When they of Creet had underſtood the charge and adju⸗ 
ration of the King, they appointed one, to gihe this anſwer, 
Sir; ths Council knoweth that ye had anſwer of vour God, that 
ye bad engendꝛed a Son that ſhould put you out of pour Keatm, 
and that Dame Cibel was then engendaedof lupscer z. the Couns 
til pꝛayeth you that pe will conſider, how re were depzivtd of 
pdur Crown, and had loſt it, and pe delivered pou, and quit vou of 
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pour enemies. It the cauſe of pour charge and adjura tion touch 
not this matter. the Council is of opinion, that if the King have 
-puilfance and might over him chat be doubteth, and that he have 
cauſe evident, be ougyt co make yim ſare from tyar man, and 
free from dangers. 

Said Saturn,the advice of the Council is reaſonable encuzh: 
koʒa ſmuch as J muſt declare to peu, what J mean: Jam rye 
Ring that A ſpeak of, and the man that J doubt, is lupiter, my 
Son: him J fear and dzead much moze than death, infomuch 
that J map not endure, noz take reſt foz him: Foz flœping 4 
dzeam that be ariſeth againſt me, and aſſatleth mee in arms, 
with a great multitude of Arcadians and Epiriens, and refterh 
conquerous and victozious cv2r me: and waking, J have alway 
mine ears open to hearken, if be be about co come en me with 
men ot arms: and thus J can bave no reſt, Jama man loſt, 
This conſidered : A will that be be dead: and I take the blame 
and fin upon me. And, J will that ye know that Jam your King, 
and that pe to me owe obepſance, fo2 that I command vou upon 
pain ot death, that there be not one man that is ſo hardy to gain- 
ſay an) thing contrary to my will, that each of pou be to maz- 
row feund read? in arms becoze this Palace. 


CHAP. NM. 
How they of Creet, when they heard the commandment ofS tuen 
were {ore troubled ; and how he gathered his forces agaiuſt 
Jupiter his Son. 


Hen they of Creet had heard the reſolution of S. turn, 

the? were greatly aſþamed : and he was a terrible man 

to offend : and they knew that wrongfully he willed the death 
of his Son Iupiter, that h1d reſtozed him to his Lozdſhip: Pa. 
no there were that went inda another Uingdome becauſe theg 
would nat be with the Fat her againſt tre San, noz wich the 
Son againſt the Father. _ But there was no man thar durſt be 
ſahardy to reply againf} Saturu noz ſay. that be did evil, foz thep 
dzeaded-moze his ire, tban to offend juſtice. After the.commands 


ment of Saturn, each man withdzec him to pis hauſe, full of 
R 3 grief 
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grief and ſozrow in heart. And there was not one man, but had 
his face charged with grief and heavineſs, 

Lhe day tven dzew paſt : and on the mozn, Saturn Armed 
himſelf and ſounded Trumpets to arms. They of Creet aroſe 
this mozning, and many there were of them that knew the in. 
tention of Saturn: And alſo there were many that marvelſed 
- of that,what the Bing would do, and could ſind no reaſon where: 

foze he made this Army: Foz all Creet was in peace, and all 
the Titanoys were diſperſed, and put unto deſtriaion foz ever, 
Among a other, Cibel knew not what to think: Seeing that 
Saturn (ent not foz Jupiter, ſþe demanded of bim oftentimes 
whither he would go, and foz what reaſon be took not Jupiter 
with him in his company? Jupiter was at that time in Parthenie 
with bis wife Juno. ; 

When Saturu had heard the demand of his wife Cibel, all bis 
blood began to change, and he ſaid,thatſbe ſbould know the place 
that he would go to. Cibel was wiſe and ſubtil: when ſhe beard 
the anſwer of the Ring, and ſaw the faſhion of his countenance, 
her heart gave her that he had ſome ili will: and ſbe had ſuſpi⸗ 
cion that be would do harm to Iupiter. Wherefoze ſhe went in. 
to her Chamber very penfive, and at all adventure ſent haſtity 
into Parthenie, and fignified to Iupiter, that be ſhould depart ba. 
ſtily from thence : and that ſbe imagined that Saturn his Father 
would da bim diſpleaſure, foz be made a very great aſſembly of 
= - Arms, and there was no man that could tell the cauſe 
thereok. 


CHAP. XV. 
How King Saturn with all his Hoſt came before the City of 
Arcadia againſt Jupiter his ſon. 


Ere is to be noted, that Jupiter had his heart very diſpleas 

ſant when he had received theſe tydings from his Mother, 

and although ſbe warned him by ſuppofing,as ſbe that knew not 
verily the will of the Ring: pet when be conſidered that he was 
not ſent foz'unto his ar mp. ye doubted him, and departed from 
thence, and laid to his wife Juno, that he would go unto Arca- 
dia, 
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dia, concluding in himſelf, that by this mean he ſhould ſee the 
behaviour of his Father,and to what place he employed.his Ar: 
ned mie. But he was not farre on his way, when he reſted upon a 
ofe Mountain, and looked beþind bim, that he ſaw the City of Par- 
in: thenie, -full of the men of Arms of King Saturn: that gave to 
ſed Þ yim a great p2oof of the advertiſement of his Pother. And ta 
re: fee what way be bent vis courſe, be tarried ſtill on the Poun 
all tain, having bis eges always unto the Cite. And anon he ſaw 
er. bis Father Saturn mount into bis Chair, and all his Armie if: 
hat fue out of the ſame Gate where he came from and took the ſame 
es wap that be had taken: And that gave him verily to underſtand 
cer and know that his Father ſought him. And ſo ve departed from 
nie tpis Mountain, and went to Arcadia, and told his Son, and to 
the Arcadians the cauſe wherefoze be was come, and pzaped 
bis them, that they would furnifh him with good Acmours, to the 
ice end ve might defend their Cite if need were. 
rd The Arcadians af the requeſt of Iupiter, made ready their 
ce, Arms and their City, and ſent out ſpies upon the wap. And a. 
pi: non, after they were come from the Palace the ſpies affirmed. 
in to Jupiter and Archas,that they had ſeen the Champine country, 
ilp and the ways of Arcadia all full of men ot arms. Anon there 
14+ was p2oclaimed in the City in th? name of thrir ſoveraign 
er Lond lupiter, thatevery man ſbould make good watch, and keep 
of bis ward. With this cry, the Arcadians armed them wich Yet- 
iſe mets and arms of leather: and went upon the Walls, having 
in their hands axes, Swoz ds, Guiſarms, Glaves, and Maces. 
And they ſaw come from far two men of Creet, which came to 
the Gate, and asked of the Pozters if lupiter were within? 
of The Þozter, when he: underſtood, what they asked, anſwered: 
wem, that Iupiter was in the City: and if they had any thing 
to do with bim, they ſbould find vim in tbe Palace. where be 
As paſſed the time with vis Hon Archas : and that he was newly 
r, tome unto the Town to vifit him. When they of Creet heard 
ot this; they were:ſoze troubled: foz ther ſought bim that they 


75 would not find. Notwithſtanding thep went in, and paſſed foath- 
with up to the Palace, where they finding lupiter with the 
Kobles of Arcadia, after due reverence made, one of them ſpake; 

and 
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and ſaid: Sir, we ſeek thee : and we have no will to find thee, 
foʒ we come againſt our will, to execute a commiſſion, by the 
which map ſooner come ruine and trouble than peace ta Crect 
and us. Saturn thy Father commandeth thee that thou. along 
come ſpeak with bim, ve hath ſought thee, in all the places of 
Parthenie, His Daughter luno thy wife (not thinking evil) 
hath aſcertained him that thou art come hither. Pe is come af, 
ter thee in arms, and we know not what he thinketh to do:fog he 
was never ſo angrp, noz ſozrowful, as he is now. Me be his 
ſervants,fozce hath conſtrained us to his obepſante, and toz this 
cauſe we will thee to appear in perſon befvze him this lame 
hour, all excuſations ſet apart. 1 

When lupiter had conſidered and well pondzed in his mind 
the adjournment oz fummons, with bis eyes full of tears, he 
\ made this anſwer, J marvel of the right ſtrange demeanour of 
my Father:and peradventure it is not without great cauſe, 
Pis Realm is in peace. A have put and ſet*him again inhig 
Realm, be putteth himſelf in arms withour my knowledge, and 
now he ſendeth foz me, that J would alone come ſpeak with 
bim: that is too ſtrange thing unto me. And hebehaveth him 
ſelf not as he ought to do: foz men ought to pzaiſe them that 
have deſerved it, and be of value. J have availed him as much 
as his Realm is wozth : and he hath at other times ſentfoz me 
to make war. J know not what evil deſire be bath oz map 
have towards me. But here he is come with his Army, where 
be bath nothing to do. And being come he demandeth nothing 
but me only. All things conſidered : J have noreaſon to obey 
his-commandment notwithſtanding, that he is my Father: foz: 
aſmuch as the ſuſpicion is too much apparent. But Jam con: 
tent, if he have to do with me, to ſerve him. and to come to 
him, upon condition that J ſball be accompanied with all my 
friends that 7 can get and not otherwiſe. 

The twoCommiſſaries, with this wozd returned unto Sz. 
turn, and fold bim the intention of Jupiter, Saturn took impati: 
entip the anſwer of Japiter, ànd appꝛoathed unto Arcadia, ma; 
king his avowimtohis Gods. that if he may haveJupiter,be with 
his hands would make ſacrifice of him. And then he lent foz big 
, moſt 
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moſt wiſe men, and willed them, that with cruel menaces they 
would go ſummon the King Archas, and the Arcadians,to pield 
and de!iver unto him Jupicer:declaring openiy and plainlp, that 
ye was moze his enemp than his Hon. 

Tye wiſe men departed from the Peſt, at the commandment 
of Saturn and did perfogm their devoyze to ſummon the Arca- 
dians:and ſafd to the Bing and people of Arcadia: We be comt 
unto you, fozaſmuch as pe ſuſtain Jupiter: whom the King Sa- 
turn holvery as an enemp, telling pou if pe deliver bim unto Sa- 
turn pe ſþall be his friends: and if not, he doth give you to wit, 
that pe do keep good watch and ward, foz he hath none in the 
woztd whom be reputeth greater enemies than pou, 

By this commandment Jupiter knew, it was he foz whom 
Saturn made bis Armp. The Arcadians aſſembled to counſel 
without Jupiter, and ſpake of this Patter,and made anſwer to 
the wiſe men of Creet, how they were bound to ſerve Jupiter 
and they would keep him, and live and dye with him againſt all 
men, above all other. When the wiſe men bad their ankwer, 
they returned unto Saturn, and told him the anſwer of the Ar+ 
cadians, being enflamed wich ite, he commanded the City ſpould 
be aſſailed. Whereupon, went to arms thep of Creet, and they 
appzoached the Malls and Foz ta. Now when the Arcadians 
ſaw theirenemies appꝛoach, thep ſounded to arms and came to 
the fight, and plyed them to defend their Malls with great cou: 
rage. Then was ſhot many an Arrow, and manp a ſtone caſt, 
and many beaten and hurt, as well within as without: there 
was no Guns, Bombards, noz great Artillery in the Realms. 
They of the City did caſt upon their enemies burning bzands 
and oyls, and waters boyling with aſþes. "75 ; 

And to do this Jupiter had induced and taugbt the Arcadian 
people, men and women, that when they of Creet came moſt 
ſtrong to the aſſault,and ſuppofing to have entred the City, they 
were charged with fire, opls, and ſcalding waters, which of 
fozce conſtrained them to go back, with great loſs of people, and 
to ſound the retreat. Saturn taking moſt ſozrow, foz that by the 
Walls lay moze than four hundzed of his men dead, returning 
into his Tent, after the aſſault, po Ting ſozrowful : had ſo great 
| grief 
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grief at his heart, that ve could neither eat noꝛ dzink. But fog 
all this notwithſtanding be thought well on his hurt people and 
went to their Tents, and did cauſe Pyyſicians to minifter me: 
dicine unto them that were hurt. 


wo CHAP,” xVIL 
How Jnpiter ſent his Ambaſſadors to his Father Saturn for peace: 
and how Saturn would not conſent to pꝛace. 


T* Arcadians were glad, when they ſaw how they of Crecet 
= ceaſed wich ſhame their aſſault, and after the retreat on 
both ſides Saturn applped to heal and give medicines ynto his 
hurt men. The Arcadians then affembled a Council, and by 
great deliberation they ſent ſeven of their honourable Coun: 
fellozs in Gmbaſſage to Saturn, of whom. the one ſaid, Saturn, 
wou knoweſt that every King ought to labour to live in peace: 
Foz the moſt fair thing in the world is peace: by peace are pꝛoſ⸗ 
pered men Towns, and Cities are united and knit together by 
charity,and made as one by amozous communication: by peace, 
Realms pꝛoſit, in beautifying and building fair houſes : and in 
length of like. By peace mens bodies be whole and quiet: aud jt 
is that, that cauſeth a man to demand ſoveraignty. O Saturn, 
it ſeemeth that thou regardeft not this good vertue, foz Neign⸗ 
ing in peace and tranquility, there is no Ring, noz Prince chat 
dare ſþzw himſelf againſt thee. Thou baft not only troubled 
thy Kealm, but azt an abuſer of war: to have peace, a man 
- 8ugbt to oꝛder the war. Thou doeſt all otherwiſe: and regardeſt 
not that thy Son Iupiter bath delivered thee from the bonds cf 
thine enemies, and bath ſet thy Diadem in a ſurety ok peace, 
which thou mighteſt not do without him? Seeſt thou not, chat: 
by making him war, thou canſt not have peace: and that thou 
deſtropeſt and bzeakeſt this peace, ſeeſt thou not that this is thy 
Hon, by warring againſt whom thou art a Monſler in Mature: 
The Fathers naturally love their Childzen: and the rude and 
b2uit Beaſis keep and hold this condition of Mature? Thoy 
ſeekeſt and wouldeft deftrop thy Son. From whence cometh this 
umna tural appetite? Pight it not ſuffice thy cruel purpoſe and 
old 
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ald ertour to think on the goodneſs and benefit that thou haſt re: 


ceived lately by his reſtozing thee to Reign? be thine interiout 
rancours permanent? Shall thy fantaſies never ceaſe ? Wilt 
thou be in age moze fooliſh than a Child? The moze men grow 


in age, the moze they be wiſe. Thou baſt leſs knowledge now 


wan tpou hadſt in thy wildeſt youth, From whence cometh this 
default? Is this by thy Peavenly influence? Ik it be thus: 
where is reaſon? where is equity ? where is the love of the 
Father to the Son? and knoweſt thou not, that had not Jupiter 
thy Bon been, thou hadſt been in great darkneſs, languiſbing : 
I fignifie to thee, as the advocate of Jupiter, that he loverh thee 
as his dwn Father : and furthermoze, J p2ap thee that thou 
wilt be in peace. And it thou wilt wiſh him no goad pet at leaft 


will bim no harm. | . 


I ſpould ſoon pield to your demand ( anſwered Saturn) if the 
experience of the life of Jupiter come not to my ſight. Sfe I 
not, how he exalteth himſelf the moſt he can? See Jnot, bow 
the people by his fair and kawning wozds, owe him moze fa: 
vour than mer? See Jnot, that be pech from me? If he be 
not culpable wherefoze fipeth be? Pe will ſay to the people, 
that he is innocent. Sap pe that he bath nothing done againſt 
me? A know ndt how the Arcadians take it: but if J map once 
ſet my band on them, there was never ſuch a great deſtruction 
as ſhall come unto Arcadia, and 4 habe notas now any purpoſe 
to depart from this plate, till J have utterly raced the Cite, 
that rebelieth againſt me and mp commandments. Sir (an- 
ſwered the Arcadians) fince that fair ſpeeches map not reſtrain 
thy great ire, no2 reſtrain thy war, bewlire, thou keep thy ſelf 


from us, and us from thee, foz the matter ſþall be decided by 


war. God ſpeed the right and Foztune, we will not long dzaw 
fozth time: it is concluded, that the Arcadians and Jupiter will 
tNue to mozrow out ofthe City: and if they find anyaſail them 
they muſt and will defend their lives. i | 
- This ſpeech ended, Saturn turned his back to the Arcadians, 
baking bis head, and the Arcadians returned into their City, 
and rehearſed from the beginning to the end all. that theę had 
done: and by their tepozt, it * confirmed, that the day fol⸗ 
2 lowing 
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lowing they ſpould iſlue out of the City,as they had purpoſed a⸗ 
mong themselves. 5s 
Jupiter had great diſpleaſure in himſelt, that he ſaw bis Fa- 
ther was ſo grie bed, and would not be content, et notwichſtand⸗ 
ing he doubted not ſo much, but took courage, and laid be was 
moze holden to keep bis life, than co obey the evil will of his 
Father,that bated him at his birth. This night paſſed over. A. 
bout the third hour of the dap, Archas, Jupiter, and the men of 
war of the Citp, went into the field in good o2der : and they were 
not fo ſoon iſſued out of the Gates, but they were ſeen of the Sa- 
turniens, that waited foz them by the commandment of Saturn, 
And then began each againſt other, lo great noiſe and crie, 
that it reſounded unto the Pountains and Walls. And then 
they began to aſſail the Arcadians by ſhot and ſtones, ſo eagerly 
that when Jnpiter ſaw there was no other remedy, but to fight, 
he put him fozth fozemoſt in the front, ſo began to ſay to them 
that ſought him, crying with an high voice, loe pere is Jupiter 
each man do to him what he map. 

Thus began the dolozous battel of Saturn and Jupiter. There 
was the Father againſt the Son, there loſt nature her fair and 
commendable pzoperties. The Father ſought to ſpill the blood 
he had engendzed: and pzomiſed great gifts unto them that 
might take him. The battel was rigozous and cruel: and. then 
w2ought and fought well both Jupiter and Archas, and above all 
the noble Jupiter employed ſo bꝛa velp bis (wozd tempered with 
Steel that he ſmote down both Sbields and Helmets, and cut 
off heads and arms, and there was no man might refiſt bis ins 
vincible pzoweſs. He made to tremble the hardieſt that were 
there : he made them fetire, and to go back, that had advanced; 
fyemſelves moze than they bad power aud ftrength to maintain 
He bꝛake the wings of the battel: and in their moſt ſtrength 
he met and encountred manp times Saturn bis Father, and it 
was often in his power to griebe him : but though Saturn laid 
on vim, and gave him grievous wounds, pet bee would never 
Cmite again, but ſaid to bim oftentimes : Alas, mp Father; 
wherefoze ſeekeſt thou the effuſion of my blood? Jam thy Son, 
and thy Servant: Thou paſt no cauſe to perſecute mee, J will 

! not. 
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not lap my hand upon thee : but beware and put nat affiance in 
the Arcadians, foz if thep map get thee in their power, thou 
ſhalt find in them little pity 02 mercy- 1 

Saturn notwichſanding would not refrain his ire: but ſmote 
ever upon Jupiteras fiercely as be could. Jupiter of all bis 
ſirokes took no peed, and ſec little thereby, and though he had 
occaſion to'fight and (mite his Father, he tur ned his ſtrokes, and 
pad na conſcience to occupp bis harp. Swozd upon them of 
Creet, yet ſometimes he ſo laid on, that every ſtroke without fail 
was dyed with new blood. And this be did, meaning to ſhew 
Saturn that he fought againſt him in vain; and that to him was 
nothing impoſſible. All theſe things nothing dilmaped Saturn. 
The cro was great about Jupiter, the arms were greatly exer⸗ 
ciſed, the ground was all covered with the effuſion of blood, and 
the dead bodies lap one upon another beheaded and ſmitten in 

ieces. .D crueland ſoze battel, Saturn was ſa ſozeentangied 
in his obſtignacy that the blood of his men wetting his arms by 
the courſe. of the large wounds that Jupiter made into them, 
might, not moderate his ire noz heat. And his epes were ſo blind 
in his ire that he ſaw not his evident damage: noz how he 
ſought the paoper mean, by which he was put out of his Realm, 
that be doubted,and againſt which be intended ta make reſi: 
ſtance, and eſchewit with-bis might. 


CHAP. XVII 
How Jupiter vanquiſhed in battel Saturn his Father: and Saturn 
fled by ſea. 


15 this battel, Iupiter oftentimes ſaved Saturn among the 
Swozads of the Arcadians, and did good againſt evil,many of 
them of Crcet fought againſt their will, knowing that Saturn 
was cauſe of the war:and notwithſtanding they put thetr hands 
to wozk, pet the faint-heartedneſs that they had among then» 
ſelves, was caule of the loſs of a great number at people, They 
doubted Iupicer,and had no power to fight ſo well as thes would 
baue done, it they vad known the quarrel tobe good: and by this 
manner was the battel EA to the great P2eJadice of the 
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Sxtarnians. Jupiter ſubmitted himlelf to his Father, and often: 
times cryed in his ear that he ſþould withdzaw him, oz the bat: 
tel would be wozſe. Pe withſtood his ſtrokes « great while, 
waiting that be would convert himſelf from bis evil opinion. 
But then at laſt when Jupiter took heed, and ſaw that he would 
in no wiſe hear him, be diſplayed his valour, and the great 
migyt of his arms, and ot his Swozd, and made (ach a fray up: 
on his adverſaries, bzeaking their Pelms, and bewing their 
Parneſs, not in manner ok a man, having all day fuſtained the 
fear of great ſtrokes and conflicts of the Sarurnians : but in 
the manner of a Champion fretband new, of whom the ft rokes 
redoubley.' 7-0  - - N 
Thus then it ſeemed unto the Saturnians, that in multiply: 
ing of rye ſtrokes, the ſtrength and puiſfance of Jupiter began 
to revive. Yis well doing and valiantneſs, gave unte the Arca- 
dians ſtrength upon ſtrength : and unto bis enemies great loſs 
of blood, and alſo of life. The ground was bedewed with new 
blood: The dead bodies covered with new dead men. There was 
the Chair of Saturn ſmitten into pieces, Saturn held a long 
while the battel, asdong as bis ſtrength would endure : and in 
no wife would fly. But in concluſion when his men ſaw that 
the war went with them from evil to wo2fe, they began to re: 
tyꝛe, and turned their backs and fled : and Saturn turned and 
fled in perſon: then they were followed in the chaſe ſo ſharplp, 
that ſome were flain in the way, and ſome ſaved themſelves 
here and there. Among all other, Saturn was fo nigh purſued 
by Archas and ſome of the Arcadians, that be had no leiſure 
to return into Creet,but was dꝛiven by fozce till he came unto | 
a Wozt of the Sea thereby, where he ſaved himſelf by means of | 
a Ship that he there found: and he went unto the Sea, with | 
ſome of them that fled, ſo penſive that he might not fpeak. 
Thus this battel ended, both of the Father and the Honne. 
When Archas ſaw that Saturn was ſaved in the Sea, be return: 
ed to Jupiter his Father, and aſſembled again his people, and 
told them theſe tydings, and alſo ye aſſembled his Council, to 
know what Jupiter would do. And they of tbe Counſel were all 
of the opinion, that Jupiter ſpould go into Creet, and that they 
5 would 
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would male him Ring : ſaping,that the Gods had ſbewedclear- 
ly wat he ſpould ſucceed. as Bing in the ay wc] when his Fa+ 
ther was fied,fozaſmucy as they had then no bead. To this coun: 
ſel acCozded Iupitet and went 10 Crect, where be was received; 
Bing, thc Citizens durſt nat ſap againſt it, And although Ci- 
bel and Veſta made great ſoar ow foz the miſ-foztune ot Saturn, 
pet they turned their (ozrow into gladneſs at the Cozonation of 
jupiter, and ſent foz Iluno. Then began Iupiter to Reign, in 
diüributing a nd departing unta the Arcadians the treaſures of 
his Father, wheceof they had great jop, and foz this cauſe (ſap 


the Poets ). Iupiter was gelded, and caſt hisgenito2s -into the 


Sea, of wbom was engendzed Venus: That is to ſap, he caſt 
the treaſures of his Father into the bellies of bis men, whete 
of engendꝛed all voluptuouſneſs, which is compared and like: 
ned unto Venus, 


CHAP, XVIII. 
How Achriſmes had a daughter named Danae, which he did cauſe 
to be thut in a Tower, becauſe he had an anſwer that (he ſhould 
have a ſon which ſhould turn him into a tone. 


15 thoſe days when Iupiter of Creet flouri ſbed in honour, and 
valiance,inthe Cito of Argos reigned Ring Achriſius, that 
cauſed his Daughter Danae to be kept in a Tower. To know the 
Genealogie of this Ring, it is to be noted, that of lupiter, and 
of a Damoſel named lis, came a Son named Epaphus: this E- 
paphus engendzed a Son and a Daughter, the Son was named 
Belus, and reigned in Egypt, and the Daughter named Lybiaz 
and dwelt in Atfrick, where ſhe conceived a Son named Buſi- 
ris, that was anumbumane Tyzant, as ſhall be rehearſed here: 
after in the deeds of Hercules. Bclas then engendꝛed two Sons, 
Danaus and Egyptus, Danaus had fifty Daughters, and Egy- 
ptus had as many Sons, And theſe Sons and Daughters were 
conjopned together by Parriage, Egyptus baving married bis 
Sons was deceived in bis knowledge, foz Danaus foz enuy and 
covetouſneſs to have the ſucceſſion, made his Danghters trat 
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terouſipy-murther all the fifty Sons of Egyptus, the night o 
. their. 
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their Eſponſals, us theyflepf.” And all conſented fo this hows 
bie crime, except Hyperneſtra,"'which" had a ſtedfaſt yeart of 
Pity : foz when the ſþould have perſecuted her husband Linceus, 
the ſaved his like mercifully;-and alfo conceived 6fþis-ſeed, a 
Son that was named Abas, that after was Wing of Argos: and 
pe engendzed the King Achriſins : whereof is made mention in 
the beginning of this Chapter. Theſe were the Parents and 
Pꝛogenitozs of King Achriſius, he was verypuiſſant in riches, 
but be named himſelf pooz:foz he had no childzen but one daugh- 
ter only, which he namedDanac- and fo habe a Son be went 
dap by day, to the Dracles of the Gods Land there made pꝛapers 
and ſacrifices, alms and other ſuffrages. All thete things might 
not help noz bring to paſs the accompliſhment of bis deſire. is 
wife came unto ber barren years, and be was out ofall hope to 
have any Child male, and then he comfozted bimfelf in Danac 
his Daughter, and ſet his love ſo greatly on her, that he had no 
pleaſure, but only to behold ber: and he purpoſed that never 
man {onld have her, except he were the moſt noble and valr 
enteft man in the wozld. But fozaſmuch as in this wozld is no⸗ 
thing durable, this love was of little enduring, and that by the 
pzocuring ot the Ring Achriſius: foz that the love he had in Da: 
nae, grew of natural jealouſe, pe went to the Dracle of Belus 
bis old Grandfather,and ſearching what ſpould be the deftinp of 
'his Daughter,be did cauſe him to be anſwered that ofher ſþould 
come a Son that ſpould turn him into a ſtone. 

By this anſwer, Achriſius began to fall from the great lobe 
that he had to her, returning ſozrowful into his houſe, and be- 
came very melanchollp, without taking jop oz pleaſure in am 
thing that he ſaw,his Daughter was then young : he law ber 
oftentimes, -otherwhile in crueltp, and ſometime in pity.” The 
remozſe of that, that he looked to be trans foʒmed into a ftone, 
by him that ſhould be bozn of his Daughter, moved him to crw 
eltp.that oftentimes he determined to put her ta death, and 

ſpoil his blood, to remedp his mis foʒtune. But when he had ta: 
ken in his hand the Swoꝛd wherewith: be intended to flap her, 
Nature began to put her ſelf between them:and from this cruel- 
tp made him to condiſcend topity, and put away bis Swozd. 
This 
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s Bjng Achriſius from 7 took his reſt, croſſed 
ma 1 ———— daugb 
n ;; He was very. fair, and many 

| to Pont ett in Marriage, and 
Toe t mig Crowns. But the Rin A- 
45 Fefgſed all them that required her, and imagined, that 
bis, Daughter, fo2 yer great beauty, might, be taken away and 
ravifþed;by which ſde might by adventure have a Sonne that 
f<>nld turn him into a ſtone. And to the end, to eſchew this pe- 
ril und danger, be thought, that be would make-a Tower the 
ftrongeft in 1 aud in the ſame Tower ould his Daugh- 
ter Danae be ſput during ber life, without coming of any man 
to her: foʒ he was ſo jealous ot her, that be believed her not 
well when he ſaw-her.. In the end pe ſent foz wozkmen, and 
kozgets of Steel and Copper, from all parts; and bzougpt them 
unte a ſtrong place, all environed with waters, where was no 
entry bur in ane place. e 
rk 122 1195 thither all his woakmen, be ſaid to 
wem, that he would ba e a Tower made all of Copper,- with a 
Gate ſeveral from the Tower, to put in four and twenty men 
of Arms, to keep the Tower ik it were need. The Wozkmen a- 
greed with King Achriſius,. to make the Tower and the Gate, 
ſet on hand to the wozk : the Tower was made in ſhozt 
time: and when all was achjeved, Achrifius bought: thithec 
bis Daughter without letting her know his intention. And as 
ſoonas ſþe was in the Tower, pe ſaid unto ber: Pe onlp 
Daughter it is come unto my knowledge, that in ſearching 
thy rity to my God Belus, I have been advertiſed.that of 
thee al] come a Son which ſpall convert and turn me into a 
ftone. Thou knoweſt that every man naturally covereth to live 
in his fir. Jlove thee paſſing well, and nothing in the world 
fo much excepting my life. But certainly my life toucheth me 
nearer to my heart, thay thy love: wherefoze J ſeeking and re- 
quiring the remedies againſt mp pzedeſtinate mit · foatune, would 
never gibe thee in marriage to an man that hath required thee. 
Allo, to the end, thatgenerationdeſcend not of thy body, and 
wat thou ſpouldeſt have no 1 W ok man during il, 
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me, that it thou ba bea Son, be tþall 
put me ts death, and that is myjudgement and kea r. Gain ⸗ſay 
no moe to me; Janithy Father, Lazd, and Daſter oper the, 
thou walt abide here, kicher by lobe or orherwile. At this con: 
chufion, when Danac [aw that ſbe might not content er fear: 
ful Father, as wiſe andfage as ſte was, tbe agreed, ta de his: 
pleaſhre, pielding fo it with the month, but nof with the heart. 
And then tbe Bing kent koz Urrgins and alſo old Patrons in 
aH the Realm about: and delivered his Daughter unto them, 
to acrompan and keep her, and made them all to be ſhut in 
with ver. After he took nds th of rheuv. commanding them 
upon pain ok death, that t l {b norfuſferanp man tacome 
and ſpeak with þis Daughter without his knowledge. *

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pe bad thus done, be returned into the City of Argos, and al⸗ 


ſembled fozty ſtrong women, which pe gave wages to, and ſent 
them to keep. the Gate, at the entry of ye Tower. And then 
ſpꝛead the tene wu oftryele things, in ſo great a ſound and noiſe, 
that ali Creet was full of the tydings, and there was no Ring 
noz Printe, but complained foz the lofs of fair Danae, named 


the fair of all. the Greekiſh Patrdens, Daughter to the 
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How Jepher in guiſe of a Meſſenzer brought unto the Tower of 
Dardan,to the Damoſels, and to Daxae,miany Jewels, tcigning 
that he came from Fupiter. ' 


B this Tower, and by this means Achriſius thought to o. 
-—-vercome this pzedeſtimmte miſ-foztune, and was well plea: 
ſed eyatbis Dakighter was in ſo ſure and ſafe a place. All the 
wozld ſpake of her, and her Tower by compaſſion chepcemplai- 
ned of her eſtate, and it was ſo much ſpoken of this cauſe, that 
Jupiter had his ears full thereof”: and not onlp bis ears, but 
alto his heart: ko in bearing the comme Tok he rxee: 
five perfection of this Uirgin Danae, he was enamoured of her 
greatly and deſirouſſp. as ſoon as rhe marriage of him and Juno 
was conſũmated. And then he began with all his heart, to think 
how and when oz in what manner he might come to ſee the Da: 
moſel Danae. And ſo much be thought and ſtudied in this mat« 
ter, that there was none other thing that he would peur of, noz 
no conferences of bis men, ſave only of them that ſpake of the 
Waiſon of Danze. And he ſpake of it chearkullp, and talked with 
all diltgence, coveting inſtantly to be with ber, and that as well 
in the pzeſence of Juno, as otherwiſe, ſaying,.many times, that 
be would that he Gods would give him grace and power ta 
bzing this Damoſel Danae out of the Tower. 

By tbeſe ſpeeches Juno began to feel the firſt ſparkle of jea · 
louſie,caſting 4nfintte curſes and maledictions upon Danae, and 
upon all them that had ſown theſe tydings befoze her husband. 
This iþe ſþewed not only in 1 and in her ſtomach, but moze 
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openly 
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openly in the pꝛeſence of her Pusband, ſpew ing evidently, that 
ſþe had the attaint of jealoufie, Notwithſtendinig, Jupiter was 
neverthelels deſtrous ta ſee Danae moze thanhe was befoze, 
Tye maledictions noa curſes might not let nos withdꝛaw his af 
fections which grew moꝛe and moze. In he end be-found him 
ſelf fo raviſhed with ber love, tyat there wan no moze conti. 
rence found in him. To conclude, - he pyrpoſed to go untd the 
guardians of the Damoſel Danac.and that he would bear unte 
them ſo many Bꝛacelets of Gold ond Jewels, with money of 
Gold, that he would turn them with his gikts; to accozd with 
vim, and let him enter into the Towerof Danze. Then de ſent 
foz the Jewellers, that were wont to ſerve his Father Saturn, 
and made them make the moſt rich Jeweils and Bꝛonches, that 
were ever ſeen oz thought. When the wozkmen had made a 
part, Jupiter took them, and being cloathed like as be had been 
a ſervant, pe alone departed from Cxeet and dꝛew him to Argos. 
ſrcking che Tower dt Dardan, Which he fauud in an evening, 
and ſaw che walls ſbining, and came unto the Gate, where he 

found many of the Patrons ſitting at the dooz foz recreation. 
hen Jupiter came, pe ſaluted the Patrons, and ſaid unto 
chem: 800 Dames. the good nigbt come to vou. Mhat Tower 
is this, of ka noble and ſo 1 1 a faſbien? Fair, Sen ſaid the 
eldeſt, pe he not ok this Country, fozaſmuch,as ve know not 
the name of this Tower. Know pe certainly that it is named 
the Tower of Dardan, and this is the proper place that the 
Ring Achriſius hath cauſed to make ta keep his Daughter the 
Uirgin Dange in, wyich is a Damoſel ſa furniſþed with all ver⸗ 
tues and honourable manners, that per like is not in all this 
wozld : but theponz Patd is fo much infoatunate, that her Fas 
ther Achriſius poldeth der in this Tower ſhut, foz that be bath 
an ant wer ok his Gods, that of his Daughter: Danac ſhould be 
bozn a Child thar ſhould turn him into a ſtone. This is the cauſe 
wherefoze we keep her. that no man map converſe with ber: 
and her Father is the Bing Achriſius, Wpich is to ſozt ſmitten 
to the heart with jealouſ e, that if knew. of. pour being here, 
de would fend fodeftroy you; And therefoze withdzaws 21, and 
go fozth on pour way. Jupiter hearing the anſwer of the Waz 
: man, 
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man, gave no regard unto her wozds, ſaving that he heard with 
his ears:foz be employed his eyes unto the marking of the Toe 
wer: and ſeeing that it was impꝛegnable foz any aſſault,as fox 
that it was nigh the City of Argos, which was right ſtrong 
he conſidered in bimſelf, that foz to come and fee this Paid e 
could not obtain but by the means of theſe women, Then thus 


pe anſuered the old Woman : J thank pou of your gocdadver: 


tiſement : J am much beholden unto you, but J all pet ſap 
mo2e unto pou, if it pleaſe pou, Jam ſent unto che Damoſels 
of this place from the mighty Bing Jupiter of Crcet, fox to de- 
liver to them certain pꝛeſents on his behalf. Mperefoze J paap 
you that it pleaſe you to give me pour aſſiſtance to ſpeak with 
them. When the old Patron underſtoed of Jupiter, that he 
had bzoughr pzeſents unto the Damoſels : ſhe made him fo en- 
ter into a little Chamber (which was by the Gate, foz to ſpeak 
therein to their friends when thep came to viſit them.) And 
then ſbe went into the Chamber of Danae, andthere a ſſembled 
all che women of the place, and ſaid unto them: my fellows, 
the Ring Jupiter of Creet, greeteth pou well by one of his fer- 
vants, whom J have put into the Chamber of the Gate: he ſaid 
to me, that he hath bzought certain pzeſents. See ye now whes 
ther pe will receibe them oz not: and what J ſþall anſwer ta 
the Meilenger. 0 

Tye Dataoſels were joyful when they heard theſe tpdings, 
and took their Counſel together, and concluded, that ther ſhould 
receive theſe pzeſents of Ring jupiter. Then they deſcended un⸗ 
tothe Chamber and feaſted the Weffenger, which did them re · 
berence, and ſaid to them: Ladies and Damsſels, your renown 
is ſo great, that it hach moved the King Jipiter tu del re your 
love. In fign of which, he hath ſent to pou all theſe Jewels, and 
pꝛapeth pou to receive them in good part, and he recommendeth 
bim unto the right noble grace of pour Miſtreſs the Rings 
Daughter, With theſe wotds, Jupiter opened bis ſack of lea: 
ther wherein were bis Jewels, and delivered: them unto the 
Damoſelg. Wyen'thep had received them and ſaw what they 
were, they were alFabaSed foz tu ſee thinks fo pzecious, and 
laid, that they would go and _ them to their Diftrels, — 
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fozth they went up into the Tower. and ſhewed their pzeſents 
unto Danae. : fignifying to per, that the King Jupiter pad re: 
commended him unto ber noble grace. So ſoon as this famoug 
Uirgin pad (een theſe Jewels, te ſaid, that it muſt needs be, 
tyat Jupiter was rich, and liberal: and ſaid mozeover, that the 
gift ryat ye pad given was moge of value than all the Realm 
of Argos: and aiſo,that be would that the man that yad bzought 
tyeſe Zewels, were feaſied as it appertaineth,. and aiſo willed 
that Bing Jupiter Þould be thanked in her name.Then the Da 
moſels by rye commandment of Danae, went to feaſt the Mel 
ſenger ok Ring Jupiter, in the beſt wiſe they might ; ſpending 
the moſt parc of the night in eating and dzinking. And then came 
the aged woman that bad ſirſi ſpoken with him, and ſaid to him: 
Wy Son, the Paiden Danae thankerh the King Jupiter of the 
courteſie that it hath pleaſed him ta do ber Damoſels : and ſþe 
thinketh ber ſelt greatly beholden to him, and to pou that have 
taken the pains to baing them: and if there map pleaſe: pou

W Ben jupiter had achieved his purpoſe, he ſtewed forth

ger of King Jupiter > and ſaid, that ſbe would eat with him, and 
that they ſtould bzing him up into the Tower ſecrettp, 

With the wozd of Danac, two Damoſels went down out of 
the Tower into the Chamber of Jupiter, and finding him afleep, 
awoke him, whereof he was amazed and aHamed. Foz the Sun 
was at that time mounted high. And then he aroſe, when be 
knew that Dante had ſent faz him to come ſpeak with her. And 
fo came to her, which began to war red, and to loſe her colour 
when fe ſaw him: And the reverence made, they went to eat 
together and made great chear: pet Danae was a ſhamed, and 
was ſtrongly ſurpꝛized for the cauſe that was happened to ber:

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CHAP. XXII. : 
How King Tantalus of Phrigie aſſailed the King Troos of Troy: 
and how Lion and Ganimedes his Sons diſcomtited him in 
battel. 


We Ring Troos had named his City Troy, and was 
exalted in ſo high renawn, that the Rings bis neigb⸗ 
bours, as fo his regard. were butin little reverence, and leſs 
glozy : many thus loſing their honours,by his great wozſbip,be- 
gan to murmure againſt him in deed, and alſo in thought, and 
among all other, Ning Tantalus of Phrigie, Son of the Arcadian 
jupiter, Ring of Attick, took in great deſpight the excel: 


© lencyof Troos, and conſidered againſt him, and made a great 


aſſembly of menof Arms, and ſo departed out of his Realm, 
with intention to deſtrop Bing Troos and his City of Troy. 
This Tantalus had a ſon in his company named Pelops: and 
left a Son at homenamed Thieſtes, fozafmuch as he was young, 
And this Thicſtes had a Son named Phileſtines the Father of 
Menalaus that reigned in the time of the third deſtruction of 
Troy. But to return to our purpoſe, this Tantalus behaved 
himſelf ſo, that he conducted and bzought an Poſt upon the ter- 
ritory of Troy, and did deſtroy all things that was in their pu: 
iſſance, unto plain deſtruction. Wherewith the crp and cla. 
mours of them that fied was ſo great, that in ſbozt time Ring 
Troos was advertiſed of it, whereof he was not afraid : foz he 
had the City well garniſhed with people. Alſo he made ready to 
reſiſt his adverſaries, and that by ſuch diligence, that when he 
bad beard the tydings in the mozning, within four hours after 
be iſſued out of Troy with thirty thouſand fighting men, and 
d:ew unto the place where the Phrigians were entred. 

This noble King Troos had in his company two Sons, of 
whom the eldeſt was called Ilion, to whom came down from 
Heaven the Paladium. And the pounger was called Ganime- 
des. 'Lhefe two Sons valiantly came into the Field, and re: 
quired their Fatber Troos to part his Army in two: and that be 
would grant to them his Command, to pꝛove their might upon 
their enemies. M 2 Troos 
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Troos conſidering that by ſeparation of his people, they that 
were beaten oz put back might be ſuccoured when it ſpould come 
to ſtrokes, he granted the requeſt of his two Sons, and gave 
unto them twelve thouſand fighting men, Ilion and Ganimcedes 
thanked King Troos their Father, and took leave of him, and 
went fozth with their fighting men, in ſuch wiſe, that they 
were a mile bekoze the Battel of the Ring. And ſo Ring Troos 
followed the Battel of his Two Sens, Ilion and Ganimedes. 
And he had certain Kiders between both, appointed foz to re⸗ 
pozt to King Troos, when his Sons had found Tantalus their 
enemy: and alſo the two noble Sons had befoze them divers 
Eſpies, and Watches that were ſent out into divers places, to 
ſee and diſcover the ſtate, and ozder of their enemies, which 
found them about the evening : and after, thep returned unto I: 
lion and Ganimedes, and bid them make chear, and that thep 
bad ſeen the enemies of Troy, in a certain place that thep nam: 
ed, and that there they had ſeen them lodged : and that they 
might well be numbzed by eſtimation about thirty thouſand 

ſizbting men. 5 ö 
Df theſe tydings had the Trojans great joy, it was that time 
about mid night, and they were lodged in the end of a Walley : 
Illion and Ganimedes the ſame hour aſſembled all the aobſe⸗ 
men of their companp, and told them what the Eſpies vad re⸗ 
po2ted, and demanded of them counſel. All were of opinion 
that they ſhould ſuffer their hoſt to reſt yet a good hour, and at. 
ter that they ſhould bꝛeak their faſt a little and lightly, to the 
end to have the better and longer their bzeath, and alſo to be 
the moze couragiaus, and fo cauſe them to be the better awaked. 
and this done they ſbould depart, to go and aſſay their enemies. 
This opinion ſeemed good uato the Sons of the Bing. And 
they fignified their intention by the Kiders unto their Father 
Troos. After this thep witbdz2ew them to take a little their reſt, 
and gave charge to them that kept the watch, to awake them 
when. they ſaw their time: and ſo they bad vut little reſted, 
when they were awaked and called, and that each man ſpould 
take his arms and follow on? The Trozans obeyed, and knew 
well it was time to make ready ſpeedily, They were never ſo 
| glad: 
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glad as thep were when they knew they ſpould go fo battel,they 
eat and dzunk temperately all with one good will, they garnilb: 
ed them with their arms:and ſhewed the one to the other, how 
theo would fight the battel, and confound their enemies, and 
menaced them of an evil conflict with them. 

At this hour, the Poon ſhone b2ight : by which light, Ilion 
and Ganimedes put their people in good array, When they had 
took the ſbozf refection, they began to march toward them, and 
put themſelves befoze all other: ryeo came fo nigh by Poon: 
jight and bp the! guides, that they were heard of them that 
kept the watch of their enemies that thep ſought: the which 
fled into the Tonts of King Tantalus, and awoke him, and told 
bim that the Trojans were come to aſſail him: and chat theo 
had ſeen them in great number. But Tantalus believed not 
lightly his watch, and deferred his ariſing moze than need was. 
He had not long bidden, but the Trojans came upon his Yoſt, 


and laid load upon the Phrigians ſo unmeaſurably, that the re: 


ſounding of their ſtrokes fell into the ears of Tantalus, which 
aroſe terriblyafraid.. With this frap were awakedall the Phri⸗ 
gians in general : ſome bp moztal wounds, and ſome by their 
cries,and ſome hurt grievouſly, In coming on thus, the Trojans 
damaged greatly their enemies: and the moze, becaufe many of 
them were not kurni bed. with their arms, which were ſmitten 
down by the Swozds of the Trcjans, and they were bea fen 
down, maimed moztally, and wallowing in their blood. This 
notwithſtanding, tyvough that the coming on of the Trojans was 
ſþirp,. and that Ilion and Ganimedes appzovred themſeives 
arplp in their wozk. Tantalus and his Son Pclops, gathered 
their people that withd2ew them about their Tent, and there 
muſtered them tegetber, and when theo found. them in number 
ſufficient to enter info battel, Tantalus cryed Phrigie, Phrigie: 
and after be did cauſe his people to march againſt the Trojans 
that beat down all befoze them in the place where-thep were 
arrived, and then began the noiſe to be great: Foz on all fbes: 
nere crpes made, and at the jopning, the skirmiſh was ſohoz: 
rible, that it ſeemed the wozld ſhould end in the ſame place. 
Ganimedes and: Pelo ps encountred together, being full cf

great courages , they fouabt together a great while, by the 

wounds that were ſeen upon their heads, they were like the one 
to flap the other, and the one had ain the other, bad not Tanta« 
lus and Illion been by. Foz Tantalus (mote upon Ganimedes, and 
Hion ſmote Pclops: and the Trojans and Fnrigiaus medled the 
one with the other: and there began the flaughtec and murther, 
there was fighting as Champions, ſþewing each man bis vertue 
and bis pzowels ſo ſtrongly, fozaſmucyh as they ſaw the Moon 
go down. And yet was not the day come, whentþes found in 
the Wozning the place all covered with bloody heads of men 
dead: but the number of the Phrigians, that there were put to 
the wozſt, was the much greater number, ten againſt one, than 
of them of Troy. As long as the Poon gave her light,there was 
no fault on the one fide, noꝛ on the other, each man did bis part: 
the Moon chancing into a dark cloud, and then the middle 
began fo ceaſe fighting,and the retreat was cryed. The Phrigians 
withdzew themſelves at the crp of Tancalus, and the Trojans 
at the crp of Ilion and Ganimedes. And there was none but 
would have abidden the end of this skirmilþ and fight, 


CHAP, xxIII. 


How King Troos chaſed in battel King Tantalur, and how Saturn 


came by Sea, ſailing tothe Port of Troo7,and how King Troos 
received him worlhipfully, 


, A Fter this afozeſaid battel,when Tautalus was withdzawn, 
he began to caſt his eyes upon his people, which were all 

on a Hill, to know how they were in number, and how they had 
voʒn themſelves, and bow much people he had loſt : and be 
went all about them with his Son-Pelops, and to him ſeemed 
well chat bis power was made leſs than he had thought. where+ 
of he had in his heart heaby diſpleaſure, and viſiting his Poſt in 
this faſbion, the dap began to ariſe, and in the dawning two 
things appeared a came to the knowledge of the people of Tan- 
talus: one was the great ſoſs of people, and the other was the 
battel with King Troos, that they ſaw him far diſcovered and 
appꝛoach. But when Tantalus conſideredhisevident damage, 
nad 
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and ſaw that his enemies, becauſe of the ſuccours that came to 
tyem, were ſtronger than he was, he kound nothing in the reſo⸗ 

lution of yis enterp2rze but deſpair and ſhameful end, and all 

dileomkozted, he called his Son and his pꝛincipal friends and 

demanded of chem what was belt to do, They counſelled him 

that he ſbould labour te ſave himſelf,and ſaid to him if he abode 

and attended the Trojans, that would be cauſe of his deſtruction, 

and of all them that were ieft of bis people. 

Wyen Tantalus underſtood this, and knew that he was del⸗ 
perate and nigh bis ſbamekul end and flight and abobe that, that 
ye might not ex tinguiſb and put down the name of Troy: he 
took yimſelf by the beard that was long, and impatiently ſaid, 
ſ\miting himſelf with his fiſt : D curſed envy,thou didſt pꝛomile 
me of late to put Troy under my feet, and haſt made me to riſe 
pzeſumptuoifly againſt her: Now ſee J well thecontzarp, and 
that by me Troy ſhall flourilÞ, and that is moze, by my cauſe 
yer name hall grow and \ball be exaited, and that all Kings 
ſhall tremble befoze her, in my ſight and beholding. 2 falſe 
traiterous Foztune, accurſed be thou, that Jever believed on 
thee. Tyeſe woꝛds finilbed, he ſaid to his Son and to other of 
his Counſel,that they ſhould cauſe his people to withdzawa lit: 
tle and little. Atlaſt he commanded that each man ſhould ſave 
himſelf, and then they put them alt to flight. Ilion and Gani- 
medes took heed and ran after, and chaſed them out of the ter: 
ritozies of Troy, with great eccifion, and flaughter of the peo⸗ 
ple of the Phrigians. And after that thephad chaſed them, they 
ſaid that theo had done them ſbame enough, and left purſuing 
them and returned; and came and met Ring Troos their father, 
that followed them :- who had great joy, when he ſaw that they 
had quit them ſo well upon his enemies, by the good conduct of 
bis two Song. 

The jop that Troos made Illion and Ganimedes after the bat: 
tel, was great and ofgood love. Troos bzought them again un; 
fo Troy with great wozſbip. The Trojans, men and women 
received them wox'hipfuliy,and bleſſed the womb that had born 


. them and the breasts that gave them ſuck. Theſe were two no⸗ 


ble Sons of the King, ok whom the names were bozn _

the Pa rches thereabouts,” with ſo great a bzuit and noiſe, that 
not only the neighbours of Troos came to make alliance with 
Ning Troos and the Trojans : but there came alſo Rings of ma: 
ny far countries of the Eaſt, which could not magnifie enough 
the puifſance of the Ring, and of the City of Troy. 

In theſedays when Troy ſbewed the raxes of her puiſſance 
and nobleneſs through the univerſal woald. Saturn late Ring 
of Creet, ſailed by the Seas with little company, not as a Ring 
and Poſſeſſoz of theKealm, but as banilbed and diſpurvered of 
all Land and Countrę, ſo pooz that he had no place to withdzaw 
him to, noz knew not-whither to go, but only by deſarts and 
by the depth of the Sea. When be had been in this point a 
great while, thinking without end how be might perſecute his 
Son Jupiter, foztune bzought bim into the Sea of Helleſpont, 
- and then beyolding avout vim be eſpied Troy, which was a Ci. 
ty paſſing fair and rich and of marvellous greatneſs.And then 
be cþougpt to fake a little reſt, and to put awap his melancholly 
and to rcvictual bis ſhip, and people, he ſailed into tbe City 
and landed ot the pozt. When the Trojans had ſeen the Ship 
of Saturn, that was better and moze of value than all the Ships, 
that the had ever ſeen, the Paſters of the Ships of Troy, went, 
baſtily unto the King Troos, and ſaid :- Sir, be of good cheer, 
and make ready thy bouſe; 4 aſſure you, that there is come right 
now unto your Pozt, the moſt rich Ship thatever was ſeen on 
the Sea, and it ſeemeth this conſidered,- that in ſo noble a ſhip, 
muſt be ſome Noble oz great earthly Lozd that cometh unto 

ou. 
: Anon as King Troos heard theſe tydings of the Maſter Par- 
riner, be deſired to ſee ſo fair a ſhip, and accompanied with bis 
two Sons went to ſee it at the Wozt. This King Troos was 
courteous and honourable. When be came unto the Pozt, be 
found that Saturn made ready his Ship, aud diſpoſed him to go 
unto the City. And ſeeing the Ship, be marvelled much: foz 
. the utenſils that were within were richly made: furthermoze, 
Saturn and his companions were armed and bad no Marriners. 
He beheld tbeir behapiour at bis coming, and knew that they 

were men of war: fo pe thought in himſelf, at the beginning to 

| | arm 
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arm himſelf, and to ſend foz the Trojans ; But afterward, 
wyen ye had ſeen their little number, and that no ſhip followed 
ng2 came after theſe ſtrangers from the coaſt, pe changed bis 
purpoſe, viewed and appzoached unto the Ship, and called Sa» 
turn that was better arrayed than any of the other, and asked 
yim what he ſcugyt, both he and his feltows, and of what Pa- 
tion thep were, and from whence thep came. And Saturn ſaid, 
Sir, albeit know not at what Pozt Jam arrived: fozaſmuch 
as mp heart giveth me that pe arecourteous of pour nature, A 
will not hide noz cover any thing touching pour requeſt : A was 
late King of Creet named Saturn: now Jam but Saturn, foz mp 
Son hath put me out ſozrowfully, ſo that of all the riches of 
my people, and all mp goods tempozal, there is nothing left me 
but this only Ship that pe now ſee, wherefoze J pꝛap and re- 
quire you, that it pleaſe pou to direct me to ſome Lozd of this 
Country, to the end that A may require licenſe and leave to en · 
ter into his Lozdſþip, and to take that. that wall be neceſſatꝑ foʒ 
the relieving of me and my companp. 

Wyen Ring Troos heard the caſe of Saturn conſpired, in 
bzief wozds, he ſaid to him in compaſſion, Ring Saturn you are 
welcome into the houſe of Troos: Jbave great grief in mp ſelf 
foz pour firſt annoyance, foz your glozious renawn, aud foz the 
goodneſs that is in you, as oftentimes J þave beard it recounts 
ed. But with this emopance, two things glad and jop my heart, 
the one pzoceeding of the accompliſpment of deüre, foz A yave 
defired many days only to ſee you, and this deſire is now ac⸗ 
compliſhed in me: and the other pzoceedeth of hope, and in this 
part J ſap to you, that J Ring of this Country have an inten« 
tion to comfozt and to counſel pou, to my power; and alſo to 
give you ſo good aid, that ye ſþall cozre your Sdn;and þall pu: 
nilb his perſon, as it ſhall appertain foz his offence. 

Saturn began to ſigh, and to take a little comfozt of the great 
pꝛoffer and good chear that the Bing Troos made to him, and 
thanked him foz ſo high and noble offers, andat the:coning.out 
r he beclipt himſelt in his arms, and kiſt his band. 
Tye Ning Troos baought him into bis Palaer wilſ all bis 
men, and feaſted them as rte fo2 the lobe of Saturn. 
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Likewiſe the people being advertifed.of Saturn, that it was 
he that found the manner of labouring of the earth, of melting. 
of mettals, and of ſailing and. rowing by Sea, they made d 
great and plentiful feaſts at his coming, that they could dg na 
moze, at that time during this keaſting, when Sacurn felt him. 
inthe gracious favour ofthe Trojans, ona dap he called Troos 
and his two Sons and add2eff?d his wo2ds to them, ſaping: 
Lozds of Troy, ve habe done fo much foz me, that J can nevee 
deſerbe it: but as Jhave-ſatd to you, my San is exalted and. 
tifrabove me, and path raken krom me mp Regal Dignitp, J 
intreat you, as much as J mas, thet ve will counſe! me what 
thing is moſt convenient foz me to do-And how) ſhall ſuffer and. 
bear the injury done to me. | 5 

My Bzother (anſwered Ring Troos) this ts againſt nature, 
foʒ à Bon himfelk᷑ to rebel againſt his Father: the ſin and crime 
is keüband wozthe of reprehenſion; foz every Son is bounden 
b9 an Aa to ſertit, wozibip, dꝛead and obe) his Father. And 
it is not reaſon that any man Thould app2ove oz hold with a 
Son dtlobedient. Your Son is in this condition, curſed and bes 
ratuil: and Jam ok opinion, chat pe ſtall not deſerve well, 
unleſs ge do ta pour power, to maſter and overcome his evil 
manners. And to the end pe Pali ribeerciiſe your evident darme 
and loſſes, when vr will, 4 will del ver pou my Son Gini. 
medes attrompanied with twenty thouſand Trojans that (þajl 
tuerour vou, and ſhall ſef you again in your Royal Tribunal. 
Saturn. was well recomfozted,when he knew the love that Ring 
Troos ſpewed to him: and after man? thanks, concluded, that 
ye would return intro Creet withGanimetts, und would begin 
again thepitiouswarvfhiniand of bis Son. And following 
this cont luuon( from thenceforth on) he did eauſe fo appoint the 
Shipping of Troy, and all things appertatning, and gathered 
together men or arms with great pin ſfance, by the introduction 
of Ganimedes. And when all fhe #ifembly had muſtred, be took 
teaveof King Troosandvf Hion, and went to Dea.” And, Ships 
pedal Habp, and knowing the ſeitus tro of he 1 2

CHAP.- XXIV. ü 

How Saturn, by the aid of Ganimedet, and of the Trojans, re- 
turned into Creet, to fight againſt Jupiter, where he was overs 
come and vanquilhed, and Ganimedes taken, 


T that hour, when Saturn arrived in Creet,- the Sun was 
turned into the Weſt, and on the Peaven began to appear 

the Stars. Saturn knew the Pozt : and took Land, þeping to 
enter the Country ſecretip, and went a little wap, and ladged 
his people in a place convenient, and made them reſt and eat and 
dzink by the ſpace of four hours, and then be awoke the Poſt, 
and made the Trojans arm them, and enter into the Kealm. 
But they were not far gone, but appzoaching à ſtrait paſſage, 
the Eſpies and diſcoverers, came unto” Saturn and Ganimedes 
haſtily and told them, that they had ſeen King Jupiter ſironglp 
accompanied, which kept the paſſage. Upon this place it was, 
that when Jupicer was departed from Danae, and from the 
Tower of Dardan, and was come into Creet, deſiring to ace 
compliſb his pꝛomiſe to Danae, he did cauſe ty,aſemble his men 
of war concluding in bimſelf, that faithfully he would go fetch 
the fair Danae,and bzing her into his Countrę by fozce of arms, 
Pis army was all ready, and came the ſame nigbt, where on 
the morrow he hoped to have departed, but as he was in his bed 
that night in bis City of Parthenie, tydings came to him, of the 
arriving of the Trojans. Mhperefoze he wag conſtrained bp 
fozce to change his purpoſe:of which be was warkelious paſſing 
beavy. Motwithſtanding, ſuddenlp as theſe tydings were kreſh⸗ 
ly bzought unto him, be aroſe and took his men of arms that be 
pad aſſembled, and haſtily bzougbt them unto the ſtrait where: 
of above is written, and there abode his enemies. And it is not 
to be fozgotten, that in this Armp among his men was the Ring 
of Moloſſe, which had late found the induſtry and craft to tame 
and bzeak Yozſesfoz to be ridden, and to ride them. And there 
was come pe and his men, to ſerbe King Jupiter foz his good 
R 2 Kenown, 
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Kenown; accompanied with an hundzed men that ran as the 
wind. And foz this caule thep were called Centaures: and thels 
Centaures were ſo terrible, and cruel, that thep doubted not the 
puifſance of any Ring, nog of none:other whatſoever they were, 

Wyen Saturn knew that tbe paſſage was kept, and that J. 
piter was then advertiſed of his coming, pe cauſed his Yoſt to 
ſtay, and ſaid unto them : Po Childzen, it behoveth that this 
moꝛning ye ſo dd in Creet your endeavour, not only in muſtring 
and ſpewing your courages : but above all that pe be cedoubted 
and d2raded like the Thunder. Aſſure pour ſelves of your quar⸗ 
rel, Jupiter mine enemy is here, u here he abideth our coming 
of the battel oꝛdained: if we will come to the end of our En: 
terpꝛize, it is neceſſary that we dea w tþither,Let me hear what 
pe will ſap. 2 ; 

Then anſwered Ganimedes :. we be come into Creet, foz to 
cozrect pour Son, and to ſet you up again on your Thzone. We 
will do the beſt we tan by our power, and fight freely without 
doubting oz far. And to the end that no repzoach may be laid 
on us, J wilt ſend and ſummon pour Son befoze any Swozd is 
drawn, to the end that be yield himſelf to your obeyſance : and 
that he come and amend his mil deeds. Then Ganimcdes called 
fozth his Trojans by the conſent of Saturn, and ſet them in ozder 
of hattel: and when pe had ſo done, he ſent one of bis Unights 
a oble: man unto Jupiter, and gabe him charge to make the 
ſummons,ſuch us it befoze ſaid. The Trojan departed from the 
Poſt at the command ment of Ganimedes and came befoze Ju» 
piter, and ſaid unto bim: Jupiter, thou ougbteſt to know that 
every Sdn oweth dufy to his Father, thou doeſt contrarp to 
theſe things, and ſpeweſt that thou art not Son to a Ring, but 
of perdition, foz thou deſpiſeſt thy father: inſtead of reverence, 
thou hateſt him, and makeſt him war where thou (bouldeſt ho- 
nour bim: and thou putteſt bim to great diſhonour thy ſelf; 
where thou art bound only to honour him. 

O Jupiter, who ſhall give thee abſolution of thy life, living 
inenvy? Who ſball:ercuſe thy fin? Thou art thy Fathers ene: 

my. Type caſe is ſo griegous, that there is no mercy nozexcu- 
ſation, unleſs it pꝛoceed from the natural clemency of * 
tper. 
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ther. Behold Jupiter, behold à period of thy pzide. All law po» 
fitive, and all law written, condemns thee. It is great pity, thou 
arta goodly young man: Know that thy Reign may net long 
endure, and that thou ſþalt moze ſharply be puniſhed, than thou 
knoweſt peradventure at this time. Foz Ganimedes one of the 
Sons of T roy is here by, in theaid of Saturn thy Father with 
taent? thouſand fighting men, which ſummoneth ryee by me; 
that thou return to the mercy of thy Father, and. yield him his 
Kegal Digniry,all excuſes ſet apart. 

Weſſenger (anſwered Jupiter) it J were ſuch a one as pou 
ſap, with juſt reaſon pou and athers might give ſentence and con- 
demnation upon me: J were then gutilto foz both parties: And 
I think if Ganime des, (of whom pe ha ve ſpeken) had underſtoed 
and heard my excuſe, he would not be mine enemp. A anſwer 
pou that J loue my Father Saturn, in as much as he is mp Fa- 
ther. But J ſay to pou on the other part, that he hach often 
times ſought to put me to death, be Wewing bimſelf my moz* 
tal enemy, and not my Father. (Foz every Father naturally 
loverh his Son) and foz that regard j will keep me from him, 
as from mine enemy: And therefoze let the Trojans under⸗ 
ſtand, that ik they come and afſſail me, J will defend me with all 
my pui ſſance. 

With this anſwer, the Trojan returned to Saturn and Ga- 
nim edes, and told them the anſwer of Jupiter. Saturn and Ga- 
nimedes then ſwoze the death of Jupiter, and appzoacbed ſa 
nigh the ſtrait, that they came within a Bow⸗ſpot of each os 
ther, and from as far as rhev ſaw each one nigh the other, they 
made great cries and ſheuts. jupiter had ſet his pt Tince in twa 
Wings, whercofhe was chief in the fozemsſt; and Ixion, and 
his Centaures were governours of the ſecond, When jupiter 
ſaw there was nv way but to s: (rmiiþ, he ſaid be would begin 
the battel: and after that he had enceuraged his people, be 
pꝛicked bisYozle fozty and then happened a muſt marvellous 
accident. Foz from the high Clouds above, came down an Ca- 
gle upon þis head, and after began to fly about him, making him 
greatly rejopce, and departed not noz left him during the 


battel, 
3 BY 
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By the flying of this Cagle, Jupiter and his people rec eibed 
a hope of good ſucceſs. And Saturn and the Trojans fell in a 
fear and doubt, which they could not dꝛive out of tverr conceits, 
(hen Jupiter ſaw the Eagle, ye rejoyced greatly in his heart, 
and as a man well aſſured of victozy, be entred among the Ar: 
chers of the Trojans, that ſhot thick at him, and fipirg like a 
tempeſt paſſed by their Arrows, and tarried net for reſiſtance 
of ſbot, till he came amongſt the men of Arms of the Trojans, 

Lhe Trojans had never (een man on borſe back befoze, and 
when they ſaw Jupiter, they thought it bad been half a man and 
half a _ : and there were ſome that fied at his coming, and 
ſome abode and fought valiantly againſt him: thus began the 
battel of that day. They of Creet followed Jupiter with a 
great noiſe of Tabozs, and Clarions, and began to skirmiſh 
with the Trojans, they did their beſt on both ſides. Jupiter bare 
to the ground many Trojans, and well emploped his hozſe on 
which be rode, Ganimedes and Saturn, on the other fide failed 
not. Alwares Jupiter pzoved himſelf in arms the moſt er vert 
above all other. And adventured his body and life in fight ith 
bis enemies, and there was no man that burſt abide his firoaks, 
but was lain oz put to flight, by the valour and pzoweſs of this 
wo2thy Champion. 

Cruel and fierce was this Battel, the Trojans were with: 
out fear, and did great pzowefes, and manly, by the leading 
of Saturn and Ganimedes. Saturn met Jupiter ofrentimes, 
as be that ſought his life: but Jupiter that knew him well, 
would never abide him, ſaying that be would never lap hand 
on bis perſon, but eſchewed and fied his death. Pet notwith⸗ 
flanding, be ſought the death of his helpers, and made no ſpa- 
ring of their Parneſs, noz armour of Leather, of their heads, 
- noz of their lives, of poung, noz of old, of valiant noz of hardy, 
it was to him all ene: pe pielded neither to one fide, no2 to o⸗ 
ther, foz ſtroke of Swozd, of Mace, noz of Guiſarme. Pet he 
had oft remembzance of the fair Danae, and defired to be quit 
of his enemies, foz to go about her deliverance, like as he had 
pʒomiſed vnto her, be ſmote off heads and arms. Unto him 
was nothing impoſſible. At every ſtroke he dyed his Swozd 
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with new blood, and the Eagle did fly always about him, ſome⸗ 
times low, other whiles high. Mherekoze the Trojans were 
greatly perplexed in their minds. 

Ganimedes the noble Trojan was of little ſtature, pet not- 
withſtanding be was of greater courage than ang other, vigo⸗ 
rouſl9 he fought againſt them of Creet, as he that minded no- 
thing but to win honour ond renown. {Uyat ail J (ay? they 
fought manfully on both parts, from the mozning till the evens 
ing not getting any advantage one of the other, then Saturn. 
withdzew his people on the one ſide, and Jupiter returned with 
Ring Lion, and the Centaures, and ſtill followed bim alwayes- 
the Eagle, and ſat upon his Tent, which was made of boughs 
and green Kuſþes. Foz at that time, Tents aud Pavilions of 
Cloth were not invented, howbeit the making of linnen Cloth, 
and Cloth of gold, and Silk was found befoze this time. In 
this night they of Troy, and alſo of Creet,, made great chear 
in their Tents, and prepared themſelves to begin the battel a- 
new in the mozning, each one perkwading himſelk with hope of 
victozr. The wounded men were dzeſſed, and the harneſs b2o- 
ken was made again and amended: they ſpake largely of the 
valours of each other, but pzincipaliy they held their ſpeeches of 
the Eagle, and ſpake ſv much of bim, tyat Jupiter the came 
night tovk 4 piece of Crimſon Hatten, containing a pard and a 
palk ſquare, and made therein tye reſemblance of an Eagle of 
gold and ſer it on a Spear, and made a Banner, ſaying, that he 
wuuld bear that banner in all Battels ever after. And ſaid fur. 
ther that be underſtvod by the Tagle, that it was a token to 
him, that be would triumph over his enemies. And that be 
ſhauld be the Suveraign Ring of Crcet, lite ag the Cagle is Ring 
'of ail Fawis:. | 


| CHAP. XXV: 
How Jupiter diſcomfitcd again King Saturn in battel, and how 
"1H arr was put to flight by Sea, 


Ten were the ſpeeches of Hing Jupiter in this night; which 
pe pa ſſed as mecrily as pe could: he viſited the wounded 
#4 men, 
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men and comfozted them, and concluded with Ixion, that the 
day following the Centaures ſhould have the battel, and they 
that had fougbt the day befoze Þould reſt them. Akter this, be 
flept on the green, and reſted until the time the Centaures put 
them in array,and went to hozſeback, And fo did Jupiter, foz he 
bad rather have dyed, than fo be idle. At this time Saturn ſlept 
not, noz was there any moze ſſackneſs found in him and Gani- 
medes, than was in Jupiter, foz thep were ſure thep ſþould be 
met withal, and aſſailed of their enemies again. hep pꝛe⸗ 
pared and arraped themthe beſt they could, and about Sun:ri: 
ſing thep went-unto the boſt ef Jupiter, encouraging each o- 
ther to fight victoziouſfly, and aſſail their moztal enemies har: 
dilp, foz to avenge the blood of their fellows, that were dead in 
the battel the day befoze. = 

To make ſbort, the Trojans were ſoze enflamed with defire 
of revenge, and were the firſt in the field, wherefoze they re» 
jopced greatly in their hearts, and made an extraozdinarp ſþour, 
but this jop was anon abaited unto them: foz ſuddenly as Jupi- 
ter and the Centaures heard their cry, thep took the Banner with 
the Eagle of gold, and their Spears and Shields, and with a 
joyful ſound of Trumpets, Clarions, and Tabours, pricked 
fo2th their hozſes, which ran ſwiftlp through the air, and run: 
ning as thep that held not of Beaven noz of earth, upon their e: 
nemics. When the Trojans ſaw the Centaures mounted on 
Pozſeback, running as the wind, they were ſoze amazed. Ne- 
vertheleſs, they took courage and withſtood them, and the Cen- 
taurcs fought ſa valiantiy,that each of them boze to the earth a 
Trojan with the point of his Spear. And among other, Gani- 
medes was alſo bozn down to the earth : and ſome were burt, 
others relieved after hurting, and ſome without burt. When 
Ganimedes felt himſelf among the Pozſes feet, be ſaid, that be 
would be ſhozflp revenged. And be aroſe ſuddenly, and took bis 
Swoꝛd and ſeeing tbe-Centaure that had overthrown bim, d6- 
ing marvellous feats of arms among a great many of bis me 
who mightily mithſtood his unmeaſurable ſtrokes, be gave hir 
a ſtroke (as be was leaning on the right fide to have [mitten 
Trojan) that be deeply wounded him, by which he was ſo aft 
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ni ſted, that pe fell from off his hoſe, and he himſelf leapt up 
4nto the laddle. This Centaure was named Elon, and being 


 poung+ was afterward Father to Jalon, Hat conquered the 
golden Flee. | 2 7 had received the rake that Ganime- 
des gabe t * de lo great a cry, gat ten Ceataures came 
running und detended yim krom the pzels-And cafking down one 


another, they beat the Trojans and overthrew. them and lo 
ſpzinkled their blood, that all the place was dped red : then they 
found Efonand'Ganimedes one nigh the other, 1 beheld Ga- 
nimedes pzattiſe to manage and govern ove. e: and ſeeing 
their fellow had loſt his haz le, theg were greatly ſurpzized with 
moztal hate, that theg pur ſued Ganimedes with great ſtrength. 
Tye Trojans äppzoached and fought manfully againſt the 
Centaures, and the Centaures ſtill purſued Ganimedes. 

The Centaures were ſtrong, buge, and lofte: the Trojans 
had mote courage than ſtrength of body. In this place Gani- 
medes ſhewed enough- of pzoweſs and valour and well defend 
ed bi m a while: bnt in the end foztung was ta bim adverſe, in 
ſuch wiſe, chat after he had ſuffered many aſſaults, and had loſt 
moze than a thouſand Trojans, ve looked about and beheld. Sa+ 
turn retire in plain diſcomfiture : after he ſam his Trojaus dzi⸗ 
ven back and flain, without turning oz teſiſting, and that all 
Þ2ake and turned their back: alſo be ſaw them that were about 
dim, turned their backs and fled: and then knowing in this dil⸗ 
romfiture 'thar be had no remedy noz recoverance he betook 
himſelf co fligyt, and fled after the other, and Tuſtained as he 
might the purſuit that the Centaures made upon his men and in 
the end he guided them unto the Pozt wbere the ſhipping was. 

Saturn then in deſpatr entred into his ſbip, with great loſs 
of Trojans, and Ganimedes entred into another, ſo full of 
w2ath and anger that J cannot rehearſe. At the entryof the 

Ships, part of the Trojans that were left periſbed in the Sea, 
part by the (wozd, and the other took ſhipping. . Jupiter and 
Ixion thanked the Gods greatly foz this victozy, and concluded 
together, to putſye their enemies bp ſea, fozaſmuch as they 
were pet great in number. And Iv on faid, that it was exrpe* 
dient to bzing them to utter deſtruction, fozaſmuch as they bad 
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Foztune with them,-and to the end that they ſpould never ge» 
ther fozce moze agaiaſt them. jupiter pieided to this purſuit, 
greatly griebed, becauſe he had tarried tuo long, and det ſhouſd 
rerry longer, it he put fozth to Sea, that he ſbould not be with 
Danae, at the dap that be had pzomiſed her. This nofwetbftand« 
ing, hoping always: to excuſe bimſelf unto ber, be made him 
ready yaſtiy to go te the purſuit of bis enemies, and ſent foz 
the Mariners and after went into a Temple that. was there · by 

dedicated unto tye God Mars, | 


FH | CHAP, XxvI. | 
How Jupiter after he had ſacrificed the Eagle, purſued. the Tre- 
Jans: and of the ſtrong battel that he had againſt Ganimedes. 


I tert no ſooner in the Temple; but the Eagle entred 
1 alſo, and tate upon the Altar. Mpen Jupiter ſaw that, after 
many tbotights pe took the Eagle, and made ſacrifice: and as 
non afrer tame tydings, that his Pariners. were ready: ſo he 
went out of the Temple, after he bad paid bis D2iſons to 
Mars,and came to bis Pariners that bad made all things rea. 
dy, and went to Sea, accompanied with the Centaures, and two 
thouſand'Cretans, and ſailed after bis enemies as be deſired: 
foz the Trojans fled apace,and made all tbe ſail tbe could. Jn 
theſe two days Jupiter oftentimes wiſhed: him with bis fair 
Danae and thought that bis long tarrping would be irkſome un · 
to her. 

Tye third day about thzee pf the clock. they of Creet,and Troy 
began to meet together upon the Hen. They of Troy were ſoz: 
rowful, but ryey of Creet rejopced greatly. At this time Saturn 
was not with the Trojans, as he that durſt not return with 
them foz his ſhame that was befallen, and was utterly diſcom: 
fozted and in deſpatr:and fiping from Creet; ſailed towards the 
Eaſt. When Ganimedes Feipied the Ships of Creet from far, 
he ſuppoſed firſt, that it vad been Saturn, and farryed a while 
at Anthoz : but when Ganimedes ſaw the Ships appꝛoach nea: 
rer him, and ſaw the banner of Ring Jdpicer appear, he knew 
foz certain that it was Jupiter and his enemies, and not Saturn 
that.he abode foz. Then

'Then was Ganimedes ſoze troudled, and called his compa* 
nies, and ſbewed them the Banner wity the Gagle of gold, and 
| ogked tyem what was beſt to do? They anſwered him and ſaid:. 
7 Ayat Saturn had abandoned them and given over, and that thep 
ougyt nat to abide and tarry, but only every man to ſave him · 
| ſeif by flight» Ganimedes would fain have tryed a bartel, to 
7 prove if tyey were as koztunate and happy on the Sea as thep 
) were on Land :- but when he knew the mind of tye Trojans, 
that they defired nothing but reſt,he made co weigh up anchozs 
and ſail fozth, flying and withdzawing from them of Creet, as 
much as in them was poſſible. Jupiter and his Centaures then 
ſeeing the Trojans lying at anchoz,began to furniſhand fit tbem 
foz the fight: and wen they ſaw their enemies take up their 
anchozs they began to ſpout and follow. The purſuit was 
ſtrong, and dured three days and three nights: and the fourth 
day in the mozning, Ganimedes and his companꝑ eſpying Land 
(which was Troy) thep dzew to the Wozt with great joy, but 
that was ſoon mingled with ſvzrow. Foz when they had taken 
land, they looked back and ſaw their enemies follow them, and 
came to the Woꝛt all pzvvided and ready foz battel. This ſhame 
and lols ſtrook Ganimedes unto the heart, in ſuch manner, that 
de called unto bis men, and ſaid as followeth : 

Dy Bzethren, and mp. Fellows, Foztune hath done to us a 
grace, by which we are bzought and conducted hither, but this 
grace is to us little profit as we may plainly perceive, Foz 
hereis Ring Jupiter, which bath done to us great ſhame, foz to 
chaſe us into vur own territozp:and wbat ſhamewill it be to him 
that will now fly?and mozeover, who is be that now will not 
hold the baidie by the teeth? now it behoveth us not to fly, 
but to fight. Jr is meet and neceſſary foz to revenge our loſſes 
and blood, and to recover our honour. Df ſuccour we cannot 
fail, foz now the Trojans be upon the Wills and go upon the 
high Edifices of the City, and behold our Landing. And many 
there are that make them readp fo welcome us. And who that 
now is not well couragious, never fare he well: let every man 
enkoꝛce the vertue of vis ſtrength. And as foz me, J will ra- 
ther be hewed in pieces, A will no moze flee : J pzap vou that 
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pe uke couruae and abide wich m. 
Two things vappeneo wyite be ſpake and uttered theſe ſpee: 
ches unto bis peopie, tue Trojais were ad ger tiſed of rhe com: 
ing vf their men, and ok the fullowing and landing of their ad: 
ver (aries, they diſpoſed them to reſiſt and-withſtand them. And 
Jupiter and ſus men appecached the ε and with that Gani- 
medes left warning vis fellows, and ran unte the {Bozr, hold 
ing in us hard a urong (pear : His compan? took example bp 
his high couragt, and foitewed him. Then began both the par⸗ 
ties to make tveit cryes, that went up into the air Jupiter and 
his Ccntaures rnfort ed them 1d rake Land. Ganimcdes and the 
Trojans enfozted them to defend, and to put tbem from the 
Land. Great und ſoze"ftroaks vere given: Pang ok them 
were periſhed in rye Sea, and many there were that their blood 
was ſhed on the Land. Jupiter that had no fellow in the place, 
got Land in a little ſpace, and ſuſtained the ftertenels of the 
gkir mi ſp. by velp of ſpme of the Centaures, ſo that he made Ga- 
nimedes to retite back fo bis feilows, and Toerplorted by the 
bewing gk bis erp Sword, that made all bis men ta take 
Land, and had lightly put Ganimedes and his men to the fople, 
if out of Troy pad nat iſſued Bing Troòs and his Son Ilion, 
with a great multitude of people that ran unto the reſcue and 
yelp;of the valtant Ganimeder, who to ſave his men, vffered 
and put his body to the incredible perils; ih ator, 
Ming Troos and his; Son luon then made a ſalfy out. ot Troy 
in fair order, and erpofrd cem to bear a part in the travail 
of their blood. Jupiter. wich Ixion and the Centaurcs, left then, 
them that he eſteemed vanquiſhed and overcome, and directed 
their fozces againſt Ring Troos and Hon, and them that fol» 
1>wed them, notwithſtanding that they had been feeyled by the 
air, and being on the Sea, which did them little goed. The 
Ce ntaures were great and huge, and ſtrong as Elephants. At 
this time the weather was fair and clear, tbe ſun ſhined bꝛigbt. 
when thep began to skirmiſh: it was a brave fight to behold 
the bickerings, and a great noiſe to hear the tries: There was 
many a Speer bꝛoken, and many a ſtaſte and Grifarm ſbivered, 
pelms enough cried; and many skins of Lyons; _ and 
ad f oz ſes. 
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Poꝛſes ſmitten and tozn in pietes. Troos and Ilion vere fierce 
in the reſcue of Gan1medes, Jupi;cr und Ixion were valiant and 
delirvus to get honour, and fo fougyr, and lard on the Trojans 
on the right ide; and onthe left, tyat befoze them was no reſiſt⸗ 
ance,noz ozder holden. | ee rin, 
The Banner of the Cagle of gold was alwaies in the moſt 
fharprieſs and furs of the battie. Bing Troos that pad never 
ſeen Banner uſed in battel, greatly marbelled what it ſbould 
ſg mne, and oktentimes did what he could to fight againſt them 
that yeld it, and would fain have put it down and (mitten it 
in pieces, but always he found there fo great ſtrokes, and ſo well 
laid on, that be was conſtrained to retire ag far back as he 
came nigy.Be was valiant foz bis per ſon, and well knew the art 
of war. Jupiter appꝛobed him many times and ofren,and for:ghr 
with him in many places, and noted him in his mind foz'a no⸗ 
table man: there was in him no fear noz d2ead, noz aſſo in 
both bis Sons llion and Ganimedes : thep ptelded unto arms 
their deuopzes. They did wo2z\ſbipfullydea! with their bodies, 
unto their puiſſance without end They forght with their erte- 
mies, making their ſwozds red in the blood of the Creta ne, 
Theo followed with great fury, that they fougbt all that day, 
otherwhiles afoze, and ſometimes bevind. And it was fo in the 
end, that wyen the ſun began to go down. Gammedcs think: 
ing en his great loſſes, and deſiring to recover * henour, 
tobk à terrible and might afe. and enflamed with noble cou: 
rage, fought about the Banter of the Eagle uf gold where was 
moſt ſtrength, and ſmote down on the one \ de and on the nz 
ther, ſo untreaſurabty, that his Are changed colour, and he 
crzed with an high voice, Troy, Troy. -0 
Jupiter hab alway an toe on the Nanner. Men he peard the 
try of Ganimedes and ſais his behaviour, he knew him, where: 
ef he had great jup. 2 he ſought no man bur him: be gave over 
the place where he vas in, and jopouſſy addzeſſed him unto 
him, and ſaid, D ba rant Trojan, thou haſt ſbewed thy pꝛoweſs 
all the day, and now thou maniſeſteſt and te oeft fo felf bp 
haughty feats ot aims, and of great Hours. Thou art only he * 
that J ſeek among the valiants of Troy: not onelp that A pae** 
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Cume to be moe valiant in arms than thou, but fozaſmuch as 
tpou art ye that haſt agatied Cr<er, and that A have purſued 
the pitper. Tpou haft adailed and fought with me armp as 
gainſt army, and now let us fight body againſt body, and let 
pim take it tyat may get it. | | 

Gavimedes with this co2d lifted up his F;e,and caſting bis 
epes on Jupiter, made him this anfwer: Yappp Bing of Creet, 
I know tyar thcu art wozche to have grace of Foztune, 
and that thou art moze wiſe cyan ſtrong. Tyou ſeeſt that Foze 
tune is with thee, nevercheleſs now thouenbanſeſt not thy ſelf 
above me. A allow and pzaiſe thee: in as much as thou doeſt 
wozſhip and honour to thine enemp, and diſpzaileſt him not, but 
imagineſt that ye bath courage at bis beart, know thou that 
thou doſt thy (elf honour and woz ſtip. Foz to diſpzatſe, and 
blame another man, no man ought to ad ance himſelt. would 
that it pleaſed che Gods that thy Fatber Saturn which is wan⸗ 
d2ing on the Sea, were now here, koz it is mine intent, that by 
bis help we would have reaſon of thee, and J will come thereto, 
if it be foz me poſſible,foz I ſbould be ſatisfied foz all mp yurts 
and loſſes,if J might conquerand overcome thee. And without 
moze wozds, Ganimedes let fip his Axe, and ſmote on Jupiter, 
Jupiter covered him with þts Shield. which was ſmitten in 
two pieces by the cutting of the Axe, then Jupiter beſtirred 

bimſelf, who all that dap had abſtained and ſpared from fighe 

and the feats of Arms: and commanded his folk that they 
ſhould let him alone with Ganimedes, fozaſmuch as he was 
alone. And now he defended himſelf againſt the Are of Ga» 
nimedes, and belaboured him with his Swozd, the beſt wiſe to 
him was poſſible. 

Thus began the battel of the two Champions of Creet and 
of Troy. They were both right expert, to do the feats of Arms, 
the crres were high and fierce, they (mote each other fiercely, 
tbe fire ſpꝛang out of their helms by the might of their ſtrokes, 
But when Foztune was on the part of Jupiter, what might 
Ganimedes do? his ſtrokes were great, and gave unto Ga- 
nimedes many wounds: and indeed took away his Axe. by the 
mean ef a great wound that he had in the right arm, and — 
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have put him to death, if he would But he had pite on him, 
and ſaved his life, and cauſed him to be kept by four Centaures: 
Anon after it began to wax dark, the Trojans withdzew them 
into their Cite, and they of Creet unto the Pozt of the Sea. 


CHAP. XXVII. 
How King Troos and Ilion his Son, made great ſorrow for Guni- 
medes tor they wiſt not where he was. And how Jupiter went 
to the Sea to go to Argoy, 


Wben Troos and Illion were withdzawn, they abode at 
the Gate until the time thar all the Trojans were 
come again inte the City, as they that knew not where Gani- 
medes was become, whom they ſoze defired to have found. All 
they that were in the battel of the Trojans were entred, and 
there was no man could tell the Ring where Ganimedes was. 
And when he ſaw be had no moze men left in the field: be re⸗ 
turned into his Palace ſozrowing, and (ent foz them that were 
come again from Creet, and enquired of them all che todings, 
and what they had done with his Son. As touching bis Son, 
they anſwered:that in the evening be was in the pꝛeſs among 
his enemies, but thep knew not what was become of him. And 
as touching the tydings of Crect, they told h'm bow they bad 
fped in their journey againſt them: and how the Eagle appear⸗ 
— Jupiter : and bow thep were overcome by the ſtrength 
8 the Centaurcs. And how they knew not where Saturn was 
ecome. 6 2 

Tyeſe t»dings gave unto Ring Troos fozrow upon ſozrow, 
and to Ilion. And the tears fell down from their eres, and 
inſpece Vion wept ſoze, bewailing his Bzother in this man: 
ner: Alas my B2zother, alas Ganimedes, where is become the 
glozv of Troy bp the unfg:tnnate and unhappy Saturn, which 
hath kai ed thee in thy need. Ar the eaſt, if thou hadſt come a: 
gain, we together would {ve done our beſt, to have been as 
benged ok this loſs, we would have aſſayed our bodies, by fra« 
ternal tove, fox ts have recovered thine honour. Pow is it, art 
thou periſþed by venturing, what hard grief and ſozrow on 2 
ain, 
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befain, foz to lay all thy miſ-adventure and miſ-hap is too pꝛe. 
judicial unto the houſe of Loy, Ilion, fait ſon,anſwered Troos, 
foz one aduerutꝝ it bepovety nut to be abaſhed in the war in @ 
ny wiſe, but to have firm conrage: war giveth this dap victos 
rp to one, and on the mozn taketh it away, and gruveſy it to a. 
nuther, and is putteth each out. A vertuous and a manip man 
unto his death, ought not to be afraid. If Ganimedes be dead 
in the battel, oz if be be taken, what remedy, it is then expedi: 
ent, either tv avenge his death, oz to ſuccour bim: but our e⸗ 
nemies be in little number, we will to mezrow fight with 
them again: and let the Ge ds do their wills ul us, and if I fail 

berein, I ſpall be quite diſcouraged, | 
Illion and the Robles of Troy comkezted them with thele 
wozds of King Troos, and confirmed bis reſuluticu, to go on 
the mozrow to a Hail bis enemies, 'whillt theſe things were. in 
parle? in the Cite, ſupiter was in the field and made great cheat 
with Ixion and the Centaures : and being ſet at ſupper upon 
tbe ground, all about a great ſtone, Jupiter ſent to fetch Ganj. 
medes, ànd made him to ſup with them. Ganimedes was ſoze 
moved, and vad in his beart great trouble: pet be took a ſbozt 
refection with them, foz be felt great ach and ſmart in bis

And when Davac 
was come befoze him, ſuddenl? he waxed amoꝛous of her, and 
demanded her name, her Countro, and the cauſe why b: was 
aqventured on the Ses. At beginning: ihe excuſed ber ſelf cf all 
tþeſe things, unwilling to tell all, and began to weep. When 
the Ring ſaw that, he comfozced her and ſaid, that he would take 
per to his wife foz yer beauty : and ſpake ſo fair to ber, and ſo 
graciouſly, that be told bim all ber life, bow ſhe was Daugb⸗ 
ter of King Achriſius, and bow ſhe was ſbut in the Tower, and 
hom Jupiter had deceived ber, and how her Father had put her 
in the Sea. When the Ring Bonus beard all theſe foztunes 
of tbe Damoſel, be bad pity on ber, and wedded her with great 
honour, and did put to nurſe Perſeus, and got on her a Son, 
which was named Danaus ; but of this matter J will ceaſe,and:

CHAP. XXIX. 


How Japiter returning from Troy by Sea, Encountred the great 


Thief Egcon, which he tought with, and overcame xz and of 
the tydings that he had of Daxae, whereof he was pathng 


forrowtul. 


W Pen Jupiter was departed from Troy, he made bis ma · 
* riners to ſail and row with all diligence, to with:daaw 
from the Po2t; and to appzvach Creet, foz he knew well that 
the time of his pꝛomiſe made to Nanae was expired; and that 

W 3 diſpleaſed 
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diſpleaſed him greatly, Yis mariners did all that they could 
do by the ſpacsof a day natural, bur the dap being paſt. there a⸗ 
rofe a tempeſt in ct Sea ſo terrible, and out of meaſure, that 
it bare many Ships with their furniture under water, bake 
weir ſterns and helms, and dzozoned ali the Ships, ſave only 
that Ship which Jupiter was in: wherefoze be. wept outragi. 
ouſly. Lhe tempel dured three days and three nights. They 
ſaw not that time in tye Heaven, Sun, Poon, noz Stars. Jupi- 
ter and they that were with bim thought never tv have dyed o⸗ 
ther death, yet they eſtaped the death, and took Land the third 
day when tbe Tempeſt was ceaſed,not in Creet, noz in the Sea 
of Europe, but in the Dcean ſo far, that they knew not the lan- 
guage of them that inhabited the Pozt where they came to An: 


cy02. 

When Jupiter ſaw the ſtrangeneſs of the people dwelling in 
this Wozt, he knew they were far from their Region. and then 
was Jopiter diſcomfited, that he wiſhed be had not been there, 
noz come on the Sea, fozalmuch as he knew well that he might 
not accompliſh his pzomiſe made unto Danae his Love. Per 
made many great bewailings touching this matter, and moze 
than Jcan ſay :-and alſo made complaint foz his men that be 
had loft in the ſtozm and tempeſt, as well as he complained foz 
the default of his pzomiſe. But when bis companions, Ixion, 
and the Centaures and Ganimedes, had refrefþed and victualied 
them, and had well put all things in v2der, they weighed An» 
choz, and departed from the Pozt, and took their wap into the 
Eaſt : and ſo laboured dap by day, that they entred into the Sea 
Egee. And they had not long ſailed when they met with Egeon 
the great Thief and Kover,which held at his will all this Sea: 
then they diſanchozed from the Post of the Iſle of Deſart, and 
he accompanied with ſix Galleys,and with a thouſand men of 
arms, came befoze Jupiter, pʒobiding them to battel; in purpoſe 
to have deſtroped them. 

Wen Jupiter and the Centaures, ſaw the behaviour of the 
Tyief, they knew ftraight waps that they might not fail of 
battel, and ſaping each to other thep would defend themſelves 
unto death. They had not long held Parliament among ony 

ut 
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dat they furniÞed themſetves with their Arms, and diſplayed 
the Banner with the Eagle of Gold. And in the diſplaying 
theo made a great jop, as thep had been in Paradiſe. At this 
ime had Ganimedes his wounds bealed.When he ſaw that each 
man p2epared himſelf to fight ſaving he, which was pziſoner, 

came and kneeled down on bis knees befoze Jupiter, and res. 
quired him right humvly, tharbe wouldcommand to deliver 
him his Parneſs,foz to help to maintain his honour, and alſo to 
dekend pis life, pzomiſing to do his true endeavour. 

- Jupitcr took up Ganimedes, wben he ſawhim ſubmit himſelf; 
und vegan to ſet his love on him, chat it endurad even unto the 
death: and that moze is, his Yarneſs and Arms were pielded 
unto him, ſaying : that from thencefozth they would be bzerhren 
and fellows in Arms, and Ganimedes anſwered to him that he 
would alway abide and dwell his ſervant. | 
During theſe ſpeeches, Egcon and bis Galleys boarded the 

of Jupiter, and fought with them. Egeon was in the front 

Foze as Captain. Jupiter beheld bim and knew him by bis 
urms that be bare, and ere that any ſtroke was ſmitten, be cal⸗ 
ied to him, and ſaid. Thief and Rober: Pow dareſt thou pur» 
ſue to death him that made thee to tremble, and fie befoze him at 
the battel of Creet, by ſeeing of his Swoꝛo dyed and made red 
with the blood of the unhappp Titanoys? Behold and ſee mee, 
Jam Jupiter, the mozral enemy of all thy Linage. Thou in 
likewiſe art my enemy, and now art come in battel againſt me. 
It may be well ſaid that we {Þall run each upon other, bp great 
foate, and that this conflict ſhall be damageable foz thee oz toz 
me, and let the Gods do their pleaſure. 

When Egeon underſtood what Iupiter had ſaid to him, and 
that he was the deſtroper ok his Linage, be bad his heart ſo in: 
cenſed with ire and impatiency, that he could not anſwer one 
wozd : And grinning with his teeth, he began to ſmite ſo hard 
toward lupites,thatif the ſtroke of his Axe had been right, there 
had never been remedp of his lite. But Iupiter knew the feats 
of war, and when he ſaw the ſtroke be avoyded it: and lifted up 
his Swozd, and charged it upon Egeon ſo ſurely, that ve could 
not avopd the ſtroke, which was ſo fozcible, that he was ſo aſto⸗ 
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nied that it made him fall down upon the planks of the Galley, 
Then made the Pprates and Thieves @ great cry, and furiouſly 
fell upon Jupiter and his company, Ganimedes peld his Aft 
in bis hands, and was not then idle: be fought and wrought 
moſt valiantly after his power, and fo did the Centaures. The 
Skirmilh t, and many were ſtrucken down, not of the 
party of Jupiter, but of the [Iprates, and then laboured the Cen- 
taures, ſo that they dyed the Galleps with the blood of their ene 
mies: And that the Pyzates, albeit thep were ten againſt ont 
thep neither could,noz wight not abide befoze them. | 
Typus began the moztali batte of the Myrates, and of the Cen. 
taures, when the one Galler had fouabt as long as they might, 
another tame on. Thus Jupiter and Ganimedes had enough to 
do to fight, and they failed not what te do, foz the moze they 
ſmote, rhe moze diſpleaſure pad the Pprates. Each of their 
ſtrokes was the death of a Wyrate. In pꝛoceſs of time, Egeon 
came again into the paeſs diſmayed; and filled full with impe; 
tzence, be put bimſelf fozth to fight, in tbe moſt ſtrength, all 
deſperately, to winall, oz fo loſeall. At this time the batteſ 
was ſv deadly, that all the Galleys cloſed the Ship of Jupiter, 
and ſmote on it: but this was to their miſ-hap and ill fare, foz 
the -moſt part ot them were flain: then Ganimedes and Jupiter 
entred inte the Galley of Ring Egeon, where he fought ſo ſoze 
on the one ide and on the other, foz envp who {bonld do beſt, that 
of all them that were within, there was not left one man, but 
be was flain oz caſt into the Sea, excepting only Egeon, which 
Iupiter took with his hands, and bound him with an hundzed 
chains of Iron. ' | 
With theſe chains of JronEgeon had a cuſtom fo to; bind 
bis P2iſoners, until the time they had done his will. Whey 
the IÞ prates ſaw the miſchief that came upon them, and that 
their maſter was overcome and bound with the chains, they in 
tended to ſave themſelves, and withdzew from the Ship of Ju- 
piter, ſaying; that-thoſe that they bad fought withal, were no 
men, but Devils, and that they were unhappy that came into 
their bands. Jupiter had but one Þip.-The Pyrates diſperſed a. 
b20ad one here, another there. And when the Centaures ſaw 
| that, 
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that, they ſaid to Jupiter, that it ongbt to ſuffice to have this 


victozy over bis enemp, and that it was no necd to make pur⸗ 


{ſuit after the unhappy Thieves. Jupiter accozded to the ſame, 


and entred again into his Ship with Ganimedes and Egeon, 
and after made his Marineca to take their courſe again. And 
alwap be had in bis memozy Danae. Ye was a rear long ſailing 
by the Sea: and in the end of the year, he arrited in his Realm, 
and there found four hundzed Yozſes, which they of Creet pze: - 
ſented unto him foz his welcom. | | 

' Tye Queen Juno his Wife, made great cbear, foz ſte loved 
him with all ber hcare,wherefoze the feaſted him, and them that 
pzeſented to him the Bozſes, And he put in pꝛiſon Egeon; and 
et Ganimedes go free Where he would: they loved then toge⸗ 
ther ever after as two bzethren. Mhen Jupiter had been there 
three days, be took four bundzed of his men of the moſt puil⸗ 
ſant, and made chem Unights, giving to each of them one of 
his Yozſes': and perfected tyem in the feats of Arms, after the 
diſcipline of Ixion and the Centaures. And when they had done 
this, de aſſembled a thouſand Foot-men, and two hundzed Ar⸗ 
chers, and with them be departed from Creet fifteen davs at⸗ 
ter his return: and ſent not faz Pluto, noz foz Neptune, and 
took his wap unto the City of Argos, meaning to have taken as 
wap the fair Danae. But he had not far gone, when he met one 
of the Citizens of Argos, a Gentleman and wozſbipful,'that re« 
counted and told him all the life of Danae, fozaſmurch as be de- 
manded of him tydings. And aſſured him on bis life, that the 
King Achriſius had ſet her on the Sea, fozaſmuch as ſhe had 
bzougyt fozth a little Son againſt his commandment. 

When Jupiter heard the caſe and mis kaztune of Danae, he 
began to ſigh ſoze: the ſweat came into þis face, and tears into 
bis eres, he called Ganimedes and Ixion and told them, that 
his voyage was b2oken : and that the Bing Acbritius had caft 
ber into the Sea, foz whom be made this Army. Ganimedes and 
Ixion comt̃oꝛ ted him the beſt they could, and bzought him again 
to Creet, he held him there ſolitary a while: and lap by bis 
Wife Juno, and Juno and her Aunt Ceres made him good cheat 
ofrentimes. And fg oft came Ceres, that once te asked the cauſe 
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ok his ſozrows- He beheld the beauty of her: and foz that ſþe 

was alone, he uſed the matter ſo that he had to do with her and 

knew her fie{þip,and afrcer he had determined in his mind, that he 

would go into Sicil: and taking leave ut King Ixion and of the 

Centaures, his ſhipping was made ready, and he went to Bea, 

und came into Sicil, and conquered it unto the Ile of Lemnos, 

And when he had lo done, he went into Italy, and came into the 

houſe of King Janus, which tecei ard him, and made him great 

chear, and told him that his Father Saturn was come newly to 

dwell thereby, and that he was ſingularly loved of all the people, 
fozaſmuch as he taught them to labour the vines, and to ſow 

cozn. i 

All the blood changed in Jupiter, when he heard that Janus 

ſpake to him of his Fa cher Saturn: nevertheleſs he went to 

ſce him,. and ſaw him, and found bis Father making and found: 

ing a new City, in the place where now ſtands the Capitol of 
Rome. And in ſuch wile he ſubmitted him to his Father, that 
Saturn took him to his grace, and made peace with him: and al⸗ 

fo accozded to him that be ſpould enjoy from thencefoꝛth his 

Realm ok Creet: At the accoꝛd and making of this peace were 

King Janus and Bing Evander, and they dwelled the one nigh 

the other, that is to wit, Janusin a City named Laurence, and 

Evander ina City being nigh the mount Aventine : and fo was 

there King Italus of Syracute, that made in this time a new Cie 

ty named Albe, upon the River of Tybre. All theſe Rings: 
made great chear-foz the agreement of the Father and the Son. 

And thus Jupiter, abiding there be acquainted himſelf with the 
Wife of King Evander named Nicoſtrate, fozaſmuch as ſhe 
was right expert in the ſcience of Pigromancy, and of her he 
learned this ſcience» Jupiter: after this took leave of her, and 

of his Father Saturn, and of bis neighbours, and left there Sa - 
turn, that was married again to a Woman called Philiris, bp 
whom be had a Son called Picus, that was Father of King 
Fanus, Pusband to the Queen Fatua, of whom Hercules was a 
moꝛous; und returned into Creet, and thete found that his wife 
was delivered of his Son Vulcan, and that his beloved Aunt 
Ceres was delivered of a Daughter, named Proſerpina, 2 
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of Juno was dilpleaſed anddifcontent,” and complained to lupi 
ter of the dilþonour that he had done to her. But Iupiter ſet 


nought chereby,but laughed and was moꝛe joyous of his daugv⸗ 
ter, than of his Son: Foz bis Daughter was marvellous fair, 
and Vulcan his Son was foul and crook-backed. Potwithſtand- 
ing, to live in peace with Iuno, he. married Ceres to another 
man named Siccam. and gave to them the Realm of Sicil and 
the Citp of Syracuſe, and ſent them to dwell there with Proſer- 
pina. And it was nat long after that, bur ye ſent his Son 
Vulcan into the Iſle of Lemnos, whom he betook to be govern- 
ed by three men, named Berotes, Seropes, Pyragmon : and 
kept him ſo well that he came to age: and that be was a man 
of a noble mind, and learned all Sciences, in eſpecial Nigro: 
mancy, Geomancy, and Pyzomancy, and made many maruyel- 
lous things, that be paſt credit to ſpeak : wherefoze I will rare 
rpnow of him, and of Iupiter. And will treat ofhis Son Pcr» 
ſeus,fozaſmuch as of him came Alcamena, 


CHAP. XXX, ; 
How Queen Meduſa came to Athens,to worſhipin the Temple of 
the Goddeſs Pallas. And how King Neptune waxed amorous 
of her : and how ſhe deceived him. 


1 this time when Jupiter lived peaceably King of Creet, 
and that bis Son Vulcan wared great, and learned the craft of 
Nigromancy, in the Land of Heſperie, there paſſed out of the 
Mold a King named Porcus, a man of great valour, which the 
Heſperiens called God of the Sea of Spain, anciently cal- 
led Heſperi, as is (aid. This King lefc three Daughters,lovers 
of the earth, fozaſmuch as they intended unto vices, that bold 


of earthly things. Df theſe Daughters one was named Me- 


duſa, the other Euriale, and the third Senno. Meduſa; that was 
the eldeſt of all the other ſucceeded in the gealm. And the 
Poets ſap, that the had the head of a Serpent, giving by this 
to underſtand, that ſþe was wonderful wiſe and ſubtil. After tbe 


death of Ring Porcus, this Meduſa governed mightily ber 


Realm, and maintained Pyzats and men of war, and in ber be: 
A 2 ginning 


ginning The occnpred and haunted the Sea of Europe, at plea: 
ſure, and with great tryumph. And landing on a day at the 
Wozt of Athens, tbe ſent unto Ring Neptune fo require him 
that ſte migbt enter into his Tito, foz to wozſpip in the Tem: 
ple of the Goddeſs Pallas, which was newly made. Neptune 
did great ponour unto the Peſſengers of Meduſa; and accoꝛded 
unto her, that ſhe: þauld-enter into his City, and into the Tem: 
pie, upon condition that (þe ſhould have none with her but her 
Damoſels. Wyen M<duſa beard the anſwer of Ring Neptune, 
theconchided that ſwe would go into the Temple. And ſhe was 
accompanied with many Damoſels fo richly arrayed, that it 
was a gallant fight co ſce. She entred into the Temple, and ins 
to the City, and there ſhe turned into ſtones not only the men 
that beheld her, but alſo the Women, and among all other c+ 
ſpecially a Aten that was named Ida. 

Php this it is to be underſtood, that this Meduſa was of ſo er: 
cellent beauty, and ſapa ſfing rich, that all rhey that beheld her 
gave themlelves over wholly to covet her beauty, and her 
riches. And therefaze wartterbePeets-that theo were turned 
into ſtones: foz they that diſpoſe themſelves, and give tem 
to thedelights of the wozid,be likened and compared unto hard 
ſtones, whereof map no good come. Thus then Mcduſa enter: 
ing into Athens, converted and turned into ſtones many men: 
inſomuch, that Neptune heard theſe tedings, and deſiring to ſæ 
this Nueen, he went into the Temple, where þ2 was in con: 
templation. And he had not long beheld ber, but be ſaid to him. 
ſelf,that þe ſhauld be his Wife,and that $2 ſpould never eſcape 
from him. 

This Meduſa was long ſpace in contemplation, during which 
Neptun: deſired her beauty moze and moze, and his heart gave 
him, that be ſþ>uld obtain his purpoſe. And after. bea little 
pauſed, conſidering the excellency of ber; grief, and thoughts 
traverſed, and arcſe in his mind, that conſtrained him to ſap 
theſe wozds that follow: Alas, in what matter, and in what en: 
flaming pain be the? that are burning in love, by long ſpace of 
time, that Jalreadp begin to find me in ſo raany great ſighs 
and pains, that J knawnot how J map iu time come unto this 
Lady 
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Lady, to require her to be mp wife, She is ſþining in all beau. 
ty, and in rigyt abundant riches. This is it that J lack: ſbe 
beboldety me otherchpiles in her p2axers 3 it may happen ſa 
well, that love may turn ber peart, to make alliance betwirt 
per and me. And what is this? men ſap that love purteth no 
man, but by pis exes. If the eges be not made to ſee, J will ſay 
that my de fire ſpall hap well. Mpyere am J? where am J? put 
me out. Where is mp heart? where is my Defire? J {now not 
what J tyink, my theught map be abuſed, and my abuſe may 
well be reverſed: mine epes peradventure think theo ſee char 
they lee not. Mine cars imagine to bear, and pet thep be veaf. 
I find mp (elf in a great perplerity and very attainder: and yet 
mo2e, ina ſuperſluous erroz, moze than any man may babe: 
Foz when I ſee this Lcd» moze excellent than all other, in 
riches and beauty, reaſon telleth me, that ſhe is not come ht: 
ther fuz me: and when J bebeld that ſbe is alone withour men 
in mp City, who ſpall gainſay my will? J vill require ber 
to be my Wiſe, after that ſpe hach done ber Wevotion: and if 
ſhe accozd to my requeſt, my labour ſhall do weil. And ik ſhe 
gainſay and withſtand it, then J muſt be of fozce andauthority 
opal. 

Thus, when Neptune came to this concluſion, Me duſa arofe 
from her contemplation, and Neptune went to her, and did her 
reverence, and after pꝛaped ber, that (be would go to pis Nopal 
palace to refreſh her. Mcdula thanksd him foz his ceurteiie, 
and ſaid, that ſwe might not well carry there at that time. 
ben Neptune underſtood tpar ſpe was to return, without ſtay: 
ing longer in his Cit», be was diſpleaſed in his hear, pet be 
held ber in parle?,and dꝛew her apart. and ſaid unto her (chan? 
ging colour.) Madam, J am ſozry that ye refuſe to take har: 
bour in mp houſe. Jam Ring of this City, the Gods have not 
giben me ſo great hap, that J have yctany Mike, any Lady oz 
Damoſel: it is now ſo bappened that the Gods and Foztune 
have inſpired peu to come hither. Certainſp it is pour beauty 
bath paepared the eye of mp heart, and hath made me ſo deſi- 
rous of por, that J give unto pou, heart, body, and goods, and 


all that a Lover may give unto bis Love oz Lady, oz any 9 
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his Mucen. Mhperekoze J pꝛap you that ye will go unto my 
Palace, to the end that J may have communication moze ſecret⸗ 
jp there, and teli pou of the great lobe that 4 have to pou. 

As Meduſa underſtood the requeſis of the Bing, the began to 
frown, and not willing to be otberwiſe entreated, ſpe anſwerey 
to him. Nopal Sir, if it were ſo that my peart denred ac: 
quaintance and communication with one man moze than with 
another, in truth, if J ſo foumd me diſpoſed, J would hold mp 
ſeif vappp, finding my leif in the grace of pour eres: but the 
matter goeth with me far otherwiſe, Jlove as much one man 
as another. J vave a purpoſe to abide and continue in mp vir: 
ginity: Ye be a Ring: you have given to me ſafe conduc to 
perfozm mp Pilgrimage. A deſire that pou, bear pour ſelf in 
ſuch wiſe, as if pehadnever (cen me. Madam (ſaid Neptune) 
how ſþall J do that youſay, when my heart is all given unto 
pou? Sir (anſwered Meduſa) it behoveth firſt to know, and af: 
ter that to love, have told pou here, that I have a purpoſe to 
abide a Uirgin, what may it pzofit you to ſap, that you have 
given me pour heart ? theſe be but loſt wozds, Dame (ſaid 
Neptune) the Diamond ihineth not till it be poliſhed : pe were 
never peradventure deſired oz requeſted of lobe befoze now: 
wherefoze pou have no moze lobe to one man than to another. 
Therefoze pou muft underſtand that acquaintance bzeedeth 
love: and it you will come and abide with me, J make no doubt 
but that pour mind will change. Sir (anſwered Meduſa) mp 
will is unchangeable. Notwithſtanding (ſaid Neptune) it muſt 
change, be not aba ſped. Sir (anſwered Meduſa) I ſee nothing 
that giveth me cauſe of abaſhment, foz J feel mp beartfirm and 
ſtable in his operations. You be a King, and have given me 
fafeconduct to finiſh my Devotion at the Temple of the Gods 
dels of pour City, Reaſon and honour ſhould govern pour cow 
rage.Dame (ſaid Neptune) if your beauty ſurmounted not the 
beautp.of other women, J would willinglp conſent to pour re: 
turn: But when J conceive how you are fozmed in ſo high a 
degree of Nature that nothing lacketh in you. And further, 
when J ſee that the great Goddeſs Pallas bath inſpired pon to 
come to this my City, reaſon may have no place: howſoever it 

be 
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be by love 02 by fozce, ye ſpall be my Wife : Jhad rather dye, 
02 run into all the diſþonours of the wozld, than fox to fail to 
have yourl ove. | 

Mpen Meduſa that was wiſe, had underſtood the wozds of 
Neptune, and ſaw well that he was couragiouſip enflamed with 

er amoꝛons defire,and that ſhe might not eſcape his power, foz 
her beauly, unleſs it were by an adventure: then ſhe changed 
yer hair into colours: that is to ſap, that where fezce reigned, 
the wrought by ſubrilty, and (aid unto the Ring. Sir, Jknow 
pou are a great and puitſant Lo2d,and that love hath moved pou 
bo fozce to rake me co your Mie Since your pleaſure is ſuch, 
Jam content todo all as you babe demanded, and that this 
ſame day be ſolemnized che marriage vetween you and me: 
but the moze ſoleninly to adozn the Feaſt of our Wedding, J 
require of pou two things: Firſt, that J may return unto the 
port, to my People, foz to arrap and dzeſs me wich my coſtly 
Jewels, foz J cannot emplop them to moze great glozy, than 
to uſe this dap ok my marriage: and Secondly, that ye will 
cauſe to arrap and dreſs the Ladies of this Citp, to receive me 
as it appertaineth : foz A wiil that pe well know, that in all the 
remnant of the Ladies of the wozid, ye ſpall not find any that 
path moze moveable goods and riches than 4 have, 

Neptune was then as one all raviſbed with joy, when he 
heard this anſwer of Meduſa: and he ſent again this Meduſa 
unto the Gallers, boping that the would return again to be his 
aife :« but when ſhe by che Cubriiey of her wit, was delivered 
again at the ozt where Neptune had nothing to do: inſtead to 
return to the Cito, ſbe ca uſed to weigh Anchozs of all ber ſbips, 
and hol ſt ſail, and ia ai yaſt withdzew them from the Pozt : 
and inſteav to arrap ber in veſt ments nuptial, ſhe took her arms, 
and made ler men to Arm them. And thus ſbe eſcaped from 
Ne bo was in great (vzrow, and in great anger ſaid, 
e vad the head of a Serpent, and that her bairs were tur⸗ 
ned eint colours te the end to hide muze g aciouſſp the malice of 
ber heart: ye repeated the manner how ſhe had decetved and be⸗ 
guiled him. | 
Thus then eſcaped Mcdula the bands of Neptune by the 

means 
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means of her head ſerpentine: and Neptune abode converted 
and turned info a ſtone : of this thing ran the renown th2ough 
all Greece, And the beauty of Meduſa was ſo commended, that 
from thoſe parts went every day many Knights to ſee her, and 
many ut them were turned into ſtones,and many loſt their trea: 
ſures : innumerable enfozcing themſelves, by arms to conquer 
this Lady, who withſtood way their aſſaults and endeavours 
and alwap abode conquerour of chem. 

Meduſa ſet nought by Bing noz Pzince, that would have her 
to Mite: be was all (er to get and gather rhe treaſures of the 
Mozld. Whereas ber Fathergad been very covetous, pet was 
ſh? moze covetous: and coming again from Athens into her own 
Realm, after that e had brought under ſuvjection the Greeks 
that rebel led againſt ber, ſbe was ſo plunged in the deep wal 
low of covetouſneſs and avarice, that the made war againſt all 
her neighbours, and conquered them, conſtraining them to pay 
her pearlp large tributes. Whereby her ſtate and name aroſe, 
and was ſo great, that the fame thereof ran into many far ze: 

ions. - 

: Jn the time that the renown of Meduſa was in this credit, 
Perſeus Son of Danae and Japiter was in the valourand pzime 
of his ſtrength : and he daily required his mother and the Ring, 
that they would give him leave to ſeek his adventure. When 
then Pilonus heard ſpeech of the migytineſs of Meduſa, of her 
rapines and avarice, be thought that his Son in law ſhould da 
a vertudus wok, if he might cozrec her: ſo he told to Perſeus 
that be would ſend him thither, Perſeus thanked him and ſaid, 
he would emplop thereto all his puiſſance. Then Ring Pilonus 
ſent koz men of Arms, and made ready thirty Galleps foz the 
Army of Perſcus, and dubbed him Unight, foz the ozder of chi: 
valry began that time to be uſed in all the wozld. And it was 
decreed that ſame day Perſeus ſhauld go to Sea. 0 

And when the King had accomplithed all the Ceremom to 
the caſe required, Perſcus took leave of the Ring Pilonus, and 
of bis mother Danae, and of the Damoſels, and entred into his 
Gallep: afterward they weighed Anchozs, and departed from 
the ÞPozt of Naples with a great noiſe of Trumpets and with 
| Banners 
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: Banners diſplayed, and ſailed into the deep Sea. There was 


many a tear wept : berg bedy loved Perſcus foz he was hum- 
ble and courteous. Tye Apulians departed not as long as they 
viight ſee him: and then after they returned home, pzaping un⸗ 


to the Gods, that good and happy might be the Foztune of Per- 


ſeus. And the noble Knight went by the Sea coaſts at all ad- 
venture. Me ſo haſted on his way that he came to Aﬀeick that 
was named Lybia at that time, and there would have refreſbed 
him at a pot, beſide the ſtrait of Gibralter whereas was Ring 
Atlas the great Aſtrologtan. But this Ring put him from lan⸗ 
ding at this Poꝛt, and came in Arms againſt him, and ſhewed by 
{gns a far,off, thar ve would keep his Country with his Sword. 
Then Perſeus which would not there employ his Army, but 
withdzew him from the Pozt, meaning to avenge him another 
time of that hard uſage, if Foztune would help bim. De paſ⸗ 
fed the ſtrait, and ſought ſo long the Realm of Mcduſa, that af- 
ter he found it, and had tydings by certain Merchants that ſpe 
and her Siſters ſojourned in a City which ſtood on the Sea 
Coaſt. 

Great was the jop of Perſeus, when he underſtood theſe tp- 
dings: his folk had great need of viitual, wherefoze he called 
them all, and bade that they ſhould make them ready, foz thep 
were nigh the place that they ſought : ard then, as they ſailed 
away fozth about three hours befoze the evening they ſaw the 
City where Meduſa was, and mozeover they ſaw Meduſa and 
her ſiſters with a great number of men of war, that were trains 
ed on the Pozt, richly arrayed and furniſh?d. When Perſeus 
ſaw this, Ve divided his Army in three equal battels, each had 
ten Galleps, and ozdained and put in Taptains of war: and 
wiſely infozmed them how they ſhould come nigh and appzoach 
the Pozt. And after be put himſelf in the firſt battel : and the 
Poets ſay, that the Goddeſs Pallas gave to bim then a Shield 
of Chryſtal : that beappzcached wiſely the Pozt that was upon 
the great Sea of Spain, and that be conducted himſelf by ſuch 

which is likened to Chryſta!, that be came and fougbt 
band to yand againft the puiſſance of Meduſa : and that by the 
lining of rhe clear Shield of bis pzudence in receiving and 
— N giving 
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giving infinite ſtrokes, he got Land and conſtrained Medusa 
to return to her City, by fozce of Arms, and with a good o2der: 
ing and fighting of his Souldiers. At that time the bead Ser⸗ 
pent-like ot Meduſa might not with ſtand his firſt foztunes, fox 
the that was accuſte med to put under feetand overcome at them 
ſhat expoſed them in Arms againſt her, at this time was purtu 
the ſame extremitę, that. ſde had put others unte.

How Perſeus vanquiſhed in battel the Queen Meduſa: and how 
ſhe fled into her City. ; **

N Dw ſuch was the beginning of the war, that was between 
Perſcus and Medufa, where the Gorgons which Meduſi 
had cheriſhed dearly, fell down from the Wheel of Faztune, 
which wheel had conſented that the prudence of Perſcus ſpould 
be cauſe of their humbling: This notwithſtanding, Meduſa took 
courage in her ſelf, and re-entred into her Citp, and gave 
charge to one of her men, to yo unto her enemies, and to en: 
quire of them who was chief and Taptain of them, and what 
ching be ſought in her Country? The Hetperian departed from 
the City, and came to the Yoſt of the Apulians, that were buſi 
to lodge them thatnight : and he paſted ſo much that he came 
to Perſeus, whe took his refection upon a Table thache hadmabe 
ofa great ſlone of marble; and ſaid to him in this wiſe : Sir, 
the conquereſs of men path ſent me to thee, to enquire what 
thing thou wilt do in her Courtry, to the end ſbe may know 
whar ſhe hath to bo? Pelſenger (anſtzered Perſcus) J have a 
purpoſe to enfrancviſe and make free all men from the lerhitude 
that thy Piſtreſs boldeth them in: and to mate her that. path 
but one epe, that ſhe convert and turn men no moze into ſtones, 
and that her riches ſhalt he no moze the cauſes of che loſs and 
perdition of Rnigots which ſ2utd have her in marriage. Foza» 
gainſt ber maljce of the Serpent, J will be armed with Pals 
dence, and will that ſhe know, fo mozrow, without longer de ⸗ 
lap; J will orve aſſault unto the Citp, in kale the come not a 
Minſt me in battel, 9

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Mich this anſwer the He ſperian returned unto Meduſa, and 


.xecounten unto ber all that be vad yeard. Meduſa aſſembled 


then all yer men of war, and ſaid unto them: it is no marvel 
though A yave mp heart ſo troubled, when akter that J have 
vanq ui bed great companics of men ot Arms, I ſee that ſbame⸗ 
fully we are vziven back and with-dzawninto this City, by the 
pzowe's of a handful of men. @ what grief is this to them 
that have been accuſtomed ta triumph in all manner of wars? 
Were be the þigh enterpzizes, by which we made all the 
Weſiern Seas to fear? Where be the Swozds that have been 
pielded- to us by the Rings our Tributsries : Where be the 
Armies and ſtrengths that have made to tremble the mountains 
and Kocks of Lybia ? Where be they that this day have takers 
fear foz Pzowels, dzead fo2 Yardineſs, diſbonour fozhonour ? 
Ar leaſt lince this thing is o handled, it behovech to deal the 
beſt wiſe we may: but now it behovech alſo, that cverp man en⸗ 
courage and ew þimſelf valiant, and that to mozrow it be 
recovered, . that by us this day is loſt. The enemies cf the Cir» 
to mozrow will give ns aſſault, if we furniſh not them with 
battel. And fozaſmuch as they be travelled on the Air of 
the Sea, it is much better that we furniſh them with battel at 
this time, than that we ſhould abide longer. Dur enemies be 
rangers, pere lpeth our tryumph, oz ever moztal miſadvens 
ture. It we overcome them, it ſhall bea memozy foz us far 
and nigh in all honour. If the caſe go contrary, we ſhall run 
with the loſs of our lives into derion and mockerp of alt peo⸗ 
ple. And wbat is this, all the blood be ſpꝛead abzoad of them 
thatþaye made the ground red with the blood of others? Shall 
the honour be waſted and loft, and alſo the name that we have 
gotten- with ſo great labour? All the wozld take to them cou- 
rage and hope: theſe two things be as needſul in war, as the 
Arms, and without them ſpall never man attain to the crown 
of victozy. Ah then take heart to pou, and make ready pour har: 
nels. aud Arms: to mo2row wut be the day that ye muſt needs 
make to ſhine pour derds thebeft wiſe yemay,and that foz to keep 
pour renovons,and pour titles ot Honourable pꝛoweſs. 
Padam (anſwered one 3 Captains) it is great pitp. 
us - wat 
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tyat pe were not a man, foz if it had been ſo, it is apparent that 
you would have hzaougbt under all the Mona rchy ok men. As pe 
ſay, we muſt needs keep our renown, if Foztune hath been to us 
this day froward, to mozrow (\þe. (ail turn to pzofit, The 
wounds that be made in our hondurs and bload, we muſt bear ir, 
and take it in good part. And our pꝛoweſs and honour ſpall to 
moꝛrow put from us all notes aud ſh ime, we will ſo behave our 
ſelves. Can pe not riſe ſo early that we might be in the front 
of them well artaped and proved to fight faz the pꝛoſperitp of 
pour Land? Me will do pour requeſt, Wyen Meduſa heard 
the good will of her Captain, ſhe was joyous and concluded with 
them, that (be with all their puiſſance, wonld aſſail their ene: 
mies at Midnight, in hope to come upon them unawares. This 
concluſion was thought good unto all: and ach man withdzew, 
t> take their reſt, and to make ready their Barneſs. Medufa 
ſlept not much this night, as ſbe that had the heart alwapgreat 
and ſoze charged with greedy deſire of vengeance: and at mid: 
night, {þe ſounded to Arms, and made them to be ready, She 
took her Banners that were rich, and her men were diligent e 
nough to Arm them, foz in that art they were welt inſtruced, 
And when they were all ready and aſſembled. befoze the Palace 
Kopal, Meduſa and her ſiſters i ſſued out of the Gate in rich & 
{:ate,and giving good mozrow to her folk, with as little noiſe as 
ſhe could, ſþ? divided them into two companies; whereof tbe 
made one company to depart by one of the Gates of the City; 
and ſhe yer ſelf conduced the other by the Gate that was againſt 
the Wozt oz Paven. 

At this tims the Ayr was pure and clear; and the Stars 
twinkled: and anon the Moon ſh3ne, and put * the dark⸗ 
neſs of the night accozding ta her celeſtial office; - When Me- 
duſa was in the field, ſhe went along by the Sea ſhoze, and 
ſuppoſed to have taken Perſeus and bis folk, but ſhe failed: fox 
as ſoon as ſpe iſſued out of ber City, it was perceived by the 
watch-men of the Yoſt of Perſeus, and thep ſignified their cum 
ing to Perſcus and his men that flept.in their Darnefs.! And 
thus, when ſbe appꝛoached unto yer enemies, and had ſuppoſed 
to ha be diſtreſſed them, ſhe found them ready furni ſped, where: 

with 
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with there aroſe a great cry on both parties, and with this cry 
there grew a great Skirmiſh, ſo eager and fierce, that it was 
need unto all men ot valour, to ſpew foath their pꝛoweſſes and 
their ſtrengths. Tyere wos many a man caſt down dead upon 
[the Sand. -Then began the ſecond battelof Meduſa, making a 
great noiſe in jopning the battel, and then pad they of Naples a 
ſtrong party foz to maſter. 

In this Tempeſt Perseus gave himſelf no reſt : he had al⸗ 
wap bis eyes open, his ears bent fo year,bis arms ready to ſmite: 
pe was quick in his green pouth, his Swoad flaſhed and cut def: 
perarely : he [more no man noz Syield, but he bzake it, and 
flew all down-/right, Meduſa, thata!wap put ber in the moſt 
ſtrength and affairs, and moſt pzrſs, by miahty courage, to en 
tertain and hold together ber men: ſeeing oftentimes the pza: 
ctices and the noble feats of Arms of her enemy Pcrſcus, had 
great ſozrow, faz with bis only vajour, be beid the Apulians 
in eſtate and rap, and there was none that might refiſt his 
firength oz at leaſt chat had might-1o'refift him. This thing 
turned to greet diſpleaſure unto Medula,vet the cozrected it, and 
uſed her p2oweſs the beſt ſbe might. She did great hurt to her 
enemies, and fmote down pere and there ſo valiantly, that ſþe 
ſeemed much better to be a man than a woman: and better be. 
cume per to hrandiſya Swoad, than to ſpinoz turn a ſpindle, 


CHAP: XXXIL. 
How Perſeus in this battcl flew the mighty ſiſter of Meduſa, and 
vanquiſhed her in the battel. 


< * skirmiſþ then dured long, theenvy that Meduſa had at 
the valour of Perſeus, gave to her Arms moze-fozce and 
ſtrength, than nature had given her; ſhe was full of malice, and 
pet ſhe could keep her well from the ſwozd of Perſeus. And al⸗ 
wap ite was environed with the beſt men ſhe had. They fought 
in this ta ſpion until the day, befoze that any knew to whom he

And 
lifring bis Swozd that was tempered with blood from one end 
tothe other, it happened that the firſt ſtrobe that he gave in this 
place, fejl upen one ofthe Siſters of Meduſa, that be fell duwn 
dead.

Great was the flaughter.: and being at that point, Meduſa 
enfozced her power to withſtand the great fozce of Perſeus. Not: 
withſtanding, ſhe that befoze had overcome many men, was then 
overcome: andhabing late the greateſt courage, and the heart 
moꝛe fierce than any man, the was vanquilhed with deſpair, by 
tbe only chivalrous dealing of Perſcus that had hacken ber 
Banner, that bad ſmittgn ber men in pieces, partly ſlain with 
bis Swozd, and partlp fled. And ve had not only made red his 
Swo2d and right band with her bloed, but the Bea by ſmall 
- gutters was made red with warm blood: through which Me. 

duſa loft her ferocitp, all her pꝛeſumption, all her ſtrength, and 

all her vigour: ſo evil went the game on ber fide, that when 
ſhe had ſeen her Banner deſtroyed, when ſbe had ſeen the moſt 
victozious of her Knights confounded by fight, and ber men of 
Arms leave tbe hattel and flee befoze Perſeus, as befoze the 3. 
mage ot death. Fmalliy, ſbe ſaw all her pui iſance turn into de⸗

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7 of theſe Beaſts eſcaped from him and came to Perſcus, 
and gave vim vis hands kuli to employ bis ſirength-and pzo⸗ 
wels: we Lyons leapt about the neck of Bellerophon, forme 
time in (uch number, that in no part he might be ſeen. Pet by 
yis ability be couid well (ave himſelf, but he had never eſcaped, 
were came ſo much venom upon him- tbere, and beaſts, and 
on Perſeus and Danaus, which Co fiercely affailed them: and if 
yehad not won Kock, upon which he got up with great pain. 
Foz to go upon this Rock, thete was but one ſtrait way, 
then compaſſed him the Lyons; and with them the other beaſts, 
which ſtayed on the way of the Rock, and af the foot, roaring 
and making great noiſe about him, ſo that Perſeus and Danaus 
had none other hope of the Bnight, but that it had been his laſt 
dap, fo ve had ſo many beaſts about him, that it was likely 
that the edge and cutting o his-fwozd might not long end ire, 
without it were mean oz bzeken.

When as the Syrians ſaw him put his head out of the deep, 
there was none ſa well aſſured, but he trembled foz fear, And 
many were ſo afraid, that thep fled into their houſes,. notwith: 
ſtanding, Perſeus as ſoon-as he ſaw him roſe up. he came to him 
right well aſſured, and ſmote him with the point of his ſwozd, 
ſo full upon the right eye, that on that fide he made vim blind, 
whereat the Monſter came out of che Sea with an open mouth, 
and thought to habe ſwallowed Perſcus. And Perſeus went back 
a little, and put bis Swozd between his jaws inte bis thaoar, 
ſofar fozth, that be could not daaw it aut again, and ſo of 
fo2ce it abode in his thzoat moze than four foot. 

At the fecond firoke, the Monſter made a marvellous cry, 
lifring up his head, and thought to havecaft out the piece of 
the Swozd, but it could not be. Alwap the Monſter aſſailed 
Perſeus, and thought to habe ſwalldwed him into his thavat + 
and Perſeus al wap ſtroke at him with bis Swozd, and put him 
at defence, and ſtraok al way at his throat, and about, nigb bis 
other tye, and ſo well intended the wozk; that after he had gi: 
ven him many wounds, he made him blind on the left epe, lite 
as he did on the right. And then as the Monſter went here and 
there, and made many walks without ſeemg o2 knowing where 
be went, purſuing his enemp, Perſeus gave him twenty wounds, 
ſearching bis beart, und at laſt be found it. And finally he beſtir⸗

A Liebe Syrians. were paſſing jopous, and aſtoniſted, when 
they ſaw the goed foztune of Perſcus, and ſaid one to ano⸗ 
ther, that ſuch a Unight ought to be pzaiſed above all other 
men. Ring Ammon took great pleaſure to ſee his dealing, and 
ſteing tbe Ponſter labouring in bis death, he went down ta 
him, embꝛacing bim and ſaid. Sir, the Gods govern thy foztune, 
and imce they have received chee in their favour and grace, 
there is none that may annoy thee : In a good hour wert thou 
here arcived, demand what thou wilt, and J will cauſe thee to 
baue it. Sir, Anſwered Pcrſcus, I ha ve pꝛeſer urd from death 
the-Damolel : A deſire none other thing but ber. O valiant. 
Knight, (aid Phincus, thou doſt much gloifie thy ſelf: for thou 
hoſt gotten in a haif day moge honour, than any other Anigbt 
ſpall get in a bundzed year, But beware that che beauty of 
wis Maid deceive cyee not: know Then that J bave bttroarhed 
yer, and by right we ougbt to be my Wife. And that in the pzc* 
ſence of our Bi bop; we promiſed ta take each other in Pat: 
riage. This miskoztune is after come to her, thou haſt relics 
ved her, and wouldft tyerefoze have her. The beginning is fair, 
but the end is foul. And if lo chance, that rbou do me wrong, 
let tber know that. Jwill not ſufferit, faz in this Tountry J 
am a Ring, and baue great powers: all the giozy that thou haſt 
gotten, hai bere be quenched : wherefoze J pzay thee that thun

During theſe wozds, Perſeus looked toward the Sea, and 
ſaw from far bis Galleys coming ene after another, directing 
them towards the ot. Mereot᷑ be had greatjop, and ſaio un⸗ 
to Phineus, Bing, I make no doubt but thy power is great in 
this Countro, but know thou, that Jknowno man living that 
ſball cauſe me to leave that which belongeth to me. When 
Icame hither, J found this Paid condemned unto death. hat

that time ſte was free from all men by her ſentence. Jhaye 
ſaved her: and Jſay to thee ſhe ſpall be mine: But if thoy 
wt combate, and fight foz her, aſſemble thy power, and make 
thee ready in thy battel.

2 ben Phineus knew that be was the Unight that bad van: 
qui ſted Meduſa, whereof the renown was verygreat, be could 
not otherwiſe anſwer to Perſeus, but that be might do his plea: 
ſure. All rye Kinſmen of Andromeda were angry with Phi⸗ 
neus foz vis folly, and made him ſo a ſpamed, that he departed 
thence, and went into the City, Akter they went to behold the 
Monſlez, and then came ſailing and rowing the Apulians unto 
che Pozt,and being come they brought Perſcus ond Andromes» 
da into Joppa with great tryumph : and Perſeus and Androme- 
da were eſpouſed that ſame dan, and lap together. And the ſo: 
lemnitp of their wedding endured fifteen dars. During which 
time the Syrians came to the Pozt dailp, foz to (ee and behold 
this Monſter. Plinius rehearſeth, that of this Monſter was 
bozn to Rome, à hone of fozty foot long, as big as an Elephant. 
Let them then that read this Piſtozy, ſearch how great and 
huge this Ponſter was, -when only one of bis bones was ſs 
great. The Romans kept that bone in honour of this marvel: 
lous Exploit. At tbe end and expiration of this feaſt of the wed: 
ding of Perſeus and Andromeda, Perſeus took leave of the Syrians, 
and furnifbed his Gallers with victuals, and departed from 
Joppa; and went to the Sea, leading with him bis Wife An» 
dromeda. And Foztune was to him ſo good, that ina little: 
time be pa ſſed the Seas of Syria, and came to Land at the Pozt 
and Haven of Thebes. Wyerehe was received courteouſly of 
- Ring Creon, that then reigned a poung Child, 
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hy C HAP. XXXVII 
How Perſeut re- eſtabliſhed in his Realm the King Aebriſins, and 
ho hc ſlew the King by misfortune. 


FE Thebes there refreſbed them theſe Apulians, and made 


alliance with the Bing, after they departed from tbence, and 
took their wap by land towards Argos, under and by the cone 
duct of Beilc: ophon, that then was bealed of his foot, who knew 


well the Country. When Bellerophon bad guided them ſo 


nigh Argos, that in an hour thep might run befoze the Gates, 
he fignifieo it unto Perſeus: and then Perſcus made his Yoſt to 
tatry in a Ualley, and ſent Danaus unto Ring Prycus, to ſum- 
mon him that he ſhould yield the gealm unto Ring Achriſius. 
Danaus went to Argos and accompliſbed the ſummons : King 
Prycus anſwered to him, that be was Ring, and that be would 
keep tat title. Danaus returned unto the Poſt of Perſeus with 
this anſwer, and made tohim the repozt. Perſeus then hoped 
that King Prycus would come to him, and give vim baltel, 
and yad'thereof great joy and pleaſure, foz be defired nothing 
in the wozld moze than to be in Arms: and foꝛ to be the better 
able to withſtand his Foe, he oꝛdained that night that he would 
part vis battel in three, whereof he gave charge of the firſt bat · 
tel to Bellerophon, and he bimſelf held the ſecond battel; and 
to Danaus be betook the third: and thus when be began to ſet 
fozth Bellerophon on his way, be had not far gone, when be 
ſaw from far Ring Prycus, that knew of their coming by his 
Eſpies,and bad ſer batrel in good ozder, 

Bellerophon had with him but two thouſand fighting men, 
Wyen Ning Prycus ſaw him come with ſo little a company, be 
ſoppoſed that it bad been Perſeus, and thought to have utterly 
overthrown them at the firſt encounter and made his people ta 
et againſt them, by which within ſpoꝛt ſpace began a cruel and 
hard battel. And of this battel wag Prycus right joyful at the 
aſſemblp. and well emploped his Arms and Swozd, but at tbat 
time as be ſuppoſed by fozce to remain victozious, be caſt his 
epes towards Thebes, and — and his battel, that ſhe web 


them, 
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tþemfelves : wherein his foztune was ſuch, that in the behold 
ing the head ol Medula, which be hace painted in his Shield of 
Charſtal, he and all yisfolk, in a moment, were turned int 
ſtones; that is to ſap, that pe and all bis men pad loſt their 
ſtrength and courages, and toat they might no moze lift their 
Swozds, than might a Statue oz Amage. Then Prycus fled, 
and all they that could fied, ſome into the City, and ſome into 
the fields at all adventure. Perſcus would not follow the chaſe, 
becauſe of their pooz caſe. And thus Prycus eſcaped the death, 
and abandoned and gave over the Country, and went with 
them that fied into Calidonia, wbere he was afterward put to 
death by Herculcs. And Perſeus went inta the City of Argos, 
the Gates whereof were open, and there was na man refiſted 
them. When he was in the City, he made an Edin, charging 
upon pain of death, that none be ſo hardy to uſe any violence 
oz fozce there. Atter that pe ſent to ſeek his Grandfather Achri· 
fius, and.told him who he was, and ſo delivered to him again 
bis City and Realm. | 

Foz this courtefie, Achriſius held bimſelf greatly beholding 
unto Perſcus, and asked him, andenquired of his daughter Da» 
nac,and of their adventures, Perſeus told him all that he knew, 
and then Achriſius was ſoary at that hard ufage that he had done, 
and foz to amend all, he adopted Perſeus to be bis ſon, and gave 
bim the full power to govern the City, and himfelf wichdzew 
bim into the Tower of Dardan, and then ſent again unto Na- 
plcs Dardanus his Bzother, with whom went Bellerophon, and 
be gave unto them, and ta their company, great treafures at 
their departing. Perſeus ſent many Argiens into Lybia, and 
made them to inhabit the Country, And thus abode Perſeus in 
Argos with his wife Andromeda, of whom he got many chil: 
dzen; that is ta ſap, Sthelenus, Blache, Demon, Ericteus, and 
Gorgophon, which all became men, and betook wives, King A+ 
chriſius pet reigning. And among ail other, Gorgophon had one 
wife, of whom he had two (ons, Alceus and Electrion, Alceus 
engendzed Amphitrion, and Electrion engend2ed Alcumena, of 
whom came Hercules. A will not ſap much of the facts and of 
the generations of this Perſeus; he governed paſſing well = 

Realm 
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realm, and loved much Ring Achriſius: bur there fell an hard 
foztune unto vim, foꝛ as he went on a night alone unto the Tows 
er of Dardan to go viſit the Bing, the Guarders of the Tower 
knew him not, and fell upon him, and hurt vim; when he felt 
dim ſmitten, be put þimlelf to defence. The noiſe waxed great, 
the King peard the noiſe, and came running down to part the 
rap, thrufted into the pzeſs, in fuch wiſe that Perſeus knew him 
not, and with his Swozd he ſmote him, that he flew him, and 
all the people with him: and anon after, when he came in, and 
found him dead, be remembzed and thought be had put him to 
death, after the Pzognoſtication of the Gods, and made great 
ſorrow, and did oꝛdain his Dbſequie right ſolemnly. And at 
this Dbſequie happened to be there, Jupiter and his Son 
Vulcan, which at that time pzactiſed together the Science of 


Magick, and Figromancy. 


At this time Vulcan fozged and wzought the Thunders unto 
Jopiterz that is to ſap, be bufied himſelf with troubling by 
fireand Swo2d, the Kealms of his neighbours : Perſeus then 
did great honour and wozlbip unto his Father Jupiter, and like- 
wiſe did Jupiter unto Perſcus: and each rehearſed to othertheir 
adventures: but when tbe Dbſequie of Ring Achriſius was per⸗ 
fozmed, and Jupiter faw Perſeus ſo heavy that he could have no 
jop, be returned into Creet unto his wife Juno, and there he 
exerciſed himſelf in the Art of Pagick, And then when Perſeus 
found himſelf atone in Argos, and ſaw that be could have no 
joy, be departed from thence and went to the City of Miſene, 
but be reigned there not long, fozaſmuch as the death of Achri- 
ſius renewed always, and pe could not put it out ot bis mind, 
and lo departed thence, and withdzew him with a great Poſt 
into the D2ient, where be got and conquered by Arms a great 
Country, which be named Perſia, after bis own name, and 
there founded the City called Perſepolis, after that be bad van: 
qui bed and put to death Liber Patee which made him war. 
And then when he had ſo done, be pꝛobided foz his childzen, 
that bis two Song Alccus and Electrion, with Amphitrion and 
Alcumena, dwelled in Thebes, and Brachman reigned in Per- 
fa, Ericteus upon tbe red * and Stelenus in Miſene: But 
| to 
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to ſpeak of them all J will ceaſe at this time, and will tell only 
of Amphit jon and Alcumena, that iovedb ſa well together, thar 
they were contented to wed one the other. And the cauſe that 
mouerh me to wꝛite af theſe two, is koꝛa ſmuch as of Alcumena 
came Hercules, who firſt deſtroped Troy. 


CHAP, XXXVIII. | 

How Zapiter lay with Aicumens, and how Queen Juno ſent two 

Serpents to {lay Herculer, and how H-reutes Ilraugled the two 
Serpents, 


. time when Jupiter came again into Creet, and that 
he with Vulcan his ſeu, and funo pꝛadiſed the Art of Magick, 
after that Vulcai had fozged the Thunders ot Jupiter, Amphi- 
trion wedded the fair Alcumena in the City of Thebes, with 
a greatcompany of Rings, Queens, and Ladies, The feaſt of 
this Wedding was great. Jupiter Ring of Crect, and Muren 
Juno were there. During the feaſt, Jupiter continually. be- 
held Alcumena foz her great beauty, (toz Alcumena was the 
meſt fair woman that ever was ſeen) all bis delight, and buſie 
care was in beholding tee Ladies. He deſired nothing but to 
be always among the Ladies, and always bad his eyes fixt on 
them : but in the end he beheld Alcumena ſeriouſly, in whom 
be bad a fingular pleaſure. He ſo ſoʒe fixed bis eye on ber Ex⸗ 
cellencp, tharhis heart began to be troubled, ſo that be was a⸗ 
mo20us of her lobe. In this his greed? coverouſneſs, be let 
pals tbe ſolemnity of the Wedding, and returned into Crect 
but be bad not long ſ-journed, when the ſaid cobete uſneſs 
w20u4ht ſo vehemently in him. that on a dap be began to ſpeak 
of Alcumena in the pzeſence of juno, and ſaid unto Ganimedes 
bis Eſquire Ganimedes, what think peu of the bea utp of Alcu- 
mera? Str, ſaid Ganimedes, 2 think ſhe ſwinech inall manner 
of Excellencp, and to compaize all ber Uircues, chere is na 
Ning ſo great, but he maꝝ be of alliance with one that is of leſs 
utp than ſbe is; | 

When as Queen juno underſtood that Jupiter talked ſo much 
of Alcumena, at that ſame time he was ſoʒe moved with new 
jea- 
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jtaloufie : Foz the had oktentimes been jealdüs of Jupiter and 
thought in yer ſelf, that i {þe might, ſbe would cauſe to flap 
bar and put to death Alcumena. Jupiter found himſelf ſozeentans 
gled and overcome with love, and to ober-maſter it, he touk his 


en 
, Bow and Arrows, in purpolſe to go ro the wood fo to flap ſome 
wild Beaſt, and went kozch accompanied only with Ganime- 
des; but as-ſoon as he was iſſued out of the Gate, there mer 
wo him one of the Rnigyts of Thebes, and did reverence unto the 
8 King and ſaid unto him, that Bing Crcon of Thebes ſent him 


unto him, and required him that ye would aid and help him to 
war againſt Bing Thellipolis, that had treſpa ſſed againſt him. 
hat Wyen King Jupiter had heard the meſſage of the Bing, be was 
ck veryglad of rye requeſt of rye Ring of Thebes, a took the Bnight 

wy by the hand, and brought yim to vis Salate, and there feaſted 
him, and after ye ſaid, that with very good heart and will he 


10 would ſuccour and help Bing Creon in his car. The Rnight 
en of Thebes with this anſtver cook leaye of Ring Jupiter, and re⸗ 
be, turned unto Thebes, where pzeparation and Þ2dinance was 
be made to go unto Thellipolis. It was not tong after that, Ring 
fie Jupiter made his Army, and made as much haſt as poſſible ye 
fo could, that ſþoztly afrer be mighr come to the houſe of Thebes, 
on where he hoped to find Alcume na. hen all things was read 
* he took bis way, and [ped him in bis journed, that be came to 
5 Thebes, where be was hunuurably received of che King, rhe 
— Auten, and the Ladies Bing Jupiter at his coming fozget not 
et ta look it be might ſee A cumena, but be ſaw ber net; whe e: 
* foze he was in great grit. and knew not what to do. And he 
18 looked atter Amphitrion, but he could no where \ ee him, wbert⸗ 
k of be was moze aba ſhed than be was befoze. Jn this abaſbmenc 
— heappzoacyed to King Creon, and demanded of him, where 
= Amphitrion was? Ning Creon anſwered him, that he would 
* woztlpy come. and that be aſſembled his men af Arms at the 
— Caſtle of Arciancy, which be had given him. This Caſtie ſtood

pad not been he dzeaded the talking of the people, and alſohy 
feared to make Amphitrion jealous. This confidered, Bing 
Jupiter abode in Thebes, and paſſed there the time the bei 
wiſe he could, till Amphitrion and other were come. Then they 
departed from Thebes, and went to lay fiege to the City Thel. 
lipolis, accompaied with Ring Jupiter, and many other. Dy: 
ring the fiege, they of the City aſſailed oft ti mes by battel a 
gainſt their enemies, but they of Thebes had alway ſo good for 
tune, that in the end, they of Thellipolis pielded them in all 
points to the will of King Creon. And thus when the Ring ak 
Thebes had overcome. and ſubdued the City, be returned unto 
is Country with great joy. 

Mpen Amphitrion ſaw that their enemies were overcome, 
and that there was no moze peril, pe bad great deſire to go ſee 
bis wife Alcumena: and to haſt him the ſooner to be with her, 
be departed from the Yoſt, with leave of the King, accompa: 
nied with an Eſquire only. When Jupiter ſaw Amphitrion 
ſo depart upon bis wap, be began to think of a great ſubtilty, 
to come to his intent. And be departed from the Poſt with Ga. 
nimedes only; and as ſoon as be was in the fied on the way, 
they two being together, Jupiter entred into conference with 
Ganimedes, and ſaid to him, J bave great affiance in pou, and 
moze than in any man that libeth, wherefoze J will tell pou a 
thing ſccret, which J ſhall accompliſb as A hope: and ye 
muſt keep it ſecret. Truth it is, that Jam amozous terribly of 
Dame Alcumena; by no means in the wozld J map pet fozget 
her, noz put her from my defirrcs She knoweth not the pain chat 
foz per love aboundeth in me, foz J never was fo hardy to 
diſcover to her my caſe, noz never durſt ſpew it to ber, fozaſ- 
much as J know her wiſe, chaſt,and virtuous. This confidered, 
I confeſs mp folly, (oz Jam in a manner in deſpaic, fearing 
A ſhallnot find the like anſwer of love in Alcumena. But the 
Cudden departure of Amphicrion, pet giveth me in a manner an 
hope, foz at the time that J ſaw him depart from the Poſt, to 
go ſee bis Wife, accompanied with vis Eſquire, J imagined 
that in all haſt J would go unto Arciancy, by a moge near and 
ſhozter wap; foz J know the paſſage long fince, and that ! 

would 


jupiter anſwered, that he would nothing but go to bed with, 
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would trans ügure myſelf into the fozm of Amphitrion, and 
you into the fo2m of his Eſquire, foz to go unto Alcumena, and 
zo make yer underſtand that 4 am Amphitrion. Ganimedes, 
this intention, Jam come on the way, to go thither with 
ou, we muſt needs win upon Amphitrion, this way, a night 
and day, and. ryerefoze let us go now merrily : Methintzeth 
that Love ſpoul d help me; and when Alcumena fhail ſee me 
transfoz2med into the ape of Amphitrion, and you as his El. 
quire, þe ſpall not be ſo wiſe to perceive mpenchantment. 
Ganimedes yearkened diligently to the will and purpoſe of 
Þpiter, and pꝛomiſed that þe would employ him in this affair 
as much as in him was poſſible, and ſo they rode with great de: 
vre the readieſt way, and in riding Jupiter went about his en: 
chantments, and ſped him fo, char ye arrived in an evening at 
the Caftle of Arciancy. Apen he was there arrived, he tranſ: 
fgured himſelf and Ganimedes, as he had befoze purpoſed, and 
then at the ſame hour that Alcumena flept, and that each man 
was abed, they came to the Caſtle, and ſo knocked at the Gate, 
that they awoke the Pozter. The Pozter came to the window, 
and looked down beneath, and ſaw Jupiter and Ganimedes by 
the Poon-light, and it ſeemed to him to be Amphicrivn, and his 
Eſquire, wherefoze ve cpened (he Gate and received him, as it 
bad been bis Lozd Amphitrion. After, he bzought him unto the 
dooz of the Chamber where Alcumena flept, and awaked her, 
ſaying, that her Lozd was come. After he returned to keep the 


gate, by commandment of Jupicer, and Alcumena opened her 


Chamber unto Jupiter, who entred in with great joy, and at 
the entry into this Chamber, jupiter and Alcumena took each 
other in their Arms, and kiſſed, Alcumena thinking it had been 
Amphitrion: and when they lap folded in each others arms, 
Alcumena demanded from whence be came: Jupiter anſweredz 
he came from Thellipolis ; and after the giving over of the 
Town, and yielding of their enemies, be departed from the 
Poſt, foz the love of her, accompanied only with his Gſquire, 
to come haſtiiy to her: then Alcumena was well content with 
the wozds of Jupiter, and asked him, if he would eat oz dzink: 


her. 
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ner. S0 be lay with ber: and Jupiter had never ſogreat joy 
in-pimſeif, And going to bed-ward, pe bade Ganimedes go to 
the Cyamber daoz, and abide there without. And Jupiter ape 
pzoacyed to Alcumena with great love, ànd rejopced in his 
ycart, with exceſs of pleaſure. In this manner came Jupiter 
unto the ſecrets and jop of love,ſo that to acquainthimſelf with 
this Lady, it ſeemed expedient to Enchant all them that dwelt 
in the place. And then be dept with Alcumena, and afterwary 
be aroſe and came unto Ganimedes, which kept the Watch at 
the dooz, and toldyim, that foz to do this matter ſecretip, pe 
muſt enchant all them of that place, in ſuch a manner, that they 
ſþou!ld not awake until the coming of Amphitrion. And he de. 
fired Ganimedes to go unto the Gate, to wait if Amphit rion 
came. And it᷑ (ſaid he) it happen that he come by the day light 
I all deliver to pou a powder, that pe fail caſt in the ar a: 
gainſt bim, and this powder hath ſuch virtue, that it ſball keep 
Amphitrion frem appzoaching this place as long as tbe dap en. 
dured : and then when it is night, and be knock at the Gate, 
pe ſpall come to me, and we wall open the Gate, and bzing him 
to bis Wife, and after that we will return from bence. 

The King Jupiter with theſe wozds wzought in bis Science, 
and made bis charms ſo, that all that were in the place could 
not awake, without a remedy againſt his enchantment. When 
be had ſo done, be trans fozmed Ganimedes into the likeneſs 
of a Pozter, and appointed him to keep the Gate. After he 
returned into the Chamber of Alcumena, and ſbut faſt the win: 
dows, that no light might come in, and went to bed, and lap 
with the Ladp, and there ſpent all the refibue of the night, and 
all the dap following, taking bis pleaſure with ber ſo long that 
be begat on her a fair Son, conceived under the reign of the 
beſt conſtellation of Yeaven. In the end, when Ring Jupiter 
bad been with ber a night and a day, and that be thought Am- 
phicrion would come, he made by his Art Alcumena to ſleep. 
After be aroſe up, and attized himſelf like one of the ſervants 
of the place, and he had not tarried long, but Amphicrion and 
bis Eſquire came knocking at the Gate, foz it was then night. 
When Ganimedes heard him knock, he came to the Gate and 

opened 
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opened it, Amphitrion thought it had been his Wozter: ſo pe 
ſaluted him, and demanded of him where his Wife was: Tye 
vaiiant Pozter ſaid to him, that the flepr, and ſo bzougbt him 
into her Chamber: and Iupiter foilowing, charmed him that 

had no defire to eat noz ro dzink, When pe came into the 
Tpamber he awaked Alcumena, chat was all aba ſbed when ite 
ſaw Amphicrion, fox {þe verily ſuppoſed foz truth, that ſþe vad 
ſen him a god while befoꝛe, and tbe groped about ver in the bed, 
and when {be found no perſon there, then ſbe was moze amazed 
than befoze. Notwithſtanding, tbe aroſeand came to Amphi- 
trion, ſaping to ber ſelf, that (þe had ſuppoſed to have ſeen him 
befoze : notwithſtanding ſþe made chear to her husband, ſaping 
to bim, that ſbe had all the night dreamed of his coming, Af 
ter they talked of many things. Finally, he went to bed with 
her, and lay with yer that ſame hour, and then Alcumena con- 
ceived pet a ſon of Amphitrion. Iupiter and Ganimedes de: 
parted then from the Caſtle, and there left all ſleeping, that 
were within the place, that none awaked till it was mozning, 
and they had thought they ſlept but one night, but they ſlept a 
dap and two nights, and rbis matter was handled ſo ſecretly, 
that no perſon could ever eſpy it. By this means the fair Al- 
cumena conceived two ſons, the one of Iupiter, and thegther of 
Amphitrion. 

By ſpace of time, the fruit of her Womb began to appear, 
the tydings were bozn all about, and alſo inte Creet, to the 
ears of Ring Iupiter, and of Queen Iuno. Iupiter hearing this, 
was paſſing Joyful, in the pzeſence of Queen Iuno. He beheld 
Ganimedes, and began to wax red, and after ſbewed a good 
countenance, and gave pꝛaiſes to the Gods, foz the concepti⸗ 
on of Alcumena, and ſpake much good of her, ſo that the jealouſit 
of this old Nueen renewed, and ſhe planted in her heart a great 
envy,and deadly batred againſt Alcumena. 

With the renewing of- this envy, Iuno concluded, ( being

Wen the had been 
there a little, Galantis tyat governed Alcumena, was there a 
long time at her D2izons bekoze the Image of the Goddeſs. 
And wyen ſhe had done, ſbe aroſe from her contemplation, and 
returning, this old Queen came and ſaluted her, and to come to 
her purpoſ?, the ſaid to her fainfly : Dame, J p2ay pon what 
do you call this place? It is (ſaid Galantis) Arciancy, and this 
Temple belongeth to the Caſtle, and ſtandeth between Thebes 
and Athens. Js not this (ſaid juno) the place that Amphi. 
trion and Alcumena dwell in? Yes ſaid Galantis : And how 
fare thep ſaid Juno? PY Lozd Amphitrion (ſaid Galantis) is 
in good health, and my Lady Alcumena is ready to bꝛing fozth 
a Child, this is the laſt dap of her expectation, and therefoze J 
map no longer tarry : It is time that J return to her. The 
Gods p20kect part. 

Galantis with this wozd vent to Alcumena, which began to 
fall in travail, and Iuno remained in the Temple with intent 
to murther Alcumena. Then inftead of ſaying her Oꝛiſons, ite 
began to make certain deviliſh Enchantments. Tyis done, tbe 
aid her legs croſs, one over the other and ſate in that manner, 
and then the ſam? moment and time that the had ſo done, Alca · 
mena by the fazce uf ſozcery, began in the ſame manner, as Ju- 
no did. In ſuch ſvzt, that there ves no man noz woman that 
might make her dz otherwiſe The p02 Alcumena felt then 
the moſt griebous and ſharp p ins in the wozld, koz ber fruit 
would come out, but it mig' t not in no wiſe, fozaſmuch as ber 
legs and thighs were ſo croſs one over the other: ſhe creed

and complained .pjtiouſly, and was in grievous Partprdom, 


WPidwives could find no remedy; ſbe was three days hol- 
den in this pain,alway her lens croſſed one over another. Dus 
ring tpele three days, Galantis and the Ladies, and Women, 
one after another, came to the Temple of Diana, foz to pzap 
foz the deliverance of Alcumena, and alway they found Juno 
with ber legs croſſed, and one over another. But they found 

er never in one likeneſs. Foz at each time ſbe transfozmed 
her into divers likeneſſes, and figures, of Beaſts, oz of women, 
to the end that ther ſpould dot perceive her, noz her Craft. Re⸗ 
vertheleſs, ſhe could not transfozm her ſelf, but Galantis com- 
ing oft into the Temple, perceived her, and found always 
there a beaſt oz a woman, ſet in the ſame manner as Alcu- 
mena did · Alcumena had been then three days in pain. The 
fourth dap, Galantis waxed angry at that ſhe ſaw in the Tem: 
ple; then be aſſembled the women, and ſaid to them. Surely 
fair Dames, it muſt needs be, the pain that my Lady ſuffereth, 
cometh by Witchcraft, foz tbe cauſe of all her ſufferings, is 
becauſe ſhe cannot unfold her legs. This is mine advice, and I 
counſel pou ſpeedily to put in pzactice : Foz J have feen in the 
Temple, at all times that J have been there foz this three 
days, a Woman, oz a Beaſt, with legs croſſed oz folded, as mp 
Lady bath bers: and truly J think, it is ſome evil creature, 
that beareth ill will to my Lady, and by her ſozceries con- 
ſtraineth ber to ſit as ſbedoth. Ik it be ſo, J will deceive her: 
Foz one of pou and J will go into the Temple, feigning our 
ſelves rightjopful, and glad, and will thank the Goddeſs Diana, 
ſaping all on bigh, that my Lady is delivered of a fair ſon. And 
then when the creature that always is there, and changeth 
her into divers fozms, hath heard our Oꝛiſons, if it be ſo that 
fþe beareth any ill to mp Lady, J doubt not but ſbe will change 
countenance,and troubled in mind will depart, thinking ſbe bath 
failed of ber enchantment. And then if it be truth that J ſup: 
poſe,my Lady map have ſome manner of deliverance from ber 

pain. | 
The women hearing theſe wozds, remembzed them that 
they had ſeen in the Temple, = Women and Beaſts that Ga- 
- lantis 
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lantis ſpake of, and were of opinion that Galantis (Gould do ag 
ite yad ſuppoſed. Then Galantis and one of the women went 
to the Temple, and entring therein, theo ſaw on rye one fide 
where lnao ſate , as ſbe yad wont to do, and had transfozmey 
her ſelf into the guiſe and tozm of a Cow. The? paſſed fo2th 
confidently, without making any (hew of ſozrow, oz other thing 
ſave only jop: and when the? were come bekoze the Altar, 
thep kneeled down, and joyned their hands together, and ſaid : 
Diana, ſoveraign Goddeſs, thy name be pꝛaiſed in Bea ven, and 
in earth, foʒ thou haſt gi ven this honour to my Lady Alcumena, 
and belped ver te bzing fozth into this wozld the moſt faireſt 
Child in the wozld. With theſe wozds they roſe up and re: 
turned again: and as they went, they ſaw the Cow ſuddenly 
depart out of the Temple, and ran up to the Fields, and in the 
ſame time and inſtance Alcumena aroſe, and was delivered of 
two fair ſons, befoze Galantis and per fellow were come into the 
Chamber.

Myat availetb me mp Watrimony of the Warld of 
Gold: what availech me the Diadem of Creet, and what a» 
yayeth me the ſcience of the Moald, that J bave learned by 
great ſtudv and labour, when the Gods be againſt}, and contra» 
roy me in all things. The Bing my Yusband careth not foz 
me, no moze in mp old days, than he did in my pouth. D Foz» 
tune wilt thou never turn thy wheel?J behold of ali mp deſires, 
there is not one that mayo attain co effect, all ſhame and veza- 
tion redoubleth in me, and Jam ſo put in deſpair, that my miſs 
foztune muſt needs be cauſe of ſho2tning and lefſening the na: 
tural courſe of my days: Witch theſe wozds ſhe beheld the

Foz J will ſlay her Son, and 
by that means, tbe being the Pother, J ſpall give hec cauſe of 
grief and diſpleaſure. | 
D curſed old Virago, conſpiring then againſt the pooz inno⸗ 
tent: then (be imagined that ſhe would take two Serpents 
charmed to wozk the death of the Son of her Enemy, and that 
ſe would fome night put them into bis Chamber, to the end 
that thep would ſtrangle him. With this Conclufion, ſhe de · 
parted from the Mountain, and returned into Creet. There be: 
ing, tbe ſo laboured by her ſcience, that ſþe did aſſemble on a 
day ſecretly, all the Serpents of the Countrey, (When ſhe had 
aſſembled them all, ſbe <boſe two of the moſt fellsneous, and 
moſt envenomed, and put them in her lap, and bare them home, 
and after waited a dap when Bing lupiter had gone into a far 
bopage : and then feigning that ſþe world go en ſcme wilgri⸗ 
mage, (2 departed from Crect. ond in diſqui'e ſhe came into 
3 the 
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the Caffle of Arciancy. The Bing Eugeus'of Athens, and Bing 
Eutiſteus it Att ic, wert at the ſame time come into the Caſtie th 
make good cyear : And it vas in the evening when luno entred 
She made per ſelf invtfible vp her Craft, and ſought all about 
ro find the Chamber, wherein was the Son of Alcumcna. Shy 
ſought long, till ſpe came to the Dooz of the Chamber, where 
there was a Window open. She went to the Window, and 
ſaw two Nurles, and two Sons, whercat fbe was all aba ſhed 
Thus as iþe was penſive. Alcumena came to ſee ber Sons, and 
feaſted them in ſuch faibion, that Iuno perceived and knew that 
both of them were her Sons, whereof tþe had great jop. Fon 
ſhe concluded in her falſeand evil mind, that ſþe would firangle 
them both by the Serpents, 

Alcumeva departed from the Chamber,by the ſpace of time, 
and luno let the night wax dark. The Nurſes laid che Chil: 
dꝛen in their Cradles to ſleep, and thep ſlept. And aftec they 
laid themſelves down and ſlept, leaving a Lamp burning in the 
Chamber. Then when thep were aſleep, at that time that lu- 
no would accompli ſh per wozk, ſbe opened her lap, and made to 
leap out the two Serpents, charmed and inchanted to wozk 
the death of the two Childzen, and put them by an hole inte 
the Chamber. When they were within, they lifted up their 
heads, and ſmelling the two childzen, made unto them, giving 
the firſt aſſault unto TYpecleus, that they murthered him. After 
the death of Ypeclcus, theſe two Serpents came to the Cradle 
of Hercules, that was awake the ſame time. When the Her⸗ 
pents were come to the Cradle, they went the one on the one 
fide, and the other on the other ſide, and mounted on the cradle, 
but this was to their evil caſe: Foz as ſoon as they came up, 
Hercules perceived them, and was afraid, becauſe they were 
fierce and dzeadful, be then beſtirred himſelf, and his Arms 
with ſuch might and fozce, that he bꝛake the bands in which he 
was ſwadled, and ſo laboured that he bad his hands at large, 
and then when the Serpents ran upon him, be put them back 
by natural ſtrength and fozce many times, and fought with 
them wich his fiſt right long: but atlaſt, when Hercules ſaw 
that the ſerpents oppzeſſed him moze and moze, and ceaſed 

not 
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not to aſtail him, he took in each hand one, making u great ere: 
and held them ſo kaſt, that he firangled them voz 

Tye Nurles awatzed at the cr that Hercules made, and 
went tu the Cradles fo ſee their & hildꝛen, and they fund Ypes+ 
deus dead, and they found that Hercules held pet the tas 
Serpents in his hands. Suddenly as they ſaw the maryail, 
they cryed pitioulſls. Mith that Juno the falſe Witch: ang 
Sazcere(s, had ſeen all, fied her way ſo2e.tronbled and ter⸗ 
ribly angry at that, that the Serpents had not wzwvaght and at 
chieved ver purpoſe, as well on Hercules, as rheo had done on 
Ypecleus. And Amphitrion with Alcumena awaked, and came 
into the Chamber where the two Nurſes were, which made 
ſozrowful and pirious crres : and entring therein they ſam Her- 
cules at the one f de ill holding the Serpents, and onthe other 
nde the? beheld Ypecleus all woln with venome and dead: 
then deep and grievous ſozrows entred into the bottom of 
their hearts, Alcumena to weep by natural pity, and Amphi- 
trion was all afraid. Manp Damoſels and other folk came 
to the Chamber, which were all afraid to take au ap the Ser: 
pents foz fear of hurt: And there was none (0 hardy that durſt 
appꝛoach to Hercules foʒ the Serpents that he beld in his hands 
which were woln with venome. Alway Hercules made no 
heavy noz woaſe chear, but laughed to one and ether. and was 
there in that caſe ſ@ long that 9hyſicians and Chirurgeons came, 
and by their Science tock from his hands theſe venomous 
beaſts. When Amphitrioa ſaw Hercules delivered from rye 
Serpents, ve re-amfozted Alcumena, that was nigh dead foz 
ſozrow, and made to burn and bury Ypecleus. All theo that 
were there had paſſing great marvel of th power and ſtrength 
of Hercules, that was ſo poung a Child, that by exceſſive 
ſtrength and might had ſtrangled them. 

The 5ight paſſed in_this faſhion and manner that J have 
rehearſed. Du the mozrow bettme, Amphitrion would ſhew 
and manifeſt his marvellous and glozious victozo, wherefoze 
he did cauſe to take Hercules, and made him to be bozn to A- 
thens, into the Temple of the God Mars, with the two Ser: 


pents :. And he in perſon went accompanied with Ring Euri- 
ſteus,

ſteus. The fatſe old Witch Juno, followed afar after in a dig 
fembling kozm and ſhape. Guben Amphitrion was come jp; 
to the Temple, pe ſent foz Ring Egeus, and aſſembled the 
people, and after took Hcreules, pzelenting bim unto the Goy 
Mars, thanking him foz the victozy that he had ſent to Hercules 
againſt the Serpents. After this be lifred him up, and ſbewed 
Hercules unto the people, recounting and telling to them yig 
marvellous adventure. And thus when Hercules was ſhewey 
in the view and ſight of the people, and that every man gaye 
him laud and pꝛaiſe: the faiſe old Juno being in the preſs with 
othecs, afcer ſbe had long bebe!d the noble Child, that in all hig 
members he reſembled and was like to Ring Jupiter, foz to put 
Amphitrion in jealouſie of his Wife, the ſaid unto them that 
were about her;Certes Amphitrion is a very fool if he thinkety 
that Hercules is bis (on: beyold the members of Ring Jupiter, 
and the members of thig Cpild, ye ſpall find no difference. This 
Cyildand Jupiter be both of one ſemblance, and have like fa: 
vouts and ſhape. And every man ſaith, that this child is the 
Son of Jupiter, and none other. When this old Juno had ſown 
' theſe curſed words, ſhe withdzew her apart, and took another 
ſbape to the end ſþe ſbould not be known: and then theſe wozdg 
were ſoon abzead, and told fozth of them that beard them, in 
ſuch wiſe, that a great murmuring aroſe touching Amphicrion, 
And it was repozted to him, that men ſaid ſo by the advertiſe: 
ment of old Iuno, when Amphitrion heard thoſe new tydings, 
he began to behold the Child, and in the beholding him thought 
verily that this Child had wholly the very ſemblance and like: 
neſs of Ring Iupicer. And then began to enter into his heart 
a great ſozrow, and thus after he entred into a jealouſie: pet he 
kept filence, made as good countenance as he could to eſchem 
the flander. And after that the people were withd2awn he cal: 
led King Euriſtcus and pꝛaped him that he would bzing up Her- 
cules ſaving, that never after he would ſeehim, and that he be: 
lieved verily that be was the ſon of Iupiter. Euriſteus comfozt: 
ed Amphitrion the beſt wiſe he could, meaning to have put 
this jealouſie out of his mind, but he could not. Euriſteus enter, 
pziſed to keep and nouriſh Hercules, and made him to be bozn 


into 
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into his houſe: Amphitrion returned into Arciancie, where he 
found Alcumena ſoze diſcomfozted foz theſe tydings which ſhe 
ou received 3 and foz to excuſe her ſelf to Amphitrion, and the 


iſe old Mueen Juno, ſhe went unto Creet. St which matter

Reiß through all the Pꝛovinces of Greece: ſome ſaid that he 


iter, was a Baſtard, and the Son of Jupiter; and ſo recounted Plau- 
This tus in his firſt Comedy, and other held that be was the very ſon 
ka. of Amphitrion, as recounteth Boccace in his Book of the Ge: 
the nealogy of Gods: but whoſe ſon ſoever be was, Euriſtens had 
own him in keeping, and nourifhed him hardly, and not tenderly, 
ther without the Citp of Attick: foz the Ring, and the Citizens, 
208 and Townſmen, in their time, made their childzen to be nou- 
, in riſbed out of good Towns, and made them to lye upon the bare 
100, - earth, and naked, foz to be moze ſtrong, without entr ing into 
tife⸗ Cities, until the time that they had power and ſtrength to ex · 
nns, erciſe Arms. Lycurgus had ozdained this Law, and manp other 
abt that follow. Firſt, be ozdained that the people ould obey 
ike⸗ their Pꝛince, and that the Pzince ſhould be firm in Juſtice, and 
art live ſoberly, and that Perchants ſhould do their Perchandize, 


the giving one ware foz another without any money, and that each 
bew man {þould revenge himſelf openly, and that « young man 
cal: ſhould have in a year but one gown, and that one man ſhould 
ler- not be moze gallant and bꝛave than another, and that no man 
be. would renew the memoꝛp of wzong paſſed; and that men of 
02t: Arms ſhould have no wives, to the end that they might be moze 
put eager and fierce in the war: and to content the fragility of 


men, be o2dained, that in the 22 in the Poſts, ſpould be cer 
| tain 
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rain women common, in places called Fornices, whereof com. 
eth Foznication. Theſe were the Laws that the Greeks uled 
in the time of the beginning and coming of Hercules. And fox 
to come again to mp purpofe: Hercules was nouriſhed in an 
bouſe that ſtood in the plam fields, and was oftentimes put out 
into the rain and wind, and lay the moſt part of that time upon 
the earth, without anp other bed: he lap oftner ſo than upon 
hap oz dry firaw.. Mich this nauri ſüment he waxed and grew 
in all beauty, Grength and wildam: he was humble, courteous 
and gentle. Ali goed manners began to grow and ſhine in him: 
be was ober in eating and dzinking : pe flept gladly in the 
fields : he ſbot and dzew the Bow. When Bing Egeus of A. 
thens had heard ſpeech of him, he commanded that bis S.n 
ſþould benouri ed;witb him, that was named Theſeus.. Her- 
cules and Theſeus were bath of one age, and loved right well to⸗ 
gether. Theſcus was rong and mighty, and a fair Child, and 
be had wit enough. - Herenles paſſed him, and ſhone as far a: 
bobe him, as the ſun tbineth above the ſtars. [When he was 
ſe ven peacs old, be exerciſed wreſtling, and overthzew and caſt 
the greateſt and ſtrongeſt that came to him. Pat one and one 
at once, but five oa (ir, og as man» ag he mightſet his hands cn: 
and did ſo great feats of ſtrength, wat out of Thebes, Athens, 
and Attick dailp came men, women and Childzen to ſee him. 
The mozeaud elder he grew, the moze enkoꝛced he his ſtrength. 
Mlven he was ten years old there might no man ſtand oz abide 
in his hand; at thirteen pears of age he began to handle and 
uſe Arms; and of his pꝛoper motion, be t9ought pe would go 
to the Mount Olympus, and there he worlſd abide and anſwer 
all manner of men thither coming foz the ſpace of fifceen days, 
and receive them in Arms, oz in wzeſtling, oz at any other 
pzoof oz aſſap of firength : and foz to come to the effect of this 
Enterpzize, be waited a day when Euriſteus came fox to ſæ him, 
and ſaid-to him: Sir, pe þave nouriſhed me unto this time; 
like as if J were pour own Son, if Foztune were come as 
contrary as Nature, J acknowledge that J ſhould be the moſt 
inkoztunate Child ever was bozn. Foz ſome ſap, that J 
am Hon to Jupiter, and others ſay of Amphitrion, po I 
| à be 
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babe no Father but you only, that habe nouribed- me with 
pour ſubſtance. Mperefoze A yieid unto you as to my Father, 
and advertiſe you, how that A am purpoſed foz to be on the 

ount Olympus, in as ſþozt time ag A weil map, and there J 

will abide all them that thither ſnali come, fifteen days fully 
together: and fo to deal with them at the Spear, at Sword, 
at wreſtling, and at running, alway fozeſeen, that it be by your 
licence, and leave, and that it pleaſe pou ot pour courteſie to 
give-unto him that ſhall do beſt ſome pꝛize, ta the end, foz to 
encourage the hearts of noble men unco valiantneſg that they 
might attain ta renown. - Euriſteus anſwered and ſaid: Her- 
cules fair Son, pe can require of me nothing that is honeſt and 
wozſhipful, but J will be thereto agreeable. Ye be young and 
pet xe are ſtroug and puiſſant, and J know well that there is 
no man that is able to ſtand againſt you. Since it is ſo, that ye 
have the will. ſo ta do, J am very well content that pow ſhall 
make the pzoof, and ſhew the ſfrength of your youth : and foz 
to effect and ba ing this Enterpzize unto pour credit, J will ars 
ra pou as richly as if you were mp pꝛoper Son. Pp Father, 
(anſwered Hercules) A thank you of this grace andkindneſs, 
and ſince it is ſo pour pleafure, it behoveth you fochuſe a man 
of great underſtanding and authozitp, that ſhall go unto all the 
Realms of theſeCoafis, foz to bew unto the Rings, Pzinces, 
and Gentlemen, the purpoſe and Enterpꝛize that A have taken 
in hand: Fair Son (ſatd Eurifteus) pou fay the truth, pou ſhall 
make pour Letters containing pour intention, and ſend them to 
me, and then when J have received them, A will uſe ſo good di« 
ligence, that ve of reaſon ſhall be content 

After thefe ſpeeches and many other, King Euriſteus went 
bome, and Hercules took ink and arthment, and ſet him to wꝛite 
in Letters the fozm of a Pꝛoclamation, which he made, that 
tontained in this wiſe. 

Greeting be to all Kings, Princes, Knights, Gentlemen, La- 
dies and Gentlewomen, from the Eſquire unknown, and well 
Fortuned, '' We let you have knowledge, That the firſt day of 
the Month of Mi next following,the Eſquire Unknown, wilkbe 
on the Mount O/zmpn;,for to "75 himſelf in habiliments conve- 

der: 2 nient 
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nient unto Arms, at the pleaſure of. the Gods and Fortune, and 
for to receive all them that be of noble houſes and name, that will. 
& ſhall come thither to try maſteries ia the manner as followeth, 
In the beginning of the fuſt three days, he ſhall hold exerciſe of 
.- willing,and he that ſhall de beſt, by the judgment of the Judg- 
es thereto committed, ſhall win an Elephant of tine gold. The 
fourth day he will run a furlong or more againſt all them that will 
run, and he that beſt runneth ſhall win a fair Courſer. At the 
fiſth and ſixt days he will ſhoot with the hand- Bow, firſt at the 
moſt iraigM and nigh marks, and after at the moſt long marks, 
and he that ſhooteth moſt ſtra iht and nigh atſhort marks, ſhall 
win a Glove of gold: and he that is beſt at long marks, ſhall have 
a Bow and a ſheaf of Arrows, At the ſeventh, he will caft a ſtone 
againſt all men, and he that doth beſt thereat, ſhall ha ve a right 
good Diamond. At the eighth day, and other following to the 
nfteenth, he will exerciſe Arms: and it any will prove himſelt one 
alone againtt him, he ſhall be received (foreſcen that during the 
firſt fix days he ſhall come and preſent himſelf unto the Judpes) 
and he that ſo doth beſt ſhall have a rich Sword. And it it hap- 
pen that they that ſhall come to this Feaſt will turney together in 
manner ofa Battel,in Juſt ing with Lances or Spears, and fighting 
with Swords or Barriers, the Judges ſhall ordain Captains ſuch as 
ſhallſeem convenient, and who that beſt doth in this excerciſe or 
tight, ſhall win a Garland of Lawacl, 


All theſe things before written, the ſaid Eſquire unknown 
promiſcth to accompliſh,and prayeth unto all Noble ten, Ladies 
and Gcntlewomen, that they will vouchſate to come and (ee 
this meeting of Nobles, which ſhall be periormc4 by the plea» 
ſure of the immortal Gods, who will give unto the accepters of 
this worthy Challenge, multipliance of hancur, and encrealing 
of good Fortune. . d 


When Hercules had wzitten this Pꝛoclamation, and en⸗ 
groſſed it, be ſent it to Euriſteus, who read it, and it ſeemed to 
bim that the invention of the Authoz and maker was god, and 
very woꝛthę to be kept in m2mozy, and called vne ct his knights, 

— and 
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and gave him the charge and office to go publi ſh this Pzocia» 
mation in tpe Courts of all the Rings of Greece. 
The Knight enterp21zed with rigyt good heart to do the ſaid 
office: (and this was the firſt Officer of Arms that ever was 
pe went to Thebes , Argos, Lacedemonia , Arcadia, Pe- 
xclie, Magneſic, Creet, Ephele, Pepos, Tripoly, and Theſſaly, and. 
all about be publiſþed the Pzoclamation,. without declaring 
who it was that ould keep che Exerciſe : They that beard 
ſpeak of the Squire unknown, and underſtood his Enterpzize, 
ied him that this came of a noble courage, and that be 
might not fail to get Honour and Fame.

They were enotigh behol den am 
louked on, and in eſpecially Hercules foz his Wzoweſs ; anys 
very man marveiledar him, and at his behaviour, bf 
By ſpace of time, when Hercules was bzought from the feaj 
into his Tent. Pis Teat, and the Tent of the Kings, and « 
the Ladies, were made but of bzanches, with leaves any 
verbs, giving good odour and favour. At was not known hoy 
to make Tents sf cloth, noꝛ of filk then. Hercules paſſed this 
night, moze intending ta think on the beauty of Megara, thay 
fo2 to fleep. The day following, at bour convement, the came 
to tie ſpoꝛt, and there were many poung men ſtrong and acive, 
the ſtrongeſt of all Greece, but Hercules with one arm threy 
and caſtthem ; and that dap, and the dap following, he caſt am 
flung to the earth, moze than thzeehundzed,and there could ng 
ſo many come to him, but be caſt them down, and put them ty 
foil , without any chafing himſelf oz grieving; and at that 
time be got very great glozp and honour there. Megara offen 
times beheldhim, and in likewiſe did the Ladies and Gentle, 
women, and manp there were that ſet their lobe on him. am 
thus be: paſſed the exerciſe of wzeſtling to bis honour thatr 
dars. At the fourth day he afſembled all them that were 
come thither foz to run, and he made them that were moſt fee: 
ble to ride upon the Courſers that were in Greece, and after 
pe ſhewed them the furlong oz ſtabs, and made them take their 
wap and run, and he run after the Pozſeand men, but he paß 
ſed all them that ran, and without taking once his bzeath he 
ran the furlong, and came thereto befoze all the riders and 
runners; wherefoze he was greatly pꝛaiſed, and had a great 
lau dz and ſome ſap, that he ran as ſwiftly as a Part. Sf this 
courſe that Hercules made, all the wozld wondzed, and held it 
foʒ a marvellous. thing, and wzote it in Books, among other 
things wozthy to be put in memo. | | 
At the fifr and fixt days following, Hercules took his Bow 
and his Arrows, and went unto the place that was oadained fa 
, 10 
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10 ſoot in with the Buw, and the Ladies and the-Gentlews? 
men were there. Hercules and many other ſþot at a moſt ſtraigbt. 
and near mark, but ſhot by Þorye exceeded all the nigheſt-: foz 

ſpot always in a littie ting of Gold, and as foz ſbooting at a 
long mark he paſſed the kurtheſt in the field twenty four ftrides: 

is Bow was [v great that it was the burthen of a man, No 
man £©u:d bend it but himſeif. Jt was a pleaſure to ſee him,fo2 
pe got great pꝛaiſe and fame two days, and pet be got moze the 
dap foliowing , which vas thegſeventh dap of the Spozts: 
foz whenit came to the caſting of the ſtone a far, one after ano. 
ther, then yecaſt ic employing bis ſtrength in ſuch wiſe that he 
paſſed ſix paces further than any man zhatat that timeemploy- 
edbimſelf in that Exerciſt. | 

Then they that were come to this Feaſt cryed with a high 
voice, the Tſquire unknown sis neither the ſon of Amphitri- 
on, no2 the Sen of Jupiter, but be is the Son of the God of 
Pature, wbich bath garniſhed him with double fozce and re⸗ 
doubled it an hunde ed fold: in his infancp be vanquiſbed the ſer⸗ 
pents, and in his youth he ſurmounted in wit, fozce, and valour 
all the wozld. Bleſſed be the womb that contei ved him and 
bare him, foz to glozifie Greece: Foz certainly the time ſhall 
come once that be (ball be theglozy of the Grecks, and their try⸗ 
umpb, and well fþall help them if they have need. 

Such were the words of the Rings, of the Ladies, and ok the 
Damoſels, ok the Robles, and of the Ualiant, each man pꝛaiſed 
him in bis guiſe, The fair Megara heard gladiy the commen⸗ 
dation, and pꝛaiſing that men gave him, but pet ſbe ſaw him 
moze gladly do his feats and vaiiancies, and it is no marvel 
though ſhe ſaw bim gladlp, and gave ber to behold him: fo in 

Hereules mas that.that was nat in other: his beauty ſurmount⸗ 
ed the meaſure, and the great poꝛtion and quantity of his fozce 
and ſtrength. After that each man that would caft the ſtone 
bad done, he went into the common Tent, where many an a- 
moz0us man was with his Lady,and chere he began to put him · 
ſelf tozth a litt e. and his ſpeech with one and other became 
him : foz he bad a right high and clear voice. Megara'and Her- 
cules in this evening oktentimes 0 each other ſertetlp, and 
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tbeir countenances were fixed on each other often, and then of 
fozce they changed colour. An this changing of colour there 
was not a vem in them but was moved. And by this moving 
grew amozous in abundance, with deep ſighs, which were now 
rilbed in the Abiſms and bottoms of their hearts. 

Among all other things; foz to ſpeed the matter, the Uings 
and ancient Knights aſſembled them in council, foz as much 
as they had many poung Knights that were come, and had x: 
bidden from the beginning ole feaſt, foz to do feats of Arms 
againſt Hercules. Tye puiſſance and ſtrength of Herculcs. 
was well confidered. of in this Council, and fozaſmuch- ag 
if was very likely, that no man might ſtand againſt him, it was 
oꝛdained that he ſhould do no deeds of Arms hand to hand, and 
wat the days that were pet to come of the refidue of the feaſt 
from two daps to two days, theo ſhould turnep in manner of 
vattel, whereof ſpould be Captains two Kings that were there, 
to wit, Tandarus that was Father of Menelaus, Pusband of 
fair Helen, and Ixion that was King of Theſſaly. Theſe two 
Kings took on them with a good will this charge, and it was 
ozdained, that Hercules Would let them all Turnep until the 
time that the one party were at wozſe, and that then he might 
belp that party of ſuffering tbe wozſe; unto the time that he 
had bzought them to match their botters. This ozdinance was 
wwewed in the Tent by the Officers of Arms: They that were 
aloe · named to fight man foz man againſt Hercules, were right 
joyous of the new ozdinance. The feaſt then ceaſed and one 
and other withdzew them unto their Tents : on the mozning 
theo came to the fields foz to begin the firſt Turnep, and ther 
were five hundzed Eſquires, and thzee-hundzed Knights all 
Armed as to go into battel, ſaving that their Swozds were re: 
batnes and not ſharp, and that their Spears had Rochets of 
tree, o2 of wood. The King Tandarus and the Ring Ixion were 
richiy-arraped, and well hozſed, and armed well with boſſed 
curets,and ran in the moſt bardieſt place of this aſſembly:there 
was no moꝛe but anhundzed Bnights on hozſeback, foz hozſes 
at that time were but little known nor uſed : all they onhozſe: 
back, and they on.fooy were parted into two . — 
were 
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uvered to Tandarus and Ixion, and had all they ought to haue, 


they that had bozſes,at the ſound of the Trumpet were ready to 
juſi, and ran one againſt another, ſo couragiouſſy, that thep 
troubledall the Air with Duſt and Powder that aroſe by their 
Poaſe feet. At the bickering each met with other oftentime, 
and ther? were ſome overth2own under the hozſe, and tumbled 
up fide down at jopning: and ſone there were that bzake their 
Spears Rnightly and Cpivalrouſip, foz there were plenty of 
yaltant Knights. But in the end when the Knights on hozſ(e- 
back vad done their endeavours,and that they ſet their hands on 
their (wozds, the footmen began to renew the Turney with 
ſogreat a tir and noiſe, that all the Pount redounded, on the 
one fide, and on the other, there were many ſpears bzoken, and 
Shields unjopnted, they zopned with their Spears eagerly, 
their firokes and fopnes were great: each man ſpewed the quan- 
titp of his fozce, it was joyous to ſee the ſpears ſip in the Air 
by pieces, there were great cryes,none ſpared other. ancient noz 
young. Tye ancient fought with the young : the young men 
by great courage tearned and ſþewed the old men. When their 
Spears were b2oken they took their [wozds, wherewith be ⸗ 
gan a new ado, joyous and pleaſant, they cutting their Pelms, 
and hewing on their Shields ſo couragiouſip, and in eſpecial 
they of the part of Ixion, that they of the part of Ring Tanda» 
xus were conſi2ained to call foz Hercules unto their reſcue. 
Wyen Hercules heard that they cryed after him, he was 
paſſing jopous,, foz it was a grief to vim to be idle, and to ſee 
others labour. Ye was -nigh by the Turney beholding them 
that did beſt : he bad alſo his woꝛd in bis fiſt, At the cry of 
them that were put to the wozſe, be went unto their aid, and 
began to turney on the fide where were the greateſt ſtrokes 
given,ſo plea ſantly, that it was joy to behold, The Ring Ixion 
came againft him to maintain his pzoweſs, and to bold toge⸗ 
ther bis folk : but fdz bis welcome Hercules ſmote him on the 
Shield, that all aſtonied be bare þim to the Earth, and down 
from bis bozſe. Then began there a great ſhour, and laugh- 
ter, and as well one as the other began to apply them to the 


reſcue of Ixion, Hercules put bimſelt into the pꝛeſs, and made 
Z 2 heaps 
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veaps on all des, ſo great that Tandarus and his folk reco- 
vered, entred inta tue battel u ita toric counter parte. At 
that (iu began again the A,urney ſlreng und arp : tue that 
fled,” tout btart, foʒte and vertue tu then dgale, by the ueill de⸗ 
ing ot Herculcs, and tet voc prgour and fice gth. Hercules 
of all them that were were mas tauben veed:of, 118 firokes ſurs 
mounted att, otver withour all meaſure, and he bvugyt again 
Tandarvs 10 match his better with little tabuur, Final be 
did ſbew lo great p2oricis than dap, and in the daps ful lou ing, 
that he was (pmmended above all tbe men in the wozld. There 
were mee great Turneys end notabte, at euch Turfiey, ag 
leon as it bappened that one party was put back, and to the 
wozie; Herculcs by his well doing recovered them, and put them 
up again. Ho man tock heed bur to his glozy: every, man ſaid 
well of him at dances anoat feats, every man loved him, every 
man woꝛ ſpipped him. there was no tongue cf nable, noz ot bot e, 
but that gave him taud and pzaiſe, wbrreof the concluficn was 
fuch; that all the paizes abode with bim, and alſu there were 
given unto him many gifts of che Rings that were there, The 
daps of this ſulemnity d2ew over, and the laſt nigbt the Rings 
and the Ladies, and Pobles aſſembled in che common Tent, 
nnd of one common accoad ther wou d that from year to rea 5 
weg and their beirs ſhould bold and renew the Feaſt that Her- 
cules had begun and Cſtabliſbed, foz. they ſaw that it was the 
moſt honourable paſtime that ever was made in Greece, and 
named the Feaſt Olympiades, becauſe of the Pount Olympus, 
And thep pad it ſo in eſtimation that from thencefazth chey das 
ted their Edics,and their Letters of continuance, with the rar 
of the tic ſi Olympiade, & c. In ſuch v iſe, as ire ſay the vear of 
the Incarnation. Theſe things oꝛdained, giben and pzomiſed, 
the Officer of the Arms of Hercules, thanked all them chat were 
come to this Olympiade. Aſter that each took leabe of other and 
departed on the mozrow, and thus fini ſbed and ended this keaſt. 


CHAP, 
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CHEF. TL. 

How Hercules ſailed by the Sta into H:ſperie, and how he van- 
quiſbed the Iſle with the Muttons or Steep, and varquiſhed 
Philotes, and ſle his fellow. 

A T tbe departing, Hercules pa ſſed not greatly fo2 the dee 

parting cfall them that were there, ſauing koz the depart: 
ing of Megara: he knew not the maladp ok love, until the 
time that he ſaw her depart into the Countreg. Meg nua nent 
unte Thebcs, and Hercules dꝛew him to Athens pennoelp, and 
fhinking much or his Ladp : and ſoze deftring to ſee her, be went 
in the company of Euriſtcus unto Athens, where they feaſted 
them four dars long, At the fourth dap tydings came, that 
unto the {J02t and Yaven were come ſtrange folk by foztune, 
which were cloathed in very pleaſant Kobes and Garments. 

When Uing Euritcus heard theſe. tydings, be (ent to ferch 

theſe ſtrangers to him, and asked them from whence they were, 

they anſwered, they were of the Meſt, and of the Kegion 
of Hclperie, Mhere is the Region of Heſperie ſaid Euriftcus, 
and what manner of Ceuntrey is it? Uerily anſwered one ok 
them; .J tyink that in all che wozld is no better Tountrey, fuz 
there is abundance of all things that be neceſſary fo2 mans life, 


and J can tell you, that in the places of our dwel ing, and 


where we have cur baunt, there be many Iſlands lying about 
the furtheſt parts of Maurce beyond Ampolche, where grows 
eth ali the beſt things chat men can think, and there is a King 
named Philotes Sun in Law to a Bing named Atlas, which is 


bk che generation of the Greeks : and it is not to be fozgotien, 


bow the Uing Philotcs accompanied with the Daughters cf 
Ring Atlas latelp found an Ide very pleaſant, as was bis ad» 
venture. This Ille is all plain, without Mountain oz Uallep: 
and there be therein ſo many Sheep and Muttons, that it is 
marvel, which be kept and cherilbed there as ik they were of 
fine Gold. Df theſe Mutrons that J ſpeak of, we have our 
Kobes and Gowns made: we and theo that map have them 
muſt buy them at a great pꝛice of fine Gold. Me eat the fe 
and cloath us with the 8vins, — know re foz certain, that

into this Iſle is but one entry, and he entreth not therein thay 
would, foz the Ring Philotes and another Gyant which be ſub 
til, and marvellous ſtrong, alway keep the entry sf the Ade and 
alway the one waketh, while the other ſleepeth. 

Surely (aid Ring Eurilteus ) by that, that J bave under. 
ſtood of you,: the Alle that you ſpeak of, is of great Excellency, 
Tyis Philotes that pou make mention of: what man ig 
this Fhilotes? The ſtranger anſwered, that pe is the moſt xe. 
donbted and dzead King of the Weſt parts: be is a Grant 
that by his fozce and ſtrength bath conquered the Alle with the 
ſbeep, and hath put out them that dwelled and inhabited there 
befoze. Pe is ſo ſtrong, that it is but late ago, that he ſan 
if he couldfind a man ſtronger tyan he is, he would never after 
bear Arms to fight in battel,during the life of that other. 

The Ding Egeus then gave leave to the ſtzangers to depart 
from his pzeſence, and commanded that no man ſþould hinder 
them in their returning toward their Countrep, and they be: 
parted. Euriſteus abode with Egeus, and Euriſteus came to Her- 
cules, and Theſeus; and wiſhed by a great defire to have of 
thoſe Buttons, ſaying to them, that he would that it coſt him 
as much gold as a pair of Puttons weigh : and that he had a 
Kam and an Ewe, foz to ingender in his Countrey. In that 
time were no ſheep in Greece, When Hercules had heard the 
defire of Ring Euriſteus, ſuddenly he ſaid to him. Sir, pon 
have a deſire to have a pair of Muttons, appertaining to the 
Daughters of Atlas, by the conqueſt and Arms of the ſtrong 
Gpant Philotes. Jpzomiſe poubere foz truth upon mp Gen: 
tleneſs, that by this day thzre weeks, J will depart by water 
oz Land to fetch them: and J will never return into Greece, 
until the time that Jhave found the Ilie, and that J ſpall op: 
poſe mp ſelf againſt the Gyants that keep it, and will aſſay if 
Jcan get the Alle from them, like as Philotes had gotten it 
from another. Mhen King Eurittcus bad underſtood the enter: 
p213e that Hercules made, ve was paſſing ſozry, foz bg loved 
Hercules ag well as if he had been his own ſon. He diſſwaded 
him from that Enterp2ize, thinking to have bzoken it: but Her- 
cules anſwered him ſo diſcreetly, that Euxiſteus was —_ to

le and Þ Countrey. Egeus and Euriſteus made ready foz their two ſons

an is @ veep Sea, where they ſailed and rowed many days, with⸗ 
off re. out finding of any adventure toſ peak of, Foz at that time the 
Brant bea was but little uſed, neither of Thieves, noz pet of Per⸗ 
th the chants. Their Paſter oz Pelot, in pzoceſs of time bzought 
there em unto Heſperia, tyat afrerwards was called Spain, and there 
laid cougvt ſo long the Ade with the ſweep, that at laſt they arrived. 
aftee it the place. Tye Goant that was appointed to keep the ens 
tr ok the Alle, flept not when the Greeks landed. He then il⸗ 
ſued out of vis houſe, and came armed unto the ſtrait paſſage 
where no man could go up, but one at once, that be cryed unto 
the Greeks and ſaid z Sirs, what ſeek you here? Hercules ans 
ſwered, we ſeek the Muttons that be in this Ille, tog to car⸗ 
to ſome of them into Greece. Have pe (ſaid che Gpant ) mos 
nepenough ? if pe yave, ye ſball have enough. Shall we (ſaid 
Herculcs ) not have them otherwiſe ? No ſaid the Gpant.) 
Then ſaid Hercules, let us have them at the pꝛice that pe got 
them? How (ſaid theGyant? ) the Ring Vhiloces did conquer 
with bis Swozd, the Jſle and the Puttons. Hercules ans 
ſwered: mp intent is likewiſe to conquer the Jſfle from bim. 
F you will defend it, haſt vou: pe ſpall babe the battel againſt 
me, oz elſe let me have the Alle, that J may do therein my 
will, 

When the Gpant underſtood the conclufion that Hercules 
made, be made him ready to defend the place, and blew a 
eat ho2n that hung there upon a Tree. At the ſound of the 
Þozn, the Daughters of Atlas awaked Plulotes, and told bim, 
that ſome were there to get the place: and that the Gyant had 
blown the bon. Philotes with theſe wozds aroſe up, and ſaw. 
that Hercules by main fozce had put back the Gpant (that ex⸗ 
T cept Philotes, was the beſt man of Arms 1a all Heſperia (be 
was ſoze abalþed, and very ſozrowful : Sut W 
; tpis, 
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tyis, be had not tarried there long, when Hercules ſmote the Gy 
ant on the right ſpoulder with ſuch fozce,thar the Gpants ſhiej 
fell from him, and bzuiſed his Arms, and his Swo2d entry 
into his bod? ſo far, that it pierced his heart, and he feli down 
dead ot his fert. | 

When Philotes ſaw the Gyant dead, he came unto Hercy: 
les, foz to defend the place, ſaying : He would be revenged fy 
bis Gyant, if ye migyt. Hercules rejopced when he ſaw Phils. 

tes come to the piace, and laid to him: King thou art web 
come, I rejorce at my bearr, that I ſpall prove mp ſelf againg 
thee. Men ſay there is no firoke but of the Paſter : Mau let 
us ſee how we ſhall work together. And bappp be be whom 
Foztene ſpall favour. Philotes hearing theſe wozds, came un: 
to the place, and with a great ole axe he ſmote ſoze upon the 
Shield of Hercules, and made him to ſtagger alittle, Uhere: 
at Phylotcs began to laugh, and thought to have ſmitten again 
Hercules with that Wole-axe, whe was atbamed cf che other 
ſtroke. And he then guarded him well, and Philotes ſtriking at 
him, be caught it, and plucked it fromHhim, and threw it into 
the Sea. Which made Pnilotes wonder at the fozce of Her. 
cules : And loſing this bis ?Jule-axe, he took his Sword, and re. 
newed the battel afreſh. Philotes had the advantage foz Heer. 
cules was under him. They affailed one another fiercely, and 
well defended their bodies. All this dap they fought without 
ceaſing, ſo long as the day endured : the night dꝛew on, thay 
they muſt ceaſe, then they both laid them down upon the place, 
They ſlept not, foꝛ it was no time, but they both kept a watch, 
and they endured it well, foz they were accuſtomed fo2 ta wake, 
Then being awake, Philotes had many wozds with Hercules, 
and demanded from whence he was: And Hercules told hem 
the truth. Then they talked of their battel: and at the deſin 
and requeſt of Philotes, they pzom-[ed each unte other, th 
if any of them both were vanquiſhed and overcome, foz ſaving 
bis life, be would ſerve the vanquiſher all his life after, 

During theſe ſpeeches and p2omiſes, the Day-ſtar that the 
Woets call Aurora began to ariſe in his Reign. The Air was 
fair and clear, the Stars ſhined.. At this hour Hercules caſt his 
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eres among the Stars, and ſeeing there Aurora to ſhine above 
all other, he began to remember bis Lady Megara, ſaping: A: 
Jas Madam, where are you now? A weuld it pleaſed che Gods, 


that pou remembzed me, as well as 7 remenver you. In 


truth the light of this ſame Star infanech the amozous 
fires wherewiih J was late ſeiſed by the adminiſtration of 
pour beautę. Ne be as far ſhining in beauty above the maidens 
of Greece, as this Aurora fhinech above all the other Stars, of 
whom the number is ſo great, that no man can tell them., D 
noble Megara, the right clear Star, pour remembzance il⸗ 
luminateth mine heart, like as the Star illuminateth the 
Heaven ard me thinketh that by this remembzance, when A 
come to the Battel, J ſhall pꝛevail the better. Wherefoze N 
pzomiſe pou, if Foztune help me to mp defice, you fall have 
part of all that J ſhall cenquer. 

Hercules was glad of the thinking and remembzance that be 
pad of his Lady, and tock his Sword, and ſaid to Philotes, wt 
yave pauſed long enough, lo it is dap, and the Sun riſeth, it 
is better that we exerciſe deeds of Arms now, than when che 
raves of the Sun are greater : let us take our time befoze tht 
great hear come and let each of us do his beſt. Philotes that 
was all ready, mas joyful when he heard Hercules, foz he 


thought in his mind, that he (auld ſoen,and in little ſpace ſped 


this matter, and he ſaid unto him: Hercules Jam ready, and 
was ſince peſterdag, to obtain this battel; guard pou as well 
as you can, you have ſlain my Gpant the ſtouteſt and hardieft 
man that was in all the weſt, wherefoze Jam much diſpleaſed, 
but at the leaſt,ſince his death cannot be recovered by the death 
of another, J will do my endeavour to get a new ſouldier, and 
wat ſhall be pou, oz elſe my Swozd and Foztune ſpall fail 
me. Shall J ſo ſaid Hercules? And if pour Sw02d and Foz: 
tune ſpall fail you what then? By mp honour ſaid Philotes, 
that befel me never. And if any ill foztune and miſadventure 
run upon me, that J muſt needs be pour ſervant, let it be on 
condition, that J ſhall never go afrer into battel at mo own 
adventure oz none other darinz your lite: neither foz you oz 
any other will I fight, unleſs it be in mine own defence. Mith⸗ 
Aa out 
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out other wozds the two Champions afſailed each other, any 
koug pt together ſo valiantly, that the place redounded with 
their ſtrokes. In a little (pace they had their Shields unfaſt 
ned by great blou s. Philotes [aid great ſtrokes on Hercules: 
but yet vis firokes were not ſo great, but Hercules might bear 
them well enough without grief or ſuffering great damage, 

Thus began the battel again of the two Gpants. Hercules 
was as Vigy as a Gpant, he was right fierce in Arms, pe did 
much to get the ſtanding, but pet he might never attain to 
ſtrike Philotcs-a full ſtre ke fozaſmuch as Philotes was above en 
the paſſage, which contained well two cubits of height. When 
Hercules ſaw and knew that Philotes kept his ſtanding wiih⸗ 
out adventuring to come down, he would feign himſelf weary, 
and ſo by little and little he began to ſtrike moze feebly than he 
did befoze : after that he recopltd himſelf, and ſtruck from far 
as if ye had fainted, and been weary. The Greeks were afraid, 
and thought he had been weary : and then Philotes ſpꝛang down 
from the ſtanding, thinking to have put him to the fople : but 
then when Hercules ſaw him befoze him, and that one was no 
bigher than another, then Hercules came to his place again, 
and gave fo great a ſtroke to Philotes, that he made him re: 
copl and go back more than four foot. 

Philotes was then abaſped, and repented that be deſcended 
from the ſtanding: but that helpt nor, foz it might not avail. 
Then be took courage and lift uv his Swo2d, and. wounded: 
Hercules on the left Arm, that the blood ſpꝛang cut. 

When Hercules ſaw the Arms of Philotes beſpzinkled with 
bis blood, he made none other countenance, but chat be would 
ſuddenly beavenged of the ſtroke. In giving to Philotes thace 
ſtrokes, with the firſt he bꝛake his heim, and ſtruck him on the 
head, and with the ſecond he gave him a great Wound on the 
right ſpoulder, and with the third ſtroke, he made his ſwozd to 
fly out of his fiſt : and then he caught him in his arms, and 
after long wꝛeſtling he caſt him to the earth, in ſuch wiſe that 
Philotes pielded him fervant unto Hercules, and pzomiſed him 
to ſerv? him truly all the refidiue of bis life, and alſo that he 
would bear his Arms after him in places where he _ 1. 

creules 
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Hercules received to mercy Philotes: And then called The- 
ſeus and his company, who came, and were joyful of the victozp 
wat be had obtained, Then Hercules, Philotes and all the o. 
ther went into the Ille, where they found the Daughters of 
Atlas, greatly diſcomfozted foz the death of the Gpant. And 
fozaſmuch as Hercules had alſo conquered Philotes their keep: 
er. Hercules and Philotes comfozred them the beſt wiſe they 
could, and there the Greeks refreſped themſelves foz three 


daps. 

The fourth day he took 30 Nams and 30 Ewes, and bzought 
them into their Spip, after they went to the ſea, without a- 
ny harm doing in the Ane, foz the love of the Gentlewomen : 
thep departed thence accompanied with Philotes , which was 
conquered by Hercules, as is ſaid, and after loved Hercules well, 
and truly, and ſerved bim ever after. But of their journeys 
A will ceaſe foz this time and will ſpeak of a Monſter of the 
ſea, that the Gods ſent to Troy, to devour the fair Exione, 
Daughter to Bing Laomedon. 


CHAP. XLI. 
How Hercules fought at the Port of Troy againſt a Monſter of 
the Sea, for the Daughter of King Laomedon. 


Dw in that time, as Boccace rehearſeth in his genealogy 

of the Gods, in the third Chapter of the ſirt Book: Lao- 
medon the Bing of Troy was buſie to foztifie his City with 
Walls and Towers. Ye was not well furniſhed with Trea: 
ſures,noz with monep : foz to accompliſh his defire, be went uns 
to the Temple of the Gods, of the Sun and of the ſea, that 
were paſſing rich, and took all the money that he could find, 
pꝛomiſing to pay it all again at a certain day pzefirt. 55 
means of this monep, be foztified the City of Troy with Walls 
und Towers: the wozk was coſt[y, pet in little time be finiſh: 
edit : and it was not long after the Wozk was fini ſped, but 
the day came in which Laomedon ſhould pay and render unto 
the Temples of the Gods the money he had taken and bozrow⸗ 
ed. At which dap the Pziefts of the Temples came unto Lao- 
, Aa 2 medon 
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medon, and demanded cf him, if he would render the 0bligai 
tions and offerings be bad taken out of the Temples ? Laome- 
don ſtozned to ſpeak ro the Pies, but (ent them wozd ſhame: 
fully, that they ſpould return and keep their Temples, where. 
foze be was after ſoze puniſhed, foz the ſame night after ye 
would not hear the Wztefis, the great Minds began to riſe and 
brat one againſt the other, and cauled the Sea to riſe ia ſuch 
wiſe that it came ſu far into the Town (hat it ulled the ſtreets. 
full of water, and d2ovn.d a great parcct the Town. Bebe 
this, in eight days following, the Sun ſhined ſo ardently, and 
ga ve ſo great beat, that the people durſt not go into the air by 
dap time, and that dryed the ſaperuuite of the Aiter of the 
Sea, that was left, wyereck roſe a cezrupt and moztal vapour 
that infected all the City, whereof engendzcd. fo great a jeſt: 
ience, that the moſt of the Trojans were [imttten to death vo 
rhe great rafiuence of the cozrupt air. 

22 this Peftrience, they of Troy, fell in great deſolation, 
the Citizens dyed (without ſpeaking, ). ſuddenly. Tye gather 
couid nat, noz might net help his Child in neceſſity, nog the 
Child the Father. At this time reigned in Troy, neither love 
no2-charity : foz each man that might fave himſclf, fied away 
oz fear of this mo2rality, and lefr the Cite, and went co direil 
in the fields, and among all other, che Bing Liom don ſceing 
the Deſtruction of his Kealm, went into the gil? of D./phos, 
unta the Temple of the God Apollo, fox to have colinſci vf A- 
pollo, touching the health of his City. With Liomedon went 
moſt of the Robilite and powerful men vf Troy: When they 
were come into the Temple, they put them im coniemplagon 
and Devotion befoze the Jdol, and the Debil that was there« 
in, anſwered them and laid. The monep which was taken cut 
of rye Temples, and not rendꝛed and patd again, is cauſe of the 
maladyand vengeance of Troy. And let all the Trojans know, 
that Troy (hall never be free from this maladp : unto the time 
that the ſaid Cite p2ovide to appeaſe the Geds in this wiſe : 
that every month thep muſt chuſe one of the Uirgins and maids, 
which muſt be ſer on the Sea fide foz to be devoured by a Pan: 
fier, that the Gods ſpall ſend tyither: and the ſaid Uirgin wall 

be 
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be choſen by lot oz adventure. And in this wile muſt the Cite 
bo to appeaſe the Gods, until the time char theo find out one 
man that by fozce of Arms {halt overcome the ſaid moniter. 
ayen they beard this anſwer, Laomedon and the Trojans 
aſſembled to council, and concluded, that foz the Common: 
weal and health of Troy, the? would put their Uicgias in that 
jcopardo and advearure, to be devvured of, the Ponſlec, with⸗ 
out exception. Then tyey returned to | roy, and took their Uir⸗ 
gins and caſt lots among tyem, and on per that the lot fell, (he 
was b2ought to the Dead fide, and anon after was (een to come 
out of the Sea ſo great a Tempeſt, that it was ſoze treubled, 
The Sea wrougbt and a great flood of Water lifced cut the 
Ponſter by times ont of tye Sca : Pe was as great as a whale, 
za Pulke, and then he rock the Girgia and ſ@ allcued her, 
and went again into the Sea : and eger after the Weſtilence 
ceaſed. Thus Troy was delivered from their fickneſs by the 
oblation of their Clirgins, that were offered unta the monſter 
from Month to Month: and thus (as is fatd) the Virgins were 
devoured up. It happened in the end of a Ponth, that the let 
fell to one ot the Daughters of Bing Laomedon named Exi- 
one: this Damoſel was young and fair, and well beloved of 
all people. When this Lot was faln en her, ſbe was nat on: 
ly bewailed of Laomcdon her Father, and of bis Ben Priz- 
mus, and her Siſter Autigona, and VBinſmen and Allies: but 
of all the Trojans, men, women, and Thild2en : notwithſtand⸗ 
ing their weepings, noz the gebd renown of her, could not ſave 
bec, ſpe was put to the diſpoling of the Panſicr, The Ruble 
Qirgin was read to obep the King her Father, and went kozth⸗ 
with to the Sea⸗ſide accompanied with Lozds, Ladies, and 
Gentlewomen, with a great train of Citizens and Perchants, 
all which bewailed her bard Foztune. At that time that ſhe 
was bzought thicher, Hercules (bp chance) arrived at the 9uzt 
of Troy with bis Putten: and willing fo refreſh him toece, 
made his men to caſt Anchoz, and going out he ſaw the Tro- 
jns weeping and be-ailing Exione in cafſing abzoad their 
arms, and wringing their hands, that he had pity to ſee it. Und. 
deſiring to know the cauſe, he put himſeif into the peſs, and 
Aa 3 (aw 
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ſaw where they bound the fair Exione in the rout, attired wit 
Nopal atire. Hercules moved with compaſſton to the Damo⸗ 

ſel, addzeffed his language unto Ring Laomedon, foz ag m 
as it ſeemed, that above all them that were in the place, he 
was a manofauthozity:and demanded of him,wherefoze the Dx, 
moſel was bound there? Laomedon caſting his eyes bedewey 
with tears on him, and was all aba ſped to ſee his greatneſs,and 
beauty: anſwered him, what art thou that art ſo hardy to de. 
mand of me my misf92tune, which is common to all in Troy? 
Sir, (ſaid Hercules) J am a ſtranger, and J love the honow 
of Ladies, and there is nothing that J can do foz them, but z 
will do it unto my power: and fozaſmuch as I ſee this Gentle. 
woman thus intreated, in the favour of all Ladies, J have ag 
ed of pou the cauſe, and J will know it, oz put my ſelf in ay: 
venture foz to dye with ber. And therefoze J demand again, 
what treſpaſs oz fin hath ſbe done, that theſe men thus bind 
ver? Py ſon ( anſwered Laomedon) Iſee well that pou are ig: 
nozant and know not the reaſon : there is no man but he may 
well know it, foz ſþe ſpall dye foz the ſafety and health of Troy; 
and J will tell pou the cauſe thereof, The Gods of the Sex 
and of the Sun have plagued and grieved Troy, with a great 
Peſtilence that took his beginning with a ſuper-abundance of 
the ſea, whereby the ſtreets of Troy were full in every place 
of Mater. After this Deluge and Flood, the time was mar: 
vellouſly and outragiouſly bot, by che great beat of the Sun, 
whereby this ſea was dryed up. Df this dzyneſs oz dronyht 
engendzed a vapour infected, and of this vapour iſſued a peſti 
tence. And foz to refiſt this Peſtilence, J babe been at the 9+ 
2acle of the God Apollo, where J have had anſwer, foz to ceaſe 
the peſtilence, the Gods of the ſun, and of the ſea, command 
that from month to month, be taken in Troy, one of the Tir: 
gins by ſozt oz lot, to be expoſed and offered, in this place, unto 
a Wonſter of the Sea. The Trojans were content fo fulfil 
the will of the Gods, and J with them. Me have caſt our 
lots upon our Uirgins, whereof many be ſwallowed and devour: 
ed by the monſter,and now the ſozt oz lot is fallen on mp daughe 
ter,x will ſbe oz not, we muſt needs obey, and appeaſe the _ 
Alter 
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Aftec per ſpall come another, there is no remedy : and this 
tall endure upon the Wirgins of Troy perpetuaily: fog it is 
the Deſtiny that Troy ſail be never quit of this hard ſervis 
zude and th2aldome, till the time that they have found a man, 
alone ſþall vanquiſþ and overcome the afozeſaid monſter, by his 
palour and pzowels : which will be impotſible, foz he is of 
that ſtrength , that all the men of che greateſt City in the 
woꝛld, cannot find any way to vanquilþ him, he is lo great and 
zzeadful. So mp Daughter {hall dye foz the Common-weal 
of the place of her Nativity. She was bozn in a good hour, 
when the Gods will, that by lot and this Foztune ſhe is offe- 
red to them. Sir, ( anſwered Hercules) truly J think there 
is no Cite under Yeaven ſo bound and thzall as pours:it ought 
to be underſtood that the Gods will not ſuffer that this judge⸗ 
ment {all hold and endure foz ever. You muſt live in hope, 
A Fo2ztune and the Gods will do me the grace, that 4 map 
vanqui ſp and overcome the monſter, and make Troy free from 
this ſervitude, what reward would you give me? Trulp ſaid 
Laomedon, A thinFit impoſſible foz you to vanquiſh rbe mon: 
fier. Foz who is he that will expoſe him to ſo great a folly? 


| Hercules anſwered, unto a valiant beartis nothing impoſſible. 


A J tryumph over the monſter, and ſave thy Daughter what 
regard ſhall Ayave? Laomedon anſwered. Jf thou canſt do 
as thou ſapeſt, A have two hozſes, the beſt in all the Wo2ld. 
which J love as well as half mp Realm, 4 will give them to 
thee as to the beſt Anigbt of the Wozld, Sir, (ſaid Hercules) 
it is enough foz me, and J deſire but the Pozſes. Let me a- 
lone with pour Daughter. Foz J am confident chat this dap 
J wall labour foz the Common⸗wealth of Troy, and that 4 
fþall enfranchiſe and ſet free the Uirgins and Paids of this 
City. But J pꝛap you if there be in pour City anp great Bar 
of Aron oz Mettal that you will ſend foz to fetch it to me, 
foz to defend me withal. 

The King Laomedon and the Trojans were all abaſbed, 
when they knew the enterp21ze be undertook:and at the wozds 
of Hercules, the King remembzed him of a great Club of Jron, 
that lay at the entrance of his Palace of Ilion, that was ſo 

beavp 
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heavy, that the ſtzongeſt man of Troy had enough to do tolay 
ir on his ſhoulder. He ſencfoz it, and pzeſented it to Hercule 
and Hercules lifted it up as it had been a line blade. Philoteg 
and Tacſcus were pzeſent at all theſe things. Hercules took 
lea ve uk them, and of the people. and recommended him unty 
their pzapers, and fozthwith the Sea began to rod r terribly, 
Laomedon andthe Ladies, and they that were there tock lea 
of Exione and Hercules, and recommended them unto the 
mercy of the Gods, and went upon the Downs to ſee the event, 
Thus abode Exione alone and deſpaired on the grave] : but 
Herculcs kneeied on his knees upen the gravel, turning his face 
unto the Taſt, and made bis pzayers unto the Gods that made 
the Ponſters and terrible Beaſts, requiring them that they 
would give him fozce, ſtrength, and vertue of power fo2 to de: 
liber Exione from her misfoztune of the Monſter, His Dai: 
ſons accompliſhed, Hercules entred into a little Boat, that Exi- 
one was in, ond anon after the Sea roaring moze and moze, 
it grew and aroſe in ſuch wiſe that the Boat floated and was 
likted up, and bozn by divers Maves. After this, in great 
trouble of Mind, when the Sea was riſen in great abun: 
dance of waters, Hercules and the Trojans ſaw coming the 
great hozrible Monſter, bzinging with him a tempeſt ſo ter: 
rible that it ſeemed that all the Monſters of Pell had been with 
him. Pe made the waves fo redouble hideouſly, he lift him 
above the water, and put out bis Noſel unto his ſhoulders, 
ſo that by ſwallowing of the water, there ſpꝛang out of bis 
mouth great floods of the Sea, and mounted ſo high that it ſee: 
med to bea gulph that had pierced the Clouds. Fo2 to ſay the 
truth of this Donſter, he was ſo hozrible and fearful, that the 
moſt hardy and abſolute of Troy, trembled to look on him. Note 
withſtanding Hercules was nothing afraid, but comfozted Exi. 
one who was almoſt dead foz fear. The Monſter came by the 
Boat, and caſt his Noſel unto Exione, thinking to have ſwal: 
{owed her, as he had done the other Airgins befoze. But Her- 
cules took his Club, and ſmote ſo vehemently on his o ſel that 
he gave him a great wound, ſo ſoze and heavy to bear, that he 
made him to recoyl back into the bottom of the Sea. Then by 
| the 


of the Witec, but with one -ke of his Club pe was d2iven 
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the falling of the Monster into the Sea, the waves aroſe high 
into the Air, ubttebe Hercules and Exione were all wet with 
the waſþing and [pzinkling of rye Waves : and their Bat was 
dozn by the Caves upon a Bank of Sand, where the Sea 
was lo low, that the Monſter might not well lu im with eaſe 
unto them. Then che Wonſter made after them, and coming 
nigh to them, lified up bis bead, and in the lifting up, there 
ifued out of his thaoat ſo great abundance vt Mater, that the 
Boat was fuil, and funk, in ſuch caſe that Hercules was in 
the Sea unto the great of his thighs, and Exione ſtood in the 
Water unto the middie. 

Wyen Hercules law him in this caſe, he had great diſplea⸗ 
ſure in bimſelf, moze foz the pain and grief that Ex one had. 
ban foz anp fear he had of bimſelf, The Bing Laomedon, 
Theſeus, and Philotes, and ail others, ſuppoſed that Hercules 
and the Damolel without redemption, bad been devoured of 


we Monſler: the Punſter then ſeeing bis pꝛep, le ipt againſt 


Exione with a terrible Wave. Hercules had his Club read? 
cn bis neck, waiting foz nothing but the Ponſter defiring te 
avenge him of the diſpleaſure that he had: be then diſcharged 
his Club on his bead ſo mightily, that the Bar entred there: 
m, and the blood ſpꝛang out: then wes be Monſter en @.;ed 
againſt Hercules : ſo be ceaſed the aſſau t of the Dimoſe!l, and 
afſailed Herculcs, and alwa's as he lifted bis head out of. the 
Mater, be diſgozged upon Hercules great floods of rye Sea. 
Per notwithſlanding, he could not do ſo much harm to Her- 
cules, but Hercules did moze to him. Hercul: s followed bim 
with his Club, and made him to fink again into the bottom of 
the Sea. by the huge weight of bis ſtrokes, 

The Battel endured long between Hercules and the Mon⸗ 
ſter. It the Monſter had once touched Hercules, he would at 
ene mouthful have dev2ured and ſwallowed bim. Pe had a 
wide and a great thꝛoat out of meaſure : be made a greot nciſe 
und cry, be was fierce in exercifing bis fury. But Hercules 
fought with him boyſtrouſly, and held the Uirgin by bim. And 
do what the Ponſte r could, ve did no ſooner lift up bis bead out 


back 
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back always unto the bottom of the Sea. And Hercules was 
oft times in peril of dzownmg.. The peril was great, and moꝛe 
than I can rehearſe. Foztune was with vim and the Damoſel, 
fo that ye fought and beat the Monſter valiantip, and ſo endu⸗ 
red in \miting continually on his oſel,. and on bis head, chat 
the Sea withdzew, and took from ham the fpiric of life, then be 
all to b2uiſed his brains, and ſo vanquiſhed him and new bim. 
And after when the Sea was withdza wen and far ebbed, he tock 
Exione by the hand, and bz ought her upon the Ditch, and deli⸗ 
vered her unto her Father Ring Laomedou, 


CHAP. XLII. 


How Laomedon {hut Hercules out of Troy and how Hercules: 
ſwore that he would avenge him. 


W Yen Laomedon ſaw his Daughter thus delivered from 

the Monſter, and Troy made quit from the dangers, 
be bowed and thanked Hercules : afrer he came to the Sea ſide, 
accompanied with Hercules, Theſeus, Philotes, and with the 
Trojans. And went ta ſee and behuld the Ponſter, that was 
fo great, that thꝛee hundzed Yozſes could net move him from 
the place where he was. They all looked fo ſee the ſtrokes that 
Hercules gave him, pet they could not ſceall. Bur at chat they 
ſaw they marveſled : fo2 Hercules had b2okea bones, that it 
ſeemed-not poſfible to bzeak, and theo had found the head burt 
in ſo many places, that they could not cell wherher he had a 
bead oz no. Df this highand incredible victozy, the Trojans re⸗ 
jopced maeyvelienfls, and hondured Hercules moze than an» man 
in the Mud. M een the) had ſeen and beh2'd the Dunſter e. 
nough, they departed, and b2ought H.iculcs into Troy. When 
they came to the Palace, and found Exione clothed with new 
arrap and veſtments: And as foz Hercules, all that he bad up. 
on him was wet. Laomedon would ha oe had him to change 
bis wet cloaths, and put on dry, but Hercules refuſed; ſaying, 
that he had been accuſtomed nat to be aſwoap at his eaſe. Then 
Laomedon bzought Hercules unta the Taſt'e of Ilion and his 
Greeks with bim, and feaſted them as it appertained. Hercules 
and bis Greeks did tryumph fo ur days in Illion. During tbeſe 
four 
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{four days. The Trojans went out in great numbers to ſee the 

onſter and gave {ov many pzaiſes ro Hercules that Llome- 
don envied thereat, and feared the peop e would lobe Hercules 
better than him. Me ſent Hercules and vis Greeks out of the 
Town to hunt: and as ſun as chep were out of Troy, he dzew 
up the Bzidge, and ſþur the Gates againſt vim. Wyen Hercu- 
les thougyt to have entred, Laomedon ſpake and ſaid to him 
from far that be had movev the City againſt him by conſpt- 
racy, and that ye would receive him no moze into tbe Town. 
Hercules was ejceeding wzvoth, when be underſtood the accuſas« 
tion of Laomedon : and anſwered him, that be had never any 
thought of ili towards him, and offered to pzove himſelf clear 
by battel, and to venture bis body againſl thirty other, if they 
would pꝛove o2 maintain tbe contrary : which offer Laomedon 
would not accept. Then Hercules deſired him to deliver the 


* Hoaſes that he pzomiſed bim, foz the victozy of the Ponſter, 


Laomedon anſaered him, be would deliver none. Why ſaid 
Hercules? Fozaſmuch ( ſaid Laomedon ) as it is mp pleaſure 
not to do it. Falſe and unwozthy Ring ( ſaid Hercules) doeſt 
thou with hold from me the reward due to my deſert and re: 
ward me with evil foz good? J ſwear to thee by the Gods, tbat 
as J have delivered Troy perpetually by my Club from the 
Sea-:Ponſter : in like manner, vp the ſame Club, J will yield 
and deliver up Troy to the eſtilence of war and death, if the 
Gods withſtand me not: and J do intend to make the Tro- 
jans ſap, that they were happy hat dyed in the Weſtilence. 
Hercules (full of wrath) with theſe wozds left Laomedon, 
that ſet little by what be had ſaid : foz he put all bis confidence 
in the ſirength of the Walls of theCity: and he thought that 
no man might annoy oz grieve bim. And then Hercules went 
again to bis Ship, and ſailed away with his Club, and bis 
Sheep and his fellow Theſeus. Philotes thought bimſelf yap- 
pp to be vanquiſhed of ſo valiant a man as Hercules was, and 
he took on him the Dffice of his Parneſs bearer, in all places 
where be went. From Troy unto Thebes fell nothing wozthy 
to be put in memozy, that is of Recoꝛzd. Jn the end he arrived 
in Greece, and was certified that Euriſtcus was in Thebes : 
B b 2 by whereat 
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whereat be rejopced greatly, foz he thought! be (Þ2uld bee the 
Lady Megara, who he greatly Belired co lee. He v cut then un. 
to Thebes, where he was (olemnip received. ok Bing Creon, 

that bad him in great eſtimation faz his valour, one and other 

came and welcomed him: ye leur bis Syrep and Muttons unte 

King Euriltcus v2 Philotcs, who recounted, how Hercu'es had 

conquered them, and him alle, and how be had flain his Goant 

at the paſſage : of chele t. dings was Ning Eurittcus paſſing jop. 

ful, and ſo were ali they tat were there, oz beacd ſpeak cf it, 

Eueco man gloz!ti:d Hercuics, Labies and Gentiewomen came 

and welcomed him. Among all other Mcgara failed not, ſhe 

came to Hercules, and welcomed bim, and it well became her 
ro welcome him. She was wile and of good manners, and ſu2e+ 

lp her coming rejopced Hercules moze, than all the henours 
and pzaiſes were then given bim, aibeit that all che wozld 
p2aiſed and exalted him foz this voyace, ab. ve all the Greeks, 
And the Syeep were lo deſired, that Kings bought them faz 
weir weight in Gold: wyerefoze the Hiſtoziographers and 
Worts put this Conqueſt in perperual memcey, vꝛit n among 
his deeds in tyis manner. S. bituli mala aurca, that is ag much 

as to ſap, tbar he boze away the Puttons of Gold, fozaſmuch 
as thep were eſteemed worth yer utigbt in Gold. Fo2 Mala 
in Greck is as much as to lap, Syeep in Engliſh: oz Diittcus 
in F:ench : thus faith Boccace, in his Gtnealego of Gods, and 
fo app2overh Varro liewiſe, in his Bock de Agricultura, 

By this cenqueſt, che name of Hercules began to fly in ho: 
nour thzougb rhe wozld. Tue Poets ſeigned upon this Piſto⸗ 
ry, that the Daughters of Atlas bad a Garden kept night and 
dap by a Serpent waking, wherein grew A;p.cs ef Gold. and 
that Hercules flew this Serpent, and gathered and bare ar-ap 
the Apples. Be this Garden is underſtood the zue: by the 
Serpent waking, the ſubtle Gant commiſcd to keep it, that 
alway waited at the paſſage. And by the Apptes cf Geld are 
underſtood the Sheep, eſteemed to the value of their weight in 
fine Gold. Then after this pꝛeſentafien made to Euriſteus of 
the Sheep and Muttons, each man marvelled at the pzawels 
of Hercules, but Philotes added and gave to his evertomer 

Hercules.

Hercules, pꝛaiſes upon pꝛaiſes, and added honour upon honour : 
Foz becauſe Kings and Pzinces, Ladies and Genttewomen 
heard him, and ſeeing that Herculcs-heid his peace when be 
might va ve embzaced honeur, he declared from point ta point 
his adventure againſt the Ponſter of Troy, and ſhewed the 
Club wherewirh ve bad put him to death: but after that be re: 
hear ſed che bono ur and grace that he had gotten in Troy, and 
ihe wrong that Lꝛomedon had done to him : he ſaid ſv much 
thereof, that they pꝛomiſed to make Mar againſt Laomedon, 
fuz ta take vengeance ot the wzong, he had done to Hercules. 


CHAP, XLIII. 
How Herculer ent ted battel ag init Liomedon : and how he van- 
quilhed and dettroyed Troy the firtt time. 


Think it is impoſſible foz mo pen to relate the honour that 
Hercules got in Greece at bis return from Troy. Tyoſe 
Kings and jzinces thought themſe!ues happy that reigned 
in his time. Amphitrion his ſuppcſed Father, brgan to re: 
teibe him into favour, and into Thebes to him: His Mother 
Alcumena came alſo, and ſurelo ſhe rejopced greatly, when ſhe 
faw ber Son, wbich was ſo greatly renawned, The Rable 
Lady had not ſcen him ina long time befoze: but now the ſaw 
him tryumph in henour and pzotweſs : fo that the annopes, 
qriefs, and troubles Te ſuffered foz him, being ſuppoſed the 
Hon of Jupiter, (whereof ſhe thought ber (elf innocent) were 
then all fuzgotren, and p it in obſivion. The Feaſt was great 
in Thebes f62 the lobe of Hercules, and the general repeat was 
onlo of the balc ur of Hercules, Creon, Euriſteus, Eugeus, Am- 
pki:rion, and man? others. a ſſembſed together: and made ready 
their fozces C32 the ſiege of Troy. By ſpace of time their Ar⸗ 
my was ready, and the» taok their leave, and Hercules was made 
Captain of this Army. Pe went to the Sea accompanied 
with the Kings aboveſaid and ten thouſand men all choſen fox 
the purpoſe. At the time convenient the Mariners diſ-An- 
choꝛed and ſet ſai!. Ad they arrived in Phrigia, unto a Wozr of 
Cite named Laryſe being == Tena don. This Citę was 
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ok the confines of Troy: foz which cauſe the Greeks a ſſailedi 
und took it by fozce, and after that rified it, and took all that 


was therein. And woven they had ſpoiled it, they went to Te. 
nadon, which was a rich Cite, they aſſailed it, and took it, am 
ryep (ec it vn fire, and burned it, and the air was enfiame, 
chat it was ſeen in Troy, how the City burnt. The afauitg 
Tenadon dured not long, becauſe the Trojans were not adver. 
tiſed thereof. When they ſaw the air ſo enflamed, foz to (& 
from what place the flame came, they mounted and went upon 
the vigh Towers of 1lion, and looking towards Tenadon, (ay 
that the City was all ona fire, whereat they that ſaw it were 
greatly aba ſped. About this they looked into the Sea, and ſay 
coming towards them a fleet of Greeks, whereof thep wer 
moze aba ſbed than befoze. And without any longer tarrying, 
they deſcended and went down into the Pall of Bing Laome- 
don, and ſaid to him, Alas Sir, what is beſt to be done? te 
Greeks come upon us with an.exceeding Armp : we have ſeen 
them and know them. The ſtrong Hercules menaceth pon 
foz to deſtroy pour City. Surely, A believe it is he. Foz he 
hath burnt Tenadon, and'that is it that cauſeth the air tobe 
full of fire. 

Ring Laomedon hearing this news, began to taſt of the 6 
vil treſpaſs that he bad committed and done againſt Hercules 
Notwithſtanding to give courage unto his men and to bis ſon 
Priamus, that was at that time of the age of 20 years, he did 
cauſe to ſound to Arms,and made him ready,and with his arms 
theoved a fierce ſemblance. This done, he armed Priamus his 
Son, that never bad been in battel befoze, and dubbed him 
UBnigbt, after he took him by the hand, and iſſued out of [lion 
An iſſuing out he met many Trojans, that told him, that at his 
Pozr were landed many Greeks, and had deſtroped Tenadon, 
and that unleſs he haſted him, they would ſoon take Land. 

Leomedon without ſpeaking any woꝛd, paſſed fozth by them 
that had bzought him theſe tydings, and came unto a place that 
was thereby Ilion, where be found moze than twenty thouſand 


Trojans armed. And ſeeing them he began to jop in pimſeit, 


and called the Pa incipals and ſaid to them: Lozds, pe bers 
nowned 
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awned in all the Wozld by the high pꝛeweſs of pour ance - 
das: Befoze that Troy was Walled, they defended it wich the 
$wo02d againſt ryeir enemies: che renawned Ring Jupiter of 
Creet, could not get this Cite, noz the Theſſalonians by their 
lr, could never ſubdue this Cite. It now happeneth this 
dap, that anew aſſemblp ot enemies come upon this Cito, and 
ag men ſap, thep have put the fire in Tenadon: let us go and 
receive them couragtouſly, and let us make them like as our 
Fathers have made others. 

Wen the Trojans heard theſe wozds of their Ring, they 
anſwered all, that they would live and dye with him: and that 
they had intention to keep his honour, and to make grow their 
ancient gloz2y.Without holding of long pzoceſs, the Bing Lao» 
medon did then diſplay his Banners. Afrer be iſſued out of 
Troy. And then as be began to conduct and lead them fozth, 
ſuddenlo he heard at che Wozr, a paſſing great nciſe of Trum: 
pers, Clarions, and Tabozs of rhe Grecks. 

Tyen bis blood began to chyafe, fo; he knew that they were 
his enemies: And as ſoon as they knew they wece Greeks, 
without holding of any o2der oz meaſure, they dilodged them, 
and began to run to the Got. une befoze another. When they 
appzoached the W-20, they eſpied the Greeks. Then they chal- 
lenged them unto the death, and ran upen them ſharply. The 
Greeks were furniſhed with good Armozs, and put them to de- 
ftnce, and began tv skirmilh the one with another ſo unmea⸗ 
ſurably that in the boarding and meeting there were many 
ſain and burt. Hercules was there among the Greeks. Pe be⸗ 
gan to fight ſharply among the Trojans, and had bis Club, 
Surely, be welcomed them, that the moſt of his enemies durſt 
not abide bim: be fought viercely in defire of reaengement, in 
tobeting of wozſhip, and to ver him a name. Lifting up his 
hand, he ſbewed to the Fr0jans his Club, and made them to 
fre! the weight thereof, and the ſtrength of his arm, and he 
laboured ſo earneſt», and did ſo valiantip, that the? that ſaw 
him doubted him moze than death. and ſaid ene to another, be⸗ 
hold Hercules, but come nor near him. All that he reacheth he 
lazeth, and bzeaketh to pieces. e do evil to fight againſt 

bim: 
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yim : This is the deliverer from the terrible thꝛaldome x 
Taoy, bow thould we refiſt his Club, when the buge dzeadfy 
Monſters be by rye ſame put to the kol. 

Such were tre wozbs of the Trojans, Hercules fought a: 
gainſt them fiercely : be went befoze, all the Greeks fuilowed 
bim, and rock pleaſure to beyold him. The cry was great a: 
bout him. Ye fought un i the night, and never ceaſed until 
the going down of che s n, and then the Trojans ſounded the 
retreat, aud then depa ted both partics. And they conciuded, 
that on the mozrow tyey would furni cheir enemies with 
battel. And the Greeks furniſbed them in the Champain, and 
made good chear, foz thep had loſt but little of their prople at 
theic coming en Land. Men the dap appeared fo the Tro- 
j ins and the Greeks, each in his manner ma de bim ready to the 
battel:manp of the Trojans would gladly have kzoken this bat: 
tel, and pꝛaped King Laomedon that he would render and de. 
liver to Hercules the Bozſes that he oued to him. Laomedon 
would not do it, but anſwered, that be doubted nothing bis e: 
nemies. Pe had then about fifty thouſand fighting men, all 
readp, ef theſe fiftp thouſand be made two batteis, cne of 
tienty thouſand, and that he led himſelf, and the other of thir: 
to thouſand, of which be made Priamus Captain, This 
done he iſſued out of Troy, with twenty thouſand fighting 
men, and came unto the fields entring upon the Greeks. 

Mhen the Greeks eſpyed King Laomedon coming, they 
were full of jop, as they that were ready foz to receive them: 
at the point cf their Spears and with bewing of their Swords, 
Thep had made of their Poſt four battels, in tbe firſt was Her- 
cules, and in the ſecond was Amphitrion, and Theſeus. And 
in the third was Ring Creon, and in the fourth was Eurilicus, 
Hercules then that had the firſt battel, marched when it wag 
time againſt Laomedon , and be bad four ancient Rnights, 
well appeinted in the feats cf Arms, that ſet and conduged 
bis folk in arrap. Theo marched ſo nigh the one to the other, 
with great noiſe of Trumpets and Tabours, that the Archerg 
and Croſs bows began the battel, after that Hercules ſummen- 
ed Laomedon to pay him that he had pꝛemiſed him, and tha 
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Laomedon had made refuſal thereof. The Greets were furs 
niſþed with ſtronger bows and ſhot than the Trojans were : 
and by that means they ſlew abundance of their enemies: and 
eſpecially Hercules bare him fo well with fezty Azrou s, that 
yimſeif Wot one after ancther, that be ſlew fozte of his 
enemies ſuch as be would choſe without let 62 hinderance. 
Hercules was at that time the beſt Archer, and the moſt ſure 
of mark that was in all Greece. He and his men (as is ſaid) 
caſt many ot the Trojans to the ground by the ſhot. When the 
ſhot failed, Hercules delivered his Bow unto Philotes, that 
hare his harneſs, and took a ſtrong ſwo2zd and ſure. When it 
came to the ſwozds and bzeaking and jopning with ſpears, 
Hercules that was alway in the firſt front, leapt againſt the 
Ring Laomedon that was departed from bis Poſt, afoze all 
other, fozaſmuch as be rode upon one of the Pozſes that he 
had pꝛomiſed to Hercules. And running one againſt the other, 
as ſwiftly as they bad flown in the air, met and ſmote cach 
other ſo ſoze, that their ſpears ſhivered in pieces, which ſpzang 
about them Hercules paſſed fozth, and ſmote amongſt the T ro- 
jans, and Laomedon likewiſe entred into the Poſt of the 
Greeks : they began to handle their ſwozds, and to bew each 
upon his enemy. Thenaroſe there a marvellous noiſe. The 
fight was great, the ſtrokes were hard, the battel was gene: 
ral, foz of the one party and the other many men were diſtreſ- 
ſed and beaten notwithſtanding that the Greeks were moſt boy⸗ 
firdus and hardy in arms, and moze valiant than the Trojans, 
and better held them together, than they of the battel of Ring 
Laomedon, Hercules w2ought and beſtirred him faſt with bis 
\wozd that he had conquered from Philotes. At every ſtroke 
and every ſtep be killed a Trojan, and ſmote off their heads 
and arms in great abundance, that it ſeemed that they that be 
touched bad not been armed. Laomedon was bufie on the one 


fide, and failed not but bare him well upon bis hozſe, and ran 


from rank to rank among the Greeks : he reſted not but con: 
ducted his people, and bis people were great in number : be 
ſet upon his enemies ſo eagerly, that he incloſed them and then 
was the murther ſo great, chat on all ſides a man ſpould not

pabe ſeen any thing but blood and heads, and arms fly, in the 
place and field. | 

ven Theſeus and Amphitrion beheld the battel of Hercu. 
les ſo encloſed with the Trojans ; they bethought them, and 
came to his help ere he had need. Af their coming they made 
a great uproar, tV2uſt their Swozds upon the Trojans, which 
were too far fozward, and zopned to them with ſuch pzoweſs, 
that they ſmote down the moſt ſtable and flrong, and went ſo 
far among them, that ther made them fo retire again, and go 
back by fozce. In this going back and rejoycing, the Poſt of 
Laomedon was all afcartd and abaſped. The rhzec ſwo2ds of 
Hercules, Theſcus and Amphitrion, were ſcen bzandiſhing a: 
bove all other in well doing, and in tbozt ſpace they began tg 
vanquiſh and overcome their enemies, and would have brought 
them to the fopl and ſhame. Then young Priamus with bis 
thirty thouſand appeared to come to the aſſault, making lo 
great a noiſe that ali the earth trembled, and gave a marvellous 
ſound, and theo that were upon the Malls and Edifices of 
Troy, made agreat cry. Herculcs, Theleus and Amphitrion 
beholding Priamus coming, and the puiſſance of Troy, ſet their 
people in arrap, with a great train cf Greeks againft them, 
foz to withſtand their Enterp2izes. Theſcus was the firſt that 
ſpied Priamus, who couched his Spear againſt him, and he 
came with great courage mounted upon the ſecond Þozſe of 
King Laomedon his Father, and charged with ſv great might 
upon Theſcus, that he bare him to the ground turned up fide 
down, bruifmg bim upon his Shield. Then Theſeus being 
angry at this fall, be entrrd among the Trojans, ſmiting and 
bewing on them with his Sword in ſuch fury, that he ſmote- 
off the heads of mo2e than thirty Trojans ere he ceaſed. The 
noiſe was great about bim, the Trojans would have revenged 
them of his Swozd, but their fozce was not ſo great: they 
bad work enough to ſave themſe!ves, many Greeks came to 
the aid of Theſeus, then they began to renew the battel. 

At this time Hercules and Amphitrion were not idle : fo: 
they were on one fide, and Theſcus on the other: at meeting 
many were hurt and ſlain. Priamus did marvels to the Greeks 
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at the beginning, be boze him ſo valiantly that he found no 
man that did him any harm. Ye made his ſwozd to taſt the 
blood of his adverſaries ; then as he was in this caſe, he heard 
about Hercules a great piercing crp cf people, crping Troy, 
Troy, in deſpair to have p2eoatled, then Priamus thinking ro 
have [mitten down dead all that were befoze him, ran to the 
reſcue to his miſadventure, foz as ſoon as he was come befoze 
Hercules, and ye (aw bim, he remembzed him that it was he 
t vad overthrown Thecus, and ſaid he would avenge him, 
and lifting up his [wozd, be (mote Priamus upon his Helm, 
goth be _ aſtoniſhed, and there fell down both Priamus and 
is Bogte. hr 
: Myen Priamus was ſo overthrown, he wiſt not where he 
was, Hercules was advertiſed that it was Priamus Son of Ring 
Laomedon,then he had pity of him, and took him Pziſoner,and 
ſent him out of the battel, The Trojans ſeeing this, were grie⸗ 
vouſly troubled, and foz to reſcue him they endeavoured them 
ſelves, ſo that Hercules could not ſuſtain the rigour of the 
battel, and the Greeks were conſtrained to loſe place. BingCreon 
then diſplayed bis Banner and his battel, ſo likewiſe did Eu- 
riſteus, and put them in two wings, one on the right fide, and 
the other on the left : and they came running in upon the Tro- 
jans with lo great noiſe, that all the Trojans felt well their 
coming, foz at that time they did not know which way to turn 
them. They were ſmitten befoze and behind ſo ſoze that they 
loſt the company of Priamus, and knew not where he was be: 
come. 

At this intermeeting, Laomedon was out of the pꝛeſs and 
rekreſhed him; when ye heard ſap that his Son Priamus was 
taken:be was therefoze paſſing ſozrowful, that the ſweat came 
to his heart, and from fence unto all his members: wherefoze 
he went himſelf again to battel, valf out of his mind: the bats 
tel was then fell and envenomed, and there was hard figbt⸗ 
ing. But to augment and encreaſe the ſozrow of this, Lao» 
medon, he found that bis fulk had the wozſe, and but little lift 
to fight. Dn the other fide, be ſaw the hozrible ſtrokes of the 
Greeks, ſo unmeaſurable, that his men were bzought out of 
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rank, and the arrays broken, and charged with ſuch ſtroktz 
ok their ſwozds, that rhe; turned back, and began to ie: when 
it came to tye diſcomſiture, Laomedon abode not with the laft, 
but entced into his City as hiſtiiy as he could. The Greeks 
purſued the Trojans geagerlp and ſo nigh, that they entred in 
wich them, with great effunon of Lived, Hercules was the firſt 
that won the Gate: and as foz rhe Greeks he was WPozter,and 
put in all them that were of his knowledge. Many Trojans 
pa ſſcd by the edge of his Swozd, and many fied a wap by the 
fields and buſhes. Ihen Laomecon ſaw that by fozce his Citp 
was taken, and bzouaht into the hands and governance of the 
Greeks, ſo;ediſcenfozted and all indeſpair,he took his daugh: 
ters Exione and Antigona, and his moſt pꝛecious Jewels and 
Gems, and ed away p21vily, thinking his enemies would 
wake there a great deſtruction and piilaging, as the? did: Foz 
when Hercules had put bis men within the City, be let them 
rob and pill. Thus the Trojans were perſecuted. the channels 
were tempered with their blood, the Youſes were beatendown, 
and the great riches were put into p2e/S : and ok all the goods 
of the City, thece was left nothing whole, but the Walace of 
Lion, whither the Ladies and the Pards were withdzawn. 
Hercules would in no wiſe deſtroy this alace, fozaſmuch ag 
the Ladies made to him a requeſt to ſpare it; Af this p2ize 
Hercules ſought Laomedon lung in the Walace of I!1on, and in 
ail places of the Cirp,but he copld hear no tedings of him, where: 
of he was ſozry, and when he bad beaten down the Wills that 
had been made with the money ef rhe Gods, be departed thence, 
and returned into Greece wit!) great glozp. And in thts viſe 
was Troy dtſtroped the firſt time. Whierefoze J will this 
now make an end of this firſt Bock, and begin the ſecond, 
there ſpall be ſhewed, how Troy ves reedified, and how tt 
was deſtrored the ſecund time. A hon Piiamus raiſed it, 
and made it azain. And in contimung the able Lahours of 
Hercules, now new begun. 


Thus endech the firſt Book of e D Fruction vf Troy. 
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CHAP. I. 


How H.rculcs fought againſt three Lions, in the Forreſt of Ne- 
nee: and how he flew them, and took their Skins, 


R the firſt Book is begun the Deeds of the puiſſant 
Gpant Hercules: bow he firft deſtroyed the Citp of 
EN [roy, and vanquiſhed the Bing L2omedon, after 
, — Aa vich Tonqueſt, be returned into Greece, where he 

remained a certain ſpace ot time, without doing any 
thing that is found in Hiſtozp. In which ſpace Juno (bearing 
inward malice againſt him) bethoughr how ſhe might wozk his 
downfail. And hearing that into the Foz reſt of Nemee were come 
Uons, agong other, one ſir teen foot high, that deſtroped all the 
Countres: Sir thought by eſe Lions to bing ber purpoſe 
about. And baning {air with Euriſteus, ſhe conc uded a pedce 
nlp to be acquainted with Hercules, and ſent foz him into 
Crect, ty confirm it. Euriftcus fulfilled her deſire, ond b2ought 
Hercules with him. The pace was made, Juno acquainting 
A 2 bec 
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per with Hercules, they came to ſpeak of the Lions of the $2, 
reſt of Nemee. And ſo much ſpake Juno, that ſhe ſaid to Her. 
cules, it were an act would gain him honour, to go to the $9, 
reſt of Nemee, and conquer thoſe Lions, Hercules thinking Jung 
counſelled him to affail the Lions foz his honour a p2ofit, he eq, 
terp2ized to go into the Fozreſt. Juno required him, that when 
be had vanquiſhed the Lions, be would return unto her. Hercy. 
les pʒomiſed her that he would. After that he departed fron 
Creet, and went into Thebes to ſee Megara, and to make his 
Parneſs and Arms ready. When the Ladies of Thebes knew 
that Hercules would go againft the Lions of Nemee, they all 
complained of his youth : and thought that he would dye there, 
foz the Lions were cruel and terrible. Megara above all other, 
was paſſing ſozrowful,and required the Ladies, that they would 
pꝛapEuriſteus, to keepHercules from going ſo dangerous a vopage, 
The Ladies accompliſhed the requeſt of Megara, and thought ta 
have bzoben the vopage of Hercules, by the means of Euriſteus. 
but thep could in no wiſe : Foz Hercules anſwered Euriſteus, and 
the Ladies, that it was the firſt enterpꝛize be had taken in hand 
at the requeſt of any bodp, and fv2 as much as the Queen Juno 
pad defired him to do if, he had intent to accompliſh it, by the 
pleaſure of God and Foztune. 

Hercules was great both of heart and courage, being exalted 
with honour, he had rather have dzed, than have done any thing 
whereof ſhauld follow any diſponour. When bis Arms were 
ready, he armed him. Taking leave of King Creon,Eurilleus, 
Amphitrion, of the Ladies and Gentlewomen, accompanied on- 
ly with Philotes, which wauld never leave him. De departed 
from Thebes, pꝛoceeding in bis journey, that be came unto the 
Foꝛreſt of Nemee, which ſtood not far from Argos. Jn appzoach: 
ing this Fozreſt, he went two days without finding Beaſts oz 
Men, at laſt found a Paſtoz o2 Y:rdſman named Melorcus, 
This Perdſman was mounted upon a great Tree. Mhen he 
ſaw Hercules entred into the Mod, he called to him, ſaying: 
Sir, pou are dead, if you go any farther, return quickly, fo: 
the fierce Lions will deſtrop vou: oz elſe come hither up to me. 
Hercules hearing the woꝛds of Melorcus, looked upon the Tre, 
and 
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and demanded what he was? Alas, ſaid the Paſtoz, Jam the 
poozeſt man of all other, the Lions of the Fozreſt, at theit com · 
ing have eaten a great Herd of Beaſts that J nouri ſbed here: 
befibes they have eaten all my Familp and men, and have de: 
voured all ſave me alone, which have by adventure, a great 
while ſaved mp (elf upon this Tree, where J eat nothing elſe but 
Leaves and Acozns, and dare not deſcend down, foz fear of thzee 


Lions which are here by, who will ſoon aſſail you unleſs pou de: 


part and flee, 

Tye Paſtoz firiiſbing his wozds, there came leaping out of a 
Bulbthe thzee Lions, and marched againſt Hercules,roaring and 
crping, opening their eyes with ſo great rage, as if they would 
pierce Hercules with their ſight. The great Lion came firſt, 
his hair ſtanding up, be was as high as an Elephant, and great 
after that pzopoztion,his head was twice as big as the head of a 
Bull. Hercules ſeeing them come, took his Swozd and Club that 
Philotes boze. Philotes, notwithſtanding his y2oweſs, was ſoze 
afraid, that he went on the Tree to the Perdſman. Hercules 
ſet his Club to the Tree, and betook him to his Swozd: the Li⸗ 
ons at the appꝛoach b2ayed in their thzoats. Hercules ſtruck one 
of them between the eyes, and kell'd him to the earth upon his 
buttocks, The great Lion thinking to have ſpzung upon Her- 
cules, and to have taken him in his Claws, made a terrible leap. 
W'ven Hercules ſaw his intent, be turned from him, and ſtruck 
ar the third Lion, which was light and nimble, and truck his 
Swozd right into his throat, that he reacht his heart, whatſo* 
ever reſiſtance be could make in biting the Swozd, and left it in 
his body in ſuch wiſe, that be fell dead to the earth. When the 
other Lions ſaw their fellow ſo uſed, they ſet their Claws on the 
earth, and howled cruelly, that it ſeemedThunder had ſpzang out 
of their ſtomachs. All the Fozreſt ſounded thereof. Hercules took 
his Swozd, and the two Lions appzoaching again, ran upon 
him with their Paws, hurting bim unmeaſurably, that lofing 
his Armour, their Nails entring into his fleſh, they drew them 
out all dyed with his blood. 

Hercules hab his heit ſoge tre:bled,. when he felt his wounds 

that the Lions had made : then pe lifred up his Swozd. and 
ſmote

ſwore vn one and other, but the great Lion bad his skin ſo hard, 
that bis Swozd might no moze enter therein, than it might on 
a great Bock. Typus began the battel of the Lions and Her- 
cules. The little Lion was eager and fierce, be lanching bim 
fozth oftentimes againſt Hercules, always thought to baue hurt 
bim with bis Tlaws, that cut like a Razz: but ye lanched ſo 
okten, that it was ſv bis diſadyantage, fos Hercules afrer many 
great firokes, divided from the body, bis right leg, very nigh 
the ſheulder, and ſtroke him down by the keet of the other Lion 
that jap dead. 

ven Hercules ſaw that he was delivered of the two evil 
Beats, and that he had to do with no moze but the great Lion, 
e began to have an hope of good foztune. Ye had then comfoz 
in bimfelf of the battel which was ſtrong to ſuſtain : the great 
Lion gaut bt great ſtrokes with his Paws, and put him okt 
times in Peril of death: but the Swozd of Hercules would ne: 
vor enter into the skin of the Beaſt, it was ſo hard. The Lion 
took bis S492d between his teeth and bis nails, that with great 
pain be pulled it lrom him. Finallp, when he had long fought 
with bis @wozd, and knew well that thereby he might raiſe no 
Wood of the Lion, be would a ſſap if the Club were to him moze 
mofitable. Then he took it, and the firſt time that the Lion 
came upon him, be gabe vim a ſtroke with bis Club on his 
mouth, that all the teeth baake and fell out befaze him. Tie 
Lion feeling the ſtroke. made a great and marbellous bowling, 
and lifting up his Paws.thought to babe pulicd down Hercules. 
But be fed the coming of the Lion: and the Lion fell to the 
urgund, with ferceneſs of running, and failing of Hercules, 


Ahen Hercules ſaw that be was fallen, be leaped upon him 


fozthwith eagerlo, and held bim with his hands about the thzoat 
lo faſt, that he v20ug?ht his Jaws out vr) ant, and making his 
eres Ay out of his bead, be flew him. 

In this Exploit Tercules fhewed a ſingular hardineſs, and 
incredible fozce: fox he ſtrangled with his hands a Lien, with 
the Skin ſo hard. that Sears n32 Swozds might nat do any 
harm, he put him ta death by wonderkul valour : and when be 
had (a done, pe {ent to the other that lived pet, and ail broke 
and 
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and toze him, ns if it had been a little Lamb. After be called 
Philotes to him, and the Perdſman, that were maryctious 
joyful and glad of ſo pigh a victezp. And Hercules found the 
manner bow to fiea the Lions, and took their skins by the belp 
of the Perdſman, When rhep had feaed chem it was night, 
Hercules demanded of the Berdſman, if were were ane houſe 
02 lodging thereby, where he might have accommodations? The 
Perdſ\man bzought him to his houſe, where they found pꝛo⸗ 
viſion of Meat and Drink, wherewith the good man feaſted Her- 
cules to his power, and he thought he was in Paradiſe. Thus 
Hercules paffed the dap and the night, and fozgot not to think 
on his wounds that were fell and ſmarted, ſo that he little flept 
that night. Yet notwithſtanding when the dap appeared, be 
took leave of the Derdſman and ſo departed, and cook his jour: 
nep to go into Creet, to ſhew unto Juno the thee Lions skins, 
and thank her foz her good advertiſement. 


CHAP, II. 
How Juno ſent Herewles into Egypt, to be ſlain of the Tyrant 
Buſire, and how Hercules ſlew the Tyrant, againſt the hope 
and will of Juno. , 


K Now about this time reigned in Egypt, Bing Bulire, Son 
cf the Queen of Lybia : and the Land of Egypt was d2y, 
not fertile, but barren. Buſire, to remedy this, called his Clerks, 
that held the Science of Zoroaſtes, and asked of them what be 
might do foz the health of his Realm? They asked counſel of 
the Gods; and had anſwer, that they muſt ſacrifice unto them 
mans blood. When Buſire (that naturally was evil, and had ne« 
ber done good) heard this anſwer, be begun to tyꝛannize moze 
and nto2e. And began firſt with his people, taking and plucking 
from the Mothers, their little Childzen,from Men their Wives, 
from Wives their Pusbands,burning and defiling the Temples 
with their bloed. Foz all theſe Pomicides and Slaugbters, the 
Dzought ceaſed not, but augmented moze. The Clerks demand: 
ed of the Gods the cauſe why they had no dews noz rain? They 
anſwered,that ther would not have the juſt blood of Egypt, but 
the 
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the ſtrange blood, that they ſpould take and ſacrifice thereof, The 
Gods by this anſwer, would have in ſacrifice the blood of Buſire, 
foz ve was a ſtranger to vertue and goodneſs, And the Clerks 
underſtood they would have the blood of ſtrangers. Buſire adver⸗ 
tiſcd of this anſwer, ceaſed to perſecute the blood of Egypt, and 
turned his Swo2zd upon the blood of ſirangers, and made an 
Edia, that no ſlranger ould enter into bis City, but ſhould be 
ſacrificed unto his Gods: in this manner he murtbered all the 
firangers ye could get. By this Edict many ſtrangers, both Ro, 
bles and others were ſacrificed, by the cruelty of Buſire. Amo 
others, one Pobleman ot Crect (of the Linage of Juno) perichcd 
in this miskoztune, by the Swozd of Buſire, The tydings came 
unts Creet, where was made great la mentation. As thep con- 
tinued their mourning, Hercules and Philotes came to Nueen 
Juno, and fonnd her overcharged with exceeding grief. At that 
time vere an hundzed Cities in Creet,and Ring jupiter abſented 
himſelf from Juno foz many reaſons. When as Hercules was 
returned to his Step mother Juno, pe reverenced her, ſbewing 
her the Skins ot the Lions that he had ſlain, and thanked her faz 
the high adventure (be admoni ſped him of. 

Tye curſed Step:mother foz the return of Hercules, was moze 
perplexed than befoze : yet ſþe feaſted Hercules, and made to him 
(faintly) the greateſt Chear that ſbe could, being about Dinner: 
time, ſbe made him to dine with her. As they ſate at Dinner (at. 
ter divers ſpeeches of the Lions) ſhe adviſed how ſþe mighr wozk 
the death of Hercules, and thought ſbe could not compaſs it bet: 
ter, than to ſend him to Egypt: And ta bzing it to paſs, ſþe 
changed the diſcourſe of the Lions, and ſaid to Hercules; pour 
coming again in ſafety, is to me moſt Joyful, foz that pour name 
ſball enjop perpetual Kenown among the moſt Wozthp and beft 
of the wozld,f62 you have atchieved many Cnterp213es : In pour 
Infancy pou made all the Wozld to wonder at the vicozy of the 
Serpents, by pou ſtrangled, After you made pour ſwozd to flou⸗ 
riſh in the Weſt parts of Phrigia, and now in Nemec. The Ad: 
venture of theſe exploits have gain'd you exc@ding honour, wher⸗ 
of Jam glad, foz each perſon ought to rtjopce in the well doing 
efanother,eſpecially ofa Noble man, and pzincipally ſuch a one 
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as laboureth to excel in balour, every perſon is bound to counſei 
him to bis bonour and welfare, dAyerefoze, fince it is ſo, that pe 
indea vour poi (elf from bay to dap, and ſrek perils of the Sta, 
and dangers of the earth, to overcome them: I #dvertiſe pou, 
thatinEgypt is a Tyrant, that lacrificeth all ũtrangets that come 
into hisCountrep, without reſer yingRable o2 baſe; So (Athink) 
iffoztune be ſtill favourable to pou, you; ſþall gain great honour 
to pont ſelf, and Paofit to all the Bations of the wozld, 
Padam, an[aered Hercules, Jam not, noz never in all my 
life, ſpall attain to ſuch an exceeding beigbt of honour as pe res 
pezt: notwithſtanding, fozaſmuchas Jhave great deſire to per · 
fozm adventures to the benefit of all Nationg, that they ſball 
concern. I promiſe you, and ſwear, that to mozrow without 
further delay, A will make all things in readineſs, to go into 
Egypt And A will never return again into my Countrey, uni 
ul the time tbat A bave-feen the Tyrant. If be lap band on 
me , to ſacrifice me, A have. intention be ſþall not without 
great ſtrozes. Juno bearing the enterpize of Hercules, rejoyced 
in her heart exceedingly. That day the paſſed in manp conte⸗ 
tences. Hercules took the skins of the Lyons, and delivered tbem 
to a certain wozkman, to make of them a garment in manner 
of Armour, to Arm him withal. Dn the mozrow he tok leave 
of his Step-motber, and departed from Creet, ſo journped on 
the wap with Philotes, (without finding any adventure woztbp 
the remembzance) on a day he came to the Gate of the Cite 
Memphis, in Egypt, where the Tyrant Buſire peld bis refi: 
dence. a 
pen Hercules was come nigh unto the Gate, he took his 
Club that Philotes bare, and entred himſelf into the City. 
had not been long there, noz far gone, but Buſire which was ad: 
vertiſed of his coming, came againſt him with his complices, 
without ſpeaking any wozd, ran upon him. Hercules was well 
appointed, foz be knew the Tyrant by his geſture and the fign 
that was told him: he lifted up his Club when pe ſaw him come, 
and as the Lyrant would have ſmitten bim with bis Swdzd, 
without any wozd ſpeaking; be ſtroke the Tyrant on the right 
ſide ſo vehemently, that not only 4 fell'd him to the garth, but 
allo 
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alſo all the ribs of his body were. baoken; that be could nee 
relieve him after. Tye Egyptians ſeeing Bufire overthzown 
ſome ran to relieve him, and the reſt afſatied Hercules. Then 
was all rye City in an uproar.. Hercules was jopful he had over: 
tyz2own rye Tyrant, and began to make the Egyptians ro know 
vis Club. Ye fiew many of them, aud the remnant he made to 
fg. Dis ſtrokes were ſo foacible; that che Complices of Buſire 
that were accuſtomed to ſped mens blood, had their dieod fed a 
broad, and could not remedp their miſchance, which was ſg 
great, that Hercules filled all the place with dead bodies; And 
afrer- a long battel, be kound himſelf alone, foz there was ng 
man ſo harvy thatburſt be ſeen befozevim. The people and the 
Commonaito of the Egyptians, minded nor the reſcue of their 
Ring. Men they ſaw him beaten, thep all hated him, and be: 
peid the Battel from far by verp great routs. UWyen Hercules 
had then laboured ſo much, that be found no man to fight with, 
vim, ye let down bx: Club and addreMd him untoa great com. 
pany of Egyptians that ftovd there, and aired them he would 
do nothing unto them, and asked what people they were that 
bad aſfailed bim? They anſwered him kneeling on their krices,] 
they were Men ilayers; Pangmen; and people of vicious and 
evil lite: that their Ring which be had frſt beaten down, was 
the wozſt of them all, and had purpoſed to put him to death as a 
ſtranger, to make Sicrifice unto the Gods. And they pꝛaped him 
to Sacrifice their ſaid Ring. | | 
Hercules granting their petition, acco2dediit unto the people; 
and took this curſed Tyrant Bulire,and voze him upon his ſpoul⸗- 
ders unto-the Temple, which the Egyptians ſbewed him. Aye 
kalſe Tyrant erped after help terribſy: but his cry availed him 
not. The Egyptlans tryed nato Hercules, ſacrifice, ſacrifice 
dim. When Hercules came into the Temple, he facrificed him, 
afrer he had ſhewed him his-curſed andevillife. And then when 
the fire was put unto the ſacrifice, it began to rain, and the 
great droughe betzan to fail: whereof the Egyptians were ſg 
jupful, that noneciuld expreſs. Thep did ſing p2aifes unto Hers 
cules, and bought bim and Philotes unto the ace, and confi: 
tuted Hercules Bing over them: but be refuſed, and oꝛdai ned 
T Judges 
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Judges to govern them. Then be returned unto Queen Juno, 
who had great ſozrow, and to Bing Creon who had great joy at 
the reyearſal of his good Foztune.

Huw Hercules eſpouſed Megara: and how he was made Knight 
in Thebes. 2 1 +40 7 . v9) wagel 


Uſt as the poung Wine, by the industry and labour of the Puſ+ 
bandman, growery in height, and his bougbs ſpzead abzoad 
full ot fruit: ſo Hercules labouring vertuouſly, grew in fruit of 
Bobleneſs : bis Wozks, vis Bzancyes, then began to ſpzout a: 
bzoad, and ſpzead from Kealm to Realm. | 
The ſecret conſpiracies of Juno, and per curſedenvies could 
not hurt noz diminiſh the vertue ol Hercules. '- The moze ſbe 
wought to harm him, the moze ſhe was the cauſe of his exaltati 
on. As he was puiſſant and ſtrong of body, he was yer moze ſtrong 
of vertue: foz vertue was (erin him, as the pzecious ſtone is in 
Gold, as the (weet ſmell is in the flower, as the rap of the Bun 
beam is in the Sun: Pe was beloved of Rings, Pzinces, La- 
dies, Gentlewomen, Fobles, and all others.eſpecially of Megara, 
the Daughter of King Creon. And verily ſbe was not deceived, 
foz Hercules loved her alſo,and was never hurt but he thought on 
her: Yet durſt neither of them ſpeak to other of this matter, they 
were aſþamed to diſcover that, whereby they had hope to have 
honour, and often they bewailed to themſelves deſwing the day 


they might take each other in marriage. 


Sd much they wilbed after that dap, till at laſt it tame. Foz 
on a mozning, as Hercules was gone into the. Mood to take a 
wild Beaſt, be remembzed him of his Lady, and began to ſpeak 
ts him ſofrip : Shall J be alwaps in pain? Shall mine heart 
never be eaſed, but always languiſh in Love? J ſee all men in 
great joy, with their Loves and Ladies, and A think never how 
to come td the point of oneonly, whom I have choſen above all 
other, J know not how to begin, J dare not ſpeak to her, noz A 
have not afſaped if ſhe would condeſcend: Shall A ſpeak to ber? 
JI know not well bow: Jf J T3 to her and oe refuſe = I 
. al 
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wall fall in deſpair, J all dye foz very grief of heart, I ſtan 
neuer after dare to comeinanp nobleaſſembly, if all ber friend 
were of one acco2d. to give her to me in marriage, and ſþe were 
not content and pleaſed, all were loſt. The moſt jeopardy is, to 
va ve her good will, feʒ withouther grace A can do nothing: then 
it is nece iſary that A ſeek ber good will, ſince it is ſo; foz if I ſiæp 
thus, 8 ſpeak not, J ſpali never atchieve, noz come to my 
purpolt. 

Hercules reſolute in his purpoſe, and enflamed with great de 
ure ot Love, came from the Mood, abandoned the Wild beaſt, 
and gave it over to come to Megara, thinking how and by what 
woꝛds he might came, and ſbew unto her that which lay on his 
veart. Be went ſo far, that be ca me to the Garden of the Way 
lace, where ſhe was with many Ladies and Gentlewomen. pe 
made to them reverence, until be eſpied the time that he might 
ſpeak to Megara, and he waxed ſo penfive that it is marvel: 
be intermitted nothing to confer with the Ladies, but therewith 
be dꝛew him apart into the Garden. pen the Ladies beheld 
vim lo penſive,divers of them came to him, and talked with him, 
to put bim kram his thoughts and penfiveneſs, but they could 
not, at laſi Megara came to bim. As ſoon as Hercules ſaw her 
come, he began to figh, and come againſt her. And ſþ: ſaid to 
bim, Hercules whp are pe ſo penſive ? Put awap from pou ſuch 
mele g hollp, and tell me of pour news J pzap : Lady (anſwered 
Hercules) I thank pou fo2 your gwd viſitation, ſince it plea ſeth 
bu to hear of my tidings, and to know them, J will tell youas 
part: Firſt, the cauſe why J am bzcu7ht into ſuch perplexed 
metanchollp as pou now ſee, is, by beholding pour perfections : 
koa as J went to the Wood to Bunt, the remembzance of pour 
right Noble Beauty, continually being in mine imagination, 
came unto me, and made me enter into a ſecret perplexitp, to 
wit; whetber J bauid always libe unrewarded of Love, and (if 
Adurſt ſap ſo to you ) Jhave ſet my heart and love wholly on 
you. Madam, this perplerity was great, but in tbe end J con 
ciuded to come unto pou, to know the concluſion of mp Foztune, 
whether it be life oz death: Being in this deliberation thinking 
bow J might ſpeed with vou) in this point and doubtfulneſs,

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your coming hath put me out of a great thought of peafiveneſs, 
foz J knew not better how to come to the point, to ſ peak ro peu 
apart (as J do at this pzeſent) than tv apply the matter in time, 
foz J ſap to pou in truth, that fince rye ume of mp Olympi- 
ades, JI bave defired pou night and dap, and at that time A (et 
my heart on pour ſervice, reſolving to lobe you foz ever. Wa. 
dam, I know very well, that J ba ve enterpaized a thing that A 
am not wozthyof : Notwithſtanding, 4 continue at pour mer- 
cy, and require that you will be pleaſed to rececve me into pour 
favour, in ſuch wiſe, that Þoztiy we may appoint our Ruptial 


a Megara underſtood the wozds of yer love Hercules, (be 
cejopced in ber heart exceedingly, and received great comfozt 3 
notwithſtand ing ſbe wasabaſbed, being ſpamefac ' d, te anſwered 
thus. Alas Hercules, by what faz tune am A oadained to be be. 
loved of ſo wozthy a Gentleman? Your excefſive pzoweſs,your 
glozious labozs,vour reſplendant virtues are of ſuch value. that 
pou are woʒ thy to have to (Wife, the moſt beautiful Lady in the 
wozld. UUith tveſe wozds, the Gentlewomen came to them, 
and ſaid unto Megara, that it was time to wiſhdzaw her to din · 
ner, which b2ake off their diſco ur le. Megara ſozrowful of haſto 
departing, tbat ſhe might not atchieve ber purpoſe, by conſtraint 
took leave of Hercules. and went into the Pall, full fed with love 
and Hercules remained in tbe Garden,)opful of the ſweet anſwer 
he vad received. 

MUven tye Ladies bad left Hercules in the Garden, he a ſſem. 
bied Euriſteus and Amphitrion, and ſaid to them be had a great 
defire ta ve married, aud pzayed them to go to Bing Creon, to 
know if be e ive bim bis Daughter Megara, They ſpake 
to King Creow r this marriage: The King heard them ſpeak 
rig t gabe f ee matter pleaſed bim: and be anſwered, that 


be mb better beſtow his Daughter, than to the moſt 
chi 16 z021d Hercules, whom he loved as his own 
n 'v vatiant and Noble, and bad no fellow like 
unte r ntent to give fo him bis daughter,and with 


be- demand. Euriſleus and Amphitrion,tbanked 
11,444 .ieulis anſcer. Megara and Hercules were: 
| ſcat 
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ſent foz, the King made them betroth each other, with great j 
ot both parties. After ward in pꝛoceſs of time, the day of then 
eſpouſals was celebzated with tryumpb, þonour, and jop. And 
then they lap together without moze ado, and lived together 
right honeſtip. | 
After the ſalemnity of this marriage, Hercules came to Ring 
Creon, and deſired ve would beſtow upon him the Honour of 
'UBnighrhood, fozaſmnch as the Robles of the enim of Icony 
were come unto him, and with a general conſent, vad choſen him 
to be Ring of their City, foz his good renown. King Creon (jop 
ful of that) anſwered, wat he would accomplith his defire : but 
would that it would be done at a certain day afſigned, ſaping, 
that rhen he would make a noble Feaft, where men (bould Juſt, 
and Tourney, and that he would cauſe to come thither all the 
Rings and]2inces of Greece. Hercules accozded and agreed, an 
the Ring ſent his meſſengers unto all the Rings of Greece, and 
p2ayed them to be pꝛeſent at the Bnighting of a Noble:may, 
that ſbould holda ſolemn ſpozt,at a day named and appointed, to 
anſwer all them that ſhall come to the Juſts. The renown of 
this Feaſt, was bozn unto all the Kingdoms of Greece: The 
p20viſion and D2dinance was great in Thebes, one and other 
diſpoſed them to be there; the time paſſed and the dap came, ma 
ny a Ring and Unight was come at the time to Thebes. The · 
ſeus and Jaſon the Sons of Ring Elon, was there amongſt the 
reſt.Tye Kings made a great ſtir,and pompous ſbews about ten 
of the Clock befoze noon. The King Creon went into the place 
that was oꝛdained foz the Juſts. At a coner in the ſame place 
there was a Tent, in which was Hercules all alone: At that 
time the Ladies and Gentlewomen mounted upon the Scaffolds 
e Juſters came into the place, and no man knew oz wiſt who 
Would be this new Knight. When Ring Creon ſaw the Knights 
were in onall ſides, and theLadies were ſeated on the Scaffolds, 
be ſent foz Hercules, and made him Knight after their Statutes; 
Then Hercules mounted upon bis Pozſe, took his Spear and 
Shield and challenged them that were there, that each man 
would do his devopze. Then one and other that defired to win 
bonour,took their Spears and ran againſt Hercules, and began a 
Juſt- 
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Juſting that was pot and ſharp ;. their Spears were Crong, and, 
make not eaſily, bur they met ottentimes, and ſome were over: 
thzown and ſiruck off their Bozſes. Thep that might not Juſt: 
againſt Hercules, alailed each other like to like, 

Jaſon and Theſcus juſied often againſt Hercules, and Pyro» 
thus, Son of Bing I Won likewiſe : All bare themſclves vali: 
antly, notwithſtanding Hercules above all men, no manccu'd a: 
kide his irokes, but be bare them all donn except Jaſon, which 
eacountred him divers times, and ga ve him great ſtrokes. Her» 
cules bare down Theſcus to the earth, and Pyrothus, and nigh fit 
tyfirong Anigpts. Pe did ſbew ſo much valour, that nu man a» 
bode in the place, but Jaſon and he, then be ceaſed the Juſts, foz 
the valour that Hercules found in Jaſon, be ever after had a ſpe» 
dal lo ve to bim, and took acquaintance of him, and made him 
gieat cyear. At the end of the juſting, Unights, Ladies, and Gen» 
tlewomen went ta the Walace, there was Hercules made Rnight 
of lcony. The feaſt was verp rich, moze than I can rehearſe, the 
rangers were higulp feaſted, and thanked, M en all the feaſt 
was ended, with hunvur and glory of Hercules, there was no moze 
to do, wyeceof any memozp is fo ſpeak. Pyrothus pzared them 
that were there, to be ar his @edding in Theſlalonica, at a cer⸗ 
tain dap named, each man pzumiſed him to go thither. Eyecry 
ue took leave ot Hercules when time u as come ofdeparting e ch 
man returned into his Countreo, and tics could not marvel ez 
nough at the glozy abounding, and like lp to abound in Hercules, 
which was courteaus and humble, not pꝛoud fox the grace that 
he had in tempozal honour, Be was ſo vertuous, that he was not 
the moze high minded therefoze, noz exalted himſelf, but the. 
moze merk, and ſubmitted himſeik. 


CHAP. IV. * 

How the Centaures raviſhed Hypadamia at the Wedding of Pyro- 

ther, and how Hi reules recovered her again, and vauquiſhed 
the Centaures in battel. 


To continue aur matter, when Hercule, .« the dap of the 
*-Wedding of Pyrothus appacuch, ye diſgo.7v pim to go this 
fuer 
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tyer by ſpaceof time, and took Philoves with him, and at aſſ ad. 
venture took with him vis Armour of the skin of the Lien eg 
Megara ſaw bim depart, ſhe was ſoze troubled foz bis de artmg, 
and moze foz that be took his Armour with him, fo, u en uy, 
if Hercules heard of any great exploit, he would go tuither, and 
aſap himſelk againſt it. Mich great ſighs ſþe lone after him, 
as far as ſbe might,p2aping to the Gods, that rye, woulo bzing 
bim ſhoztly again. Hercules and Philotes went fvzth into the 
Countrey,and haſted on their journey as much as theo could,uns 
til thep came into Theſſalonica, where theo were received with 
greatjopof Pyrothus and his friends. They found there a verp 
great aſſembly of Noble men, Ladies and Genc:ewomen, The- 
(cus and Jaſon were there. The friends of J ſon deſired that he 
wauld be made Knight, wherefoze theo pzelented bim to Her- 
cules, who gave him the ozder of Anigythood. And Hercules 
ſaid, be had ſeen in him a good beginning of a Noble man, and if 
ve map live, be ſball attain to things bigh and noble. Among o⸗ 
ther things, the Wedding day came, the Tito was full of Kg: 
bles, and the Centaures were there, they were an hundred Gy: 
ants armed, that ran as the wind, which Ring Ixion had got in 
Theſſaly, of whom ſome dwelt in Moloſle, and other in Aphure 
a Cito of Epyte, Hypodamia the Mueen thereof, was the La: 
dy and Bzide of the Wedding. There were come many Kings 
and W2inces, of whom Jhave not the names: The Nueen Hy- 
podamia and Pyrothus were married together, after their Lac. 
When the time of the dinner was come, they (er the Lady in the 
all, where a general feaſt was made. At this feaſt all the com. 
ers were amply ſerved with all manner of wines and meats, e. 
ſpecially the Centaures made paſſing good chear, and drank ( 
much wine, that the chief Captain named Euricus, and ſome of 
the other, had wo2ds together, and troubled the feaſt. Then they 
fought together, and caſt ar each other, pots, platters, wine and 
meat, ſo that many were ſlain. Then was there a great noiſe 
in theÞall.Euricus and fifty of his Gpants iſſned out ofthe pꝛeſs, 
and went to fetch their Armour: And being armed, tbey entred 
the Pall, and not content with the trouble they had made (albeit 
Hercules and others endeavoured to appeaſe them, that flew each 
other) 
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other (they toon uren Hypodamia and rayiiled her, then fied: 
Wyen the Ladies ſaw this outrage, they crped out. Toe frap 
was ſo great, that Hercules, Jaſon, Pyrothus, and Theſeus, ran 
unto them, and when thep knew that rye Centaures had taui ſbed 
the Lade, they went pꝛeſentip and armed them. 

Hercules put dn the sin of the Lyon, and took his Swoad, his 
bow. and his arrows, and went after chcGponts, without ſtaping 
foz any ofyer company. They were placed under a Tree, and 
there trained them in batrel ray, becauſe they knew, the firſt 
that would come after them would be Hercules. They hated bim 
ſecretly, and envicd his glozy, and they Cwaze the death of bim. 
At that time when they were in theſe terms, Euticus eſpred 
Hercules a far off, and ſhewed him unto his company, Be was ail 
alone. and came nota tow pace like a man, but ran as nimbly 
as a Hart in the Aaller, he ſeemed to fipin the air. The ſwift⸗ 
neſs of Hercules, frigbted not the Centaurcs, oz they were a bout 
keurſcoꝛe. and were all of great caurage:They took their Spears 
Poleaxes, Scoꝛds, and other Mea pons, and ſome of the ſtrong⸗ 
eſt went againſt Hercules: But as ſoon as he was come ſs nigb as 
to ſhoot at them, he bent his bow, and with an arrow more a 
Centaure named Grincus, ſe that the arrow faſtned his bead to a 
Tree, with the ſecond arrow he ſmote another Goant named Pe- 
treus in the bzcaſt,th2ough bis Armour quite through his body, 
with the third be bit Dorillus a terrible Gyant, and nailed his 
hand to his face, of which ſtroke he dyed. 

He (hot many moze Arrows,as}ong as be had and, and he ſbat 
none. but with it he burt oz ſlew one or other of the Gpants,when 
his that failed, the Grants being grieved foz the death of thelr 
fellows by the ſhot and ſtrong hand of Hercules, they ran upen 
bim, and environed him on all fides. Siſacus, Ne ſſus, Lincus, Sti- 
lo, Lodeuin and Piſeus, were the firſt that ſmote upon Hercu- 
les with their {wozds, then he took bis ſwozd, and came againſt 
Pheotones, that had an Are, ſo qreat, that it was an o2dinars» 
mans burden. Pheot ones p:eſently lit up bis Axe, and cbougbr 


te have ſmitten Hercules, but be knowing enough of the Mar. 


turned him from the ftroke, ſo that the Are fell to the ground 
then Hercules caught the Are, = plucked it out of his hands, 
Z any 
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und fozths ith gave him a ſtreke weich it, that be ſmote off his 
_ right armat the ſhoulder. 

Typus began rhe batrel of Hercules with the Centaures, Jy 
ton and Thecus came to the battel, and well pꝛobed their pouch. 
Foz tu encourage the other, Hercules thauſt himſelf among the 
Gypants, and ſv wzounbt with the Axe, that chey curſed Phebto. 
nes tha t bzongyr it thither, and beating down ail befoze them, 
Herculcs began to ſeek foz Hypodamia, and found ber nigh to 
Euricus. Then he ſpake to Euricus, and ſaid, thou evil glutton, 
thou haſt tbis day troubled the Feaſt, and ſtoln the Lady of mp 
friend Pyrothus, and now J will trouble thy ſpirit, with this he 
up with vis Axe, and ſmote Euricus on the head, that he fell dead 
to the great griek of all the other Giants, foz bebolding rye Are 
d ed with the blood of Euricus their Captain, theo were all aba: 
{2d : Then began Hercules to ſmite moze and moze upon the 
Gpants, there was none then ſo reſolute but was afraid, noz ſq 
hardy but began to hide himſelf, his ſtrokes were not to be bozn, 
be put all his enemies to flight : Finally with the help of Jaſon, 
Theleus and Pyrothus, that were marvellous valiant, they van: 
qui ſbed and chaſed them to a river, where twelve of them ſaved 
themſelves by ſwimming over, and all the reſtwere flain,ſave on: 
ly Lincus that Herculcs held pʒi ſoner, becauſe he P2aped foz mer. 
cę, and pielded to him. Thus were the Centaures de ſtroped. moze 
by the hand and ſtrengtb of Hercules, than byany other: M en 
he had cleared the place of all the Centaures, he and bis fellows 
returned to Hypodamia, and bzought ber again to the Ciro with 
yu triumph. The Ladies rejopced foz the recovery of Hypo- 

amia, and renewed again the Feaſt, that endured afterwards 
eight daps, very great and ſumptuous- 


CHAP. V. 
How Pluto raviſhed Proſerpina,and how Orpbeut went for her to 
Hell:how Queen Ceres came to the wedding ofPyrotus,and how 
Tbeſexs and Pyrotus tought with Cerberus the Porter of Hell. 


AT this time, a little befoze the Wedding of Pyrothus, Plu- 
to the Ring of Moloflc, Son of Saturn, and Bother of Ju» 
pitex 
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piter ſailed by Sea, ſeeking adventures, ſo long be ſailed that be 
arrived in Sicil, and found there nigh to the water ſive, a verp 
great aſembly of Sicilians, that allowed the feaſt of their gods. 
pen Pluto ſaw this feaſt, be armed mente of his companp 
under their robes, and went in this manner to ſer be feaſt, and 
trp if he could nnd any bote. This Pluto was the greattſt thief, 
and the molt leacherous man in the wozld, and had with bim a 
Gyant named Cerberus, enongb lihe unto Pluto in condition and 
courage, but he was moze ſtrong and puiſſant of bodp, all the o. 
ther were great as pants, and pad learned nothing but to pꝛa- 
iſe miſchief, and could do nothing elſe. 

Myen theSiciliavs ſaw Plutocome and his fellows, they ſup: 
poſed it had been ſome of their neighbours that came to ſee their 
plays, and ſpozts,fozafmuch as they came cloathed in their gar⸗ 
ments, and ſaw none of their Armour az harnels, and they fozced 
them to ſing and dance, but their Songs and Dances did not con: 
tinue long, tos in coming to them, King Pluto caſt bis epe aſide, 
and ſaw the ueen of that Countrey, that bebeld the ſeaſt. and by 
her, her Daughter that made a Garland of flowers: The Po: 
ther was named Ceres, and the Daughter was called Proſerpi- 
na and was married to a Nobleman, named Orpheus, that ſate 
by her and played ona Yarp : this Proſerpina was marvellous 
fair. And anon, as Pluto had (een her, he deſired and coveted her 
and advertiſed his folk ſecretly of her, and after came nigh unto 
ber, that be [et his hands on her, and laid her on his back, and 
bare her away. 

Wyen Orpheus and Ceres ſaw Proſerpina taken away, thep 
crped out pitifully unto Pluto; with this crp the Sicilians left 
their feaſt, and ranafter Pluto in great numbers, Pen and Wo« 
men, boping to have reſcued Proſerpina. But when Cerberus and 
bis companions ſaw the ypzoar, they dꝛew their Swozds, and 
ſwewed their weapons, and ſmote upon them that app2oached 
them, ſlaping them abundantly, thep retired, and went unto the 
Pozr, in deſpight of the Sicilians and Orpheus. They guided 
Pluto to his ſhip, and aftez thep diſanchozed, and carrped awap 
Proſerpina. The Sicilians were then unpzovided of arms, and 
could not withſtand the taking away of Proferpina, At the de · 

C 2 parting 
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parting from theiBozr,was made a moſt ſparp la mente tion. Pro. 
ſerpina wegt on the one ſide moſt pitifullys Ceres on the o ther 
„de, with the S:cihans made nv [ſcarcity of rears, Orpheus also 
faiied not ta furni; his rears with deep ugs, foz he loved Pro. 
icrpina, and ſhe loved him as weil. At there departing their 
hearts were baowght toa grtudus diſtreſs, with lo great anguiſb 
that Proletpina fell dawn in a ſwound, and Orpheus ra piſhed 
toith anger, that he returned to his daſace, when he had luſt the 
tight of Proſerpina, and kept himſelf cleſe in his chambec, with: 
vil ſpraking to ain Ive dafs. 

At the end of to daps Ceres came to vifit Orpheus, that 
would neither eat no2 Dink, and (ard unto him, the knew well 
me ravilber of ber daughter, that it was Pluto Ring of Molofie, 
und that he dwelt in a part of Theſſaly, in a lom baſe City, cat; 
feb Hell, fozaſmurch as in this Iſie, Bing Pluto and vis fei ivres 
did ſo much harm that tbey were compared tu D2 2ils,amd cheic 
Tito named Hell, When Orpheus underſtood chat Proferpina 
was in Hell, he took a little hope in himſelf, and ate and d2ank, 


and made a dow he would never reſt in peace until he had been 


in Hell to [ce Proſerpina. | 

Qfrer be had eaten, he ſent his Mariners and bade them make 
read? a Ship: Men the Ship was furniſhed (akter leave ta- 
ken of Tuten Ceres ) in diſguiſed habit be entred into the Ship 
with his Harp, and made his Mariners to ſail fozth on the Bea, 
in ſuch wil? that he arrived at one of the ots ef Thefl3ly,Or- 
p 1cus went there en Land, and commanded his Pariners that 
they ſhould abide foꝛ him in that place, till a certain time bo him 
appointed. He beparted and went from Countro to Countre, £3 
long till he came to the Gate ot Hell, which Cerberus kept, there 
he began to play on his Harp moſt melodiorf} 1. 

Myhen Cerberus heard the Muſical ſound af the Parp, he lifts 
Ed 119 his curied head, and came cut of the Gate, to know vo he 
was that plaped ſo melodiouſię? And by the ſe und of the Parp 
he formd Orpheus; and thinking that Pluto wauld glad!» bear 
him, (to rejoyce Profſ-rpina that always wept) pe tao uſed him ta 
enter into the Ctto, and bzought him befoze the Ning. Orpheus 
then began to plap again on his Harp. Myhen Ring Pluto heard 
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him, he took great pleaſure therein,and ſo did all they that were 
there. Then Pluto ſent foz Frolerpina, when ſþe was come and 
heard him play with bis Parp, ſße knew ic was her Pusband, 
then wos ſhe ze aba ſped, wheceas ſbe hab wept ſoze befaze, (be 
kept much moze now. Pluto wes ſozry for rhe grief of Proſer- 

ma, and ſaid to Orpheus, if he could play with his Harp ſo us 
the Lad? ſbould ceale ber weeping, be would grve him what be 
ſhould ask of him. Orpheus pꝛomiſed him that he would, and 
Plu:o [rare tu him, that be would keep his pꝛomiſe, if he did ſe. 
Then O-picus tuned his Yarp, and played divers Songs (o 
wie tip, the infernal Cerberus, and many other fell sfeep, and 
P:olerpina, V2 means of certain frans and tokens that Orpheus 
made with bis eges, ceaſed bee wreprng. 

A en Pluto aw Proſcrpina ceaſe her weeping, be was right 
jopous be then a wehe Cerberus and the other that ſiepr, and ſard 
u Opheus he had well Parped, that no man could do better: 
and thit be (bond demand ſomething, and he w3tild give it him 
without fail. Orpheus hearing the wozds of Pluto, had great 
verpierito in bimſtit to know what be ſpould demand in the end 
he ſaid to him, Sir, J am Orpheus the Husband of this Lady, 
and fo2 her love J have enterparzed fo come hither in this caſe, 
now J pdp you that ppu will render ber again co me, that { 
may bʒing her again fo her mother that dieth fox ſozrow. zen 
pluto had heard the requeſt hat Orpheus made, be mes all &: 
mazedat the hardineſs that he had ſhewed: Yowbeir, be (aid to 
tim, Orpheus, pou have demanded Proſerpina, ſhe is the Lady 
that J moſt love in all the Adozld: Reserthelels, ta accom⸗ 
pliſy my pꝛomiſe that habe made unto pou take her, upon con 
dition that vau bzing ber out of this City without looking behind 
yu; and if it happen that pou cence look behind you, pe (þ111 loſe 
her. At this anſwer Orpheus was content, and it ſeemed to him 
that bis wife was as gaod as recovered again, he and Proſerpina 
paſſed over that night in good hope. Cen mozning was come, 
pluto delivered Proſerpina to Orpheus, upon condition befoze re: 
bearſed. Me and his Wife took lea ve of Ning Pluto, and thank 
d him: Akter they went on their way, but he bad uat gone halt 
way to the gate, but he looked pꝛioilp be und him, to fee ik an» 

man 
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man followed him, and there he found Cerberus at his heels, that 
took awap his Wife from pim, and delivered her agaiu unto tue 


ing. 

Orpheus ſeeing by this unhappineſs he had ſt his Wife, he, 
gan to curſe the day that he was born and pe tv. lowed after yer, 
and began again to Parp, and offered great gifts to recover her 
again, but it was ſaid to him he ſhould never vba be her again, am 
aiſo, that if he had uſed the fears of arms, as he had the ſtringg 
ofyis Harp, ye ſhould have died. CWith this cencluſton Orphe. 
us departed from Hell, full of ſozrov, and returned into Sici, 
unto Queen Ceres, teliing her his adoenture. The Queen being 
aſſured that her Paughter was in Hell, and being advertiſed 
that in Theſſaly ſhould be allowed the Feaſt of the wedding of 
Pyrothus: where were many Knights of great fame, ſþe went 
to the Sea, and came fitly to Theſſalonica. while the feaſt en: 
dured. In appzoaching the City, on an afternoon Pyrothus and 
Theſcus were in the field, they met her. Per attendance was 
great. Theſcus and Pyrothus ſaluted her. and {be ſaluted them 
again, and asked them the eſtate of the feaſt of tbe Wedding, 
They told, and recounted her all. After (þe demanded of them 
if there were no Knights of great name, and bigh enterpaiſes; 
when thep underſtood that ſhe enquired ſo far, the? would know 
what ſbe was, and demanded her name? Jam (ſaid the ) the 
Lady Ceres of Sicil. Then ſpake Theſeus and ſaid, Madam, pou 
are welcome,foz what occaſion demand pou if in the feaſt be any 
Knights of Entezpzize? A can tell pou that there be, nvtwith: 
ſtandigg J do wiſþyou, and alſo require, that you declare unto 

us the cauſe why you þave thus demanded ? 
Hir (aid the Lady) fince it pleaſeth you to enquire of mpe: 
ſtate ſo far: Know you foz certain that J have made my demand, 
fozaſmuch as Pluto Ring of Hell, hath raviſþed my Daughter 
Proſerpina, by which Jam burt unto death. And J would glad 
ly find ſome Knight that of þis courteſie would employ him to 
get ber again, and aſfail the curſed Tyrant: who A pꝛap God 
may be damned everlaſtingly foz bis demerits. Wherefoze J 
pꝛap pou if pou know any that will be merciful to me, that it 
pleaſe pou foz charity to direct me unto him. Madam (Ry 


. ew of as ec wry oo cn FP CE ww we a .

5 Theſeus ) be pou no moze inquiſitive to find ſuch a Anigut 
as pou ſcek : foz in the favour of all Ladies, J will be pour 
znigbt in this MA nk, and pꝛomiſe you upon mine honour, that 
I will tranſpozt me into Hell. And Ring Pluto ſpall nevec 
have peace with me until the time pe bath reſtozed pour 
Daugpter. 

Wyen Pyrothus heard the enterpzize of Theſcus, be began to 
hzeak off his wozds, and (aid ro him, Pp Bzother, what think 
you fo do, when pou enterpꝛize to go into Hell? Bon know not 
the bounds, noz the ſcituation of that place. Hell ſtandeth be⸗ 
hind the Inner Sea, between Mountains and Rocks, ſo nigh, 
wat the Citizens therein be in continual darkneſs and ſþ4dow : 
and the entry is ſo difficult, that it is impoſſible to come within 
the City, unleſs the Pozter conſent : Foz here befozetime,many 
have gone thitber, that be there left and abiding : theregoeth no 
man fhither that ever cometh again. It is right an bell, and 
tach man nameth it Hell, as well foz the ſcituation thereof in ſo 
dark and unlightſome a place, as foz the inhumanito and ter» 
ribleneſs of theJnhabitants that wait to do evil to all the wozld, 
Theſeus anſtrered unto Pyrothus,and ſaid: There is nothing im · 
poſſible unto a valiant beart. 

King Pluto is cruel and ſtrong, his folk and people ty2zannous., 
Pis City ſtandeth in a Countrey environed with moztal perils, 
Katwiryſtanding ſurely the doubt and fear of theſe things, ſhall 
never daunt my courage, but that J will da my endeavour to 
achieve this enterpꝛize, and will perfozm mp pꝛomiſe, oz will 
have rep2oach of all Knights. Foz a man to keep bis own hanoz, 
ouabt not to doubt anp peril whatſoever it Would be. 

When Pyrothus had heard the noble anſwer of Theſeus, he 
allowed it greatip and ſaid unto him, that bis wozds were to 
bim ſo acceptable, that he would hold him company in this ad» 
venture. The Queen Ceres thanked the two Unights : ſo they 
bzought her into the City, and to the Palace, ſde being there 
rectived and feaſted. The ſtealing away of her Daughter was 
told and the enterpzize of the two Knights.By the repozt of this 
adventure, and the enterpaize that Theſeus and Pyrothus had 
made, all rhe feaſt was troubled again on anew. Among all o- 

ther 
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ther Hypodamia confdering that her Yusband that was { 
newly married unto ber would go in this perilious vopage of 
Hell, yer eges began to werp, and would receive no comkaz 
unto her heart. The feaſt ended in great ſoarow, Jaſon and Her. 
cules would gladip have gone with Theſeus and Pyrothus, and 
ſoake theteot᷑ to them, but they would not Tuſfer'them, Then 
departed Hercules, andentred iuto a Ship, as if he would hate 
gene into his Countrey: each man likewiſe departed, and The. 
feus and Pyrothus took their way fo go unto Hell, And thena: 
bout their departing, whereof Hercules was advertiſed, Hercu- 
les made foz to direc his ſhip unto the mar ſhes of Hell, and there 
went a land alone, concluding in bimſelf that he would go after 
Pyrothus and Theſeus his lopal and true fellows, and gave Phi. 
lotes Charge to ding Lincus unto Thebes, and put him there 
in ziſon until bis coming again. After he departed and Phi. 
lotes ſhipped in the Sea, where he had a dolozeus adventure ag 
ſhall be ſaid hereafrer. But ai this time J muſt ceale ſpeaking 
of that matter, and will reco unt of Hercules how be went into 
Hell. 


CHAP. VL 
How Hercules found Pyrothus dead at the Gate of Hell, and The. 
ſens in danger: and how Hercules vanquiſhed Cerberus : and 
how he reſcued Proſerpiua trom Pluto. 


N this place it ought to be ſpoken, that when Theſeus and 
I Pyrochus were departed from Theſſilonica, to trp if thep 
could recover the fair Lady Proſerpina: theg triveled ſo much 
that by their diligence in wWoazt time they arrived in the Walley 
where was Proſerpina, full of fin and curſedneſs. Pyrothus 
that knew the Countrey,feund the direct way that went into the 
Cityzand entred firſt therein. This wap was fo ſtrait, tpat there 
could but one at once go neither on the right fide noꝛ on the left, 
the Rocks were ſo high, that no man might go on either ſide. 
Mhyen they had paſſed this way, they found a Rock that was cut 
into ſtatrs, hewed out with Chizels. Then they ſaw beneath 
them Hell, a Citę ſtrongly environed with waters that fell 
b2wn 
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down fearfully from the Rocks, and made a terrible roaring : 

2 they fell from bigh into a low vault inthe earth. This Cite 
was incloſed with Pountains. A verp Pell, paving no moze but 
one Gate: then to come down to the Gate, Pyrothus and The- 
ſeus deſcended down by the ſtairs made inthe Nock. In the de⸗ 
ſcending, ſuddenly theo ſaw come out of the Gate, a marveilous 
great Gpant, that pad an head marvellouſly miſ-ſhapen, fierce, 
black and ugly. Pe pad his noſe high and wide, bis chin long, 
dis teeth 8s great as Yozſe teeth, bis eyes like unto an Dre, bis 
ears hanging like a hound, bis ſþoulders large and bzoad, bis 
belip ſwoln , his legs and tbighs were ſtrongly boned and 
mighty. This terrible Gyant was Cerberus,whereof is touched 
bekoze. 

The Poets named him the hound with thzee heads, conſider 
ing bis grievous and unhappp living, which is compared unto 
tbzte ſingular vices : fo wit, to Pzide, Avarice and Letchery. 
By Pzide, be glozified himſelf, and exalted him above all the 
men in the wozld, with bis ſtrength, be was lo ſtrong that no 
man could withſtand him. By Avarice and covetouſneſs, pe 
had an appetite inſatiable to gather treaſures together, and tare 
awap all that ye could find. By Luxury, there was no man li⸗ 
ving of moze foul life than he was: foz he had never done other 
hing in all his life, than defile and raviſh women and Daidens, 
Ladies and Gentlewomen, ſo the Poets rightly named him an 
hound with thzee beads, foz be was foul, as a hound that livetb 
in multiplication of ſins, and taketh therein his felicity. When 
Theſeus and Pyrothus had eſpzed this Cerberus come unto them, 


+ all armed, making the wheel in marching pꝛoudlp unto them. 


Pyrothus ſaid to Theſeus, mp Bother, bebold what enemythis 
is, be that putteth him inſuch perils foz the love of Ladies, ſet- 
tech but little by bis life. Jt behoveth us now to live 92 dye, let 
us now atc hie ve joyouſly our enterpaize, to the end that you man 
not think but that J bad rather dye than have repzoach, 4 will 
be the firſt that ſþall begin the battel. Theſeus had no ſpace noz 
leiſure to anſwer, foz Cerberus came to them, and called to 
them,ſaping : what ſeek theſe fellows in Hell? We come (ſain 
Theſeus) to ſeek Proſerpin * Pluto hath taken away from 


the 
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the NteenCeres. Me will never return into our Country, un; 
til the time we bzing ber with us. Truly (ſaid Cerberus) if py 
ill return into yourCountry,you ſhall render againÞroſc rping, 
but J will fozbid pou the return. And this day J will pzeſent un, 
. to'Proſerpina,mp Swoad dyed in pour blood, and here pvu ſþall be 
buried: you ſþall never ſee Proſerpina, no2 come no nearer then 
you be now. With theſe wozds be likted up his (wozd,and gaye 
ſo great a ſtroke at Theſcus upon his ſhield, that he did bear away 
an half quarter of it. 

MhenPyrothus law his fellow ſmitten, be took his ſwoꝛd and 
ſmote Cerberus on the ene ſide, and Theſcus on the other ſide, 
and they gave him two very great ſtrokes, that they made Cer- 
berus to be chafed ſo ſoze, that pe began the battel unmeaſy; 
rably, that he bzake their Shields and Parneſs, and alſo made 
bis ſwoꝛd to be dyed with their noble blood, as he had befoze laid. 
The battel was hard and m9zral at the beginning. Theſcus and 
Pyrothus received manp wounds by eager ſtrokes, their Arms 
were all behewn and broken. The battel endured verp long, and 
Pyrothus behaved himſelf very well: but Cerberus ſmote upon 
bim ſo unmeaſurably, that after many wounds given to him, 
he bꝛake his helm, and cleaved his head into two pieces unto the 
ſtomach. 

When Theſcus ſaw his fellow dye, he ſtruck Cerberus ſo ficrce: 
ly that he made him ſtagger, and go back two paces, Cerberus 
would have avenged him ok his ſtroke, and ſmote Theſcus ſo that 
if the noble Rnight had not turned back, Cerberus had ſmitten 
bim unto death. This ſtroke of Cerberus fell to the earth and en. 
tred therein, and Theſeus ſmote again upon his enemy, which be: 
gan to roar like an old Lion, and ſtruck Theſeus ſo fiercely with 
vis woꝛd, that he bꝛoke his ſhield, and ſo bzuiſed his helm. that 
ve was aſtoniſhed at the ſtroke. But alwaps Theſeus abede in the 
place:and then Cerberus would have bꝛought bim to deſtruction, 
following the evil adventure of Pyrothus, if Foztune had not 
bzought Hercules thither, who came ſo fitlp to reſcue Theſcus 
that be knew not elſe how to ſave himſelf. 

At this point when Theſeus was ſoaſtoniÞed, Herculcs that 
was departed from the ſea (as is ſaid) came to the ſtairs that 
were 
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nere cut in the Rock, and behelding Theſeus all covered with 
blood, and Pyrothus dead, be began to deſcend down, crying to 
Theſcus that he ſbould not be afraid.

Hercules beheld Theſeus cleanſing his great wounds, be be- 
gan to employ the fozceof his ſtrength and might, by ſuch mar: 
vel, that with a ſtroke that be gave him on his helme, he made 
be: dim to twp under his Club, and to kneel to the ground with the 
left knee, and at the ſecond ſtroke in purſuing him baftily, be 
Mat made his ſwo2d to flp out of his hand, then be made him to fall 
on his arms to the ground, and with the third ſtroke, as Cer- 


= berus thought to babe relieved him and gotten his Swozd,Her- 
not cules (mote him upon the body, that he made bis bead reel a» 
* gainſt a great ſtone : after that he ſpꝛang upon him, and bound 

his legs with the ſtrength a fozce of his hands in deſpight of the 
bat Spant, and be toze the helm off his bead, and would have flain 
vat bim, but Theſcus pꝛaped him that de would not put him to death 
ere D 2 there,

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tyere; but that he would bing him into Theſſalonica, to dye hy 
the ſentence of the Queen Hypodamia, 

Cerberus was not then put to death, at the requeſt of The. 
ſeus, Notwithſtanding, Hercules bound his hands behind his 
back, and after he made him ariſe, aud took him by the beard an 
made him go up on the Rock, and there he laid him down, am 
bound his feet, his hands, and his neck together, in ſuch wiſe, 
that ye durſt not remove. When he bad done ſo, he went down, 
and entred into the Gate of HellSand leaving there Theſeus, 
be went ſo far that be found the Palace of Ring Pluto, and 
there came into the ſame Yall where Pluto was with Proſerpi- 
na. All rhep that were there, marvelled at him, when theo 
ſaw him entred : foz thep knew not of the overcoming of Cer. 
berus, as they that left all the charge and keeping of their City 
to him, without having any doubt oz ſuſpicion : alſo they were 
ſo far from the Gate, that they might not hear of the battel, 
noz knew of nothing that befel their Pozter. Then when Her. 
cules had found Pluto and Proſerpina, he had great jop, and 
knew bim by certain marks, he addzeft him towards Pluto, and 
ſaid : Pluto, by thy treacherp, Sicil is now full of heavineſs, foꝛ 
the raviſbing of this Lady, which thou haſt not granted to pied, 
and render again to her husband Orpheus, J know not what 
pleaſure thou haſt therein, but J will make thee to repent thig 
injurp, in following the evil adventure of Cerberus, whom 
vave vanquiſped. Mitch theſe wozds Hercules lifted up his Club, 
and gave ſuch a ſtroke to Pluto, that he overthzew him to the 
earth, fo that he moved neither head noz foot. When he had ſo 
beaten Pluto, thinking that he had been dead, he aſſailed them 
that were there murmuring, and put them all to denth ifgbtly 
with vis Club, in the pzeſence of Proſerpina, who tremb!ed ſoz 
fear. Then he comfozted Proſcrpina, and ſaid ts her, be was 
come unto that place to deliver hcr, and to b2ing ber again to 
her Mother, and that ſhe (ould boldio folle' him. Proſ-rpinz 
bearing this, was comfozted with the wozds of Herca'cs, and 

followed him. 
Hercules opened the doo2, and went out, and Proſerpina with 
bim. After he addzefſed him unto the Gate of che Palace, it 
, hapned 
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hapned that there be found a great companp of Citizens, that 
were advertiſed of this krap, and ce? ran upon him unmeaſura: 
blypu:Cſ.ing him to death. When Hercules ſaw that, be wilied 
Proſe rpina to get her apart. After that he lified up his Club, 
and began to Skirmiſh with bis enemies with ſuch valeur, that 
ye covered all the entry of rhe Palace with choſe miſerable Ty⸗ 
2ants that he ſlew, foz he put to death moze than four bundzed. 
So that the other fed and gave it over: and then when he ſaw 
his enemies dead and ſcattered, he took Proſerpina by the hand 
and led her out ok the Gate of the Citr. 

Theſeus (that tarried at the Gate, as is ſaid) rejorcedgreat- 
ly when be ſaw Hercules come again with Proſerpina: be aroſe 
and met them and ſaiuted the Ladr, and papſcnted to Hercules 
a Chain of Jron, that he bad found at the Gare, and many pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners bound by Cerberus. Hercules unbound the Paiſuners,fnd 
took the Chain and bound Cerberus therewith. And when he bad 
buried Pyrothus, he departed from Hell, and tock his wap with 
Proſerpina, Theſeus and Cerberus, and journeyed till be arrived 
in Theſſalonica, and delivered Proſerpina to the Queen Cercs ; 
and to Hypodamia ye pzeſented Cerberus, rehearſing to ber and 
the Ladies, how he had ſlain Pyrothus. Hypodamia had ſo great 
ſozrow fo2 the death of Pyrothus, that to recount it is unpoſſible. 
All tbep of Theſſaly like wiſe made great ſozrow fog their Lozd. 
And to revenge his death, Hypodamia did cauſe Cetberus to be 
be und to a fake in the Theatre of che City, where young and 
old tozmented and vered him thace days, d2awing him by the 
beard, and ſpitting in bis face; after flew him unhumanely, 
And when Hercules and Theſcus, Ceres and Proſcrpina had tarri: 
ed there a while incomfo2ting Hypodamia,thep took their ieave 
and Herculcs went accompanied with Thecus toward the City 
of Thebcs. But I will leave them, and ſpeak of the adventures 
of Philotes. 

CHAP. VII. 
How Andromedus delivered Lyncus: And how he flew in battel 
the Kir g Crcon, and took the City of Thebez. 
* Hen Philotes had received into bis guard and keeving 
Lyncus, Hercules was gone to the ſuccour of Theſcus, 
and 
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and Pyrothus, as befoze is ſaid : the Pariners tk their Ship 
and (atled all that day without finding any Adventure. But on 
the mozrow betimes in the mozning. Foztune that always tur. 
nech without any reſting, bzought to them a great Ship, that 
dzew his courſe unto the ſame place that they came from, An. 
cromedus Ring of Calcide, was Captain of this Ship. This 
Andromedus wesCozen to Lyncus.Wben he had eſ pied the Ship 
where Lyncus was, he made his Galley to row thitherwards, 
and ſaid : he would know what people were therein. Jn ap, 
pzcaching the Ship of Thebes,Lyncus beheld the Galley of Au. 
dromedus,and knew it by the Signs and Flags that it boze. An. 
dromedus demanded ot the Mariners to whom the Ship belongs 
ed? When Lyncus ſaw and yeard Andromedus, he bzoke the 
anſier of the Pariners, and crxed to him, Andromedus, joe 
here thp friend Lyncus, if thon give me no ſuccour thou mayeſ 
ioſe a good friend in me: foz J am a Pziſoner, and Hercules 
hary ſent me inte Thebes. 

Andromedus hearing Lyncus, had great anger, foz he loved 
Lyncus well, and called to them that baought him, and ſaid to 
them, that they were all come unto their death. And alſo that 
they were under bis ward, Philotes and bis folk, were furniſhed 
with Arms and Parneſs, and made them all ready to defend 
themſelves, and with little talk, they of Calcide affailed Phi- 
lotes, and Philotes, and his folk employed them at their de: 
fence. Tye battel was great, but ill foztune and miſhap turn: 
ed in ſuch wiſe upon the fellows of Philotes, that thev were all 
ſlain. Andromedus had two hundꝛed men in his company, all 
Kobbers on the Sea. Theſe Thieves (mote frercely upon Phi- 
lotes, and hewed bis arms, ſtriking, and giving him many 
wounds. But bis ſtrong refiſtance pꝛofited bim but little, 
fo2 in the end be was taken and bound, and Lyncus was deliver: 
ed and inbound from the bonds of Hercule. 

Lyncus had great jop of his deliverance : thanked his goed 
friend Andromedus. After this be told him how be was taken, 
nd bow Hercules had diſſipated and deſtroped the Centaurcs. 
And among other he named many of bis friends that were dead, 
t-hereat Andromedus had ſo great diſpleaſure, that be ſwoze in: 

continently 
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tontinently pe would revenge it. That as Hercules, had lain 
yig friends, in like manner he would deſirop his kinskolks. He 
ſajd to him, that Hercules was gone into Hell And after deman⸗ 
ded how he would rebenge him upon the friends of Herculcs: and 
thereupon these were long thinking. In the end, when he had 
taken advice. Andromedus concluded, thathe would aul the 
City of Thebes, and if he might ger it by aſſault, he would flea 
the King Creon and all them of his bloed. 

earth this concluden, came thitver all the Gallers of Andro- 
medus, in which ve had eight thouland fighting men. Andro- 
medus made them to return towards Thebes, and es haſtily ag 
he might, ye entced into the Kealm, waſting and deſtreping 
the Councrey by fire and lwe2d Co terribly, that the tedinns 
came unto King Creon. M en he anew of the coming of the 
Ring Andromedus, and that withort defiance, he made him 
War, pe ſounded to Arms, and aſſembled a greatcompany, and 
knowing that And romedus wes come into @ certain place, he 
iſſued out ok Thebes all ax med, and 520ught his veople pon his 
Enemies, that received them jopfullp. And ſet themſelbes in 
ozder againſt them, and joyned their Battels. The cry was 
great on both des, ſpears, [words, darts, guiſarme, arrows 
and poleaxes were ſer on woꝛk. PanyPoblrs were beaten down. 
Lyncus and Andromedus fougyt viltantly : Bing Creon and 
Amphitrion failed not, there was bloed abundantly ſhed on both 
fives- The battel was cruel and ſhary, ſo that Andromedus 
and his people, got ground from them of Thebes and confie2incy 
them to retire : whereof Bing Creon had great ſozrow, and put 
his men again in arrap, caſting bimſelk in the greateſt paeſs cf 
the battel, where he fought moztally, and made ſuch laugh ter 
among bis enemies, that Lyncus and Andromedas heard of the 
skirmiſp, and came together. As Lyncus ſaw the King Creon 
do marbels at Arms, he gave him chzee ſtrokes one after a- 
nother, and with the fourth ſtroke, be burſt bis Helm in pieces, 
and flew him: whereof they of Thebes were ſoze afraid, and dif. 
paired ſo, that they were utterly diſcomfited, and ned: which 
flight Amphitrion could not remedy, albeit he was ſtrong and of 


great courage. 
. Ot 
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Df this overthzow Thebes was paſtily advertiſed, Megan 
was gone up upon an high Tower of the Palace, and beheld ge 
battel: and ſaw them of Thebcs lain without remedy, and aj. 
fo turn their backs, The ſight of the beating down of the Bing 
ber Father and the view of the others, made her to crpout gf 
Featune, and laid: Unhappy Thebes, what miſchiefis befalg 
ther? Myere is Hercules? Alas what is become of him? That 
be is not here, ta defend rhe Countrep of his nativity, to k 
bis Wife from ber fces, and like a Bulwark, to defend this Ci. 
ty from her eneaues. | 

Mhen ſbe had laid this, ſle fell into a (wound, and ſo lap: 
great while. Then they of Thebes fiping, Andromedus and 
Lyncus followed them ſo cloſe, that they entred the Citp with 
them. And fozaſmuch as the Thebians were without head and 
put ont of array, and Amphitrion had ſo many wounds upon 
bim, that bis ſtrength failed: ſo the unhappy Lyncus and An- 
dromedus took the Cite, and ſew all that might bear Arms, 
except Amphicrion, whom they found nat in the heat. After: 
ward they went into the Palace, and there they found Mcgara 
and Amphitrion in great deſulation, with many Ladies and 
Gentlewomen. N 

Myen Lyncus ſaw Megara ( (he was ſo fair and pleaſant) he 
became amozous of her, and came to her and ſaid, Lady weep 
no moze : Hercules the baſtard Son of Jupiter is gone into Hell, 
and there he is dead. You have been wife of a man gotten inas 
dultery, from bencefozth pe ſhall be Conſoztand Wife of a man 
legitimate, and bozn in lawful marriage: foz J will marry pou, 
and yield you moze pleaſure than ever you had. Megara anſwer: 
ed, falſe Traitoꝛ, thinkeſt thou J am ſo fooliſh to give credit to 
the murtherer of my Father, and enemy of mp Lozd Hercules? 
Know thou that Jam his Wife, and that J will never have & 
ther Hus band but him: be is no Baſtard, but Son of the Lozd 
Ampbitrion, and the moſt noble man that is in all che Wozld, 
Lady (anſwered Lyncus) Jam Ring of this City, you are now 
at my command, will pe, oz will ye not, J ſhall do my will with 
you, but J will take reſpite in my ſufferance till to mozrow. 
After theſe wozds Lyncus ſent Megara into a Tower , and 

made 
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her be kept there. After he ſent Philotes into a low Pzi* 
© and finding there in bondage and miſery Priamus the Son of 
King Laomedon,ve had pity of him, and ſent vim again to Troy 
where pe was rectived with great jop of the Trojans. 


CHAP. VIII. 
Ho Herewles entred into Thebes in an unknown habit: and how 


he put to death the Giant Lyness and his Complices, and his 


Witc Megara. 


\V Pile by the Swozd of Lyncus and Andromedus, Thebes 
was taken, Lyncus exerciſed there many ty2annies. Foz 
Andromedus departed, lea bing Lyncus there, with four hun» 
dzed men of Wir, to keep the Cicy, and to hold it under his 
command. Thus were we Centaures revenged. Juno coming 
into Thebes, tej opced greatly when tbe found it-deſolate, full of 
Widows and Þzpyans, and in the hands of Hercules his ene- 
mies: then great were the lamentations of Megara: but Am- 
phitrion being nigy her, comfozted her. Lyncus came many 
times to her into the Baiſon, and requeſted her love in the beft 
manner he could. Pet his fair wozds abailed him not, foz be 
found her conſtant and firm, always keeping inviolable her cha: 
fits, and gave him many vertuous anſwers, whereof this is one, 


and the laſt : Lyncus thou haſt conquered Thebes, and F tune 


hath given it unto ther, whereby thou haſt enriched thy ſeif with 
vices. Thounow baſt power to commit on me murther :' but 
thy power, noz tby fins be not ſo ſtrong, to make my virtue 
bow to thee. Megara al waps bewailed Hercules: ſhe lamented 
ſo much on a dap, that ſhe became all raviſbed, and in a Trance 
That ſame dap, Hercules (being departed from Theſſalonica a 
good while bekoze ) juurne-ed co that be entred into the Realm 
of Thebes accompanied with many Noble men. Me found the 
Countrp all deſtroped. And he had not gone far, when it was told 
him, how Lyncus was Lozd-of Thebes : and how be had fla in 

battel the King Creon and impziſoned Megara. 
ven Hercules had received theſe tydings, be was reple⸗ 
niſhed with anger, and laid 2 be would revenge him if he 
5 might. 
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might. Then de cloathed him with a Pantle above his Armou 
and diſguiſed himſeif : when be pad ſo done, be left there hu 
fellou's, and entred alone into Thebes, and being unknown, paj, 
ſed thzough the Gate, and carried himſelf ſo well, that the ay 
ters let him paſs thzough, till be came to the Palace. At the 
entrp of ihe palace a Souldier came to him.and demanded what 
be ſought there? Herculcs caſt away his Mantle, and berwk hin 
to bis Swoꝛd, and without ſpeaking be gave ſo great a ſtroke n 
the Souldier, that bring unarmed he clefr his bead from the 
bigyeft part down to the ground. Pany ofycr louldiers that 
were there, ſeeing the ſtroke, were afraid, and ran to their Axeg 
und Clubs, and ſome came and fought a ith Hercules : but he 
firoke off theirrads,and then began to ariſeſv great an upzezy, 
that Lyucus beard it: and thinking it had been his Woaters that 
had quarcelicd, he came running down unarmed,to make peace, 
As [wn as Hercules perceived him coming out of the hall, he deen 
unto him with bis Swozd ready d2awn in bis hand: crying 
Hercules, Hercul-s, and firoke him ſo, that be cut off his. right 
arm, and with the ſirske be fell to the ground. And ve laid 
upok others, that bad no belms on their beads, noz targets on 
their backs: and then they knew it was Hercules. Pe flew them 
ſo thick, that with the blood that ran down, was made a great 
rulbing, as if it had been a Rider. 

Among thele cyings the Gentlewomen of Megara iffued ont 
ot the Palace, and went into the ſtreets, crying with vigh and 
clear vopces, that Hercules was come again, and that be had 
flain Lyncus. With theſe crpes, all the Citp tej opced, and both 
old and young, Widows, Gives and Maide, ran and tok arms 
with great courage, and aſſailed all about the men of Lyncus, 
There was 4 terrible battel, and many people gathered roge: 
ther, men and women againf} therr enemies. In a little ſpace 
all the City was trouled pen Hercules had put t6 deach 
all that be found in the Palace, excepting Lyncus, whom be 
put in the guard, and keeping of Queen mo, and of many Gen: 
tlemomen that came unto him, be ſpꝛang into the ſtreets, am 
ſdewed his (woꝛd. and laid Down on alt fibes;and faugbt fo moꝛ. 
tallg with the men of Lyncus, all about where pe g 

em, 
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nem, that by the help of them ot Thebes, he made all the par 
ty of Lyacus fall by þis Swozd. Then the Thebans rejopced 
Hi: and Hercules returned into the Palace, unto the place 
where the Ladies kept Lyncus. Then Hercule / ſent to bzeak open 
the dooz of the Chamber which Megara was in, fozaſmuch as 
theycould not find the keys, oz they that kept her were dead, 
Megara then full of gladneſs turned to her Lozd. Hercules roſe 
up and would ha ve embzaced her: but Lyncus that thought on 
nothing but evil (by the ſecret perſwation of Juno) turned him 
krom it, ſaying : Hercules, touch not mp Concubine, foz J babe 
known per fieÞly, and the is the moſt luxurious Lady, that ever 
Jwas acquainted with. ; 
Men Megara heard the crime, the Traitoz charged ber with, 
ge fell backward into a ſwoon, without ſpeaking a wozd.Hercu- 
les being full ok anger, and thinkingLyacus ſaid true, he ſtroke off 
the head of Lyncus, and with the ſame Swozd that be ſlew the 
Trattoz, he put to death Megara, that was with Child. Pet 
the Cyzonicles of Spain tell, that he flew not bis Wife, but put 
her into a Religious houſe, that be o2dained in Thebes in the 
Temple of Diana,renouncing ber campany : and it is ſaid, that 
this was the firſt geligion that ever was in Thebes, Theſe 


things accompliſhed, Hercules went and took out of Pꝛiſon Am» 


phitrion and Philotes, and departed from thence ſozegrieved: ſo 
that then, noz a long time after ve ſpake not: and went his wap 
at all adventure. accompanied with Theſeus and Philotes, and the 
Thebaus lamented his departure : and be refufing, thep crown: 
ed Layus the Son of Agenor Ring of Aſſyria, fozaſmuch as be 
married Jocoſta Daughter of Ring Creon. 


CHAP. IX. 
How Hereules put to death Laomedon,and deftroyed 7 roy the ſe. 
cond time. 


Now, that Hercules, Philotes, and Theſens departed from 
Thebes, and went into many Ringdoms (ecking their 
adventures. And paſſing by Lycia where Hercules was crrated 
Ring, -on a day 3 into Mirmidonie, unto the 3 of 
2 ing 
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Ring Eſon, whoſe Son Jaſon had enterpatzed to ſail, into n 
Aſie of Colchos, and made all things ready, pen Hercule 
vad been feaſted of Jaſon, and of Duke Pcleus, and knew that 
Jaion would conquer the Keece of Gold, he pzomiced that he 
would accompany him. And if Foztune wouid favour vim, be 
would adventure to bzing vis en terpꝛize to an end. To be br; 
Jaſon and Hercules made ready a good Ship, ſetting out to 

and reveued not their victuals, till tbeg cawe to the Wort of 
Troy. And then they could not renew them at the 1802zt, fox thy 
Bing Laomedon was then in Troy, and had foztified marye|, 
louſly the City again: knowing that there was landing at hig 
Pozt a Ship full of Grecks, he ſent down a meſſenger, that 
commanded them rudely, wat they ould depart thence, and 
that he was enemp to the Greeks. Jaſon. (as Captain of the An 
my) anſwered courteouily the Defſenger. of the Ring Laome- 
don, and pzayed him, that he might bave victuals foz bis money: 
Lye Weſſenger anſwered him, that he ſbould have none there, 
unleſs he got it with the Sw22d. Then Hercules could be ſi⸗ 
lent no longer, but ſwoze to the Trojan, that if be might re: 
turn from the vopage that he had enterp2ized, he would pet ence 
again deſtroy Troy, and not leave one ſtone upon another. With 
vis concluſion, Hercules and Jaſon departed from Troy, and 
by Foztune they were brought co the Wozt of Lemnos, where 
reigned a Nueen named Hyſiphyle, who waxed amozoug of . 
ſon, as is contained in the Yiſtozy of Jaſon. In this Hort of 
Lemnos, Hercules was advertiſed, that thereby was a Ring 
named Phineus, which ſaffered himſelf to be governed by ana: 
varicious woman, Phineus had been married ta another woman 
befoze, and by her had two Sons. Theſe two were wzongfully 
baniſhed by their ſtepmother : and ſbe was ſo covetous, that ſh? 
took from tbe Ring his riches, and held greater ſtare than be. 
Hercules hearing thereof, he went and ſpake to.Ring Phine- 
us, and to the Queen, and ſbewed them their vices in ſuch man» 
ner, that the two Cyildzen were called back from exile, and the 
King held his eſtate royal. Then Hercules returned into Len 
nos, and ſetting to Sea with J. ſon, ſailed to the Iſle of Col- 
chos, where Jaſon by the help of Medea, conquered the Sheep 

wi 
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with tbe fleece of Gold, and carried it with him into Greece · 
Typen Hercules commended Jaſon greatly among bis Parents 
and Friends, and ſpake of the unkindneſs of Ring Laomedon, 
how be pad ſwozn to deſirop Troy, foz the difceurtefie that La- 
omedon pad offered them. Then they altogerber with Hercu- 
les, bowed Troy's Weſiraction :. and concluded upon the dap of 
their departure, and after made ready their ſhips,and other pzo» 
viſions. Then Hercules kept bis Covenant ſo well, that at the 
day concluded, the whole Armp put fozth to Sea, and having a 
gentle Wund, they ſþoztlp arrived at the Pozt of Troy, with 
ſo great an Poſt, that Laomedon dutſt net interrupt their lands 


ing. 

/ Ja{on was at that time, travelling to ſeek adventures. Her- 
cules had with him many Noble men, and among others, there 
were with bim the King Thclamon, Ajax, the Duke N.ttor, 
Ciſtor, Pollux, Theſeus, ard many Kings and Dukes. At the 
landing of this Pozt (which was of ſtrong entry) Hercules, that 
gothing doubted his enemies,cauſed to ſound the Trumpets and 
Tabozs, and made ſo great a noiſe with them, that the Melis 
of Troy, and of the Palace ecchoed there: ich, ſo that Laome- 
don ſeeing (out of one of his Aindows) the Yoſt uf his Ene⸗ 
mies, was a great while thinking whetper be ſþ:uld go to bat. 
tel againſt them oz no. Sa then it happened. that as be was thus 
penive, be looked toward the Market place, and ſaw there moze 
than thirty thouſand armed men: which caftamed his beart, 
that be went and armedhim, and (all his thaugbts and penſive» 
neſs ſet apart) came to bis people, whom he defired to do their 
uttermoſt. And after, himſelf truſting in Foztune, i ſſued out in ; 
to the ie id in oꝛder of Battel. with g.od conduct: although be 
ſuppoſed Hercules to be in the Armp that was landed at the 
Pozt, be marched unto bis eremies, that were Joyful at bis com: 
ing. And then began the Greeks and Trojans a bot 8kicmiſh 
with ſuch Naughter, that there was many ſlain. Hercules failed 
not to beat down his enemies, and caſting his epes on high, eſ⸗- 
peed the Banner Royal of Troy: he laid on the right fide, and 
on the left. with bis Club be beat down uumeaſurably, that be 
came to the Banner, and finding there Laoemdon, pe laid on 
, bim. 
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him with his Club on his helm, that be pierced his brain-pag 
and he fell down dead among mang Trojans: and ended his mi: 
ſerable like. Deg 

Afrer this, he fought ſo valiantly with them that beld the 
Banner, that he beat it down; then all the Trojans were dif: 
comfited, and cryed e, fire. Wirth this cry, they began to rei 
tire unto the City, thinking to ſave themſelves, But the Greeks 
purſued them ſo cloſe, that they ſlew many of them in their 
flight. The reft entred the City, ſo troubled foz the death of 
King Laomedon, that there was little defence among them. The. 
lamon was the firſt man that entred Troy, and Hercules the ſe. 
cond : and then Hercules found well, be was right valiant; 
Priamus was not in Troy at that time, but was gore into the 
Caſt, at the commandment of Laomedon, after he was return: 
ed from Thebes. Fo2tune having caſt down Ring Laomedon by 
the ſtrong hand of Hercules, the Greeks entred into Vion and 
Pillaged it, and did Kanſack all the Treaſures of Troy, And 
they took Exione the Daughter of the Ning, wyom Hercules gabe 
untoThelamon,requeſing him to take her, foaaſmuch as he was 
the firſt that entred the City. And when they had taken all they 
thought good in Troy, ſoz a final vengeance, Hercules beat down 
the Towers and buildings, and fixed them: that they left not 
one ſtone upon another. 


CHAP. X. 
How Hercules and Affer aſſailed by battel the Gyant Autbeon, and 
how they vanquithed him in battel the firſt time. 


A ben this general deſtruction of Troy, when the Grecks 
departed, and Hercules had left them, the Greeks return: 
ed into Grecce with great glozp, and Hercules went by Sea 


ſeeking bis adventures, accompanied with Theſcus and Philo. 
tes: and arriving at the Pozt of Alexandria, he found in this 
Post a great army. When the Captain of the Army ſaw him 
weigh anchoz, he knew by the Enſigns of Hercules, that it was 
be: foz he bad heard him commended above all men, he came 
unto him full ot jop, and ſaid to him: Lozd of valour, and trea« 


ſure 
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ſure of vertue, amongſt the people moſt mighty, and among 
Kings moſt reſplendent in all glozicus vertue, J (alute, pou, an 
rauen rþat J map be gour ſervant and friend and thus ſaving, 
he fell on his knees befoze Hercules, in fign of-þumilire, be kit. 
ſed the earty), @yen Hercules ſaw the lalutation and behayi: 
our of this man, pe to him by rye hand ( and lifted him up from- 
wwe ground) ſaluted bim, and demanded af him pis name? Ye 
anſwered bim, that his name was Aﬀer, Son of Media te, the 
nof Abraham, and that in the Army, none was Captain but 
priſelf, and that the Egyptians, had ozdained him Duke and 
Leadec of che Yoſt, to yo into Lybia, to deſtrop the Countrep 
in revenge of the injuries that the Tyzant Buſice of Ly bia, had 
done tv them, as Hercules well knew. 
pen Hercules had undecſtovd the name and affairs of Aﬀ-r, 
pe took him ſoz his friend: and ſaid to him, that be would ac: 
company him to conquer Lybia. Aﬀecr thanked him, and bzought 
him into a rich Ship, where he feaſted him as much as was 
poTible. They had not long abidden there, but chep went to ſea 
with great gladrieſs, foz tbe Egyptians were (ozoyful and glad 
ts hape Hercules with them, that theo believed verily, chat 
were might no mi ſpap come to them. Hercules found in the ſhip 
&f aff:r, the life and aiſo the Daughter of Aﬀer, whole name 
was Echee : the was the moſt fair Gentlewoman in the wozld, 
and young and freſp. By the daily ſight of her, Hercules became 
amozous of her, and requircd ber to be bis Wife. Echee an: 
ſwered, that of ber (elf we might not accozd to his demand: but 
Ge ſaid, if Foztune give ine ſo great a grace that J map bepour 
Wife, J (þ4il have moze cauſe to thank the Gads, than anp de. 
ſert in me. Hercules was well content with the Damoſel : and 
by ber perſwaſon called Aﬀer, and required him that he would 
give to bim his Daughter to be bis Wife. Aﬀer thanked Her- 
cules, that he vouchſafed ta demand his Daughter : pe that was 


tbe moſt excellent of Rables : and. ſaid to him, that be ſpauld 


take her and do with her bis will and pleaſure. Hercules eſpout: 
ed Echee, by the conſent a Aﬀer, and thep lay together, paying 
the due debt of Marriage in ſuch wiſe, that Echee conceived of 
the feed of Hercules. After the marriage, Hercules and Affer 
failew 
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ſailed ſo long, that they arrived at the Wozt of Lybia, where now 
ſtandery Carthage, and ther? they took Land in à night which 
was clear, aftercwoacds they entred haſtily into the Countrey, 
and befieged tye City of Lybia, without reviſtance, oz gainſap: 
ing. 

In this City was tben a great Gzant named Antheon, berp 
great above uber G pants, the moſt irongand p:ufſant tat was 
in all the parts of Europe and Lybia, Cirene, Tripoly, in all the 
Mountsins and Jſles, inhabited in theſe C untre. s, unto the 
Illes Foztunate. This Ring then advertiſed of che coming of 
the Egyptians, was paſſing angr?, and ſwoze, that none of them 
Þouid return into Egyp*; £ | 

As ſoon tyen as he mvht he did caufe his men to arm them, 
and iſſued out of the City with a great company of Lybians, and 
made ſo grear haſt to run upon t e Egyptians, that he kept no 
o2der among his people, whereof be tack great harm : Foz when 
be came to the batrel, be found that Hercules had trained pis 
people, and ſet them in two battels, of which be lead and com: 
duded tbe firſt battel. It yapned ſo, chat they of the ſaid com: 
panz of Hercules, by fozce of ſbot, bire theniſelves ſo vaitantly, 
with ſirokes, that they bzonght to death moze than fifren hun- 
dzed Lybians. When their fbot failed, Antheon ſpꝛang into the 
greateſt paeſs, as the moſt valiant, and ſuppoſed well to have 
gkirmiſþed with bis enemies: but when Hercules ſaw bim come, 
be laid hand on his Club, and put bim fozth befoze,and gave him 
ſo great a ſtroke, that he made his head to bow on the left ſide, 
Anthecn had his Swozd lifted up to have ſmirten Hercules, 
when he received tbe ſtroke that Hercules gave him, by which 
vis ſtroke was bzoken. Nevertheleſs be ſaid between his teh, 
ve would revenge him. So be likted up his Swozd again, and 
ſtroke Hercules ſo vebemently, that with the ſtroke he bꝛake his 
Shield. Then Hercules knew that the Gyant was a man of 
great ſtrength, yet notwithſtanding, be ſmote bim the ſecond 
time with his Ctub: thus Hercules and Antheon gave each o. 
ther ſo great ffrokes, that there came between them of the two 
parties, both Lybians and Egyptians, There was a great noiſe 
of clinking of Swozds,and ſornding of the Shields and "= 
. at 
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what were broken, and Halberds that were diſmailed, Shields 
auartered. and Glaves moten: there was bio largely ſbed on 
both parties. Hercules and Antheon were parted hy fozce of the 
pꝛels.Antheon bygreatire ſmofe without ceaſing upon the fierce 

yptians : Hercules bzoke the Helms largely with his Club, 
and did what be pleaſed with rhe Lybians, and bzought ſo ma. 
gy to death with his Club, that in little time he paſſed though · 
put the whole power of Bing Antheon, many ti mes in bis way 
pe covered the earth with dead Lybians. The firſt skirmiſu was 
firong and damagable to Anthcon: foz ane Egyptian that he flew 
with bis Swozd, Hercules with his Club killed ten Lybians, 
About Hercules was nothing but blood Hercules made the moun: 
mins to rebound with cryes, the companies to tremble, the Ly. 
bjans to flee back, with little gain. As long as the day endured 
he held the battel valiantiy, and about the evening, when Aﬀer 
and Iheſcus came to the fight, be beſtirred himſelfin ſuch faſbion 
againſt Antheon that he made him ile, ſo that the Egyptians pur⸗ 
ſued them. 


CHAP. XI, 


| How Hercules took King Atlas : and how he began to ſtudy the 


Science of Aſtronomy, and the ſeven liberal Sciences, 


A 1@w when Hercules ſaw the Lybians flee befoze them, he 

cauſed to ſound a Retreat, fozaſmuch as it was late, and 
with great glozp returned into the place that he had choſen ta 
hold his Siege at. Yis Wife Echee came to him with open 
arms, and kiſſed him: ſþe helpt to warm him, and bzought him 
freſh water to-walb his face with, and there was made geod chear 
of all the Egyptians, Contrary ts this good chear, the Lybians 
were in the Citp and made great ſozrow, foz they had loft near 
thirty thouſand men: especially Antheon made ſimple chear, 
foz be had god cauſe:Hercules had ſo beaten him with bis Club, 
that he might not help himſelf, but went with great pain ta 
bed, and with ſozrow ſent foz his Whyſicians and Thirurgeons, 
whfch came and vifited him, and finding him alt bꝛutſed, ſaid to 
him that it would be near a _ ere they could heal _— 
theon 
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thean confidered his caſe, ſent and defired of the Egyptiam 
Aruce foz the ſpace of a month. offering to ſend them daily a 
tertain number of cattel,and a great quantity of victuals. 

pe commanded all the Rings and P2inces that were his Triby, 
taries, and ſent unto vis neighbours, pꝛaping them that rhep 
would come and ſuccour him with their men of Arms, in the 
moſt yaſty wiſe theo could. This peace ſo made, Hercules be; 
gan to remember him, that befoze time he had heard Philotes 
ſpeak of a King named Atlas, that be was the moſt wiſe man 
and cunningeſt of all the woꝛld, that pe dwelt in a Caſtle ſtand 
ing on the top of a very high Mounta in named Atlas, after the 
name of the ſame King. An this remembzance Hercules being 
covetous of the ſcience of Atlas, called Philotes and ſaid to him 
tpat be would go into the Realm of Ring Atlas, and that his 
intent was to ſeek there his adventure. Philotes anſwered, that 
be could bzing him into the Kealm, foz he knew the Country, 
pen Hercules called Aſfer, and Fheſeus, and charged them that 
they ſbonld alwap make good watch. And tek leave of them and 
bis Wife, ſaying that be would haſtily return. This done, 
be and th2ee Pariners with Philotes, went unto the Sea in a 
G3llsy finely made, and ſailed into the Mediterranean Sea : they 
bad ſpeedy Mind, and Foztune was gaod to them. Jn little while 
rhep came into the Strait of Gibralter. And then Philotes ſþews 
ed unto Hercules the Mountain, and the Caſtle where Atlas was 
at that time abiding. 

When Hercules ſaw the Pountain and the Caftle, pe went 
and tek landjoyouoſly : Then be to vis Club, and commanded 
Philotes and bis Mariners to abide them there, So he went 
toward the Pountain, and it happened he met with a man that 
deſcended down from the pill, and he addzeſſed him toward the 
faid man to hear ſome tydings, and demanded bim from 
whence be came? Pe ſaid, J came from the Caſtle that pe 
map ſee ponder on-bigh, WMhither go pe ſaid Hercules? unte 
the Titp of Mercely, anſwered the ſtranger ; the Ring Atlas 
to whom J am ſervant, bath (ent me thitber to publiſþ his 
commandement unto the Citizens, that within ſir days they 
Sould be furnied with their Arms, faz to accompany him to 
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unto the war of the great King of Lybia, which requeficd 
inſtantly to have his ſuccour. Wperefoze if ye will ſerve him in 
us Army, and be pis ſouldier, go up and pe ſail find him in 

is Caſtle fiudying the ſcience of Aſtronomy, The Servant of 
RingAclas with thele wozds went on his way, and Hercules went 
up unto the Pountain, and came to the Gate of the Caftie, 
where be found four Rnights that demanded of him what be 
would have? Hercules anſwered, his will was to ſpeak to the 
Ring,foz certain matters that concerned him. The four Knights 
(thinking nothing but good) bzought Hercules within a great 
Pall, wherein were all the men of Ring Atlas, aſſaying them 
with Swozds and Axes, fozaſmuch as they hadheard ſap, that 
thep ſþould go to Wars, and they were all armed, 

When tpeſe Unigbts bad bzought Hercules thither, they 
gave knowledge unto the Ring, that a ſtrange Gyant asked af: 
ter him, and would not tell tbem the cauſe wyp? Then Atlas 
went down, and found Hercules armed in a Lyons skin, and agk» 
ed him what be was? then he anſwered, he was Hercules that 
had conquered Philotes and the Garden with the Sheep of thy 
Daughters : Jam now come hither foz to conquer thee with 
thy ſciences. Wherefoze it behoveth thee that thou do to me o- 
bepſance, and give over to help the great Antheon mine ene: 
mp. And if thou wilt not do fo, Arm thee haſtily, and defend 
thee with Arms, and that J command thee : Ak thou wilt not 
conſent thereto by love, J will make thee accoad thereto by fozce. 
Atlas was exceedingly diſcouraged, when be knew by the mouth 
of Hercules that it was he that had conquered Philotes, and had 
main the Gpant his fellow, taken bis ſbeep, and alſo newly bad 
aſſailed by War Antheon, to whom he had pꝛomiſed to give ſuc: 
tour: and alſo conſidered, that be willed he ſhould pield himſelf 
to him, bis heart then began to ſwell foz anger and paide,and in 
great rage he ſaid to him. D thou pzeſumptuous Hercules, how 
art thou ſo hardy as to come alone befoze me? thou that J may 
not love? know thou that A habe bad many a diſpleaſure by tby 
outrage, foz Philotes was mp great friend and now thou art 
come to renew this diſpleaſure,and that J,ield me unto thee, is 


not my intention, 
4 2 Atlas 
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Atlas with theſe wozds went into a Chamber faſt by, and com 
manded that everp man ſhould arm him, as they did, Hercules 
yed always his eye upon him: to the end that be ſbould not ec: 
cape bim. When ye was armed be came againſt Hercules, and 
challenged him. After ye gave him a ſtroke with bis Swozy 
fiercely. With the cry and with the ſtroke all they of the Foz, 
treſs aſſailed Hercules. Then be put himſelf in defence, and 
laid about mightily by the rigour of his Club, and with twelve 
ſtrokes ye ſlew twelve of his enemies. Akter ve wounded mam 
other, and ſpared long the blood of Atlas. But in the end,fozac: 
much as Atlas, gave great firckes to Hercules, Hercules (mote 
bim upon the Helme, without employing all his ſtrength, and 
gave him a wound in the head, that all aſtonied he bare him tg 
rye earth. Then they of the Foztreſs durſt no moze adventure 
to aſſail Hercules, neither durſt they adventure to relieve Atlas, 
but fled thence out of the Caſtle, and Hercules abode there alone 
with Atlas, and the dead bodies. So in the end when Hercules 
ſaw they had given it over, he took Atlas, and made him co c 
vim mercy. Then he went into his ſtudy,and twk all his books, 
which ve laded upon a Camel, and conſtrained Atlas to follow 
bim. And when Hercules had done in the Caſtle all his p{ea ſure, 
he departed accompanied with Atlas, and with his bo:ks, any 
bzought him down to the Sea ſide, to the place where Philotcg 
ſtayed foz him. 

hen Philotes ſaw Hercules come with Atlas, and hig beoks, 
be had great jop, and took acquaintance with Atlas, who U as ſo 
ſozrowful that be could not ſpeak : then they entred into their 
Galley, and went unto the Sea: Atlas was ſozrau ful, and 
troubled with the wound he had in his head. Hercules requeſted 
bim inftantly, that he would teach him bis ſcience. Atlas would 
in no wiſe do it at the beginning of bis fozrow : but when he had 
converſed and tarrped with Hercules, as well foz the bountp 
be ſam in him, as bp the perſoaſion of Philotes, which affirmed 
that Hercules was the moſt noble and vertuous man that ever 
was, he began to teach him all his ſciences : v herein he learned 
and pꝛoñi ted by quick and ſharp wit, that be attained to all. and 
that afterward he became the beſt Philoſopher, and the moſt 
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Aftronomer in all the wozld. Thus ſtudying, Herculc 
returned with great honour into the Army of Aﬀerand found at 
his coming, that his Wife had bzought fozth a fair Son, whicy 
the Egyptians had crowned Ring of Egypt, where pe reigned af+ 
tecward, and was called Dcdon, 

Wyen Atfer ſaw Atlas, and knew bow Hercules had van: 
gui ſbeo bim, he marvelled much of bis pzoweſs which was ſa 
great, and of his wiſdom that attained to ſuch high things. But 
Hercules bent all his wit and ſtudp to learn the ſcience. In the 
mean while a little and a little rye time paſſed, and Antheon 
aſſembled a verp great hoſt, and was all healed of bis wounds, 
and the Truce failed and ecpired, whereat the Egyptians had 
great joy: foz they yerhoped to have vittozy of their enemies. 
And the Lybians hoped to revenge them of the ſhame that Her- 
cules had made chem rececve. Wen the Truce was expired, the 
dap following Hercules made ready his battels cn the one ſide, 
ind Antheon ozdained his en the other ſide. Antheon made tha 
hattels, the firſt of twelve thouſand fighting men, the ſecond 
of twenty thouſand, and the third battel of thirty thouſand. Px 
then o2dained himſelf Ring and chief Captain of the firſt bats 
tel: in the ſecond, be ozdained the Bing of Gerulje to be Go« 
hernour : and in che third, be made the Ring of Cothulie. And 
then when he had well ſcc them in array, and trained them, in 
a moaning he made them to march jopouſlp againſt his enemies. 
expecting nothing but the hour when Hercules would charge 
them, 


CHAP. XII. 
How Hercules aſſe mbled his battel againſt Anibeon King of the 
Lybians, which be put to flight, and ſlew the King of Co- 
thulie. ; 


Ercules had made ef his folk two battels, the firſt whereof 

he conducted. Aﬀer and Theſcus guided the other. When 

be ſaw the Lybians march, which made the greateſt tumult and 
noiſe in the wozld, be went fozth befoze, and his Compans fol» 
lowed. Then began the Trumpets to ſound, and Tavozs ta 
| make 
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make great noife : the cry was great, ſhey began fþarpſy the 
battel, whereof Hercules and Antheon made the afay by g 
ſwift courſe, and with arp Swoads ſmote ſo ſeae together, 
that Antheon brake his Swozb, and the Jron of the Swoy 
of Hercules pierced the Shield of Antheen and bis arms on his 
right fide, by which ye had a wound where the blood ſpꝛang out, 
Antheon was almoſt dead with fozrow whe n be felt the ſtroke, 
and ſaw that bis Swozd had done but little to Hercules: be 
took bis Swozd, and Hercules took his, and they ſmote each 
other ſo hard, that Hercules bare Antheon unto the earth with 
one ſtroke, and pad ſlain him, had not the Lybiavs run upon 
Hercules on all ſides, they gave him ſo yreat an aſſault that he 
knew not to whom he might attend. Then Hercules employed 
his Swozd upon the Lybians. The Egyptians afſembled them 
eagerly upon their enemies. Antheon relieved himſelf all « 
famed of his fall: applying all bis puiffance and ſtrength tors 
venge him, not upon Hercules, but upon them of his party. This 
Antheon ſmote eagerly on the one fide, and Hercules on the & 
ther. Antheon fought with great fierceneſs and anger, and Her- 
cules by Pzoweſs. The fierceneſs of Antheon was great, but 
the Pzoweſs of Hercules was ſo exceſſive great, that the Ly- 
bians fied him: and when they ſaw bim they trembled foz fear, 
at this battel, befoze the [wozd of Hercules all bloody. Then 
the great routs of the Lybians were ſoze afraid, and kept noar 
ray: he ſmote off heads, and laid them down to the earth: his 
folk that were deſtroyed by Antheon he gathered together again, 
He made ſuch wozk that the Lybians had the wozſe, and Anthe 
on ſent haſtily to the Ring of Cothulie, that he ſhould come to his 


Ip. 
ar King of Cothulie at the ſending of Antheon, departed, 
weening to have come to the gkirmiſþ : but when Aﬀer and 
Theſeus ſaw bim, thep went againſt bim, and hindzed him 
Then began the fight ſo greatand moztal, that Theſeus and Af 
fer flew the King of Cothulie, beat down his Banners, bis n 
cogniſances, and his Cotuliens, and ſmote ſo ſoze upon their 
bodies, that they went back, and were conſtrained to cry in 
help. The Kiug of Getulie ſeeing this evil adventure, came ” 
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to the relt ue, and found the Cotuliens diſcomfozted,at this cam · 
ing the noiſe and ſtrokes began to renew: many a baltant fr, 
and many a Pzoweſs was Þewed there. Pany ſbewed their 
yertue and ſtrength, and many were flain there. Theſcus dip 
marvels, but always the Gctuliens held them tagether, ano 
fought againſt Theſcus the (pace ot ty2es pours, and loft but a 
few of their people until the time that Hercules bzought the army 
of Bing Antheon to diſcomfiture, and made them fig, to ſave 
themſelves, the Getuliens, then were diſcouraged in ſuch wiſe, 
that after they vad ſeen the Army of Ring Antheon diſcomũted, 
they could not lift up their Arms to defend them,but were flain 
bp little and little: and in the end thee were bzought to ſuch a 
&rait , that tþep knew not bow to ſave themſelves. Then 
they fled out of the place, diſperſed in the fields, without Cap- 
$ains oz Leaders. And Herculcs put bimſelf fozth in the pzeſs 
.befoze all, among them that fied firſt of the Lybians, ſo that be 
tome to the Gate of the Cite wich them, and began to mite, ſo 
ynmeaſurably, that be put to death the Lybiaus fping thither, 
and the Pozters,8nd all chem that did reſiſt him. Alſo be made 
the Egyptians to enter into the Town. And Antheon fing foz« 
tune againft him in all points, led into his Palace, not accompa. 
pied as a Bing: but went at large to the fields, by the conduct 
of four Moores onip.that bzought pim into Mauritania. 


CHAP, XIII. 
How Hercules flew Antheon 


Faw manner Hercules and the Egyptians entred into Ly- 
bia, and ſubdued it byfozce of Arms. And Antheon fled into 
Mauritania, where be aſſembled new folk haſtily. They of Ly- 
ba yieldedthem all to the mercy of Hercules. When Hercules 
had thus daunted them of Lybia,And their neigbbours, he made 
Aﬀer Rings, and named it after bim Affrick, and ſaid that be 
fought not foz bis ſingular pꝛoſit and coverouſneſs, hut foz libe» 


' ralitp, and to exalt vertue. D moſt valiant and noble Hercules, 


were mas never man bozn among the Painims moze liberal, 
moae noble, 03 moze vertuous- Ye would not be Ring of — 
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the wozld, he wes liberal, and employed his conqueſt well an 
wiſely, and gave all bis gifrs adviſedly. When be had made af. 
for King, be enquired what laws they held, and eſtabliſbed z. 
mong them the Sacrament of marriage. Foz at that time the 
Momen were there, all common. and when it happened that the 
Momen had Chitdzen, they gave to the men after therr Phet. 
ognimies: and thus faith Ariſtothe in his politicks, 

Bendes this Sacrament, Hercules ozdained unto the Aft. 
cans, that they ſhould keep the Laws of Greece, and with poli, 
tick government, made the Affricans live reaſonablp and ver: 
ruouſiy. And aoove all other things; be made them have the oz. 
der of marriage in great reverence. den Hercules had gy 
dai ned all this, troings came to him that Antheon was come 
again to chaſe him, with manp Moors that followed him. They 
ve returned toward Antheon and the Moryans, and ſmote them 
down with bis Club, ſo deadly, that he made it red with their 
blood, flew them all and put them to flight ſo cruelly, that An» 
theon abode alone againſt Hercules, and fuught againſt him body 
to body by great ſtrength, and gave him munp ſtrokes hard tg 
bear. 

But Hercules gave him ſo many and ſo large ſtrokes, that the 
Gyant knew not how to ſavehimſelf, and thought to habe fled, 
But Hercules that ran as ſwiftly as anhozſe ran after him, and 
embzaced bim in his arms with all his might, and likted him 
up into the air, and bare him unto the Mauritanes, And when 
became nigh unto them, be caſt him down deſpightfully to the 
earth, that bzuiſed and cruſbed bim: Antheon abode there dead. 
And his death turned unto the Moors ſo great aba ſhment, that 
they loſt all their ſtrength, and were ſlain by great exceſs with- 
out remedy : they loſt there the Ring Antheon, the King of Mau- 
ritane, the Ring of Tangie, and many other Aings, and all the ho⸗ 
nourable of the battel : foz in the end thep all fled, in which 
flight was taken and ſubdued the Seigniozy of Africk, and the 
City of Mauritane. |

nd which Ladies babe conquered the ſaid Countreps, in taking

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. Hercules hearing this meſſage of the Ladies, anſwered jy 
Peſſenger. Damoſel, ſince the Ladies of Scythia be ſo valiang 
that they have conquered the great Realms of Egypt, Cappadg. 
cia, and of Aſia, they may be doubted. Nevertheleſs, to pzebent 
tyeeFuſion of blood, and todefend the Africans from their bon. 
dage, you ſþall return to them and ſay, that the battel of t 
Knights againſt two Ladies, is agreed unto them, to be done jg 
mozrow upon the condition that you bave ſaid. Then Hercules, 
Aﬀer, and many others pꝛomiſed to hold theſe things and did 
great honour unto the Damoſel. 

Tye Damoſel yaving done per meſſage, returned unto the 
Ladies,which were entred a great way in Africk, aud told them 
woꝛd foz wozd the anſwer of Hercules. The pꝛincipal of all theſe 
Ladies, was Synope and bad two ſifters ſo expert inarms, that 
ryep feared no Unſght of the woꝛld, the one was named Mol 
pe and the other Hyppolica, Anon, as the Ladies bad receites 
tyeſe tedings of the Africans, they had great joy, and yolding 
opinion, that Africk was won by the ſtrength of Hyppölita and 
Mcnalippe, who did marvels in Arms, thep oꝛdained that they 
would fight with the two Knights : and ſo they were on the moz- 
row ready in the fields. 

At the hour that was ozdained, Hercules and Theſeus (fitting 
on two hozſes, with a great company of Africans) rode into the 
place that the Ladies had choſen to do feats of arms in. There 
were the two Ladies abiding in a fair place armed and well 
mounted on good Steeds,and by them were othetLadies in great 
number. As ſcan as Hercules andTheſcushad eſpyed the two Da: 
moſels, thep made them that followed to ſtand,and ſent unto the 
Tamoſels to know what they would do. The Damoſels anſwer: 
ed the two Knights, chat they were ready to do deeds of Arms # 
gainſt them, under the condition of their quarrel. And if thep 
were come thep would come fozth. 

Hercules and Theſeus, with this anſwer tok their Spears, 
and ſpurred their Pozſes, and made ſigns unto the Damoſels. 
And they furniſped with Shields and Spears, ran againſt them 
fo expertly, that they ſeemed of heaven and not of earth, and at 
the copingof their ſparp Spears, the ſtrokes were ſo * 0 
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both ſides, that Hippolita and Theſeus bate each other unto the 
earth, in likewiſe did Menalippe, and Hercules. The Africans 
warkelicd much ta ſer the they Pzirces bozn down, and pet the 

dies of Scythia maryelled much moze of the Damoſels.ZWben 


| the Knights and the Damoſels found themſelves lying on the 


earth, wa me ſmote them to their hearts. Nevertheleſs each of 
thea got lightly up, and with great courage took their Swozds, 
dd appzbaching ſmpte each other fiercely, that the Ladies and 
Knights felt the ſtrobes. Hippolita purſued her man Theſeus, 
and Menalippe kept yer unto Hercules. The ſtrokes of Hippolita 
were great, and did greatgrief unto Theſeus. Theſcusenfozced 
himſelf lrongly to avenge him, and could not well come to bis 
purpoſe. Hercules overcame Mcnalippe lightly with his S1002d, 
and put ber in his mercy, but Hippolita maintained her fozce (8 
mightily againſt Theſcus, that ſhe had put him to fople, had not 
Hercules been, that (aid to bim: Bzothez, what ſþall this be? 
Were is the P2zoweſs of Theſcus? Shall that be daunted by the 
Chivalry afa Damoſel ? If it be ſo, certainly all men ſhall ha ve 
ſhame of pour diſþonour, | 

Theſe wozds began to awake again the blood of Theſeus that 
vas afcze aſlrep,and to lighten his courage, in ſuch wile that be 
rtcovered a new ſtrength, and put himſelf fozth, and began to 
\mite with ſuch fozce, that he made the Damoſel recant, and 
took away her Swozd, and conqueredher : whereat the Ladies 
were much grieved, and eſpecially the Mueen Synope, which 
then ſent to Hercules her arms, in token that ite was vanquiſed 
pzaping him that be would reſtoze again the two Damoſels. 
nd Hercules took the Arms of the Queen, and ſent to berMena» 
lppe,amd made peace with ber foz the Africans upon condition, 
that ther ſhould give Hippolita in marriage to Theſeus, who was 
amozous of her. So then the Wedding was made in Africk 
with great honour. And the Ladies hearing of the marveljous 
Acts of Hercules, pzaiſed him, andheld themſelves happy to be 
vanqui ſbed of him. ä 
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CHAP. XV. 
How Herewles began to wax amorous of Dejanira, and how 4. 
chelows and Hercules had battel the one againſt the other, aud 
how Achelows was vauquiſhed. 


AT the Conqueſt of thefe Ladies, Theſcus took leave of 
Hercules and of Aﬀer, and returned into bis Country, to 
bzing home his Lady; and then went Hercules to Calcedonia, 
which iyeth oppoſite to Achaja, and Arcadia, to (fe a fair Lady 
of excellent beauty, that he had heard greatly recommended by 
a Calcedonian that was in his company : By Sea, and by Land, 
he came into Calcedonia. The Ring of that place bad to name 
Oeneus, and had two Daughters, tbe one named Dejanira, am 
the other George. Dcjanira was the faireff, and that was ſhe 
that Hercules came to ſee. When Oeneus had knowledge that 
Hercules came into his Country; be had great jop, and received 
bim,embzacing him ſo honouraaly,as was poſſible. In entring 
into his Palace,the Mueen and his two Daughters, George and 
Dejanira welcomed Hercules. Incontinent ag Hercules caft his 
eyes upon Dejanira, that was the faireft woman that ever he 
ſaw. Pe felt himſelf marvellouſly raviſhed. This defire en- 
tred into Hercules all full of rapes of Lobe, piercing into his 
— as ſuddenly as the rapes of the Sun, paſſeth through 
laſs. 

Dejanira had ſo much beauty, and was ſo well accompliſhed, 
that to her might be made no compariſon, not only in beauty, 
but with her in wiſdom and bounty, She was the moſt pze: 
cious treaſure of Calcedonia, and thither came manp Ladies, 
Gentlewomen and others. Her neighbours were all amozous of 
ver, and eſpecially Ring Achelous, that was ſtrong and puiſſant. 
This King had great ſeigniozy,and marched tbꝛougb the Realm 
of Calcedonia. But when Hercules had been there a ſpace, pal. 
ſing the time joyouſly, in beholding the behaviour of Dejanira, 
it bapned on a day that the Meſſenger of King Achelous, came 
to Oeneus and ſaid to him, that Achelous demanded if he would 
give him his Daughter, and that if he would not give her fo 
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him at this time, he would moleſt his country, and make him 
war. At this meſſage, Ocneus was troubled, and anſwered the 

ſſenger, that on the mozrow be would give him an anſwer, 
All thar day Orneus was penſive and abode alone: and to paſs 
pis melancholy, ye came to Hercules, MAhen Hercules ſaw him (a 
penſive, ye adjured him earneſtly that he would tell bim the cauſe 
of his penſiveneſs,wbo told it him and ſaid, Lozd Hercules ſince 
it pleaſech pou to know ok mygrief, J will tell you the cauſe. 
There is here by a King my neighbour, named Achelous, great, 
and fierce, which path many times defired ta have to his wife De» 
jauira my daughter, A have not been willing to accozd the arri 
age, fozaſmuch as J know this Ring a man of evil life. And fox 
this cauſe J vba ve bad many menaces of him,andalſo this dap his 
Meſſenger is come again to me, and he hath ſaid, that it A give 
him not my Daughter at this time, he will make war, Surely 
Hercules if pe ſee me penſive it cometh to me by this occafion,foz 
I have not yet given him his anſwer, but A muſt give it him to 
mozrow. 

Fevectheleſs, A have concluded in mp ſelf, that A will not 
give unto him my Daughter. And now when 4 ſee verily, that 
by the refuſe of my Daughter, it muſt needs be that war will 
enſue, know well that J am diſpleaſed : foz war is the eternal 
deſolation of rhe Countrey,perdition and waſt of the people and 

gods. 
, Sir (ſaid Heccules) it is needful unto a man that he take and 
bear all that Foztune will. As ye ſay, war is not encreaſing of 
people but diminution : yet by that extremity, it is expedient 
that a man rejopce in his right= Right comfozterh the courage 
of a man, and the courage ofa man comfozted, bzingeth him of: 
tentimes to glozious victoz2y. A bzute beaſt diſgarniſþed of rea« 
ſonable wit, fightetb foz bis neſt with his claws, and with his 
teeth-What bail a man ſenſible and endowed with wit and rea · 
ſon, do with any aſſault (namely in bis own Land and Terri- 
torie) Nature willeth and inftrucerb that where cozpozal fozce 
faileth, vigour and vertue of courage wozketh, and that they 
fight foz their Countrey. Take Tourage then in your right; and 
tell your enemies: pe have received me wozſhipfully, and in rg 
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teiving (hee tydings, J will help you if it be need, and J ſappoſe 

if Achelous aſſuil vou, he ſhall repent him. 
- With rhefe wozds the King Oeneus comfozted himſelf great. 
tp, und the dap dzew over. Dn the mozrow Oeneus called the 
meſſenger of Achclous, and ſaid to him, he ſhould come no moze 
to demand his danghter, foz that be was not minded to give her 
ta his Maſter: and furthermoze if he moved war againſt him 
foz this cauſe, he had intention to defend himſelf unto the death 
of the {aſt man of his people. The Meſſenger returned with 
theſe wozds and told them fo Achelous, and all that he found 
with him. Achelous was not content wich Ring Oencus, and as he 
that was overmuch ſmitten with the love of Dcjavira, began to 
a ſſemble his men of Arms, wirh an intent to make war en Ring 
O:ncus,amd to rake from vim his Daughter. Hercules was then 
in Calcedonia, and oftentimes he was with Dejanira in gra» 
cions conferences. He found her ſo well addꝛeſſed in all bonef 
manners, that all the day he was moſt part with her, in the 
nigbt he did nougbt but dzeam and think on her: howbeit be ſaid 
nothing that concerned his amozous defires, willing firfito ſtew 
them his power in Arms. It bhapned ona day he opened a wins 
dew that was by the Garden of Dejanira, and caſting his e-rs 
down he ſaw Dejanira that fate upon a green place, accompanied 
with man» Ladies and Genflewomen. Then he let all his mind 
to contemplate the exceſſibe beauty of her. After he deſired her, 
faping, O Dejanira thou that haſt not the pꝛerogative to 
know the hearts and thoughts of men, if J ſhould ſay to the 
the tench part of the {ove and deſire Jhave ts thee, thou couldſt 
not believe it. J havegone many a Countrey, and ſeen many a 
Realm, and many a Treaſure, J-have defired many a thing. 
But ot all, to come to my wiſhed bliſs, J was rever in ſo great 
thought as Jam foꝛ to get your love. The ſame hour that Her- 
cules ſpake by himſelf, Dcjanira was not idle: ſhe had Hercules 
in her remembꝛance, and in her heart, then being rich in the 
Points of Love ſown between variations of hope and deſpair.ſbe 
was ſurpzized in all her verns with the beat of that fire that 
burneth amozous hearts. This fire was hard to quench, o2 to 
rover the right piercing ſparkle. She lay down then upon — | 
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graſs and began to ſay in her mind. Alas Hercules, what ſþall 
Dejanita do? ſbe cannot come to attain pour Love, 1 was wont 
not to deigne to behold a man, and then ſaid, that neither Pzince 
not Ring \þ3uld ha ve my love. ow am à in another mind, c. 
delre no other thing, but that ſpould be pour Wife, J had kup⸗ 
poſed to ha ve remained and continued a pure Uirgin, and A on: 
iy was diſdainer of men, contrary to the requeſts and admonitt- 
ons of the Ladies: theſe be now far other tydings. With theſe 
wozds ſhe ceaſed a little, and began to think on many other 
things. At this point, as ſhe thought on Hercules, and Hercules 
on her, trdings came thitber, that Achelous was coming to be- 
ſiege the City, by land and by ſea, and that be was very near. 
Foz theſe rydings aroſe in the Palace a great murmuring, that 
came tC the ears of Hercules and of Dejanira : their ſpirits were 
troubled in ſuch faſþion, that Hercules left to behold Dejanira, 
and then {þe left to think on Hercules, and both went to the Bing 


'Veneus. 


Anon as Hercules came unto the King, the King ſaw bim, 
and ſaid to him, that his enemies were very near the City.Her- 
cules anſwered jopouſfly, that it beboveth to go feaſt them: and 
willed that he put his people in arms. At this anſwer of Her- 
cules, the King did ſound to Arms, and with this ſound all Cal» 
cedonia was moved, and each man made him ready. Hercules 
and his Greeks were ready in alittle ſpace. The Calcedonians 
afſembled by great companies in the Palace. Wen they were 
affembled, the Ring and Hercules bzought them ints the field, 
and Hercules put them in o2der, that done, he did cauſe them to 
march, the Calcedonians and Greeks, and each party appzoached 
ſo nigh, that there was nothing to do but to ſmite. Hercules 
made two battalians, the firſt with bis people, the other with 
Calcedonians- When thep came to the point to meet, Hercules 
went to the Calcedonians, and in the pzeſence of the Ring, ſaid 
to them, loe here pe map ſee pour enemies that ſet little by pou, 
koʒ they come into pour Lo2dſhip to aſſail pou, A pꝛap you that 
the great courage of them abate not pour courage. Ye ought 
berein to bave the fierceneſs of a Lion, the puiſſance of an G: 


ephant,and be greedy as a Griffon to deliver pou without end, 
from 
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fcom the fierce enmity of the Bing Achelous, in keeping pour 
Country, pour Dominion, pour Yoanour, pour Treaſures, pour 
Wives, your Cpildzen, and that moze is, pi ur lives. Be ze then 
ſtudious to do well, be pe enfiamed witch def:re ez vengeance, be 
re covetous ofglozy. If ce ſlew neryour ſelves valiant at this 
time, pe map not have anp thirg but beggarp, oz ſervitude to 
death : foz pour enemies will do unto pou all the evil rhey can, 
ik thep have viddozp over you. Theſe wozds &201:ght in che 
pearts of the Calcedonians, and ga ue ſhem marvellous col ra je. 
And all they with gerd will, deüred the batten. When Hercules 
bad finiſbed vis ex hoz tation, be a ent to the battel : foz it wag 
come to the point to fight. Then there were great cries on the 
one {de and on the other, Tabozs, Trumpets, Clari ne, Par: 
neſs and Weapons, began to ſound: Vmghts began fo ftir at 
the entry of the batte!.. Hercules and the Greeks ſhot, and dꝛew 
largelp upcn their enemies, ard made Achclous abaSed, foz: 
aſmuch as he hoped not to have found ſo great reſiſtance wv ith the 
Calcedonians. Then thep caſt-their eres upon the Banner cf 
Hercules, and ſeeirg the great Lien that was painted therein. 
they began to imagine that there might be Hercules, of whom 
was ſpoken thzoughout the Wozld,. foz. his vertues, and bis 

irergth. & 
ven thep were thus imagining, the ſbot failed, with great 
Faugbter of the party of Achclous. When the (þot was Cv fail: 
ed. Hercules took his Swozd, and vent vp and donn amen; 
tyemef Achaja, that were in the ſirt front of rhe battel of A- 
chelous, and there made an hele ſo great, that the Calcedonians 
and the Icontans won upon them at the firſt jopning. and made 
the other party go back, whereof Achelous bad great ſozrowy : 
pe took to him twenty Knights,which-were choſen and came ard 
ranged with them there, where Hercules ſcattered and bzake the 
battel of the Achajans, There be appꝛoved bis courage ſuſſily. 
Now this ſtrong Gy-ant and bis Yozſemen fought valiantlp, but 
the Greeks and Hercules dped their Swozds With their bloed. 
and the ſtrife was ſo great, that min might ſee nothing elſe but 
beads and arms ſip in the fie d. Hercules (mote no ſtroke hut it 
was the death ot one of his enemies. Achelous in like on 
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ficoke.foz ſizoke,ſmote d9ton one of the Iconians. The reſidne of 
their folk did rye beſt they could, ret could not the Achaj ins con. 
found and put back their Adverſaries, howbeit they were al⸗ 
ways four againſt one: and the Icanians were in great number, 
and they had always kreſh ſupplies ſent them. In this manner 
the two pui ſſants fought together moze than four hours. Love 
w2ougHt ſoze there, in Hercules and in Achelous, both of them 
made their Swozds to flouriſh covered with blood. They met ok⸗ 
tentimes and ſmote each other, but never burſt Achelous abide 
bekoze theSwozd of Herculcs,foz the hozribie ſtrokes that he ſaw 
Hercules give, but he put him in the pzefs as ſoon as he had an 
red him. 
k In tbis batte!, Hercules perfozmed wonders, and Oencus 
took a great pleaſure to bebold bim: but the Achajans hab 
therein diſplealure, fo thep that ſaw him, were no moze aſſured 
to eſcape the death, than he that feeleth the ſwozd in the hand of 
a Tyzant. There received no man a ſtroke of bim, but he above 
in the place: he made ſo great a flanghter that no man can well 
wzite it. In the end Ring Oeneus with all his Calcedonians 
came te the battel: in his coming tbe Achajans received loſs 
upon loſs, and peril upon peril. The Ring Oeneus made man» 
of his enemies to dye. Hercules ſhewed his puiſſance moze and 
moze: by his well doing he put the Achajans all out of array, 
and after unto flight, and the loſs of the field turned greatly 
unto the damage of King Achelous : foz Hercules chaſed bum 
ſbamekullp into his ſhips, and made him to loſe twelve theuſand

5 CHAP. XVI. 
How Hercules put to the worſt the King Ach:ls, and how he 
cſpouſed Dejanira. , 


Fter this victozy, when Hercules ſaw that King Achelous 
ſaved himſelf by the Sea, be called Bing O-neus, and 

ſaid he would purſue his Enemp, and delivec the wr o21d of him: 
dfrer which an hundꝛed cf his choſen men took leave of the Bing 
O.ncus, and went fo Sea, fullzwing after Acliclous, recom 
| mending 
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mending him to George, and Dejanira, In the Night, Oene- 
us after rye departing of Hercules returned into Calcedonia, and 
told bis Wlife and his Daughters, the high pzoweſs that Her- 
cules had done in the battel, how he had chaſed his Enemies, 
and gore after with two hundzed men. The Ladies George and 
Dejanita were right joyful of the victozy, but it grieved them 
ſoze that Hercules with ſo little a Company Purſued Achelous: 
and above all other D-janira was greatly vexed at the enjer: 
p21;e of Hercules, ſo ſoze that ſhe went info her Chamber, and 
wos conſtrained to weep, and not to have jop in heart until the 
return ot Hercules. Now toreturn unto the purpoſe touching 
Hercules, when he was put to the purſuit of Achelous, he ens 
tred into his Wealm and followed him ſo nigh, that he was con: 
ſtrained to withdzaw himſelf info a irong Caſtle ſtanding by 
the Sea, Hercules beſieged Achelous in this Caſtle. When . 
chelous ſaw that Hercules purſued him with ſo little a com- 
panę, as with two hundzed men onlp be called his leaders of his 
men, andamong other things told them, that it was a ſhame to 
ſuffer rhemſelves to be beſieged with ſo little a number of peg« 
ple. hep anſwered he ſaid truth: and concluded the ſame hour 
to iſſue out, and raiſe the ſiege, and fozthwith they ſounded ta 
arms with \bozt counſel. Jt was not long after that they iſſued 
out of the Caſtle, but Hercales eſpying them, knew that thep 
came to the battel, be ſet his men in arcay, and went alone to 
his enemies, as he that doubted nothing. When Achelous ſaw 
bim come, he began to make a great ſigh, and crped unto his 
people upon him: ſaping that it was he with the Club that had 
chaſed him out ofCalcedonia,and pzomiled great gifts unto them 
that belaboured him with ſtrokes. But when his folk knew 
that it was Hercules, they made courtefie each to other to ga be» 
foze, and trembling as the leaf on the Tree, thep durſt not abide 
the weight of his Club: but without (miting of any ſtroke tur ; 
ned their backs, and fled unto the Caſtle. 

Achelous ſeeing the behaviour of bis folk, and the fear that 
they had of Hercules, thought that he ſpould bave dyed foz ſoz? 
rot : ſa be went and entced again with them into the Caſtle. 
And Hercules returned with his people, laughing at - = 
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dealing of his enemies. Hercules began to think on Dejanira, 
and Achelous began to imagine how he might annoy the Calce- 
donians : he bad there one of his Captains, that ſaid unto him : 
Sir, ye know well that pour ſtrength, may not compare unto 
the ſtrength of your enemies: We are ten agajnſt one, but 
that may nothing help us: foz the mighty Gyant that is with 
them, is enougb ta bury us all, and defirop pour Realm Con⸗ 
ider pe then, fince if is ſo,thatopen pui ſſance aud plain ſtreng th 
map not be uſed at this time, it is expedient to imagine ſome 
ſubtilto, to grieve the Calcedomans: and it is my advice that 
were ſpall be made a great flaming light in the Sea, ſuch as 3 
ſpali well deviſe, ſo as by that means they that have beſieged us 
may be decerved lightly. This flaming light muſt be by night, 
and it ſhall be great ond fozcible : we will make it ſecretly ; ag 
ſoon as our enemies ſhall (fe it,thep will leap out of theirTents, 
and go unto the Sea to ſee the maryel, peradventure without a: 
ny Arms, foz they dzead us not, and then we will (et on them, 
and ſpall find them unfurnied and unpꝛzovided of their Arms, 
and conſequently it may enſue, that of them all we ſpall make a 
notable riddance. 

pen Achelous beard this counſel, it ſeemed to him gocd, 

and he would that it were effected in ſuch manner as he bad de 
viſed. Thsdeviſoz did make an hundzed Tozches, which were 
fini(bed in fifreen days. During theſe fifteen days, Hercules aC: 
failed many times the Caſtle, where Achelous was, but be 
might never do any thing thereto, foz the Foztreſs ſtogd upon 
the Sea, and ina ſtrong Countrey, and could not be gotten by 
afſault,and Achclous could habe ſuccours from no part: fuz,tc: 
tween this Caſtle aud Achaja, was a great Countrey. Mien 
the fifteendays were paſſed, and the Toꝛches were made, en a 
night when it was peaceable from wind and ſtozm, they that 
carried the Tozches iſſued out of the Caſtle, four of them unto 
the Paven, where was left but one little Boat which was on 
ground, and had not long time befoze put to the Sea. And if re 
demand where the Sbips were become that Achelous bzougbt 
to this Pozt, 7 ſav that Hercules had cauſed to rake them, and 

ſent gem to the Sea, to the intent that Achelous ſþou'd not 
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eſcape him, noz take away the Ships by night. The achajany 
then came to this little Boat lying on the ground, and piped 
them that they bzought it afloat. on the Sea, as ſecretly as thep 
could, and entred therfir, with all that co them was neceſſary, 
Ring Achclons put himſeif in ambuſhment with a thouſand of 
his men, nigh unto the place where be thought the Calcedoni- 
ans would go out to ſee the light that ſhould be made. And when 
they that verein the Sea, knew that it was time to light their 
Tozcyes, they ſet them on fire, and put them round about the 
Maſt, wherein were made as many holes as there was Toz» 
ches. And fo as the imagired thep did. The Knights that 
kept the watch of the hoft of Hercules ſaw it, and ſoze marvyel- 
ing at this light, amaked Hercules and their fellows,and ſhew: 
ed chem the light. As ſoon as Hercules ſaw the bzightneſs of 
the Toꝛches, be would know what it was: and then appzeached 
the bank of the Sea, and his company with him, and had not 
been long there, when King Achelous did cauſe to lightan buns 
dzed Tozches that be had pꝛobided, and after he iſſued out of his 
ambuſpment with bis thouſand men, and ran upon Hercules, 
and aſſailed him and all his men fiercelp. But when Hercules 
ſaw them diſcover themſelves, be ſer his people in ozder in the 
beſt manner he could, by the light of the Stars, and received 
his enemies ceuragiouſiy, where begana right dolozous battel : 
foz the one [mote upon the other verp furiouſly, and there were 
many wounded and dead. he skirmiſh was great, Achelous 
thought to come at unawares, but be was valiantly reſiſted, and 
loſt many of his men: and Hercules met Achelous, and ſmote 
him en the Helm that he foundzed, and it gabe him a wound on 
his head, that the blood guſted out, and mozeover, be twk him, 
and delivered him to twelve of his men to keep. There were 
great crzes, and great abundance of ſtrokes ok Swozds, Then 
were the Tozches quenched, and put out by the fozce of the 
ſmiting of the Achajans, which defired greatly to reſcue their 
Ning: and fo they abandoned their lives in the beat. But when 
their Tozches were quenched, by little and little, thep began 
to cool them, and withdzaw them, foz the? ſaw nothing at all, 
Wzen they weee withdzawn, Hercules aſſembled his folk, ant 
ſaid 
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faid to them, that he would aſſail to take the Caſtle, and that 
they ould follow vim yardily and fiercely: and anon, when he 
ſaw his enemies return unto the Caſtle, he ran after and ita;ed 
them, and put himſelf in the thickeſt of chem, ſwiting with his 
Club on the right fide and on the left, he made a right large 
place, And by this wap he led his people unto the Gate of the 
Caſtle, where he entred with them that tied, and there made lo 
great a flaugpter of bis enemies, that with little ref.ſiance, 
the ſame night he put to death twelve hundzed, aud the other 
fied into the City of Petrace, from whence they were. Jnthis 
battel, and the batrel that had been in Calcedonia, ail the men 


FT of Achaja were lain, except four bundzed which ſaved them⸗ 


(elves by fight. Foz Achelous had taken all his men wirh bim, 
his Countrey and his City Pctrace, was all dellrored. Mien 
Hercules had taken the Caſtle, afterward be went into the Ci⸗ 
tp of Petrace: aad entring into all places withuut reſiſtance, 
he ſet this Realm into the hands of Ring Ococus, and he tar» 
tied not long after he had ſubdued this Kealm, but returned, as 
haſtily as he might, to ſee Dejanira: and there be was teceiu d 
with lo great glvzy, joy and triumph, that no man can rehearle 
nog w2tie. 

The Poets repozt this cenqueſt that Hercules made upon A+ 
chelous, feigning that Achelous fought firſt in likeneſs cf a 
man: and being vanquiſhed, he after changed himſelk into a. 
Secpent.T\1s is to be underſtood. in ſubtiineſs and in malice.as 
he did in aſſailing Hercules by night. To conclude, be fonaht in 
the likeneſs of a Bull, and Hercules baake one of bis hong: 
wat is to be underſt gd, thatat laſt Achelous was as ſierce og 1 
Bull, foz pzide and ſozrow that be was taken : and Hercules 
bzakebishozn, that is to be underftood, he bꝛake and deſtroped 
bis Kealm, : 

CHAP. XVII. 
How Nie took Dejanira from Hercule, when he p Med with her 
over the River: and how Hereules ſle N ſſas with an Arrow, 


Keat was the feaſt that Ring Oencus made koz the vito« 
ries that Hercules had atchieved,upon Bing Achcluus: for. 
be.

ve feared him pa ſſing ſoꝛe. Hercules at his coming pꝛeſented n 
him Achelous and his Realm, and ſaid to bim, that he ſhould 
have it withont any denzal. he Ring Oencus ſent Ring As 
chclous into exile, and acknowlcdged bimſelf greatip behold 
ing to Hercules, whom he honoured maroelleuſly; Then Her. 
cules took to his heart again amozous conceits: in like manner 
did Dcjanira, (be had ſoveraign jop to ſee Hercules, and deſired 
none ether thing. Mot to be tedious, when Hercules had been 
there a ſpace, he required Bing Oeneus that he would give him 
bis daughter to Mike. Oeneus agreed, and accozding to him, am 
Dejanira conſented with better will. The Wedding was ſo⸗ 
lemnized pompouſly, and they went to bed and lap together. 
Soon after, when Hercules ſaw that his Father in law had hu 
Kealm in peace, took he leave ofthe Ring Oc neue, and depart: 
ed from Calcedonia, with Dcjanira and his people, to go by 
land into his Realm of Iconia. Herculcs had alwars in bis 
journep D-janira by him: he loved her exceedingly, and had 
great ſolace in her beauty + and if he had not ſtudped with Atlas, 
be ceuld nor have abſtained him from beholding her beauty. In 
paſſing the time pleaſantly, in the manner that folk do that be 
new Married, Hercules journexed ſo far, that Ye came to a 
quarter of Theſſaly, where the River of Hebenus runneth, and 
arrived on this River, which was deep and bzocad running impe⸗ 
ruouſly, and had neither bzidge noz plank to paſs over, but 
there was a Centaure named Neſſus, that ſpent there his life, 
by the means of a little Boat, in which he carried the people 0: 
ver the River. , 

Myen Hercules had found this Neſſus, he came to him, and 
demanded of him hom he and his folk might paſs the River? 
Neſſus knew Hercules Gnce the time he had vanquiſhed his fel: 
lov's at the Medding of Pyrothus, anſwered that he might not 
paſs the River, but by bis litt'e Beat. And if he would paſs, 
be would with good will do him the pleaſure to ſet him over, 
Hercules thanked N. ſſus, fozaſmuch as he ſaw that the beat 
was but little, and the time was di ſpoſed to rain, be would 
that Dejanira and her Dameſeis ſhould paſs firſt. Dejaniraand 
her Paidens entred into the Beat. Neſſus rowed, and in fbe 
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rowing he beheld Dcjanira, and looked on her lo much, that her 
beautp ta oi ſped bim. Foz as ſoon as he was come over on the gs 
ther ide, ve told Dcjanira, lþe ſpould be his Wife, and catchinz 
held on Yer, he took her on bis ſpoulders, and bare her away : 
wherefoze Dcjanira and her Damoſels made great eręes. Her- 
cules ſeeing that the old Grant bare away D-janira, which he 
would refit to his power, bent his Bow, and ſhot an Arrow up: 
on the Gyant, with fo great cunning, that he (mote him en the 
right ſide unto the heart, and gabe him vis deaths wound. The 
Bow of Hercules was ſo great and ſirong, that no man cculd 
bend it but himſelf. Ne ſlus by the wound tgat Hercules gave him, 
degan to feel the appzoacping of Death, and to ſuffer ſharp an- 
guilh, he ran a great while after unto a Aalleg, where he fel 
down, and conſidering that bis life bad no recovery, heemployey 
ye end of it. to imagine how be might do diſp{eaſure toHercules, 
calling to remembꝛance, that he had a muſt terrible and moztal 
popſon about him, be (aid to Dcjanira ingreat malice. Fair La: 
dz, the love of pou hath cauſed me to receive the death, which 
diſpleaſeih me net ſo much, as tbat Hercules hall enjop pou wha 
deſerve a far wozthier man. Hercules is no true Pusvand, but 
the unkaichfulleſt to his Mike that ever was. Fozaſmuch as 
Jbave ſingular pity of you, and pour beauty conſtraineth me ta 
do you pieaſure, A will give you here a p2ecious thing, it having 
ſuch ver tue, that if pou boy! it with one of the ſbirts of Hercubcs 
with the blood that runneth out of my wound, and give the Fire 
to Hercules, that be wear it, be iha!l never after love any other 
woman no2 Lady but pou. 

And with theſe wozds rhe Goant took the popſon. and remye-+ 
red it with his blood, and wound it in a linneaTloth, and gave 
it to Dejanira. Ti? fooliſh Dejanira giving credit to the wozds 
ofthe Goant, took the popſon. The Gpant charsed her, that na 
man ſbould touch it bare, ſaying then it would loſe its vectue 
after the touching: and with that, be gave up the Ghoſt and do⸗ 
ed pitioufy, ſo Dejanira eſcaping ſafely from his hands: puc⸗ 


poſed hat ſhe would keep tat poyſon ſecretly at all adventure, 


tobelp her (elf, if it were need. While theſe things paſſed he: 
tween Dejanira and the Ggant, Hercules was much pecplered 
foz 
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foz D. janira. As ſoon as he had ſmitten him on the right nde 
wirh his Arcob, ve uncloathed himſelf, and caſt bis Gown, his 
Harneſs, and Club, ovec the Water, by his great ſtrength, ag 
leaping in, ſwam over unto the other ſide, then as he put on hu 
rapmear, Dcjanira (again accompanied with ber zZdamoſelg) 
came to the River,furniiþed with that venemous popſon. 
Hercules ſaw D-janira return, he imagined that he had ſlain the 
Gyant, and demanded where the Traitoz was. D.janira anſyy, 
red not af firſt to this his demand, but faid unto him. Alas my 
Lo2d,in what peril have been? What oppzeſſion 2 What de; 
ſpair of jop hath oppzeſſed my heart? The traches of mine 
Arms where pet is ſeen, the pint of the hands of the Gyanz, 
ſtew in what diſpleaſure à have been: The curſed glutton Oy, 
ant bare we unto the depth of a deep vaile?, where death app2g: 
ching by the ſtroke ofpour Arrow, made him ta fall down, and 
he would never let me go until the laſt ſight of death. Surelp3 
have ſuſfered a greatjeopardy,but thanks be to the Gods,(ince] 
ba be found you again, J am ſufficiently avenged of mine enemy 
whom J have ſeen dye miſerably. 


. CHAP. XVII. 
How Hercules fought againſt Hydra, the Serpent of the Moor 
Lerna, and f|:w him. 


Ercules and D.janira having kifſed tach other, Hercules 
went unto the place where the Goant lay dead and fozaſ; 

much as he found him dep2rved of life, be let bim lie there to the 
braf's and birds. and took his Arrow that lap by bim. This wos 
the Arrow that Achilles was ſlain with after in the Temple of 
Pacbus in Troy, foz the love of Polixene. Then Hercules and 
D-janira came again to the Biver, 8nd Hercules ſet over bis 
men, and went from that place to the City of Lerna. The Ring 
of the Cito did great honour to Hercules, receiving him as ho! 
nourab'pas be cou'd. Among di bers talk, Hercules demanded 
todings of him. The Hing anſwered that he knew no other, 
but that ina great place there abode a minor, balfa man. and 


palf a S:rpent, hit murdered many ef his Kralm, $02 he 


laid, 
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ſuid, that all the men, women, and childzen this monſtercan find» 


ye flaxeth with bis tail that is envenomed, with his claws and 
terth deſtroping and devouring all. And ſo it will come to paſs 
wat this Tountrey will be deſolace, foz the Labourers noz Mer⸗ 
chants dare not go by, with leſs company than two hundzed 
men: and if they be leſs, the Monſler a ſſaileth them, like as he 
yath done many others. 

Hercules was paſſing glad and joyful of theſe tydings, and 
ſaid to the Ring: Str, J yave laboured hitherto foz the Coms 
mon veal bt many Kealms, and pet have I the will co per: 
ſevere, and do the wozks of vertue. Unows pe then, ſince Jam 
pere arrived, J will do ſomewhat ſoz che weal of this Country, 
as J have done foz many other. And J have intention to moz« 
row to do mp uttermoſt endeavour to travel towards the mon* 
ier, to abide the adventure of vanquiſping bim, oꝛ to be vanquiſhs 
ed of him. This Ponſter was called Hydra, fozaſmuch as be 
dwelled in the Matecs. When Dejanira heard the enterp2ize 
of Herculcs, that he would go alone, and abandon bimſelf in ſo 
great peri!, ſbe began to weep, and make ſo great ſozrow, that 
no man could appeaie her, noʒ make her itint her weeping. Her- 
cules comfozted her the beſt he could, ſo did Atlas and Philotes, 
and Sewed ber the glozious deeds of Hercules, to give ber hope 
in this ad venture. But all could not avail, ſþe ſo loved Hercu- 
les with all her heart and might. She required bim with her 
exes charged full of tears, that he would abſtain from ſo high 
anenterpziſe, ſaping, that it was no wiſdom foz a man te er⸗ 
poſe himſelf to lo eminent dangers, and that God bad ſent the 
Wonſter into the Tountry, ro cozrect and chaſtiſe the people. 
Notwithſtanding Hercules was very ardently in love with ber: 
yet ber tears that Te wept, noz her pꝛapers, noz ber reaſons. 
could cauſe Hercules ts bzeak his purpoſe, no2 leave off che ads 
venture. Butearly in themozning be cloathed him, and de- 
parted from Lerna, and twk his wap towards the P, wherein 
was the Monſter. 

This Pooz was long, and three Miles in compaſs, as the 
Chacnicics of Spain rebrarſe, and all environed with Foun: 
tains thatſpzang out of the high Bouniains, In the midſt of 
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this Plain was a great Lake, wherein dwelled the Hydra on 
dry land. Myen Hercules was come unto this place, the Hy. 
dra that never flept with both eges, had always the neck our, 
ſtretched on high, and the ear open, eſpping him, ſuddenly came 
againſt him running with great fozce. Hercules abode, when he 
eſpied the marvellous Peniter, and had great pleaſure to ſee 
bim : He was ten foot high, and had as long a tail: he was foul 
and covered with hair: Pe had his body armed, and his right 
vand held a naked Sword, and in his left he carried a Shield, 
Hercules this beholding him, lußfertd him to come to him. 
Then the Monſter ſpake to him, and ſaid, Pooz Gpant, whi: 
ter goeſt thou ? Beheld this Swozd, ſharply on both ſides cyt: 
ting: pet was there never man that heard me ſpeak, but he 
derd bp the point of this Swozd. Fozaſmuch as Jam the wiſeſ 
Creature that ever Nature made, Jam accuſtomed to make a 
queſtion to ſuch men as J find, and then deſtroy them if they can: 
not anſwer thereto, 4 find in mp Realm people dull as beaſts, 
without underſtanding, and bave therefoze deſtroyed their blod, 
ſo will J do thine, it thou canſt not a ſſoyl a Sophiſm that 2 ſhall 
make unto thee. D thou man Serpentine, (ſaid Hercules) thine 
Eloquence, thy Wzudence, thy cruel Swozd, faul and pelluted 
with infinite homicides, make me nothing aba{ſed,no2 diſcoura: 
geth me: J ſought thee, and am come hither to deſtroy thee. And 
J will nor only a ſſopl one of thy Sophiſms, but as many as thou 
canſt deviſe : and know, that if by fozce of my wit, Jaſſopl th» 
Sophilms and falacious arguments, J will do to thee like as 
thou ſpouldſt do to me: and if it happen that thy ſcience may not 
Qyercome me, pet defend thee with arms, and that thou keep tho 
life as well as thou canſt. 

Mith theſe wozds, the Ponſter made unto Herculcs ſeben 
Sophiſms one afcer another, all falacious and ſubtil : Then 
when Hercules had given ſolution to one, the Monſter repiyed 
by ſeven Arguments. Pet Hercules, full of Philoſophy, and 
expert in all Sciences, made anſwer ſo ſubſtantially to all bis 
kalacious Arguments, that he ſet him at a on- plus. Foz this 
cauſe the Poets fergn this Hydra had ſeven heads, as it appear: 
eth in the firſt Tragedy of Seneca, and ſay that when — 
had 
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had ſmitten off one of the heads, ſeven other heads camt again 
in the ſame place. In the end then to purſue this matter, when 
Hercules had ſo diſputed, the Serpent rielded to Hercules, jr 
ſuch wiſe as he wiũ not what co ſay, Hercules ſaid unte him 
Serpent inbumane, we have fought long enough with the 
tongue. Take thy Sword, J map no longer with hold my hand 
from [miting ther, and a ſay if thou be as ſubtil inarms, schon 
art in language. Pooz footy ſaid the Serpent (which was full 
of P2ive) Rnoweſt not thou, that by mp part Serpentine, 4 
have infeced all this Country? And J will this day d2ink thy 
blood, and devour thy body: wherefoze make watch, and keep 
thee well. 

: Mithout moze wozds Hercules enhaunſed his ſwo2d, foz to 
have mitten his adverſary,br:tþe could not ſo ſoon haſt him, but 
the Serpent gave him firſt two ſtrokes, one with bis Sword. 
and the other with bis tail, wherewith be had almoſt (mitten 
him down to the ground. Yer Hercules abode ſtanding, and with 
his Sword likted up, be [mote the Monſter upon the Helm with 
ſuch ſtrength, that be cruſhed the Helm, and made him a wound 
in the head. At this ffrcke che Serpent was full of fury, and 
with his Swozd ſmote Hercules the ſecond time upon the Hein, 
that the ſparkles and the fire flew out, and the Yelm was bzo: 
ken, &c. 

Hercules that never befoze had received ſo great a robe, 
pꝛemiſed him that be would revenge it, and ſmate him right an⸗ 
gerly. Their ſirskes were great and deadlo, they ſmoteeach at 
ether long, and they were both of them of great courage. Bat 
when Foztune had eneugb cheriſbed chem both, ſühe turned a⸗ 
gainſt the Serpent ſo earneſtly, that after many ſtrekes. Hercules 
[mote bis Swoꝛd within the Helm into his head, and bace hin 
dead unte the carth. 

Hercules rejopced greatiy, when he ſaw the Bonſier put to 
the fopl, and went foz to fetch the Ning of Lerna, with Deja» 
niza, and his folk, and bꝛought them to (ee the Manſter. When 
be had Hewed them the Ponfler, be made a great fire and burn 
ed it. Mherefoze there were given unto him great pzaiſes. 
De was bzeught to the Citp of Lerna, K&ith grearglozp of La- 
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dies and cf Gentlewomen, who conveyed him unto the Rings 
Palace ſinging melediounp. D-janira then rejoyced greatly in 
the tryumphant victozp of her noble Pusband. hen Hercules 
had tarried there a while, Ve deparied.chence, and went to A- 
thens, where Theſcus received him glozioufiy. Then Hercules 
and Atlas held School in Athens, foz as much as thep of Athens 
were quick ok wit, and gave themſelves all to learn Sciences, 
There they vere a great while, introducing and infozming 
them of Athens in Whiloſopby, but eſpecialip in Aſtronomy, 
Atlas p2ofited in ſuchſ wiſe, that the Students. chere ſaid, he 
Tuſtaintd and bare the Heavens on his ſboulders O noble ver: 
tuous man. Myen Hercules bad ſpent ſome time there, and 
ſtudied (ſo long that his Doctzine had given light unto the Athe- 
nians, be departed from thence with great bemoaning, and 
b:ought his Mike unto the City of Lycia. And then was ſq 
greatly renowned, that from all the Realms ef Greece, there 
came daily to him Roblemen and other, to pzofit in Uertue, Nos 
bleneſs, Ponour, Arms, Philoſophy, Aſtronomp, and all other 
Werkecions. 


CHAP. nM 
How Hercules went into Spain and fight ing on the Sea, vanquiſh- 
ed King Gerion, and took the City of Megidaas. 


Bout the time that Hercules flouriſted in vertue, and his 
ame was born from Realm to Realm by glozious Ke- 

now n as the Ch2onicles of Spain rehearſe, there was a Ring 
of the Citp of Megidda, that ſtandeth upon the Kiver of Gau- 
dian, that thzounh his Tyꝛannical dealings, began to make his 
name have a great r?pozt,by many ty2annies,that no man could 
tell the third part. This Tyzant had to name Gerion, he was 
Ring cf Andalofie, and Deſtremadure, and alſo of the Moun: 
tains of Galicia, and Portugal, The Poets feign, of this Ty: 
2ant, that he had thzee beads, fozaſmuch as he had two Be: 
thzer, great Gpants, which were all of one Nature, and com: 
plexion; and they were ſo i nized together, that all that the one 
would, the other would: they were never in diſcozd. Gerion _ 
| the 
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the wozſt of all. He cauſed to be made a Temple, in the City 
of Megidda, and oʒdained all theo thar were Noble ſpouid there 
have their Amage and Sepulture: and that men would make 
the remembeances of all the men ok note that be ſhould flap, ta 
the end, there would be a memozy cf chem beceafrer. Thus he 
and bis Bzetbꝛen tozannized, not only over rangers, bur bis 
neighbours, and pitzed no man, inſomuch that be got him an ex 
bil name: And the Atricans whom they perſeciited moze than 
any, went and complained to Hercules, by Affers command, 
as to the only deſtroper cf Tpꝛants and Monſters, and reqticſis 
edhim, to deliver them cut of that Tribulatien. When Her- 
cules underſtood the complaint of rhe Atricans, and was adyer« 
tiſed of the Tyzanny that Geiion and bis Bꝛechzen ulcd: ie 
deſigned to go into Helperic, and pzemiled to the Africans, that 
they ſpo uld have ſpoztly tedings of him. And asked them vt the 
ſtate of Bing Atfer. And when they had told all that they knew, 
they returned with great jop into their councry. Hercules fcom 
thencefo2th, diſpoſed him to go into Hcelperie, wherefore pis 
Mife Dcjanira made great ſoacow. The Renown of this you: 
age was ſp2eadin ali tbe Counttep. Jn ſhozt time there came 
moze men of Arms into Lycia, fo ſerve Hercules than be ſene 
foz, he was ſo goed, bountiful, wiie and valiant, that be gave a. 
wap all his ſpoils, wherefoze curry man would follow bim, fen 

no man ſerved him, but ve remarded and enriched him in & £alti 

and happineſs. Apen bis Armp was ready, be took [cate ot 
Dejanira, and departed out of the Kealm of Lycia. Mano a 

tear was hedathis departing, as well of Dejanica, as ct his 

Scholars that learned of him. Theſcus and Hiſpan, Atlas and 

Philotes were with bim. During this vopage, ve ſtudied ore 

times with Atlas, and was never Idle, withe ut doing lome⸗ 
what that ought to be remembzed, Ye arrived in Africk, where 
be found Affer, who receibed him wo2bipfully. From Africk 
Herculcs paſſed by the firaic of Gibraiter and went into the 
Gades,that now we call Galicia, and peopled the Countreo for: 
aſmuch as he found there govd land, and delivered this people 
unto a noble man named Philiſtines. This Phililtines, as Bocs 
cace reyearleth in the Genealogie of Geds, was ſon of Bing 
Agcnor, 
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Agenor, Son of Ring B-lus, Philiſtines then reigned in Gali 
cu, and was after named the zieſt of Hercules, foz when Her. 
culcs had vanquiſhed the Tyzants of Hetperie, be founded there 
a Cemple, which he held after in great reverence. Always ag 
Hercules x eopied and inpabited this Land, he did cauſe to be made 
{2r1lars oz Columns high and marvellous great, and ſet them 
upon the Sea: and uponevery Pillar e Column, he made an 
image of hard ſtone in the likeneſs of Hercules, clad with the 
gkin of a Lion. And cue ok the mages hcid a Table wherein 
was witten with letters of Gold, Pats no further to ſeek land, nor 
go to conquer turther any Realms iu the Welt, for thou ſlalt find 
no more Land, &c. 

Nye noble Hercules went then into the Countrey, where 
ſtandeth now the Citp of Sivil, which was not then founded, 
end found by his ſcience, that there ſheuld be builded a City 
cf great renewn : in wemozy thereof. be ſet up in that place 
a piliar ot yard ſtones, and thereupon ſet an Image holding in 
bis hand written, there ſhould be made one of the greatelt Ci. 
tics in the world, This Land of Galicia appertained to Gcrion, 
Then when Hercules had made this pillar, and ſet it thoreag 
now fandeth Sivil; be bad a great deſire to begin to build 
the City, fez the Countrep was very good and commodious. 
Dut Atlas by the ſcience of Aſtronomp, counſeled him to the 
contrary, ſhewing vim by certain figns, that it was by deſtiny 
that another would build the City, And therekoze nigh the il: 
jar, be made a Coluninof white Parble, upon which ſtovd the 
Iwage of Hercules great and rich, that held one hand againſt 
the Caf, wherein was written: Here hath been Hercules. And 
wich the other hand he ſhewed the wꝛiting that the other Jinage 
vel d. 

Tyr de things accompliſhed, Hercules departed from thence 
and lekt to Tn{abit and keep the Country eight bhundzed men 
of his, of the Country of Scythia, that were ficent and expect 
in Arme, and with good will they abode there, beesvſe the 
Country was plentiful. Then vent Hecculcs by the banks of 
the Sea, into the laſt and furtiermeft part of Europe, and ſails 
td ſs far thet Le entred into the V.iver of Guadiana, were the 
To: 
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Tozant Gerion duellcd, and abede in the Cito of Megidda- 
gye ſame time that Hercules entred into the Gruer,  Gcrion 
went up to the top of an yigh Tou cr, where be might fee all 
avout the Countrey, fo eipy if any perſon came, upon whom he 
mig bt exerciſe his Tyranny: He had not been long there, when 
ye behelo the River, and ſaw the Army of Hercules: And ſeeing 


this Army, ve had great jop. foz be thought in all haſt he SUD 


opercome them. CAlithout other Telay, he atſemvied his com: 
plices, and ſounded to Arms. Mithin a little chte all his men 
that were ready with arms, came unto bim te undo har be 
would? Myen Gerion was armed, and reads to 49 ta che battel 
he declared ta his people his intention. Then entring inte his 
Galleę as haſtily as he could he went trem Mcgidda, dppztach- 
ing toward the Grecks. Thus rowing fozih, it bapned iht be 
met a little Beat: And from as fur as be (5w 10 coming, be 
went againſt ir, and arreted it. In this Boat wece no moge 
thin two Mariners any Hiipan. Gerion then called Hiſpan, 
and demanded of bim whither be went, and wha! he was? Truly 
ur, anſwered Hiſpan, Zam a Greek, and have intention to rin 
to tbe Uing Grrion, that is nw in his Ci ef Megidda, fi hf 
patch a meiſage Jam charged with, effenzer (caid the Ring) 
if pe ſeek Gerion, pe need go no further, foz Jam be, whem ze 
ſpeak unto, Sic (ant wered Hiſpan) fine that you be be to wham 
my meſſage appertaineth, Jet you vave knowledge in the 
name of the vertuous Hercules, that be is an enemy fo pour ut: 
ces: nd to coꝛ rect your great and abominable trifpaſſcs, he 75 
come into your Dominion. Medlenzer (antr ered Gericn ) Vow 
is Hercules ſo pzeſumpriuous as to fake upon him fo ceme and 
toztect my Uices ? Ve knows little with whom be bath te do: 
go teil him, that be ſpall find me but it Wall be too ſoon fo2 bis 
yealth, and that J wiil feaſt him in ſuch wiſe ere be efeave me. 
as J ba ve been accuſtämed to feaſt fr INIces, Hiſpan departed 
with theſe wozds. and returned to Hercules, and told him gag 
foz woꝛd what Gerion had ſatd unto him: mozec ver he laid, he 
would meet with him ſpreedile, vrepareb and rrado (2 R 
battel. Men Hiſpan had firi Wed his meſſage, the Galieng ut 
Ring Cerion appeared and were ſren from kat. Hercules and 
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the Greeks had great joy and began a loud ſpouting, in Tounding 
Trumpets, Fifes, and Tabours. Gerion and his folk ſeeing and 
hearing their Enemies, they likewiſe began to ſpout, and make 
u marvellous great noiſe. The Air was filled with a great am 
jopfal noiſe. In this outragious noiſe, the two Poſts a ppaoach, 
ed each other. At their encountring was not ſpared Darty, 
round ſtenes, noʒ Arrows, They of Heſperie had abundance or 
Darts, which the? uſed and caſt on the Greeks às if it had been 
rain. The crres redoubled on the one (ide, and on the other: 
lo that there were many ſlain and hurt. Lhe? were all men of 
Mar: each man bare him valiantly, and amongſt all other, 
Hercules having bis Bow in hand, ſlewas many enemies, ag he 
ſhot Arrows. The ſhot dured long, When it failed; they fought 
hand to hand. Then began the Battel to be eager and hard, 
G.rcion ſhewed himſelf boyſterous, and expert in arms, and put 
ro death many Grecks, but foz one that be ſlew, Hercules flew ten 
of the Heſperians. 

At the encounter cf the Galle»s where were many hurt, Her 
cules took his Club and ſmiting one of the Galleps,that thought 
ty have grapled and boarded his Galley,he made it cleave in ſuns 
ver, and the water came in ſo ſuddenly that the moſt part of 
them in that Gallep were dzowned, without engaging, After 
this. Hercules came to another Galley, and there did marvels: 
all that he hit with his Club were dead, oz ſoze hurt. Some he 

zained, and of others he bꝛake legs and arms. It ſeemed to 
thunder with bim: he did ſo beffir him. tha t each man fled from 
him, and there was no man that withſtood him, oz durſt abide 
bim: When he ſaw this, he put himſelf fozth to exploit great 
affairs. Leaping from Galley to Galley, and made ſo great 
flaugbters, that his peaple by bis good example abounded in va, 
lour and puiſſance, and the Heſperians diminiſþcd : and had ſg 
much damage that all chings went againſt them. Gerion confi 
dering, that foztune was his enemy, ſo unded a retreat, and left 
the battel. 
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CHAP, Xx. 


How Gerion aſſailed Hercxles the ſecond time, be ſore Megidda, how 


Hercules ſlew his brethren, vanquiſhed, and conltraiucd. Gerior

VV Pen Hercules ſaw his enemies buſie to withdzaw,be ſoun- 
Y'” ded the retreat, fozaſmuchas it was near night, and alſo 
becauſe he had encloſed the Galleys of Gerion, that they might 
not return into his City witpout paſſing by him, Mpen the 
two Armies were withd2awn;Gerion in the darkeſt of the night, 
Spi pped and went into the Citp of Valeritia, whereof one of 
his Bzethzen was Bing, and put him there in ſafety, in purpoſe 
to make the greateſt Army that he could to come upon Hercu- 
les. Hercules after the retreat, anchozed his Gallers upon the 
River of Gaudiana, and pa ſſed there that night : on the moz« 
row when be ſaw that Gerion and his folk were fied, and were 
not upon the Sea within ſight, ve rowed up unto the City of 
Megidda, took land and aſſailed fiercelytheCity. The aſſault 
was eager and ſþarp, and the M-giddans defended themſelves, 
but tbep were ſo diſ-furniſbed with men of War, that they could 
not hold out, but opening the Town to the Greeks, yielded to 
Hercules. Thus was Hercules Lozduf the paincipal City that 
Ger ion had, be entred into it, and the;Gxeeks with Wm. Tye 
Cits was well pzobided with victuals, - So that ſmnte they de- 
parted out of Greece, thep kound no where ſo good Foztune Her- 
cules held bim there a ſpace of time, ſearching in what place be 


might find Gerion, During theſe things he weht unto the Tem: 


ple, to thank his God. In this Temple were many Sepul⸗ 


- tures, garni ſped with very fair marvellous Pitozies. Among 


other, there was one paſſing rich: fo2 the reniembzance of Ge- 
rion, of fine gold, environed with thirty Rings, whoſe heads 
were (mitten off. Hercules abode at this Sevufture, and de⸗ 
manded of the Citizens wherefoze ſerved the Statues and I: 
mages lo rich A Citizen ſaid to him that they were the Se⸗ 
pultures of the Roble men of their Kealm, and that Bing Ge- 
rion had bzought up that cuſtom ta make theſe Sepultures, to 
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have remembꝛance of them that were valiant in Arms, Fur: 
thecmoze ſaid that ſame mak) as ſon as in tpis Country a man 
path put a Mableman to death, -tyen he maketh a rememdꝛance 
of that dead man upon his Sepulfure. And fozafmuch as Uing 
Gerion in his time hath ſlain thirty Rings, be caufed this Se: 
pulture to be made which pou ſee, meaning to be buried here in 
tbe end of his days. When Hercules heard this; that the Citi: 
zen ſaid, he anſwered, he held bimſelf happy he hadeſcaped the 
Swoꝛd of ſuch a Tyzant, that put ſo many Rings to death, any 

made bis P2axrers ro his God : After this he returned to the 
Palace, and there came to him the Peſſenger of Ring Gerion: 

who by the power of his Daſter,, commanded-him to avoid the 
City, and the Realm, oz elſe make good watch. Hercules an: 
ſwered that he was entred into the Realm, and into the City, 

with ſtrength of arms, and he would not go out thereof, until 

one had taken from him his Swozd by fozce 6f Arms, oz until 

the time that be put the Countcey in obedience, 

The Meſſenger returned from Megidda, with this anſwer 
to Gerion, who was with bis two B2ethzen : thep took the 
wozds of Hercules impatiently, and ſware they would avenge 
them of him. To be ſpozt, they went to the Sea with a great 
Armp. - 

Thep rowed and ſailed with all their ſtrength unto Megidda: 
the Mind and 'Foztune ſuffered them in few days, to arrive at 
the Pozt * Hercules was adviſed of their coming, who ſuffered 
them to take land, and let them reſt that day: theo.were fifty 
thoufand men. When they landed it was late, and ſeeing the 
Oreeks made no defence at their landing, they ſaid one to ano⸗ 
ther, that they durſt not come fozth and fight them. Thinking 
all to have won advantage, thereupon concluded, that en the 
meꝛrow thep would a ſſail the City very early. Upon this con: 
clufion, Gerion and his Bzethzen conſidered of things apper« 
taining to the Aſſault, menacing greatly Hercules and his 
Greeks who were then in Megidda, thinking likewiſe on their 
affairs; not onlp in the intention fo defend them from their 
enemies, but to iſſue out the dap following, to aſſail them by 
Battel, as ſoon as the night paſſed, Alittle befoze the _ ris 

ing, 
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ing on the mozrow, Hercules made two battalions. In the firſt, 
he put a thouſand fighting men, and conduged them. In the (e- 
cond he put the rendue of his Army, and made Theſeus Captain 
of them. After this; when. he pad very well traiged bis people, 
and let them in good eder, be admoni ſhed them to do their endeax 
vour, and minded them of certain things, but could not finiſh 
his ſpeech : Foz that ſame time, Gerion and his bzethzen, with 
their folk, made their a ppꝛoaches to aſſail the City,and made ſo 
great noiſe, thatall about it redounded, 
- WyenHercules heatd this upzoar, pe opened the Gate, to be: 
hold what new things was there, And at tbe iſſuing out be ſaw 
his enemies haſt them to the Fozts and Walls, with Ladders 
| and other Engines fit foꝛ an aſſault. Then be began to laugh in 
himſelf, and bade his men follow him: and went ſtraight-way 
| kozth to begin the skirmiſh. 
| Men Gerion ſaw Hercules, he knew him, by the skin of the 
Lion, and his Tiub, and ſþewed him to his Bzetpzen, that 
marvelled of him, becauſe he came alone upon them, Loe here 
is our moztal adverſarie (ſaid Gerion) he is full of Pzide, and 
ſettech little by us: Let us aſſail him all thzee,and deſtrop him: 
all the gold in the woꝛzld {bail not ſave his life. Hercules with 
theſe woads, came ſonigh the thace,Gpants, that [d well 
(peak unto them, and ſaid : Ye evil Tpzants, la n potr 
weapons: It is now no time to aſſail the City, it bebobeth pou 
to.diſpole you to enter into battel. The battel is readp, begin 
at me, and J at you, and let us fight together till moze come. 
With theſe wozds be lifted up his Club and charged the ſtroke 
lo ſoze upon one ok the thace Bzethzen, that he caſt his Sbield, 
and all aſtonied bare him to the earth. When.Gerion and bis 
other bzother, ſaw their brother ſo boʒn dawn, they ſmote with 
their Swozds upon Hercules, with great furp, and ſo employed 
their firength, that they bzake off part of his Armour. Mitb 
Aheſe-two firokes of their Swo2ds,Hercules rectibed moze than 
an bundzed darts upon his body, howſcevec the-Swozds.noz 
„Darts were not Co hard tempered, that tbep could pierce the 
Armour of Hercules, no2 Nercules left not to wozk with bis 
Club, but he lift it up on high 1 ſtzoke it upon the ſecond bꝛo⸗ 
992 2 ther 
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ther of Gerion, ſo luſtilp, that from the top to the Helm he buf. 
ed him, and ſmote him to the ground, like as if a great Rock 
hadfall'nonhis head. " 

Gerion was ſoze afraid to ſee ſogreata ſt roke, and with a wow 
derful angry and fierce heat, be laid upon Hercules,and gave him 
fo great a ſtroke upon the Helm with his Sweꝛd that he made 
the fire ſpꝛing out: but the Pelm was ſo hard that the Sword 
could not enter. Then was Hercules environed with bis ene. 
mies, and was ſmitten in man a place upon his bodp, The He. 
fpcrians de fired ſoze to ſee their Swoꝛds dred with the blood of 
Hercules, but Hercules put himſelf in defence, joyous: that he 
might emplop his ſtrength upon them. | 

And when he pꝛoved him thus upon one and other, and would 


fuffer none to come nearer than his arm and Club could reach, 


and that bis enemies moze and moze came about him, Malion 
that was Nephew to Alyſſes iſſued out of Megidda, with a thow 
fand men of the Army of Hercules. And ſeeing ſo great a com- 
pany about Hercules, was aſſured that he fougbt there, he and 
His people add2eſſed them thitherwards, making fo great a crp, 
and ſetting on ſo valiantlp, that in bearing down all befoze 


them, they came and found Hercules where be had ſlain moze 
than (*Maund2ed of his enemies, and that be feared nothing. 
They bare the Scaling Laders and other Engines were 


conſtrained to caſt them down, and go to the Battel, which was 
grievous and hard: and there were many Unights flain. Ge» 
rion fo2 bis part, beſtirred himſelf terribly: His Mother that 
was firft beaten, after he was carried out of the pzeſs came un: 
tothe field again: and in his coming be made great rom amom 
the Greeks, he was ſtrong and puiſſant, and bare a very heavy 
Guiſarme, the edge of which was thzee great foot long, he did 
marvels with this Guiſarme, and beat down lo many of the 
Greeks, that the noiſe aroſe greatiꝑ about him. And this noiſe 
and alarm came to the ears of Hercules. Then Hercules left 
them that he fought with, and as ſon as be ſaw the Gyant, that 
dealt with the Grecks as he would, not well contented with that 


- Guifarme : lifted up bis Clud, and fmote the Gpant upon the 
moulder, employing bis ſtrength in ſuch wiſe, that the _ 
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dzake and bare him down to the ground, not fully dead, but in 
-wozſe eſtate : foz be might not relieve himſelf, and muſt needs 
dye under the feet of the men of Arms very miſerably, 

At this time Theſcus and Hiſpan, with the reſidue of the 
Greeks, came unto rbe battel verp jopfullp, and finding their 
enemies out of array, and without any conduct, rheyskirmithed 
among them fiercely, and flew ſo many that all the place was 
covered. Hiſpan and Theſcus cleft the heads of man? Knights: 
they were expert in feats of arms, At their coming theo made 
their enemies to retire, and wan upon them with ſo good Foz 
tune, that by their means Gerion loſt above thirty thouſand men. 
In ſþozt ſpace p battel was ſuch aboutHercules,that his enemies 
knew not where to ſave them. And Gcrion being advertiſed of 
the death of his ſecond Bꝛother, turned bis back and fied unto the 
Sea, blowing his hozn, anon they endeavoured ſuddenly to put 
themſelves to flight, and they that could ſave themſelves, ſaved 
them without delay. Hercules, Theſcus, and Hiſpan with about 
twelve hundzed Greeks followed them ſwifcly : entring into 
ſome of their Ships, but had not Pariners ſo ready, as the gs 
ther, whezefoze they were a little letted, 


| CHAP. XXI. 
How Hercules purſued Gerion : and vanquiſhing him, put him 
to death at the port of the Corogne. 


0 was finiſhed the Battel foz this day, to the gzeat 
loſs and diſhonour of Gerion, and the honour and po- 
tot Hercules, Malion abode in Megiddo, by the appointment 
of Hercules, ts keep the Grecks that abode there, and take the 
ſpoil of their enemies. Hercules on the other fide. ſailed after 
Gerion, who perceiving him was ſoze afraid, and fied : pts 
flight during thzee dars. Gerion had good Bariners, who kept 
them warilp from boarding the Ship of Hercules, Sailing by 


the Mediterranean Sea, from Coaſt to Coaſt, now befoze, and 


now behind, but the end was ſuch, that on the fourth day they 
were conſtrained to abide Hercules at the battel upon the Sea, 


oz deſcend to land at the Corogne in Galicia, To ſlæ the death, 
Worrtof 
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whereof they were in doubt, they left the Sea,and took the Lum 
at a Pozf, imagining that they ſpould well defend them againg 
Hercules, foz they were ten againſt one. As ſoon as they ha 
taken Land at the Pozt of the Corogne, they trained them about 
the ozt to defend the Sea, which was ſtrong to take. And 


then Gerion wurned bis men, ſaying : pere is the hour oz the 


bay that we muſt dre oz overcome our enemies. Fozfline bath 
done us the wozft iþe can, ſbe was wont to make all ſirangerg 
tremble befoze our Swozds. Now ſhe maketh us to tremble be: 
foze a little number of people, Alas what ſbame is this: Since 
ws are at this point, there is no wap but to avenge this ſhame, 
It weavenge us at this time, we (þall recover our honour. Foz: 
tune hath bzought us into @ very goed J80zt, as if ſbe will raiſe 
us again, and make us Conquerozs of our adverſaries : let ug 
now defend the Pozr, avenge our blood,avenge our ſozrow,and 
avenge our damage. 

In the mean while that Gerion encouraged thus bis folk, Her 
cules and his company rowed ſo nigh rbe Bozt, that they were 
come to ſtrokes, TheHcſperians caſt uponHercules round ſtones, 


darts with ſharp Jrons on the end,ſpears and ſwozds. Againſt 


this the Greeks took their ſhields and covered them, and put them 
in devoir, to win the Bozt. But the caſting of the Heſperians 
was ſo moztal, that it conſtrained their enemies to abide, and 
not appzcach the Pozt. Thep had at this Pozt great abundance 
of ſtones. The Heſperians kept well the entry moze than thre 
hours, ſo that the Greeks could find no wap noz means fo reme: 
dy it. At the end of thzee hours, Hercules very ſozrowful to ſæ his 
men troubled, thought he would enter into a little Boat, and ſp 
adventure bimſelf alone to win the Pozt. | 
Then he that doubted no ſtroke of any mo2tal man,entred in: 
to alittle beat, ſtearing ithimſelf, with help of the wind, which 
was foz bis advantage, boyſed up the ſail, and adventuring as 
faſt as he could, be bzought the Boat unto the Pozt,but be recei⸗ 
ved moze than an hundzed ſtrokes with ſtones : that bis Sail 
that ſtood up an end by fozce of rhe Mind, was-ſmitten fall of 
boles, tbe cozds bzoken, and the Baſt overthzown, and the boat 
almoſt filled with ſtones. * 
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- Potwithſlanding Hercules ceaſed not at all from bis enter 

ze, but thzough be paſſed by all the ſtrokes of bis enemies, 
jabouring ſo that be took land, and thzuſt vimſelf among the 
fefperians, and there he began to ſmite with bis Club, on the 
right fide; and on the left, end long, and over-thwart, with 
ſych an abundance of valour and pzoweſs, that all the place 
was ſo red with their blood and bꝛains. Theſeus and Hiſpan, and 
gfty of the Grecks beſt armed, by the example of Hercules, took 
ld a light boat, and adventured themſelves to win the Wozt : 
Hercules was even at the mouth of the Bozr, be ſaw Theſcus 
come, and to make him paſſage, be ran here and there, and dio 
ſo much burt to the Heſpcrians, that without great danger they 
tWk land, and ſpꝛang out of their boat. Then was che aſſault bot 
ind furious. Gerion came to the Landing of Theſeus, and at 
leaſt th2ee pundzed of his men that followed him. All thes 
ſmote, and laid upon the Greeks, and of the fifcy theo flew ten, 
When Theſcus and Hiſpan ſaw that, their hearts began to 
ſell. They encouraged chemſelves, and pierced the aſſembly 
of Gerion, and againſt one man that was ſlain of theirs, ceo 
flew fikty Heſperians, and there they uſed their pꝛowe ſſcs ſo, that 
they did wonders by their Arms. 

Gecion even doed koz ſozrow that be might not come to have 
his will on the Grecks : Pe and his men were eager as Tygers 
that had been famied. Tye Greeks were mighty and ſtrong 
as Eleph ints : their ſtrokes were great, they doubted neither 
Dart noz Sw02d, putall in adventure. The Battel was fut 
dus, and rhe Greeks recet2ed many a wound: always Hiſpan 
and Theſcus by their marvellous pzowefirs ſaved them from 
deaty, and made paſſage th2ougha great pzeſs where Hercules. 
was. * 
Hercules that left not to ſmite, was verp glad when be ſaw 
Theſeus and H ſpan, and their fozty Companions. Their com- 
ing coſt Gerion the death of a thouſand men and moze : f. Her- 
cules to enceurage his men, added to bis deeds ffirength upen 
ſirenzth, pꝛoweſs upon pꝛoweſs, confounding his enemies ſa 
dzeadfully, drawing them toward the Sea, that they frat (xv 
him, wi ſped ther had been in their mothers womb : and in #»« 
ing 
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ing they were in ſuch haſt,that thee beat each other into the Se, 
and flew themſelves. | 

Tyen was Gcrion ſmitten to the heart with great ire, min, 
gled with impatience : ſo ye put bimſeik into the paels, 
{mote not only upon Hercules, but alſo upon the companions 
Theſeus: be ſmote the firſt man upon the Belm, that be cleſt 
vis head unto the teeth. After ye aſſailed another, and bare him 
to the carth,ſo aſtonied that he wiſt not where he was. Conſe, 
quently, be made there a great Paſſacre ſuddenlp vn the Greeks, 
that he dyed his Swozd with their blood, and the Greeks were 
conſtrained to make a great cr foz ſuccour. 

At this ſeaſon the Greeks that were left with their Galleys 
entred into the Pozt, and took Land eaſily. Myen Herculg 
heard tbe cry that bis men made, he ran thither to the aaylt 
and made about them a new noiſe, great and pitious. Geriog 
knew that the noiſe came becauſe cf Hercalcs, foꝛ he ſaw bim 
come and (mite in the thickeſt ol the Pꝛels, then be called jo 
bis folf, and cheared them, but bad there ſo great milbap, that 
foz orie ſtroke Hercules gave him with his Club by chance, ye 
was conſtrained to depart the pzeſs, and to withdꝛaw him a: 
part with them that were wear, to take his bzeath. Gerion at; 
terward fought to his extremity, and caſting bis eyes upon the 
Skirmiſh, be ſaw the Grecks upon the Poꝛt, and pꝛobiding them 
unto batfe!. Then ye law how they put many of bis men to the 
wozlt, and that be might not reſiſt it: all his loſſes came befoze 
bis eres, and he began to ſigh, and ſaid with a dolozous heart: 
Alas, what is the mutability of Foztune? Flattering foztune, 
what haſt thou thought? All the bonour thou baſt given me 
beretof22, redounds now to my ſhame : ſince thou haſt ſent me 
ſo man? goods, wherefoze haſt thou ſent to me Hercules? This 
is the enemy of all my glozy.

churage bis men. Thus crying, and ſeeking Hercules, he put 
10 death many Greeks : he was all furious ſv as yis Sword 
was dyed with the blood of his enemies. In the end he tame to 
pen with his Swozd ſo dyed, he lmote him ſoze. Her- 
ales was weary, foz without ceaſing he abode fighting by the 
ſpace of fuur hours, and had received upon his arms ſo many 

es, that no man could number them. Notwithſtanding,be 
dnot.arall from Gerion, but came to him jopfullyand fought 
inſt þim with ſo great fozce, that all they that ſaw it mar 
d: and after many ſtrokes, Hercules ſmote him one fo 
3 that be bzuiſed Gerion, and beat the bzains out of his 


d, and \ſmote the Helm off his ſpoulders, ſo that he fell among 
dead. F 


; CHAP., XXII. - 
How Hercules founded the City of Corogne upon the Tomb cf 
Geriou- ; 
Pus-was tbe end of the unhappy life of Gcrion the Ty- 
*. rant: bedyedas his two bzech2en did by the Club of Her- 
cules. When the He ſperians ſaw him bzought to that paſs, as 
tozaſt the bitter mozſel of death, all left their arms, bewailing 
ſozrowfullytve death of Gerion, and fell into deſpair : So that 
ſome ſta ped lil to be flajn, others fied by Deſarts, Mountains, 
nd the Banks of che Sea. UWyen Hercules eſpped them fo 
diſmayed, be thanied his God, and purſued bis enemies. The 
purſuit dured unto the evening. The Greeks filled the Fields, 
the Pountains, and the Mars by the Sea, with blood; Wen 


' the night was come, Hercules and the Greeks withdzew them 


into the Gallers to refreſþ themſelves. The hurt men were re⸗ 
membaed and comfozted with the Victozp and Speil. The wea⸗ 
men fager the labour and topl thar ches had done. Tyco 
reſted them afrer their travel, and paſſed the nigbt over. Men 
it was day, Hercules iſſurd out of bis Gallep, and beholoing 
the Post, it ſeemed to pim chat 1 Tito would fand well theꝛe, 
'Y and 
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and then laid, that fozthwith be would make one there, and com 
cluded to begin it. Be ſent to atl places, where be knew 
people were there abouts, and gave to each man knowledge 
that he was minded to make a City there, and the firſt perton 
that would come to put hand thereto, ſhould have the Governe' 
ment there: k: this thing was known in Galicia. Bany came 
tbither, but a woman named Corogne was the firſt that came 
And tyerefoze Hercules gave unto yer the ruling thereof, am 
named it Corogne, in remembzance of the victozy that he had 
there. Upon the body of Gerion he founded a Tower, and by dis 
Art compoſed a Lamp burning continuallp day and night, with 
out putting of any thing thereto. Which burned afterward 
the ſpace of thꝛee hundꝛed rears. Fozeover upon the pinacle oz. 
top of the Tower, he made an Image of Copper, looking into 
the Sea, and gave him in his hand a Looking glaſs,having ſuch 
vertue, that ik it happened that any men of Mar on the Sea 
came to harm the City ſuddenly, their Army and their coming 
ſpould appear in this ſaid Looking glaſs, and that dured um 
ta the time of Nebuchadonoꝛar, who being advertiſed ofthe pꝛo⸗ 
pecty of th? Glaſs, filled bis Galleys with white things and 
green boughs and leaves, that in the Looking Glafs they aps 
peared no other but a wood: whereby the Corognians not knows 
ing of aup other thing than their Glaſs ſhewed to them, did not 
kurniſh them with men of Arms, as they had been accuſtomed 
when their enemies came. And thus Nebuchadonozar took the 
City in a mozning, deftroping the Looking-Glaſs and the 
Lamp. When the Tower was made, Hercules cauſed to come 
thither all the Maids of the Countrey,and willed them to make 
a ſolemn feaft in rememb2ance of the death of Gerion. Then he 
departed unto Megidda, where were-pzeſented unto him one 
bundzed Oxen of the faireſt. 


CHAP. XXIII. 


How Hercules aſſailing King Cacut, overcame him, and how 
Cacus began to tyrannize in 1taly, . 


Fter this Conqueſt, as Hercules intended to people this 
new Tountrep, tpdings came to him, that in the — 
artnas 
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Carthagenia, a Ring and Gant Reigned, named Cacus, who 
was paſſing evil and full of -Tyzannp, and had flainby his cur- 
ed dealing the Rings of Arragon and of Navar,their Wives and 
ldzen, and poſſeſſed their Seigniozies, and alſo held in lub 
all tyeCountry of Italy. Hergulcs received jopouſl? thete 
and ſaid, by the pleaſureof God, he would afſap to take 
eance of the death of the Rings of Arragon and Navar. 
yen ye diſpoſed him unto this wozk,and yaving an appetite to 
eozrect the King Cacus, as ſoon as an Armp might be ready, he 
went unto the Realm of Caſtile, where was Ring Cacus in the 
Citp of Carthagenia, that ſtood beſide a Mountain named Mo- 
machajo. And he paſſing by many Realms that did him obep⸗ 
ſunce, foz bis vertuous renown: pe came to Carthagenia, the 
Ring Cacus came againſt him in Arms: foz he had been adver⸗ 
led ofþis coming. And as he entred into the frontiers, Cacus 
ſent unto bim one of bis nights, that ſaid to him theſe woꝛds: 
Hercules, thou open Ty2ant, thou baſt thine heart greatec than 
thy body, and wauldſt a ail the Peavens, to conquer them, if 
God had given thee wings to fly : It thou doſt ſeek peace and 
love, unto King Cacus, thy equal in condition and Fo2ture, 7 
falute thee in his name: and if thou deft come as his enemy, 1 
defie thee in his name: And in no wife be thou ſo hardy as ta en: 
ter into this Country, It tou enter, know thou that thou ſþaic 
Mid in Cacus, and in the Caftilians ſo hard an encounter, that 
from thy evil adventure ſhall no man of thy company be quit. 
Knight (anſwered Hercules) whatſoever you be, pou ſhew nat 
that you have the heart of a Noble man. Foz it is a (bime to all 
men, and eſpecially to a Noble man, to mif:call o2 ſpeak evil of 
another man. You have called me an open Ty2ant, and alſo 
you have compared me to the Tyzant Cacus. A anſwer you to 
this Article, thar Jam no Tyzant, buta deſtroyer of Tyꝛants: 


therefoze return again unto Cacus, and certiñe him, that J have 


intention to ſtew whaf hate J have to Tyzants: and within 
few days he (ball receive a hard encounter, notwithſtandine bis 
dzavadoes. With this anſwer rye Caſtilian departed from Her- 
cules, and returned unto Bing Cacus, and told him word fox 


wozd what Hercules had ſaid. Men Cacus had heard this, be 
Cic. 1 2 was 
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was abs ſhed. notwithſtanding he was a ſtrong and puiſant G. 
ant, and had never found a man ſtronger than himſelf: foz the 
renown of Herculcs was then ſo great thzough the univerſal 
Wozld, that the moſt ſtrong, moſt aſſured in Arms, and the moſt 
fo2cunate doubted him, and trembled heafing ſpeak of his 
Powbeit Cacus took courage in himſelf, and without fign; 
being abaſbed, in che pzeſence of his Robles, ſaid: Blefed be 
the next days, that Narure and Foztune ſhall bzing to us, to 
make proof and fozce of our ſtrength. Row it behoverh that Ca» 
ſtile and Sicil ſrew the fozce ot their arms, to defend Bing Ca- 
cus from the Claws of his enemies: and it is of neceTity like 
wiſe, that King Cacus, foz his people put fozth the utter moſt 
of his ſrength. Now go we on mp bꝛethzen and friends, we are 
come to the Mar. Lye Greeks come upon Caſtile without 8. 
np quarrel, let us go againſt them, and ſight foz our Country; 
the Birds fight one againſt another foz their Neſts, and the 
dumb Beaſts foz their Caves. Nature leadeth them to do ſo, if. 
we have the ſame Narure, the time is come that we ought to 
ſhew it. | 
Wyen the Caftilians and the Arragonoys that were there, 
heard Cacus ſpeak, they pꝛaiſed greatly his courage, and anſwer: 
ed all with one voice, thcy were readp to aſſail their enemies. 
With this anſwer che Ring did diſ-lodge his Yoſt that he had 
there in the Fields: and went fozth againſt Hercules, the 
ſtraig hteſt way he could. Ving Cacus deſred to ſind Hercules, 
Hercules on the other fide wiſhed to ſee Cacus. They u ent ſo 
long the one againſt the other, that ſoon afcer they ſaw each os 
ther, nigh to a place where Hercules after founded a City, bich 
was named Texricone. As ſoon as thep ſaw each ather, they be: 
gan to make great jop, with ſhouts aud crres. Then theo trains 
ed them in o2der of battel, and marched the one againſt rye o⸗ 
ther fo ſharply, that they filled the air in ſbozt ſpace with ſhot of 
Arrows, caſting of Stones, and Darts. At the beginning cf this 
battel, the Caſtilians bare them valiantlp, and there were many 
of their part flain, moze by hardineſs than fog fear. Foz they 
put themſelves too far fu2th. And they feared not the ſput of the 
Greeks, though they were thick, that all the Ground was i 
wi 
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with their blood And the Caſitliass which, were ſo far gone. and 
ſoze chaſed, were dziven back again to their fellows. en 
Ama Cacus ſaw his folk ſo ſoze beſlead, and heard that chep re: 
copied from the ſbot of the Greeks ;. ye had vero great ſozrow in 
bis beart, and knew not what to do to withſiand the fo2ce of the 
[PÞatcrel : Some fied, oryers went vack, and others fell down, 
dead oz ſoze hurt. The Ba ttel dured long to the (varow of Bing 
Cacus. But in the end the ſbot of the Grecks failed, and the Ca- 
4iilians with Cacus recovered new ſtrength,” that they came to 
cloſe fight, vand ta band with tbeir Swozds, thep ſhed largely 
the blood uf them of Tyre, and of Ancone, wjuch were " the firlt 


Aeont of the batcels of Hercules. 


The noiſe aroſe great: There were many Spields ebe 
Sbins of Lions cut in pieces. As Cacus appeogched, it ſcmed as 
a Lempeſt: Ve nas ſtrong, fierce, and outragious in [miting, 
tach of his ſi rohes was the death of a Greek. Ys did ſo mych, 


mat the cr pes of them that were about bim mouated ux into the 


Kir, that iye Cattilians had well nigh won all, and began to 
x8jopee fog their good foztune, and chaüng the Greeks to death: 
but like ag a clear dap is oftentimes troubied by a dark Cleud, 
ſo bp the alone coming of Hercules tu skit mi ſh, all their joy was 
troubled, and turned into moztal loſſes. Foz the deadly arm cf 
Hercules laid about him fo terribly, that be beat down the Ca- 
ttilians, like 88, 4 Power with bis Scethe cutteth down the 
graſs.in a green Mes dow. Men Cacus ſaw Hercules fo fuun- 
der bis men, bis blood was on fire, and he was ſd excerdinglo 
enraved, that in a great furę be pzeſented himſelf befoze the 
front of Hercules, and ſmote him with his Zwozd ſo furigullg, 
wat be clefi his Shield in wo parts. The Caſtilians ſceing 
the Spield of Hercules die in pieces, thought that Cacus had 
put him to death, then they made a out foz jop, but it duced 
not long: foꝛ Herculcs lift up his Club and [mote Cacus upon 
the tep of the Helm with ſuch ſtrength, that it ſezmicd to Ca- 
cus be had been mitten down with the greateſt Rock in Spain. 
Per notwithſtanding Cacus abvde landing in his place, chat» 
levging Hercules to the death, and fmote Vim with ali bis 
__ At this aſſailing, the Caſtilians hoping in the Foztune

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of Cacus, they all aſſailed Hercules 
Hercules was gone ſo fat among bis Enemies, that be way 
ſeparated from his companp. den be beard Cacus tyzeatey 
bim to death, and ſaw that the Caſtilians aſſailed bin; am 
came to him from all ſides, his ptart was filled with fars, any 
abandonivg the thickneſs and dardneſs of his Skin uf the Lion 
ro the Swoads of them all without rebenging pim, laue onjy 


- againſt Cacus, he ſmote him without meaſure! ' Cacus fought 


with the ſpirit of a Tpzant chafed, Hercules fought with a 
heart nouriibed in Tirtue. - Both of rhem vere fierce, ſtrong, 


and of great courage: But when they had beth enougb each of | 


other, at length the ſtrokes of Hercules were ſo great aud fozch: 
ble, that the ſhoulders of Cacus,noz bis head could ſuſtain them, 
So in the end, after their battel had dured two peurs, Cacus 
could no moze ſuffer him, but fled. 

Mhen Hercules ſaw that Cacus fled, he meant not to follow, 
but foa the Ulictozy, began to bew on the Caſtilians, Arragon- 
noys, and ſuch others as he found ; foz be iefr no man alive be: 
foze him, young noꝛ old, feeble noz ſtrong. Hiſpan and the other 
of his fide, made their feats of Arms to flouriſh. The Battel 
was ſharp : foz the Greeks doubled and redoubled their ſtrokes 
and ſie w many of their enemies. In the end, when Cacus had 
taken his bꝛeath, he put again into the middle at one ſide, where 
his folk fled, and made them tarry, ſmiting and beating the 
Greeks moge terribly than he had done bekoze, whereof the cries 
aroſe ſo high, that Hercules fighting on another fe, heard, and 
ran thither at all adventure. And as he eſpyed Cacus, he went 
befoze him, and bꝛoke the pzeſs, and [mote down ſo ſoze, that 
Cacus knew him, but durſt not abide him, but fied away again. 
Then the Greeks made a ſhaut,, and a jopful noiſe, do that all 
the Caltilians fled ſome here, ſome there, to the great hurt and 


loſs of Cacus: Foz of all his people there was left no moze but 


fifry which ſaved themſelves upon the Pount of Tonchayo. 
which ſtood there by. But with great effuſion of blood of them of

Theſe wings conbdered, the deſolation ot bis Dominion, and 
zment of his ryzanuy was to him evident : be thought then 
that Hercules would foon conquer all the Country: foz they a⸗ 
beyed him thzough fear and not foz natural love. 
Hotwithſtanding. he deſpaired not,albeit tbat he ſaw the pu: 
iFance of his men deſtroped by the Club of Hercules, and knew 
that he might no moze reign in that Countrey,becauſe they were 
All flain, then be returned unt bis Science, and as ſozrowfut 
as he was, be entred into a houſe he had there, hut firſt appointed 
twelve or his men to keep the paſſage of this Mount, which was 
ſo ſtrait and narrow, that there could go up but one man at 


once. | q 
Men Hercules and his men had put to death all their Ene: 
mies, Hercules began ts aiſail the Kock, add got upon tbe de · 
grtes oz ſtairs:but then ſuddenly they that kept the Paſſage, 
caſt upon him great ſtones, in ſo great abundance, that of fozce 
he was conſtrained to deſcend, When Hercules ſaw that be muſt 
withdzaw bim, he obered Foztune, notwithſtanding ve mave 
# bow, that he would never depart from the foot of the Rock, 
till be had conſtrained Cacus to deſcend. by famine oz otherwiſe : 
This vow made, Hercules came unto the foot of the hill, where 
the battel had been, and made the place clean, and purged it of 
the dead bodies, and of the bivd of them that lap dead. Afcer that 
he made bis Tent of botighs and leaves, and his Bed of fret 


graſs, and commanded that every man ſhould lodge there. 


When the dap was ended, and night appaoached; the Grecks 
were weary, foz they had all day laboured in arms, and would 


ſec. 
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ter they had o2dained, and ſet their Watch, as well to keep the 
Coaſt.as to keep the Kock that Cacus ſhould not come down, then 
laid them down upon the graſs, in ſuch wiſeas theo were acey 
ſtomed when they were in e War, and ſo ſiept tbat nia. 
On the mozrow, Hercule parted the oſt in twain and ſent 
Hifpan with one of them into Arragon, and Navarre, and he te: 
mained with tbe other. Hiſpan in the name af Hercules, was 
jopfullp receivev of the Navarroys, and of the/Arragonoys. A 
they all made ra him obeyfance, acknowievging: Hercules to be 
their Lozd, aad the moſt vecruons Meinte that was un the welt; 
_ When Hiſpair vad ſubdued! tbein, be returned unto Herculgs, 
Hercules [ap yer ſtili befsze Monchayo, and there held Cacus 
in ſubjection, that he ould not iſſue out. Cacus and his folk 
were then in great want of victual, and they wiſt not what to eat 
oz dꝛink. They deferred as long as then might hoping that Het 
cates would be weary of being long were. But in the end, u ben 
their Victuals failed, "they ſaw that they muſt needs adoentum 
themſelves to come down, Cacus by his Science made certain 
ſecret things to go down into their ſtomachs, and after put 
thereto fire, and taught all the other ta da ſo, then ſuddenly ag 
thep felt the fire iſſue out, ol their mouths, the fume and ſmoke 
in ſuch abundance, they ſeemed ali on a light fire, then by the 
counſel of Cacus thep adyentured themſel bes to deſcend down in 
running, and caſting fire and fume fo impetuouflo,that Hercules 
and the Grceks thought it had been a Tempeſt of Lightning 
from the Yeavens, and had burnt the Mountains; foz it was à 
thing to make men ſezeabaſbed : and thus they eſcaped the dan; 
ger of Hercu!lcsat that time. Foz during all that day che Rock 
was full ot ſmoke and fume that Cacus had made, and the ſmoke 
was ſo material, that it ſeemed darkneſs. | 
Cacus and his folk thus paſſed the Puft of Hercules and the 
Greeks : Then Hercules who was the wiſeſt Clerk in tbe 
Mozid, fo emploped himſelf in ſtudp, he took his Books and 
began ta ſearch how and by what reaſon the fire deſcended from 
the Nock: he read much, but all things wel! conſidered; be 
found not that this fume came of natural things, whereof he had 
great matbel.

Pe ſtudied alway, and was never idle: he 
ſtudied ſo mucb. that he could make the fire artificial as well ag 
Cacus:and found the remedies againſt the ſame. What by arms 
and by bis ſcience, be got verp great glozy in Italy. He went ins 
to many places,and over all where be came and went, men did 
bim Reverence. With great good adventure he went ſo fat, 
that pe came to a City ſtanding nigh the Maunt Avent, 
where Reigned a Ring named Evander, which received him *

their end there as chev paſtured. Pe then marvelled greatly 
fozaſmuch as there were no ſirange Beaſts, and began to

Now when he had a little pauſed, he beheld the Mount, and 
ſaid: Jt muſt needs be that there is a thief in this Mountain, 
that is come and hath ſtoln them and led them away, going 
backwards.

With this conclufion Hercules canſed to take divers Calves 
that were there, aud made them faſt till Boon, in the mean 
while be ſent foz bis Parneſs'and Arms by Philotes, and made 
him ready to fight.

Ahen he came near the mount, and went unto the place where 
de heard the Kine: and was there hee hours, ſeeking if ve couid 
find any hole oz Cave to paſs by. Powbeic he paſſed mans 
times by the entrp of the Cave, pet he could not perceive it. 
Horſe ſaid, that the noiſe and bieating ſhey Had heard ok che 
Kine was come by AUuffon. Pipers ſaid, Hercules loft bis la. 
bour, and pzayed him to lea ve off to \ak ang moze, they thongbt 
them not recoverable. In the end when Hercules had heard 
ene and other, and faw that he might not come to the end ok his 
defire, in a great anger be took in both arms a great Tree that 
grew thereby, and ſþok it thzee times with ſo great force, that 


at the third time he overthꝛew it root and all, in ſuch wiſe, that 


the root that came out of the earth made a large hole, ſo deep 
that the bottom of the Cave was ſeen plainly, 

Men Hercules ſaw the great bole that the root of the tree 
made, be was very joyful, and ſaid: Trulp it is bere that the 
great Thief dvcefleth. J muſiſee if he be here, and what Per · 
chants inhabit in this place. In ſaying theſe wozds, Hercules 
bowed down his head on the one ſide of the Caye, where he ſaw 
Cacus. As ſoon as he ſaw the Thief, he knew him, whereefbe 


vas moze joyous than be was befoze, and called to him, Cacus 


I ſee thee : thou haſt befoze this time troubled the Kealm of 
Heſperia, with innumerable treſpa ſſes and great ſins, that thou 
didft commit openly and manifeſflp.

| By this anſwer-Cacus.knew there was no reſpite foz bis 
| life» Typen be intended to ſave himſelf as be had done afoze« 
dme: and made by bis craft ſo great a \moke and dark fume, 
wat it ſeemed: to come out of the hole the Tree had made as 
a.yery pit of Hell. And this black fume was mingled with 
flames burning. Foz all this Fume Hercules left not Cacus, 
but leapt into the Cave, into the middle of the Flames and 
, as be was Maſter of the Craft and was quickly pꝛo- 
vided of remedies thar thereunto belonged, be went in luſtily 
and atſailed Cacus in ſuch miſe as he felt no fume no2 let: and 
be gave bim a ſtroke upon the Helm with bis Club, that 
he made him bit bis bead againft the walls of the Cave, Cacus 
with the receiving of this ſtroke, let the Fume diſgozge out of 
his omacb, ſeeing that by that means he could noteſcape, and 
becook him to bis huge great Are that ſtood by him, to defend 
himſelf : Hercdles ſuffered him to take up bis Are. Cacus 
ſmote upon him, the Cave was not large, pet they fought long 
therein» Unto tbe reſcue of Cacus, came the thzee Sifters, 
who did caſt ſtones upon Hercules in great abundance, and 
wept bitterly. 

The thzee Damoſels loved Cacus very well. Hercules and 
Cacus fought moze than a long bour without ceaſing. And ar 
the end of the hour, ſhep were both ſo ſoze that they muſt needs 
reſt them. Then Cacus took in himſelf a great pꝛide, fe2 he 
was ſtrong of body, and ſeemed when he had reſted, that Hercu- 
les was not ſo ſtrong as be bad been afozetimes, and that he * 
might never vanquiſþyim, fozaſmuch as be had not overcome / 
at the beginning. Bytvis pꝛeſumption he demanded of Hercu- 
les, ifbe would finiſh the Combate without the Cave? Hercules 
anſwered that he was content. Mich this anſwer Cacus took 
61 iD away 
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away the ſtone that ſþut the Cave, and went out, in going out 

after yim Hercules eſpyed his Rine that were dead in a coꝛner, 

and his Den that were bound by the Puſſels unto a Pillar: 

He was ſozry when he ſaw his Rine in that caſe, nevertheleſs, 

he purſued Cacus, and ſaid unto bim: Thou curfed Lhief, thou 

haſt done to me a great diſpleaſure, to haue flain my Kine. Yea 

( curſed Thief. thy ſelf) anſwered Cacus, pet haſt thou done to 

me mo2e diſpleaſures, to have flain mp men, and taken away 

my Realms. Thou art only culpable of the evils that J hate 

done, and of the death of the Kine. A would it pleaſed God that 
I bad thee as well in me mercy, as A bad them : be ſure thou 

ſpouldeſt never take away Realm from any man again: now let 
us diſpatch our battel. At theſe wozds Hercules and Cacus 
ſmote againſt each other very ſoze, and with great fury, ſo ag 
their ſtrokes cleaved to their Parneſs, and made a great noiſe. 
At this noiſe, the King Evander and the Greeks came to the 
battel, to behold, which was befoze the entry of the Caye, 
where were the thꝛee Siſters paiſing deſolate. Cacus enfozcey 
him with all his puiſſance.. Foz be law it was time then oz nes 
ver ta ſþewall the fozce that he could. Pe handled his Axe ve: 
ry ſtrongly, and it was needful ſo to do. Ye was hard and boy · 
ſlerous: be gave many a ſtroke to Hercules. And thought of: 
tentimes he tþould confound him unto the earth. But Hercules 
on his fide failednot, though be bad a ſtout Adberſarp againſt 
bim: Pe was alſo ſtrong at the Combate, and moze than was 
good foz the health o Cacus: He never ſmote Cacus, but he 
rurned his eyes in his bead, o2 made him reel on the one ſide, oz 
go back ſhamefully. This battel by long during grieved the 
beholders, they ſo aſſailed each other and fought hard on both 
fides.. Finallp they did ſo much that they were dziven to reſt 
them again, their bodies did ſweat all over. When Hercules 
ſaw the victo2p was not pet won, and that the night appꝛoach⸗ 
ed, he had great ſhame in himſelf, that he had held ſo long bat: 
tel. Then he began to lap on Cacus ſa hard; and redoubled his 
ſtrokes with ſuch fozce upon Cacus, that at the taſt he bare him 
down to the ground all aſtonied, and made him loſe his Axe, 
khen took off his Belm. Tye thzee Sifters fled into a fozreft, 
named 
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mamed©Qafull of tears and cryes. Many Greeks would have 


gone after: but Hercules made them return. Then called be 
the King Evander, and his folk, and ſaid to him, Sir, loe here is 
he that was wont to trouble the Icalians with ſecret murthers, 
covert thefts, unknown defiling of women. Loe here is the mi: 
niſter and doer of theſe treſpaiſes : J have intention to puniſþ 
bim, not only a fter his deſert but unto death. 

Evander anſwered to Hercules, Prince, excellent, and woz⸗ 
thy above all wozthies, and the beſt accompliſped of all men, 
flouri ſping in Arms: What reverence is due? Thou deſerveſt 
not only humane reverence, but that reverence that is of Di» 
vine nature: Jbelieveaſſuredly that thou art a God, o2 the ſon 
of a God: elſe a man deified. Thou in eſpecial haſt ſeen moze 
in a moment, than all the eyes in general of all the Italians did, 
not in a whole year, but in an hundzed pears, 

Db the bzigbt reſplendent Son of Noble men: and fair 
ſbining with noble feats and deeds: Bow map we thank thee,md 
give thee pꝛaiſe foz thy deſert in this great wozk ? Thou (by 
thy moſt excelient labour) haſt disburthened us from darkneſs 
and haſt given ns light, thou haſt effected moze than the great 
Troops and all the aſſemblies of Italians would have been able 
to do. Thou haſt gotten moze Triumph in chaſtifing of this 
Gpant, paſſing terrible, than we are able to reward thee foꝛ, tru⸗ 
bv if thou be not a God, thou haſt from the Gods their ſingular 
grace, A pꝛomiſe to thee inremembeance of this labour, to build 
a ſolemn Temple in mp City, where thou ſhalt have an Altar, 
und upon the Altar {þall be thy repzeſentation of fine gold and 
the repzeſentation of this Tyꝛant, in ſbewing bow thou haſt vane 
quiſbed him, to the end that our heirs and ſucceſſo:s in tine 
coming, may haye thereof knowledge. 

During theſe woꝛds Cacus had refreſped him, who was aſto: 
nied of the ſtroke that he had received, and thought to have fled : 
but Hercules ran after, and caught hold of him, and embzaced 
bim in bis Arms, fo hard that he could not ſtir from him, and 

b2ought bim again, and bare him unto a deep pit that was in the 
Cave, where be had caſt in all ozdure and filth. Hercules came 
unto this foul pit, that the Greeks had foumd, and thzuſt Cacus 
; Þ 2 therein 
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therein, bis head downwards from on pigh into the o2dure bo. 
nea th. 


Then the Italians came about the it, and caſt ſo mary ' 


ſtones upon him that he dyed there miſerably. Such was tye 
end of the pooz Ving Cacus : be dyed in an hole full of ſtinking 
filth. Mhen King Evandcr ſaw that ve was dead: by the cons 
ſent ef Hercules, he made him to be dzawn our of the it, and 
cauſed him to be bozn into the Cite, where Hercules was recety: 
ed ſo triumphancly that no man can rebearſe; the Feaſt was 
great char-night in the Palace of Bing Evander, and pa ſſed 
with great jop. On the mozrow the Ring Evander cauſed to be 
ſer fo2th the body in tie fight and common view of all the peos 
ple, and afterwards v2dained certain folk, to carry his miſe? 
rable cozps oz body, thzougb all the Cities where he had done 
barm, and to count and rehearſe to them bis life. Wea the 
budy was ſþewed in tbe City of Ring Evander, they that had 
the government thereof, bare it into divers places, and alwap 
p2aiſed Hercules, | 

In cememb2ance of this victozp the Ring Evander com: 
manded to begin the Temple he bad p2cmiſed to Hercules, and 


required Hercules that he would ſtap in that Country, until the 


time bis Temple ſþould be fully finiſbed. Herculcs bebeld huw 


King Evander did labour about building bis Temple with all 


diligence, agreed to bis requeſt, fozaſmuch as to him ſeemed, the 
Temple would be ſhoztlp made. Some books ſay, thattong 
time befoze,, Mars had pzumi fed Hercules that there ſbauld be a 
Temple made unto him + and foz that cauſe be was come into 
Italy, to know if his deſtinp would happen oz no? And when the

of if, 

When he had been there eight days, bearing ſuch grievous 
pain, and ſeeing that Herculcs perceived not the love ſþe boze 
him, to come to the end of ver defire, ſhe came ona dap to Hers 
cules, and humbly required hlm to come to her houſe, to paſs 
the time whiles the Bing Evander there finiSed his Temple, 
Hercules accozded and agreed unto her requeſt, whereat ſþe had 
verp great jop in ber ſelf. Thep then diſpoſed themſelves to go 
unto Laurentia, and took leave of the King Evander, and of the 
Nuren, Abus going, Hercules was always by the fide of Fa.

ter into the $kin of the Kron, and he never reſted; till he had ace 
compiribedyis tourt, —— foxwsatds among bis t+ 
nemies ſo mightily; that over thzowing all befeze bim. like as 
a Tempeſt oz Thunder, he went into te midſt of the Poſt; 
where was the chief Banner 6f Ring Pricus. 

Hercules ſtayed there, and began to lap on upon one fide and 
the other, and dye his Sword with ebe blood of the Calidoniang, 
Vis [word was ſo heavy what no man might endure it, bauiſng 
all it reacht. It mode the place ted wers Cacus dyed. Then 
was not the ſh»me and death of Cacus revenged, but augmented 
upon the perſons ok vis friends, wirh an exceeding flaughter, 
The crp aroſe great about Hercules: he bzoke to pieces the 
Banners and Recogniances of the Calidonians, there was 
none ſo hardy but he dꝛove him back: and none ſo teſolute but 
be fied from him. . Then be made what ſpoil be would with his 
Enemies. Theſeus, Evander, and others, came unto the battel, 
At this conflic there was made a Spear, Paibert and Shield 
baoken; and many a-Rnigyt flajn. '' The Calidonians were in 
great number, and'many were bath ſtrong and. mighty, The 
battel was ſwarp and furious. Bing Pricus ſet fozemoſt upon the 

Greeks, and fought moſt-valiantly,- and Hercules and Theſeus 
did wozthily, and deſerving memozy: thep ran from rank to 
rank, and bꝛake the ranks of their Enemies. They comfozted 
and encouraged their men, and \ſbewed them how they ſþould do. 
Their deeds were: ſo great, that it 4s-#mp ſible fo recount 
them, foz' im tittis time thep vut weir enemies to deſpair. All 
the diſcomfiture was upon the Calidoniaus, fo thep could got 


withſtaud th e fozce of the Greeks. And when Ring Pricus — 
that 
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bis people could no moze fight, and that be loſt on ail ſides, 
Denn — pre pie ay — wearp wich 
ing, be wi im out ot the pꝛeſs, and ſou a te · 
2 * Calideniavs fied atter him. mp 
- When Hercules ſaw the Calidonians withdzaw themſelves, 
made his Greeks retreat: not foz any need they bad, but co 
give leave to their enemies to reſt them. Thus the pattel ceaſs 
. Hercules ſuppoſing that the Calidonians would a ſſemble on 
the mozrow when. cher had refjed tpem : but tep withdzew 
themſelves-ſorve here, ſome there. The day paſſed, the night 


game, then Ring Fricus affembley his Captains and ſþewed te 


them their loſs, and the ſtrength and might of the Greeks, and 
in eſpecial of Hercules. After he had (aid to them,tbat they could 
never conquer them, and that they could not do wiſerthan with- 
dzaw them, and to return into their Country. The Calidoni- 
ans, that feared Hercules mv2e than death, oz a Tempeſt, had 
great j ey wen they underſ{ood.the-willof Ring-Pricus, and an 


fwered all with one accozd, that the were readp to go fozth 


on their way, Mich this anſwer they concluded to lee ve the 
Tents, Carts, and armour, to go lightly, and moge ſecretly. 
Afteythis they took their wap accoading to the concluſion, fair 
and foftly, without ſtir og noiſe; anagdid travel ſo this night, 
that on the mozrow they were far from Hercules. After this, 
when Hercules eſpped that thep were fled, he with bis men pur · 
Fued after wiktly, þowbeit they could not overtake them, Foz 
to ſpeed the matter, King'Pricus returned into Calidonie 3 
Uercules purſued vim into bis City, which was ſtrong with 
Malls, and befieged him. During this ſiege there was never 
Calidonian that durſt come out. Hercules oftentimes aſſault - 
td the Citp. but loft his labour. At length when be ſaw be could 
not get noꝛ win upon bis enemies, de called his G recks, and ſaid 
ta them: that man that ventureth not, winneth nothing, We 
Tojourn here without doing any thing wozthp of memozp. Dur 
Enemies will not come 0gainſt gs unleſs we fetch them, and 
thus we wall pave na end: wwogtiy we muſt win 8 loſe all. 
Myerefoze I think it beſt that Jdiſguiſe me. and 98 unto the 
Gate, and let the Pozters: In tpat J haue an errand 

2 unto 
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unto the Ring: and berenpon;'if A may enter, J will go with 
the King; and ſo deal it it be poſſible, that be ſpall never aſmnult 
mie akter in bartel. And if Aae war 4 may Fo do! dn 
yave told pou, J will that eff che Cite, es loon us J Wait 
be withifi-: char the Calidonizns map babe to de wirh pots, ag 
well ag with me, left I have them all at once upon me. | 
When Theſeus and Evander underſtood well what Hercules 
would do, they anſwered they were ready to obep all his com: 
mandmentstend would a ſfault the Citp after bis ſaving! Then 
Hereulez arrayed bimſelt᷑ like 6s he bad bren an Amba ira dour, 
Theſeus and the Greeks made themſel bes rea dy for the a Fault; 
hen all was ready, Hercules departed, and came and knockt 
at the Gate of Calidonſe: the Posſers tooked out at a little 
Mindo w to ſee who knocked there;and ſeeing ther? was but one 
man in a long Gown, they opened the Gate toa him, and agkey 
bim what he would habe? Hercules anlwerrd, that he ſought 
the King; what would pou with him fuld one of the Poztems? 
Hercules ſaid, J would fain ſpeak with his Majeſty: and ſaying 
theſe wozds, the Pozters (aw that Hercules was. Armed under 


dis Gown: then in few woꝛds, they cried upon him, and laid at 


vim befoze and behind, Laying de was d Traitoz 2 und that he 
was come to efpy the City. When Heacutes ſuw himfelt fer 
upon by the Pozfers,' being where he would be. de had grrat 
joy which he covered, and made ſthew at the beginning, as if he 
would have fed away and eſeaped: he employed ſb liefy of his 
ſtrength, that the Pozters baought bim unto Ring Pricus, which 
fate iu the alt wich bis Dailgbters and his Bzinces, and pag: 
ſented him to them, ſaping : Sir, logheriga/Traitos, that 
is entred into pour Citp, tz to efpp pour power. We baue 
taken him: He ſuid that he would ſpeak unto pour Pajeſty and 
he is armed under his Mantle as ye map ſee:Jt is an evil token 
— man deſiring to ſpeak to a King, Armed pzivilp oz co- 
Write ee pit 4 149, A men 
When te Ring undertkoed this arcufation of the won rerd, 
whiln they ſpuke. he beheld Hercules, und he knew him : u bert 
at be was ſoze-affrighted, that he knew not whit to ſay . Her⸗ 
cules then deſtitred himſelt, and waurtg vimſelf from the Woze 
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ters, thzowing them down upon the ground, that they never 
could relieve themſelves. When the Calidonians in the Pali, 
ſaw him ſo evil intreat their Wozters, they thꝛeatned Hercules 
unto death, and aſſailed bim en all des. Vis Gown was then 
tent off. In the bickering be received many a fireke, and al. 
ways he defended 'himſelf, without diſplaying of bis power and 
great ſirength, as be that waited foz the tydings of the aſſault 


That was nigh. The affrap was great in the Pall, and in the 


City on all parts, the Calidonians ran to the Palace, to afſail 
Hercules: Bing Pricus made him ready, and came with others 
unto this fray. Then was Hercules affailed fiercely, bur this 
aſſault was dear to the Ring: foz to bis welcome Hercules came 
to the Tabernacle that ſtood upon four great Barres of Iren : 
the one whereof be took, and beat down the Tabernacle. After, 
he lifred up bis Bar, and ſmote Bing Pricus, ſo unweaſura: 
up upon the top of his Helmet, that he beat him down to the 
Garry, and ſmote him ſo ſoze, that be fell down dead berween 
his two Wozters- 

At this time, the cry aroſegreat among the Calidonians.not 
only there but in the City alſo, (fv2 be that kept the Watch 
ſounded ro Acms,the Grecks afſ#iling to climb the Malls.) Ca- 
hdonie was then troubled terriblp, and the Calidiinians knew 


nat where to turn them, whether to Hercules, oz the affault : 


All was full of armed men, as well in the Bings Palace as 
on the walls. After Hercules had Jain Pricus, he began to lap 
on ſoundly upon his Enemies, his ſtrokes were great, ary 
at tacv ft roke he flew two 02 thzee, that in ſyozr (pace he covers 
td all the pabement ot te Malace wich dead bodies of the Ca- 
lidonians, lying one upen another, without any damage to 
panſelf.; The Calidonians were of great courage, and were g- 
awed that they could not overcome Hercules, who alone had 


injured them fo much. They aſſailed him fiercely,and caſt upon 


him Darts and-ſharp Javelins. With bis arms be bone all, 
und did ſa much with his barr, that they could not refit big 
trengtin Thepooz Calidomians tame thitber with grear'cour 
rage to revenge the death of their Bing. Hercules ſie m ſo ma · 


np chat pe knew not where to ſet his foot, but upon their car 
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kaſſes. Pefoze the Gate of the Palace, was a great noiſe, am 
weeping, that Women and Cpildzen made. An the end, when 
the Calidonians pefceived the ſtrength of Hereulcs, they ceaſey 
to aſſail him, and fied. Tyen Hercules iſſued out of the Palace, 
with his. Bar ali covered with blood. As ſovn as the Calido. 
pians ſaw him, they aſſailed him again: caſting Stones and 
Darts upon him, and ſhot Arrou s abundantly, as they that a- 
waited vis paſſage. In this aſſault, Hercules ſuFered much, pet 
be paſſed them that would have flain pim, and refted not until 
he came to the Gate. 

Tyen the Calidonians ran after him, as men careleſs of their 
lives, and mightily enraged, began again to lap on Hercules, 
Men he ſaw that, ye turned his face upon them, and laid about 
with bis Barre on Every ſide, ſo luſtilp, that he dyed his Barre 
with new blood: and maugre his enemies, he made them retire 
back moze than fozty paces : and obtained the Gate. Then the 

Calidonians purſued him again: but ere they came upon him he 
bzoke all the Locks and the Wicket of the Gate: ſo that the 
Greeks aſſailed them with all their power, and beat down the 
D2aw-B2idge. Afrer be called the Afailants, and they came 
unto him, and with little refiſtance they entred the City, which 
was filled at that time with great flaughter of the Calidonians, 
who would nor pield, noz put themſelves to mercy, until the 
time they ſaw their ſtreets and bouſes full of dead bodies. | 


| CHAP. XXVIII 
"How Hercules was enamoured on Toelthe Daughter of King Pri- 
- exs, how he required her Love and ſhe accorded. | 


IF this manner was King Pricus ſlain, and his City taken by 
Hercules. After the flaughter, when the Calidonians had 
-bumbled themſelves, Hercules and Theſeus went unto the Pas 
lace, and thep came thither ſo fitly, that they Tound the Daugh: 
ters of King-Pricus, with their Ladies and Gentlewomen,ſ@k: 
ing the Ring among the dead bodies. There were ſo many dead 
that they could not find noz know him they ſought. Hercules at 
bis coming began to behold one à another, 6

Yoel ſpake then, and (aid: D miſerable Tozant, what ſeeke 
e thou me now foz to troubie-me moze? They haſt ſlain mp 
Farber, let that ſuffice thre. Madam (anſwered Herculcs) if 
the King your Father be dead it is reaſon : Foz he thinking to 
Keoenge the death of the Tyzant Cacus, came not long fince to 


'aſſail me in Italy, ſaying that J bad unjuſtly and without 


cauſe ſlain bim. In maintaining the contrary, 1 tougbt with 
him upon his quarrel: the Bartel was not ended, noz put to 
utterance at that time, foz be withdzew himſelf with bis 
people, and came into this City. And A have purſued him yas 
ſlilp. 
And when be ſaw that J laid mo ſeige about this Cite: be 
would net come to fight tbe battel during my Seige, whercfoze 
this day A purpoſed to finiſh the dA ir. Foztune hath been on 
mp ſide and hath put you in my power. Certainlp, without re: 
medy you muſt be my Lady and Lobe: foz in ſeeing poue {nqu: 
lar beauty, love bath eonfrained me to be yours: Then J pzay 
pou-as effectuouſly as Imap, ceaſe pour ſozrow, and receive me 
as pour friend, The moze ye weep the leſs ye win: continu- 
al tears and ſozrow, noz laſting ſighs, can never raiſe vour Fa- 


kt. 
ip With theſe wo2ds the fair Yoel was ſoze oppꝛeſſed with hot 
and contrary imaginations, that her heart failed her. Jt was a 
pitious thing to behold how her friend Hercules would haue 
taken ber up between bis arms. But a wiſe Lade that bad ate 
ways governed per, came to him, and kneeling on her knees, 
ſaid > - 


:

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ſaid : Sir, J-conjure you in the name of God, that pe wil 
ceaſe to ſeal to this pwz Damolel,foz ſhe hath this dap ioſi ber 
Fatyer. You may do u ith ber your omn pleaſure, if pe let her 
a littie abide in her melancholly : all ball be well if it pleaſy 
God, es weil foz pou as fog her. At the requeſt of the Lady 
Hercules was centent to let her yo, and be recommended Yoel th 
God, and went to Theſcus, co paſs his time away with pim:

dained twelve Grecks to keep her, and commanded upon pain of 
death: they ſhould ſuffer no Woman co iſſue out of che Cham: 
ber without examining whither ſhe went. In this night Her- 
cules did cauſe the dead bodies to be had out of the Walace. Any 
o2dained that the body of Ring Pricus ſheuld be jntombey, 
Wien thoſe: things were accompliſted, Hercules and TheC ug 
with their men of Arms made goed chear, with ſuch ag they 
found there: and Yocl at this time was ſoze difcomfoztey that 
it cannot be recounted. The Lady that had her in gouernance, 
ſought veep much to comfozt her. Then when Hercules had left 
ver in the Chamber, as is ſaid, ſhe had many wozds with her, 
and among all other ſþe ſaid to her: Pe Daughter, pou weep 
roo much.

Im theſs Pꝛapers and Lamentefions Vocl abode, until the 
dead time ok the night, curfing Hercules: ſaying that ſhe. bad 
rather dre than love him. Thus dil daining the love of Her- 
cules, without meat oꝛ dꝛink ſhe paſſed that whole night. Tye 
dap following Hercules re furned unto her : and anew p2zaped 
ber, that ſbe would be his Wife": ſaying, that withoutdetay the 
muſt needs pield thereunto. She was loze grieved at his re: 
qu. ſt, and excuſed ber ſelt in many fa ſdtons, that were too tedi 
aus to rehearſe at this time. But pet at the end of the requeſts 
of Hercules, Love inſpired in ſuch wiſe this fair Gentlewoman 
that ſb? yielded unto bis requeſt. Thus Yoel accompanied with 
Hercules as bis Wife, and they lay together: and grew ac: 
quainted tach with other. Love then rooted in their hearts, ſo 
that heit two wills were locked into one. Hercules fozgot De- 
janira, and Boel fozgot the death of ver Father, and was ſo e: 
na moured on Hercules, that ſhe could reſt in no place without 
bim. D wonderful! the rancour and hate that Yoel had peſter: 
day, is now turned into love infallible. To ſpeed tbis matter, 
Hercules and Loel thus loving together, at her requeſt be gave 
ber Siſters in Marriage, to certam Unights of the Giceks, and 
lekt them there to govern the Country, and the Realm of-Cali- 
donie. After be departed from. thence, and bzought bis Pren 
and bis Rine with him, and ſent again the Ring Evander into 
vis Dominion, thanking him foz his company, and the honour 


had dene him. 
ep F Evander 
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Eyander would gladly have accompanied Hercules into Greece: 
But Hercules would on no terms ſuſfer him. At laſt Evander

Hercules tok no regard noꝛ bed to her 
pꝛapers. He delibered to Philotrs his Bow; and hs Tiub, and 
entred inte a little Galley finely made and fight. Which he 
guided by the help of Philotes, very nigh the place where be 
would be: and took land two bow ſhats from the Fozreſt, and 
in ſetting foot on land he heard the crpand noiſe ok the hunting, 
and ſaid he was well and where he would be. Ye twk then hit 
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Club and left his bow with Philotes.. After be entred the Foz: 
reſt, and had not far ranged when he found Dyome des and his 
*r hundzed Thieves. Dyomedes was the firſt that from far eſpied 
i Hercules, and knew that he was a ſtranger, and calling to him, 
ſaid : Gpant, what is it that thou ſeekeſt in this Fozreſt, Hercules 
0 anſwered, what art thou? Dyomedes ſaid, Jam the Ring ot 
r Thrace : thou art entred into my Dominion without my leave, 
th it diſpleaſeth-me, and chou muſt be mp P:iſvner, wberefoze 
be pield chee unto me. Hercules ſaid : Ring, fince thou art Dyo- 
4 medes, the Ring of Thrace, thou art undoubtedly the Tyzant 
e wat ſeek. And therefoze J am not purpoſcd to pield me, 
a without ſwiting, eſpecially co anp evil Thief. Know thou, that 
D Iwill defend me with this Club, with which J babe been ac⸗ 
it cuſtomed to deſtroy Monſters, and am in hope this day, to make 
I thy Pozſes eat and devour thy body, like as thou haſt raught and 
uſed them to eat thy Wziſoners. 

Wyen Dyomedes heard the anſirer of Herculcs, he tock a 
great Axe, that one of his Thieves bare after him, and be lifred 
: it up, thꝛeatning Hercules unto the death, and diſcharged fo hard, 
t 
[: 
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that if Hercules had not turned the ſtroke with bis Club, he vad 
been in great peril. Dyomedes was of the ſtature of Hercules, 
and had abundance of ſtrength and puiſſunce. Mpen Hercules 
had received the ſtroke, he ſifted up bis Club and failed not to 
ſmite Dyomedcs;foz he gavehim ſuch a ſtreke upon the ſtomach, 
that he turned yim up fdedewn, from his Yozſe, and laid him 
albaſtonicd in the Field. Then his bundzed Thieves beftirred 
them; and aſſailed Hercules on all ſides. Some of them there 
veiethat recovered Dyomedes, and ſet him on bis Yozſe, the o⸗ 
ther ſþatat Hercules: ſome bzake their Swozds on him, All 
this impaired nothing of the Arms of Hercules. Pig Balbert 
and bis Helmet were of fine ſteel, fozged and tempered hard. 
Pe ſtood there among them like a Pountain. When be had 
ſuſtained the firſt afſauſt of the Thieves, to ſbew fo them with 
whom they fought, be ſet upon them, and {mote down on all 
fides with ſuch valour that fudden'p he made the pieces of them 
uv into the M1ed, and ſmote them doven from off their Yozſes, 


Dyomedes was at that time riſen up, a ndwith great furp cane 
| unt9 
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unto the reſcue of his Thieves, whom Hercules tifed as he 
would. Whiles.that ſame of rhemaſſailed him befoze,pe came 
behind, and ſmote him with his Axe upon his elm, the ſtroke 
was ſo great that the fire ſpzang out. Dyomedes had well 
thought to have murthered Hercules: pet Hercules moved nat 
foz the ſtroke but a little bowed his head. Akter this, then he 
lifred up his Club and ſmote among the Thieves : and maugre 
them all, inleſs than an hour, pe had ſo laboured bis Aron a- 
bout their backs, that of the hundzed be ſlew ſixty, and theo: 
ther he battered, and put to fiight with Dyomedes. But Hers 
cules running moze ſw iftly than an Pozſe, amongſt all otherg 
be purſued Dyomedes ſo nigh, that be caughr bim by the legg, 
and pulled bim down from his hozſe, and rhzew him againſt a 
Txte unto the earth. After he took him about the body, and by 
main fozce, he bare him unto the place where the battel had 
been. There he unarmed him with little reſiftance : Foz that 
Dyomedes was then bzuiſed,ond could nat help himſelt, when he 
had gotten him thus at bis will, be bound him faſt by the fert and 
hands. After this, be aſſembled together twenty Pozſes of the 
Thieves that run diſperſed in the Wood, and came to Diome- 
des, and ſaid unto him. A thou moſt curſed enemy that haſt em⸗ 
plopedall thy time in Tyzanny, and didſt never one good deed, 
but all thy days haſt lived in multiplying of ſins and vices,. and 
baſt troubled the people by thy thefts, and haft nourifbed thy 
Pozſes with mans fleſþ : and by this cruelty ſuppoſed to habe 
made me te die: Surelp J will do Juſtice upon thee, and 
will do to typ evil perſon, like as hau wouldeſt havedone to 
mine. Then Hercules laid the Tyzant in the middeſt of the 
Poaſes which had great hunger, and tbep devoured him, fox 
tpey loved mans lie ſb. And thus when Hercules had put the Ty 
rant to death, he took his Arms in ſign of victozy, and returned 
to Philotes. 

Philotes had great joy when he ſaw Hercules return, be 
enquired of him how he had done. And Hercules would neither 
bideno2 conceal any thing from him: What ſpall J ſay? with 
great jop and gladneſs they returned back again, unto the 
Greeks, and did cauſe to diſanchoz their ſpips, and ſailed foe 
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Pozt oz Haben ot Thrace. Then did Hercules make known 
Thrace; the death of Dyomedes. Mherrat was a great up 
bar. Motwicpſtanding, Hercules gave to Philotes the arms o“ 
pyomedes, and ſent him into the Cite, to ſummon them tha“ 
governed it, to pield it into bis bands. Philotes went into th<- 
lace of Thrace, and: made to be aiſembied them that wer 
the Pꝛintipals in theCity. When then were aſſembled, Plu- 
otes laid open to them yis meſſage, and ſummoned the Thra- 
gans that they ſboutd deliver their City into the hands of Her 
cules: Saping, that Hercules was be that had put to death the 
King Dꝛomedes, foz his evil living, and foz the lave of the com · 
mon weal: and that the City could do no better but to re- 
ceive bim at his coming, ( foz he would not Pillage it) but 
would only bzing it to good government. Wyven be had done this 
Summons, that they ſhould believe him, be Þewed them the 
Arms ot Dyomedes. 
Mpen the Thracians ſaw thoſe Arms of Dyomedcs,. ſome 


- ef the Complices of Dyomedes, and Thieves were full of great 


rage, and would have taken the Arms from Philotes. The o- 
ther that were wiſe and notable men, and that many.years-had 
defired the end of their Ring (ſeeing his Arms) knewaſſuredly 
that Dyomedes was dead, full of jop anſwered. to Þhilores :. 

aſmuch as Hercules was a King of great renown and wil+ 

m, and hath done a-wozk of great merit, in the death of Dyo · 
medes, they weuld receive him into their City. 

Without long diſcourſes, the Thracians went unto the Gate 
and opened it. Philotes returned then unto Hercules, and tolo 
him theſe tydings. Hercules and the Greeks went out of their- 
Galleps, andentred into Thrace. The Thracians bzought them 
unto the Walace where were pet many Thieves, Hercules put 
all the Thieves to death, not in the ſame night, but during the 
ſpace of ten days, that he ſojourned there. 

Pe ſet the City in gosd oꝛder, and delivered it from the evil 
Thieves : De made Judges by election, at the pleaſure of the 
people. And weg be bad finiſhed all theſe things, be departed 
from Thrace with great thanks, as well of the eld as of the 


young. Ye mounted on the Sea, after be ſueceſſion of time, ve 
F' came 
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came unto bis Realm of Lycia, into his Palace, wpere he waz 
received with great joy of the Anhabitants there, and alſo of 
Neighbours, Tpere ve abude with cye-faic Yoel,whom be loved 
above all tempozal goods. 


CHAP, XXV. 
How Dejanira ſorrowed tor the love of Hercules to Toel. 


Heſeus after the return of Hercules: Seeing he would a. 
1 vide there, and there was nv mentton, in ali the wozld of 
any Monſter oz Tozant, took leave of bis fellow Hercules, Yoel, 
Philotes, and others, and went to Athens, and Thebes. Likes 
wiſe the Greeks took leave and every man returned into his 
Country, repeating in all the places where they went, tbe great 
adventures, and tbe glozious wozks of Hercules, Then bis re: 
nown ran as ſwifrly as the wind, ſo that it came unto Iconie, 
whereas Dejanira ſcijcurntd, and it was ſatd to Dejanira, that 
Hercules was returned from Spain, with great triumph, and 
come into Lycia.Dcjanira foz his Renown was glad, and raviſh: 
ed with jor, and concluded to go unto bim, pet was aba ſhed foz 
char ve head nat ſigniſied to her bis coming, and that be had not 
ſent foz ber, doubting that ſbe ſpould be out of grace with Her- 
cules. She made ready her company,and in noble eſtare, depart: 
ed krom Iconie, ona dap ta go into Lycia. She tarrped there, 
to attire her in the beſt wiſe ſhe could, called her Eſquire named 
Lycas, and tommanded him that be ſþould go into Lycia, and 
ſignifie unto Hercales ot her coming. At the commandment of 
D: janira, Lycas went unto the City, and it happered at the 
Gate be wet a man of bis old acquaintance, a Squire of Her. 
cules s. Lycas and the Squire ſaluted each other friendly, 
After Lycas asked the Squire, and demanded of him, where the 
King was: and if ye were in bis Palace? Yea verily (ſaid the 
Squirt) he is there, J know well, and paſſeth bis time with 
vis Lad» Vorl: the moſt beautiful, and moſt reſptendent La: 
dy that is in all this wozlv. Each man pꝛaiſeth ber a thouſand 
times moze than Dejanira. Hercules hath her in ſo much grace, 
wat continually theo are together. And whatſoever the Lady 
| doth 
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doth, it is acceptable unte Hercules: there is no man that can 


fell the great 1. ve they babe together. 
Lucas hearing thele todings of the Squire, tock leave of 
him, and made ſemblance to have left behind him ſome of yis 
pꝛecious Gems and Jewels: fog be was of vp1nion in himſelf, 
that it would be good to give advertiſment of His eſtate. Pen» 
five and ſimply he came back again to Dcjamra, where ſhe was 
attiring her elf peciouſly,and ſaid unto her. Madam what do 
you here? Wherefoze ? (anſwered Dejanira.) Why, (ſaid De- 
janira ? ) what tidings ? Lycas anſwered : hard tydings. I 
have heard tell of Hercules, things full of ſuch hardneſs, that 
truly it is very grievous foz me to tell you. Yowbeit fince 
pou are come thus far, pou muſt needs underſtand them : J telt 
poutoz certain, that pour Lozd Hercules is in his Palace very 
jopful:and that he bath in his company a Ladp,whom be lovetb 
above all things foz her great beauty, ſo exceeding, that each 
man marvelleth ſaying: the is the moſt Soveraign in beauty 
that ever was ſeen by man, | 

Adviſe your ſelf well, what ye do, ere you go any further: 
this day is needful you abide, and take counſel. 

At the hearing of theſetydings, Dejanira was pafſing angry, 
and beſpzead with a great ſozrow in all her veins, ſhe began to 
quake and tremble. Ber fair hair tbat was finely dzeſſed on her 
head, ſbe toze with ber hands, in ſo furious manner, that ſþe diſ- 
attpred her, and {mote with her fiſt ſo great a ſtroke upon ber 
bzeaſt that ſhe fell down backward in a ſwound, The Ladies 
and Gentlewomen that accompanied her, ſbrieked a cryed dolo⸗ 
rouſly, and were ſoze moved. At length Dejanira came to her 
ſelf again pale and wan, ſþe ſpake, with a feeble and low 
vopre. Wooz Dejanira, what ſhalt thou do? Whither ſwalt thou 
go? Thou that findeſt thy ſelf fozſakenof thy Lozd Hercules? 
Alas, alas, is it poſſible that the new coming of a Lady, map 
take away mp Pusbaud? The heart late joyned to Dejanira, 
ſhall (be make the ſeparation? A hope verily it may not be: 
Foz Hercules is noble of heart, and loveth vertue : if he aban- 
don me, be aas againſt vertue and nobleneſs, J have affiance 
inpim thathe will be true to me. Madam (ſaid Lycas) yon 
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fail nothing to ſay that Hercules is Noble and kult of Airtue: 
foz ve hath employed all bis time in virtuous things, howbeir 
he is a man, and hath taken love in this new Woman fox her 
beauty: know well tyat Foztune entertaineth not long Deinceg 
and Pzinceſfes, on the top above yer wheel: there ts none ſo 
high, bur ſhe mazeth them ſometime lie beneath among them 
that ſuffer trouble, Behold, what pe have to do. If pe go unto 
Hercules, and be receive pou not as be hath been accuſtomed, 
then wall you have cauſe of deſpair. Men ſay that he loveth ſo: 
veraignly this new Lady: M 1s apparent then, that he Hall ſee 
but little by pour coming: and if peu go, the Ladp will te evi1 
content: tbe hath renown, and every man is glad to do her plea: 
ſure. Tyere ail be no man ſo hardy to welcome pou foz rye 
love of her. Go not thither then, the peril is too great: Jconn: 
ſel you foz the better, that ye return into Iconic, and that pe 
bear this thing pariently, attending and abiding until the fire 
and the fume of this Lady be quenched : foz Hercules is another 
manner of man than moſt men be: and will leave the love of 
this Lady by little and little. 

D-janira believed that Lycas counſelled. her truly, and ſoze 
weeping ſþe returned into Iconie. Mhen ſte was in the houſe 
at Iconie, ſþ2 denyed ber ſelf all wozldlp pleaſure, living Coli: 
tarily, without going to Feaſts oz Plays, Abiding in this (0: 
litude, ber grievous annoy. grew moze and moze, bp ſo great 
vexations,that ſbe'was conſtrained to make infinite bewailings. 
The continual company of her Ladies could give to her no ſo» 
lace. The innumerable ſpeeches that they uſed unto ber ear, 
could never take away Hercules out of her mind. She lived this 
life many days, having alway her ears open ta know if Hercu. 
tes ſent foʒ her. In the end when ſpe had waited lon1, and ſaw 
that neither man noz woman was coming to bziny hor todings 
from the perſon of Hercules, he wzote a Letter which ſhe deli 
vered to Lycas, to bear unto Hercules, and charged bim to deli: 
ver it to ns perſon, 'but to bim ſhe ſent it ta. Lycas took the 
Letter, and went into Lycie, two miles from the City he met 
Hercules in a croſs wap, Hercules came from Arcadic, where 
be had newly ſlain a wild Boar, ſo great that there was never 
none 
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none ſeen like him. When Lycas WW Herculcs, be made him 


reverence, and paeſented his Letter to him ſaluting bim from 
Dejanira. Hercules waxed red, and changed colour, when he 
beard ſpeak of Dejanira. But he receiving the Letter amiablp 
read it, and found therein as followeth. 
Hercules, My Lord, the man of the world that I moſt deſire, 
I humbly beſecch and earneſtly intreat you, that you have re- 
gard to your true ſervant, and Lover Deja ira, Alas Herculer, 
alas.

{tial Manſions, with the Sun, the Moon, nor Stars, but 
without feigning or breaking of a free heart, I deſire your ſo- 
lemn communication. I can from henceforth no more feign. 
It is ſaid to me, that you have another Wife. Alas, Herculer, 
have I made any fault againſt your worth ? wherefore do you 
abandon me? how can you do (0? Men name you v rtuous, 
You forſake me: that is againſt virtue, Though now ye do 
it, I have ſeen the time that vou were my husband, embracing 
together, and kiſſing , you ſbewed ſemblance of good liking 
and joy. Now let you her alone that you loved as a poor caſl- 
away. Alas, where are the witneſſes of our Marriage? where 
be the eternal vows and oaths which we made one to another. 
Men are deaf and blind, but God doth hear and (ee : wherefore 
I pray you, conſider, and hold your good name more dear, 
than you do the love of your new acquainted Goſſip, that ma- 
keth you to err againſt virtue, whercot you have ſo great a re» 
nown3; and I pray you heartily write to me your pleaſure. 
Myen Hercules had read from the beginning to the end, the 
Leiter of Dcjanira, as he yet looked upon it, Y cel came unto 
him, with th2ee hundzed Gentlewomen to be merry with Her- 
cules, Hercules then cloſed the Letter, and retuzned into Lycia, 
bolding Yoel by the hand: howbeit, when be was in his Palace 
be koꝛgot nat Dcjanira, but found means to go into bis Study, 
and there wzote a Letter; when it was finiſted he gave it co Ly- 
cas, to pꝛeſent it to Dejanira. Lycas took the Letter and returns 
R 2 ed 
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rd vome to Dejanira. Firſt, he told her tydings and of the ſlate 
of Yoel. After he delivered to her the Letter, containing tpat 
he commended him unto her, and that he had no other Wife bur 
per, and he pꝛaped her that ſþe would not give her ſelf to think 
any evil, but to live in hope and patience; as a Wife and noble 
Lady ought and is bound to do, fo her bonour and credit. This 
Letter little o: nought comkozted Dejanira, ſþe was ſo vehe⸗ 
mently aſtained with jealouſit; her ſvzrow redoubled. In this 
ſozrow the wzote ret another Letter which ſpe ſent to Hercules, 
that contained theſe wozds: 

H-rewles, Alas what availeth me to be the Wife of ſo No- 
ble a Husband as you are? your noblencſs is io me more hurt- 
tul than profitable, O Fortune, I was wont to rejoyce, for e- 
very day I heard no other things but commendations of your 
proweſles and glorious deeds, wherewith the world was illus 
minated. Now mult Lbe angry. and take diſpleaſure in your 
works, that are toul and full of vices All Greece murmureth 
at you, and the people ſay, that you were wont to be van- 
quiſher of all things; and now you are vanquiſhed by the fool- 
ich love of Joel. Alas Hercules, thall I be ſeparated from you? 
and be holden the waiting drudge of the Catiffe Joel. She is 
your Catiffe, ſor you have lain her Father, and have taken her 
in the prize of Calidonia, now the hath the place of your lawful 
wits. Alas, now ſhall I no more be eftecmed, it is not alway 
happy to mount to high eſtate. For from as much as I have 
mounted ih height, and was your fellow, from fo far I feel 
my lelf fall into the more great peril. O Hercules it for my 
beauty you took me for your Wife, I may well curſe that 
beauty : for that is cauſe of the grievous ſhame, that is to me 
evident, to prognoſticate mine harm, and ill to come. I cannot 
count them but for enemies, ſince by them, all ſorrows come 
unto me. The Ladics have joy in the preheminency of their 
husbands, but I have ill fortune and miſhap. I ſee nothing 
but diſpleaſure in my Marriage. O Hercules, Ithink all day 
on you, that ye go in great perils of Arms, and ti:rce Beaſts, 
Teimpeſts of Sea, and the fallc perils of the world. Mine heart 
txcmbleth, and hath great fear of you, of whom ] ought to 
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have comfort, Ir member and think on you in the day, and 
dream on you in the night: me thinketh verily, that Flee the 
cutting of ſharp {words enter into me, and the heads of the 
Spears: and that I fee iſſue out of the Caves of the Forrelis and 
Deſarts, Lyons, and wild Monſters, that eat my fleſh. Since the 
beginning ot our alliance unto this day, Ihave had day and 
night ſuch pains for you, and born them. But alas, all theſe 
things are but little in compariſon of the pains that I now ſut- 
fer, toraſmuch as you maintain ſtrange women, and a wo- 
man of folly. May ſhe be called the mother of your Children 
by whom the ſparkles of foul renown ſhill abide with you. 
With this vice is my pain redoubled, and pierceth my ſoul: 
I am troubled with the diſhonour. They lay, that ye are be- 
come like a woman, and live atter the guiſe and manner of a 
Woman, and ſpin on the Rock, you that were vvont to 
firangle Lyons with your hands, you leave the exerciſe of 
Arms, and to be known in far Countries and Realms, in (hews 
ing your vertue, like as you were wont to do, tor the only 
company of the Catifte Toe! that abuſeth you. O curſed com- 
pany. Speak to me Hercules, of the high and mighty men 
that thou haſt vanquiched, as Diomeles ot Thrace, eAntbeon of 
Lybiz, Buſire of Ag ypt, Gerin of Spaix, and Cacus the great 
Thicf, if they were alive and ſaw thee thus held? Surely they 
would not repute them worthy to be vanquiſhed by thee, and 
would point at thee with their hngers, as at a man living in the 
lap of a woman, O how ſtrong is Joel, when her hands that 
ate not worthy to thread a Needle, hath taken thy Club and 
brandiſhed thy Sword wherewith thou halt put in fear all tie 
earth? Alas Hercules, have you not in remembrance, your 
Childhood, lying in your Cradle you flew the two ſerpents: 
you-bcing a Child were a man, and now when you have been 
a man, are you become a woman, or a Child? This is the 
work of a woman, to hold himſelf always with a women: or 
it is the deed of a Child; to enamour himſelf on a woman of 
folly. The truth is, you began better than you end: your laſt 


deeds anſwer not the firit, your labours ſhall never be worthy. 


praifings, For all the commendation is in the end. Who- 
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ſoever he be that beginneth a work, whereof the beginning ig 
fair, and the end is foul, all is loſt ; ſurely Hercules, when I be» 
hold the glorious beginning that virtue made in you, and ſee 
that now you are vicious, all my fircngth faileth, mine arms 
fall down as a woman in a trance, without ſpirit, and it may 
not ſcem to me true, that thoſe arms (that bare away by force 
the ſheep from the Garden belonging to the Daughters of 4+ 
las) may fall into ſo great a fault, as to embrace fleſhly ano- 
ther wite than his own. Notwithitanding I am affured of a 
truth that you hold not Teel as a Catiffe, but as your own 
wife: not in priſon but at her pleaſure, in Chamber finely be- 
decked, and ia bed Curtained and hanged : not diſguiſed and 
ſecretly, as many hold their Concubines : but openly and 
with ſhamelcſs face, ſhewing her ſelf very glorious to the 
pcople, as if ye might do ſo lawfully: For ſhe holdeth you Priſo- 
ner and Catitte, and ſhe hath put the fetters about your neck, 
by her Italian Juglings and ſhitts, whereof I have great ſhame 
in my (elf, But as tor the amendment I will diſcharge my 


mind, I cannot better it, but pray to God that he will procure 
a Remedy,

verp penſive, and much deprived from all pleaſure, that none 
durſt come to him in a great white, ſaye only that they brought 
to bim meat and dꝛink. Yoel durſt not go to him, Lycas that 
breught this Letter, was there waiting long foz an anſwer, 
No man could know whereof pzcceeded the penſiveneſs of Hers 
cules, noz the cauſe why be withdzew himſelf: in the end, whey 
Hercules had been long penſive, and had thought upon — bis 
afrairs

jp thing to ſend unto Dejanira. Hercules anſwered to Lycas, 
thar he would go to make bis ſacrifice to Apollo, and at his re- 
turn again, be would go-02 elſe would (end unto ber. 

With theſe wozds Hercules and Philotes pa ſſed fozth,on their 
pilgrimage. And Lycas returned unto Dejanira, and told to 
her the jopful redings tpat he had received of Hercules; aifo 
what like Hercules led imce the dap and hour he had pꝛeſented 
tohim her Letter. Dcjanira comfo2red with theſe good tydings, 
went unto her Chamber, and thanked God and Foztune. After, 
he began to think on their eſtate, and thus thinking be remems« 
med her of rhe pepſon that Neſſus had given her, being at the 
point of death, be vad kept it in one ok her Coffers: and fozth: 
with incontinently (be opened the Toffer, and took the curſed 
poyſon and one of the ſhirts of Hercules : as the that imagined 
by the vertue of the po-ſon to daaw again to her the Love of 
Herculcs, like ag Neſſus had faid unto her, ſhe made the ſhirt to 
be boyled with rhe poyſon, and gave the charge thereof to one 
of her women. When the ſhirt was boyled enough, the woman 
took the ve ſſel, and ſet it to cool. After \þe took out the ſhirt o. 
penly, and w2ung it, but ſo ſoon as ſhe had w2ung it, the fire 
ſzang in ver hands ſo vebemently, chat ſhe caſt it upon a perch 
to dꝛy and fell down dead. 

In pzoceſs of time, D-janira deſired to have the ſhirt, and 
ſeeing the woman that had charge thereof, bzought it nor, went 
into the Chamber where the ſpirt had been boyled and found the 
woman dead, whereof (be had great marvel. Mevercheleſs ſhe 
paſſed the death lightly, and one of her Damoſeis ſhe made take 
the ſhirt that hanged on the Perch and was dzy, commanding 
her that ſbe ſhould fold it, and wind it ina Yandkerchief, 
"At the commandment of Dejanira the Damoſel folded the 
ſpirt. 
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ſpirt. But ſo doing, be was ſerved with the popſon in ſuch 
wile that tbe loſt her ſpeech,and dyed (gon after. Fotwithſtand, 
ing Dcjavira that thougbt nothing, but to come fv ber intention 
toon rye ſpirt and deicvered it to Lycas, charged him to car 
it to Hercules, Lycas that was ready to accerapliſh the will 

of his Miſtreſs, took the charge of tye thirt, and deparieng from 
them went into the Pountain whereas Hercules was, and 
there found him in the Fozreſt, where was the Temple of Diana, 
Hercules had no man with him but Philotes, who made ready 
foz him a great fire, to ſacrifice an Hart that Hercules had ta; 
ken, running at a courſe. Lycas then finding Hercules in the 
Temple kneeled low down to bim, and ſald : Sir, bere is a 
thirt that pour ſervant Dejanira ſendeth to pou. She recom: 
mendeth her humbly unto your grace, and p2apeth pou that poy 
will receive this pꝛeſent in good part, as from pour Wife. Her. 
culcs was jopsus of theſe wozds, and pzeſently unc loa thed him, 
ro put on this curſed Shirt, ſaping, that verily ſhe was his 
Mike, and that he would foz her ſake wear this ſbirt. In do: 
ing on this ſbirt,ve felt a very great dolour and pain in his body, 
Notwitbſtanding be put on his other cloaths above, as ye that 
did think no evil. (When be was cloathed, and the thirt warm, 
his pain and ſozrow grew moze and moze. Then he began to 
think, and knew pzeſently that his malady came of the Shirt, 
and feeling the paicking of the venome, without long tarrping, 
be took off his robes, à ſuppoſed to have taken off his ſhirt from 
bis back and to have rent it. But be was not ſtrong enough ta 
do Co, fo2 the ſþirt held ſo ſoze, and cleaved ſo faſt to his fleſh, 
by the vigour and ſtrength of the ſþarp poyſon, that be tare out 
the fieſh, and took away certain pieces thereof, when he would 
have taken off his ſhirt. 

Hercules knew then, that be was wounded to death. Death 
began to fight againſt bim » he began to refiſt by dzawing 
off his Shirt from his body with pieces of his fie and blood, 
but all could not avail. Pe rent and tare bis back, thighs, 
and body, unto his entrals and guts, his arms, his ſhoulders, 
unto the bones, and ſtill his dolour and pain increaſed moze and 
woze. As he returned, in pain, be beheld Lycas, and another 
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fellow that he bꝛougpt with him, be went to them, and ſaid 
unto Lycas. Thou curled and unhappp man: whar thing hath 
moved thee to come hither under the falſe friend{hip of Deja- 
nira, to bring me into the change of this miskoztune: Wiyar 
thinkeſt cyou haſt done? Thou haſt ſerved me wich a (ire in⸗ 
toxicated with mortal venome. Who hath introduced thee ro 
chis? Thou muſt needs receive thy deſert. And ſaying theſe 
woꝛzds Hercules caught by the head poo Lycas, that knew net 
what to ſay, and thzew him againſt a Reck ſo fiercely, tbat be 


- burſt his bones, and ſlew bim, the fellow of Lycas fied, and hid 


vim ina buſh, Fhilotes was ſo affrighted, that he knew nor what 
to do. At the hour that Hercules was in thiscaſe, much people 
came inta the Temple. The entrals of Hercules were troubled. 
Pis blood bopled in all vis Ueins, the poyſon pierced unto his 
heart, his ſmews frunk and withdzew them. 

When pe felt himſelf in this extream miſery, that Death 
haſted his end by terrible pain, as ye that could nat take away 
the fozce of the venome, ſtrcving began to run over pill and 
over Walley, up and down the Fozreſt, and pulled up the great 
Trees, and overthzew them. Then be began to rent off bis 
ſhirt, with the flelb, that was ſodden and boyled. When be bad 
long led this life, he returned unto the Temple, full aſſured 
of death, and lifting up bis hands and eyes to Heaven ſaid. A: 
las, alas, miſt Foztune now laugh at me, foz this miſerable de- 
tiny, coming from the mad Jealouſie, and Sozcery of that 
Woman, which in all the woz!d J repute moſt wiſe and ver- 
tuous? D Dejanira, unnatural woman, without wit, ſhame and 
honour, with an heart of a Tyzant,beſorted with jealoufic-how 
baſt thou been able to contrive againft me this fury, and trea⸗ 
ſon envenomed? Af Rings 02 P2inces acquaint themſelves with 
Ladies oz Gentlewomen, foz the increaſe of mankind, they will 
never have credit with their pzoper Wives, &Þ Dejanita what 
baſt thou done? The Women pzeſent, they that are in the 
wombs of their Pothers, ſhall ſpit at thee in thy face, and 
— thee without end, foz the repꝛoach that thou turneſt upon 

em. 
Alas Dejanira: What ſpall 3 now do, that glo- 

zied

ried in thy glozy, and ſer thee in the front of their honour, as a 
Carbuncle, foz the decking of their pzecious things? Row thy 
glozy ſpall be ſhame : foz by impiety and divers Engines, by ſe⸗ 
cret cruelty thou haſt conſpired mp death, and haſt bzvuched this 
incurable misfoztune, foz thee and me, and foz our Friends and 
Vinſmen-. 

Dy Dcjanira, thy malice as an unhappy and moſt curſed Ser- 
pent, bath wzougbt this malicious and rep2oachful Purtyer, 
Thy faiſe Jeaiouſie hath moze power fo fern mate my life. 
than all che Ponfters of the wozld. By thine offence, and by 
roy miſchievaus fleight wherefrom J could not keep me, 3 
muſt dre, and paſs out of this wozid. Since it is ſo, I thank 
Foztrune, and ask of God no vengeance againſt thee: but ſurely 
to the end it be not ſaid, that the vanquuther of men, be not van: 
quifed by a woman, Xx will not pals the bitfer paſſage of death 
by thy maztal Sozceries full of abomination : but by the fire, 
that is neat and clear, and the moſt excellent of Clements. 

Theſe dalozous and ſcerowful plaints accompliſhed, Hercules 
took his Club, and caſt it in the fire that was made ready to 
make his Sacrifice. After be gave Philotes his Bow and Ar⸗ 
raws, and then pꝛaprd bim, that he would recommend him to 
Yoel, and to his deareſt friends. Then feeling bis life had no 
longer time to (cjourn, he took leave of Philotes ; andal!! burnt 
and lodden, be laid him down in the fire, lifring up his hands and 
eres to ea ben, a there conſummated the conrfe of his gloztous 
Uke. When Philotes ſaw the end of his Maſter Hercules, be 
purnt bis body to aſhes, and kept thoſe aſhes, with intention ta 
Lcar chem to the Temple, that the Ring Evander had cauſed ta 
Le made: Akter be departed from thence, and returned into 
Lycia, greatly diſcomfozted : and with a great fountain ef 
tencg, recounted to Yoel, and to bis friends, the pitiful 
death of Hercules. Mo man could recount the ſozrow that Y ocl 
made, and thep of Lycia, as well the Students as rural peaple. 
An rhe wound fell in tears and Fghs, bewailing his untimely 
death. So much abaunded Yoel in tears, that ber tender heart 
Das drawned: and ſoꝛthwith ber ſoul departed from her beds. 
th:20unh the erteſs of ſc2arow: Then tach one curſed, and ſpake 

if of Dejanita. Finaly, 
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Finally, Dejanira being advertiſed by the fellow of Lycas, of 
the miſchief that was come by the ſtirt, (þe fell into deſpair. and 
made great lamentations, and [aid : QMhat baue J done ? Alas, 
what have J done? Tye moſt notable man of men, ſþining a« 
mong the Clerks, be that traverſed the ſtrange Coans of the 
Carth and Pell: Pe that bodily convcrſed among men, was 
familiar with the Sun, Moon and Stars, is dead by mp cauſe 
and without mp knowledge. Pe died by my fault: foz J have 
ſent unto him the wirt, that hath been the inſtrument of bis 
death. It was not my fault: foz J knew nothing of the pop: 
ſon. Th moztal popſon. By me pe is deprived cf life, whom 
I loved as 4 did mine own. Ye that was the Fountain of ſci⸗ 
ence : by whom the Athenians fbarpned cheir wits and Judge: 
ments: he that made the Monſters of the Sea to trembie in 
their Abiſms, deſtroyed che Ponſters of Pell: confounded tie 
Ponſiers of the carth, Tyrants be cozrected, inſolent and 
pꝛoud! The humble and meek he enhaunſed and exalted: e that 
made no treaſure but of Uirtue : ſubdued all the Nations of 
the wozld, conquering them with his Club: and if he had pleas 
ſed 02 been ambitious, might have attained to be King of the 
Caſt, Weſt, Nozth, and South, of the Seas and Mountains. Df 
all ryeſe be might ba ve named himſelf Lozd, by goed right,if he 
had pleaſed. Alas,alas,J was bozn in an unlucky bour?When 
ſo bigh and mighty Pzince is dead by my fimpleneſs : Ye 
was the Glozy of men. There was never none like him, noz e⸗ 
ver ſhall be. Dught J to live after him? No, fez among the 
Ladies J all be pointed at with the finger, and fall into iran: 
gers hands to be puniſhed, fozaſmuch as I have deſerved ſhame 
and blame by bis death, J will commita revenge upon my ſelf, 
And with that the took a knife, ſaying : I frel my ſelf willing 
and ready to die, and know that J am innocent of the death of 
mp Load Hercules, ſo with the point of the knife ſþe ended her 
deſperate life. QAhereat Philotes was abaſbed : and ſo were 
all they of Greece that long wept, and bewailed Hercules his 
death. And they of Athens bewailed him erceedingly: ſee fox

Ye entred into the Ship, and his men, 
and lailed ſo long, that they arrived ar the Pozt of Theſſalie, 
where was by adventure the Bing Peleus, who received the 
Prince Anthenor joptullp: and demanded of him wherefoze he 
s come into thoſe parts? Anthenor made anſwer in this 
manner: Sir Jam a Peſſenger of the Bing Priamus, that hay 
fent and commanded me to ſay unto ou, that pe is well remem:

ben Anthenor beard Thelamon ſo (peak, be entred baſli- 


Ip into his Ship, and ſailed ſo far, that be arrived in The( 
ſaly, where King Caſtor and King Pollux bis bzotber (a+ 
journed. Pe went a ſþoze from bis ſpip, and declared bis mel · 
fage, like as he had done to the other. And the Ring anſwered 
to him in great ire. Friend (what art) J will that thou know, 
we think not to have injured Ring Priamus without cauſe : faz 


it is ſo that Ring Laomedon bis Father began the follp where 


foze he was flain. Foz be wzonged firſt the Robles of Greece, 


and therefoze we deſire moze the evil of thy Ring Priamug, - 


than bis peace. And it ſremeth well that be had not thee in am 
gtod reckoningwben be ſent thee bither ta do his meſſage : where · 
foze J wiſh thee, ſee that thou abide not long bere, foz if thou 
depart not paeſently, thou ſþalt dye Uillanouflv. Then Anthe⸗- 


nor departed without leave, and entred into bis Ship, and ſail. 
ed till he came to Pilon, where the Duke Neſtor ſojourned, 
with a great company of Roblemen. Anthenor went to him 
and ſaid,” he was a Meſſenger of the Ring Priamus, and told to 

him 
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pim bis mefſage, as he pad ſaid to the other befoze, 


And ik the other were angry, this Neſtor chafed moze in him · 


elt againſt Anthenor, and (aid uuto him: Ba, pa, vile tarclet, 
wo made thee ſap ſuch things befoze me? Surely if it were 
not, wat my nobleneſs bindzeth me, J would cauſe thy tongue 
"to be plucked out of thy bead, and in deſpight of thy Ring, A 
would by fozce of Pozſe cauſe to dzaw thy members one from 


another. Go thy way haſtily out pf my fight, oa by my Gods, J 


will cauſe to be dane unto thee all that have ſaid. 


Then Anthenor was all abathed, at the bozrible wozds of 
Duke Neſtor, and doubting the fury of his Tyzanny, returned 
to Sea, and ſet on Troy-ward. But ye had not been long on 
the Sea, till a great Tempeſt roſe, and the air began to waxe 
park, to rain and to thunder, and there aroſegreat winds con» 
frary, and waxed thick and bozrible, and his Ship was bozn on 
the waves, one time high and another time low, in great peril, 

was not a man in the Ship, but ſuppoſed to die,andin theſe 

ils were they thace days, and onthe fourth;the Tempeſt cea 
and the air waxed all clear, and became peareable. 

- Then they comfozted themſelves , and ſailed ſo far that 


pep came to the pozt of Troy, and went ſtraight to their Tem: 


ples to give thanks to their Gods, foz that tbey had eſcaped ſo 
many perils. And after Anthenor, went with a great company 


of Boble men befoze Ring Priamus, and when all the Barons 


were aſſembled, and all the Sons of the Ring pzeſent, then An- 

thenor told all by ozder, what he pad done in Greece, like as it 

is contained heretofoze. 

At theſe rydings was Ning Priamus ſoze troubled, foz the 

opp2obztous [ſpeeches offered to his meſſenger in Greece, And 

Sen be bad no moze hope noz truſt to recover bis Siſter. 

| CHAP. II. _ 

How King Priamss aſſembled all his Barons, to know whom 
he might ſend to Gyeece to get again his Siſter Exi-ze. How 
Hector anſwered : and of his good Counſel : how Pari; de- 
clared to his Father, the Viſion of the Goddeſs Venus. 
Ing Priamus being aſſured of the vate of the Greeks, and 


with 
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with great ire, and thought he would ſend a great Happ into 
Greece, to hurt and damage the Grecks. Alas Ring Priam 
tell me what mil adventure is this, chat hath given co thee lo 
great hardineſs of courage, to caſt out thy ſelf from thy wealth 
and reſt? Why mayſt not thou refrain the firſt movings ok. th 
courage? although it was not in thy puitſance,yetcboy oughteſt 
to have good counſel, foz men ſay commonly: Some man think, 
eth to revenge his ſozrow,and be encrea ſeth it. &h, 

It had been a moze ſure thing ta thee, to have remembzeb 
the Pzoverb that ſaith, be that ſitteth well, let him not remove. 
Oꝛ elſe, be that is well at eaſe, let him keep therein. All things 
map be ſaffered ſave wealth, a man that goeth. upon plain 
ground, hath nothing to Uumble at. In this manner Ring 
Priamus thought long, and afrer he aſſembled on a dap all big 
Hoble men. in bis Palace of Ilion, ſaid unto them. Pe know 
bow by pour counſel Anthenor was ſent into Greece, to recover 
Exione by fair means: pe know alſo, how that ye is returned 
and come back, and alſo what wzongs be yath found, and it 
ſeemeth the Greeks make little account of the injuries they habe 
done unto us, at leaſt they by their woꝛds, repent them not, and 
thzeaten us moze ſtrongly than ever they did. God 9992 that 
ever it ſhould come unto us, like as they menace. Bit A pzap 
the Gods to give us power to revenge us to their loſs. Foz 
me ſeemeth, that we are mo2ePuiſſant than they are, and habe 

the moſt Cureſt City, and the beſt kurni ſhed in the Moꝛld: aſſo 
we have great Loꝛds very plenty allyed to us, ta help and a id us 
at aur ned : foz concluſion, we have the pni ſſance to hurt and da. 
mage our enemies in many manners, and valour to defend us 
from them. And it ſhould be good, to ſhew them what puiſanc 
we have togrieve them withal. If you think it good, we wi 
fend our men ſecretly, that ſail do to them great damage, ere 
they ſhould be ready foz to defend themſelves. And koꝛz that ye 
ought every one to employ pour ſel2es to take vengeance of theſe 
injuries, and that pe have no dow ut fox any thing, in as much as 
they bad the firſt victozy : fo2 it happeneth oktentimes that the 
Conquero2s be vanquiſhed of them that were vanquiſhed. 
Then all that were pzeſent, allowed the advice of the Bing ;

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and offered every man to employ themſetves to the ſame with 
all the power they could, whereat King Priamus had great jop. 
And after that he had given them thanks, he let every man ves 


| part yome to their own houlcs, excepting bis Sens legitimate, 


and the Baſtards whom be maintained in his [2alace, and told 
to them his complaint of the Greeks, with weeping tears in this 
manner: Py Sons, pe have in pour memozy the death of pour 
Grandfather, the ſervitude of pour Aunt Exione, that thep bold 
in the manner of a common woman,and pou be ſo puiſſant that 
reaſon ſwould inſtruct you,to employ pour ſelves to revenge this 
great injury and ſhame, And if this move pou not thereto, pet 


pou ought to do it, to ſafisfie my will and pleaſure: fog J am 


-xeady to dye foz ſozrow and anguiſh, which pe ougbt and are 
dound to remedy to pour power, that havecauſed you ſo well to 
be nouriſhed and bzought fozth. And thou Hector, my right 
-dear Son, that art the eldeſt of thy Bzethzen, the moſt wife 
and ſtrong. I pzay thee firſt, that thou put in execution this mp 


Milt. And that thou be Duke and Pzince to thy Bꝛethzen in 


this wozk, and all the other will obey gladly unto thee. And in 


- like manner ſhall thep do of this Realm, foz the great zo; 
wels they know in thee. And know, that from this dap fozth J 
© diſcharge my ſelf of all this wozk, and put it upon thee that art 


the moſt ſtrong to maintain battels : Foz Jamancient, and can 


not from bencefozth help mp (elf, ſo well as J was wont to do. 


To theſe wozds anſwered Hector ſweetly, ſaying, my Father, 
and dear Soveraign Lozd, there is none of all your ſuns, but 
that it ſeemeth to bim a thing humane, to deſire vengeance of 
theſe injuries, and to us that be of high nobleneſs a little injury 
ought to be great. Jt is ſo, that as the quality of the perſon 
groweth oz diminiſbeth, ſo ought the quality of the injury. Tt 


we be deſirous to take vengeance of our injuries, we fozſake not 


noz leave the nature-of men: foz in like manner the dumb 
Beaſis do, and Nature it ſelf teacheth them thecero. y dear 


\. Lozd and Father, there is none of all your Sons that ougbt 
moꝛe to deſire the vengeance of the injury and death of our Lo2d 


and Grandfather, than A that am the eldeſt. But J will (ifit 
pleaſe you) that pe conſider in Ln enterpꝛize, not only the be⸗ 
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ginning, but the middle and theend, to what peril we may come 
yereafrer : Foz otherwiſe, little pzofit ſome things will be that 
come to an evil end. | 

Apen merhinketh that it is much moze allowable foz a man 
to abſtain from things whereof the ends are dangerous, and 
whereof mapcome moze evil chan good: Foz anp thing is not to 
be ſaid foz2tunate, until rye time that it come unto a good end. J 
ſay not tyele things foz any evil meaning oz Cowardife: onip 
to the end that pe begin not any thing,” that you have in your 
deart, to put in pꝛadice, but firſt be pe well counſelled, and 
with good adviſement. k 

Ye know, that all Aſrick and Europe, be Subjects unto the 
Greeks. They be kurni ſped with Rnights, hardy and marvel: 
lous? Surely this day, the ſtrength of us is'not to be compared 
unto them in valour. WWhyerefoze, if we begin the wars againſt 
' them, we might eaſily come to à miſchievous end. Me that be 
in ſo great reſt among our ſelves, what ſþall we ſeek to trou⸗ 
ble our pzoſperity and welfare ? Exione is not of ſuch high 
pꝛice, that it behoverh all us to put us in danger of death foz per: 
Spe bath been long time there. It were better that ſbe ſpend 
kozth ver time, who J think bath but little time to live, than 
we ſhould put us all into ſuch perils. And meeklp I beſeech 
pou, not to ſuppoſe that I ſap theſe things foz cowardiſe : But 
A doubt the chances of Foztune, and leaſt that under the ſpa⸗ 
dow of tyis thing, ſpe confound and deſtroy our great Seigniozp: 
and at leaſt we fbould begin things that we ought to leave foz to 
eſchew moze miſchief. 

When Hector had made an end of this anſwer, Paris was 
nothing content tberewith : pe ffood upon bis feet and ſaid : My 
dear Lozd, A beſeech-you, to hear me ſpeak, to what end por 
map come, if vou once begin the War againſt the Greeks. Be 
not we garniſped with mighty and noble Chivalrp as thep be? 
Surelp we be, that in the woꝛid is none that map diſcomfit us: 
therefoze begin pe boldlp that enterpꝛize that pe have thought 
of, aud ſend ſome of pour Ships and people to go into Greece, 
to take their people, and damage the Countrep. And ik it pleaſe 
you to ſend me, J will do it with a good will,foz Jam perſwaded 
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it pe ſend me, J ꝓall do great damage unto the Greeks, and J 


will take away ſome noble Lady of Greece, and bzing her with 
the into this Realm, and by commutation of per, pou may re* 
cover pour ſifter Exione. Af you will anderfiand and know 
how J am perſwaded of this tbing 3. 4 will cell pou, the Gods 
have pꝛomiſed it to me. It happened to me of late (ſaid Pa- 
tis) that by your cammmandment 4 was in the leſſer India, at 
the beginning of the Summer, and upon à Fridap J went to 
hunt ina Fozreft very early, and that mo2ning J found nothing 
that turned me to any pleaſure: and after mid day, J found a 
great Part, that J put to the flight, ſo ſwiftly, that J left all 
mp company behind: and followed the Part cloſe, into the mot 
deſert place of the fozreſt which was named Ida. And ſo long 
Jfollowed him, that Jcame unco a place, paſſing obſcure, then 
I ſaw the Part ns moze, that J chaſed. 4 felt then mo ſeif 
ſoze weary, and my Dazſe alſo, that could no further go. S3 A 


» lighted, and tyed my Pozſe to a Tree, and laid me down upon 
the Graſs, and put under my head my Bow inſtead of a 4Sil+ 


law, and fell aſleep, Then came to me ina viſicn, tþe God 
Mercury, and in his company thzee Goddeſſes : Venus, Pallas 
and Juno. Pe lefr the Goddeſſes a little from me, and af: 


ter be appꝛoached and ſaid unto me in this manner. Paris, J 


have bꝛougbt theſe thꝛee Goddeſſes unto thee : fog a great con: 
troverfe, that is fall'n between them. They have choſen thee 
to be Judge and to determine after thy will. Their controver- 
fie is thus, that as they did eat the other dap together in a place, 
ſuddenly was caſt among them an Apple, of ſo marvellous fair: 
neſs, that never was (frnone ſuch befoze amongſt them. And 
there was wzitten about this Apple in Greekiſh language: Be 
it given to the Fairct: Ss each of them would have it, by an» 
means in the wozld ſaping each of them to be the moze fair than 
the other, ſo they could not agree. 

Mpyerekoze they haue. put it to thy Judgement, and each of 
them pꝛomiſeth thee a gift foz thy reward, that thou ſhalt baue 
without fail, foz the Judgement of the Apple. If thou judge 
thar Juno be the faireſt, (be will make thee the, moſt n2b'e man 
in the wozld. If thou judge foz Pallas, (he (þz1{ make thee the

that Venus be the fairefl, be wall give thee the moſt noble Las 


dy in ali Greece, When Jyeard Mercurius thus ſpeak, I ſaid 


unto him, chat J could not give true judgement, unieſs J ſaw 
them all naked befoze me, to ice the fa ſpions of their bodies, the 
better to give a true judgment. Then incontinent Mercurius 
did cauſe them to uncloath cbemſelves, and then IJ bebeld them 
long, and methought all thzee paſſing fait: but pet me ſeems 
ed that Venus exceeded the beauty of the other: tperetoze 3 
Judged that rbhe Apple appercained to her. Then venus greats 
i» rejoycing at my judgement, confirmed unto me the pꝛomiſe 
that Mercury had made befoze in the favour of ber : and after 

I awoke. Ween pe then (mp dear Father, ) that the Gods fail 
bk anything they pzomiſe ? Rap verily, I ſap to pou flill, it is 
beſt that ye ſend me into Greece, that pou may have jop of that 
I bali do there. * 5 

After Paris, ſpake Dei phobus: My dear Lozds, if in all the 
wozks that men begin, ſpould be adviſed ever in the events of 


things that might happen, they (ould never enterpꝛize noz da 


valiant acts by hardinefs. . | 
If the labourers would leave to ſow the Land, foz the ſeed 
which the birds pick up, they ſhould never labour. Therefoze 
(dear Father) let us make ready foz to ſend into Greece pour 
Ships. Ye may not believe better counſel than that which Pa» 
ris hath given unto you: Foz if he bzing any noble Lady from 
thence, ve map eaſily pield her back again, to recover pour mi- 
ſter Exione, foʒ whom we all ſuffer ſhame enough.” After this 
ſpake Helenus, the fourth Son of Ring Priamus thus: Ya, ha, 
right puiſſant King, and right Soveraign over us, pour moſt 
bumble Subjects, and obedient Sons. Beware that covetouſs 
neſs of juengeance put you in ſuch danger as lieth herein. Pe 
know well how Junderſtand the things Future and to come as 
pe have p2oved many times without finding fault: the Gods 
fo2bid, that ever it come to paſs, that Paris ſhould be ſent into 
Greece: Foꝛʒ know pe. that it eber he go to make anp aſſault ups 
on them, pe ſhall ſee this Honourable City deſtroped by the 
Greeks, the Trojans tain, and all-your Cpildzen. PR 
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yilſfwade pour (elf from thefe things, whereof the end ſpall be 
great deſolarron, with death to pour ſeit, your life, and we 
pat be your Bens cannot eſrape, Foz if Paris go into Greece, 
[tyeſe evils ill come thereof,

clare unto youmy ad vice in this matter. Truly, as a Uaſſaj | 
and ſubject is bound to counſel his Lozd,ye have had god know: 
iedge of Deuphrobe, the great Philoſopher, my Father, who 
lived in this City, moze than neneſcoze and ten pears, and was 
ſo wiſe inÞhiloſopby, that be kne wok the things to come hereaf, - 
ter: be ſaid unto me manp times, and affirmed-foz truth, that 
if Paris pour Son went into Greece to take anp noble Lady by 
violence, this famous City ould be deſtroped and burnt tg 
aſhes by the Greeks, and that ye and all yours ſhall be cruelly 
flain. Therefoze wiſe and vertuous Ring; pleaſeth it your a.

-Wherefoze will ye (ok 
to intrap the good eſtates of your reſt, and put pour tranquillity 
under the dangerous adventures of Foztune : Leave this, and 
diſſwade. peur ſelf from this jeopardy : and fini ſb pour life in 
reſt happily, and ſuffer not Paris to go into Greece in Arms, 
But if pou will pzoceed ſend ſome other and not Paris. 

At theſe wozds of Pantheus, grew and aroſe great murmur: 
ing. Some appꝛoved the P2opbefies of Deuphrobe the Phi: 
loſopher, and ſome held it as à Fable. which were of the great- 
eſt number, inſomuch that by conſent of the moſt part, Paris 
was appointed to go into Greece with men of Arms, ſo the Pars 
liament finiſþcd, and each man went home, to bis particular

CHAP. HI. 


How Paris and Deipbobus , Aneas , Anthenvr , and Polidamar, 


- - were lent into Greece: and how they, ravillied Helen out of 
the Temple of Venur, with many Priftners and riches, and 
brought them to Trey, where Paris eſpolifed Helen. 


TR the beginning of May, when tbe earth is adozned with di · 

| 1 vers flowers, Paris and Deiphobus returned f rom Pant onie, 
and b2ougyt with them thzee thouſand Anigbts, hardy and wiſe, 
Tyen they made ready two and twenty great ſbips, and laid 
in them all that was convenient foz hem. Then Priamus cal: 
led Zneas, Anthenor, and Polidamas, the Sen of Anthenor, 
and commanded that they ſhould go into Greece with Paris and 
Deiphobus,and they offered themſelves with a good will. Wea 
thep were all ready ro take Shipping, Pri: mus ſpdkt unto tbem: 


2 nerd not to ufe many wozds,'fox pe know well enough fo2 


what cauſe J ſend ye into Greece, and what juſt cauſe we have 
to revenge the wzongs the Grecks habe dane unto us. But tbe 
p2incipal cauſe is to recover mp Siſter Exione, that [ivery in 
reat thzaldom. Wherefoze J admoniſb you, that pe bend all 
our endeavours, that A may 4 wp Siſter. And be cer» 


tain 
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tain it pe want oz nerd any ſucrour, A will ſiipply pou with ſo 
great af rength, that the Greeks dall not be able to beat. And 
that in this voxage re bold my Son Paris Captain of the Arm 
of Encas and Anthenor. 

After theſe wozds, Paris and all the other took leave of the 
King, and entred their Ships, andþopled up ſails, and recom. 
mended them to the guiding of Jupiter and Venus, and ſailed ſ@ 
kur, that they arrived on the Coalts of Greece, in ſailing about 
the Country, thep meta ſhip, in which was one of the greateſ 
Rings of Greece, named Menelaus, going to the City of Epire 
unto the. Duke Neſtor. This Menelaus, was bzother of Aga. 
memnon, ard married unfs Queen Helen, that was the faire 
Lad in the wozld : ſþe was Siſter of Caſtor and Pollux, that 
dwelled together in the City of Samaſtare, and nouriſhed with 
them Hermione their Reece, Daughter of Helen: Menclaug. 
made bis ſhip croſs a little, and to turn out ot the wap, ſo the. 
one did not know the other. 

And the Trojans ſailed ſo far, that thep arrived at rhe lle 

df Cithar in Greece, there thep anchozed their Ships and went 
a land. Jn this Ille was a temple of Venus paſſing ancient, 
and of great beautz, full of all riches: foz the Anbabifants of 
the Country made their devotion unte the Goddeſs Venus ef+ 
pectallp, and ſolemnized ber feaſt- every pear, and \þg told and 
gave them anſwers of their demands. 
Typen when the. Trojans were arrived, they ballowed the 
moſt pzintipal feaft of Venus: and foz this cauſe were afſem- 
bled men and women of the Countrep thereabouts, that made 
great chear.. 

Mpen Paris knew of this feaſt, be took bis beſt cloaths and 
apparelled him, and all the faireſt and lovelieſt of bis men, and 
went into che Temple in a pleaſing manner, and made his offers 
ing of gold and filver with great liberality.. | 

Then was Paris-debeld on all ſides that were there, foz his 
beauty: foz he was one of the faireſt Knights of the woz!d, and 
was ſo richlp decked, that it affozded great pleaſure unto all 
them that beheld bim, and every man defired to know whence:

Bo far went the tedings of the coming of theſe Trojans and 
of their beauty and rich cloathing, that Queen Helen heard 
ſpeak thereof: and after the cuſtom of women, ſhe had great 
deüre to know by experience, it it were truth that tþe heard: and 
diſpoſed her to go unto the Temple, under calour of devotion, 
foz to accomplidÞ her deſire. Pow great folly is it, unto honeſt 
women, to go unto the ſpozts of young people, that do nothing 
but deviſe bow they map come to their defire, and care not what 
miſcyief may follow in body and in ſeu! ? The Ship would ne⸗ 
ver periſb. if it abode always in the Pozt, and were not ſent 


+ out into perils of the Sea. 


It is a paecious Jewel, to habe a good woman, that holdeth 
ber honeſip.in ber houſe. D bow great damage came unto the 
Greeks and Trojans, that Helen went ſo ligbtip to ſee the Tro- 
jans: and-eſpecially in the abſence of yer Pusband? But it is 
tye cuſtom of women to be wilful, to bzing their defires tothe 
end. Helen did caule to make ready and all that was con» 
venient, to go unto the Temple, as if ſhe went faz Devotion : 
Tbis Temple was uot very far from the place where ſhe del · 
led. Myen all was ready, and ſþe cloathed in Rapal habit, ſhe 
rode with ber company, unto the. Aſte of Cichar, and entred 
into a UeNel that bzougbt her nzgb to the Temple, where ſhe 
was received with great honour bp the Counter, as their Lady, 
She entred into the Temple right ſtately, and made her oblc» 
* with greet liberalitp. 

Paris knew that Nuten Helen, Wife of Ring 
Menclaus, one of the moſt noble Rings of Greece, was come 
unto this Temple, be arraped him in the moſt Gentleman ike 
manner he could, (and his company) and went into tbe Temple 
foz he had befae veard of her great beauty. And when be ſaw 
her be was greatly ſurpzized with ber love, and deſired to ſee 
the faſþion of ber body, ſo fair and well ſbaped in all parts, that 
it ſeemed Nature had made ber to be looked on: fog in ber was 
n:thing but ſerved to manifeſt all the excellencies of a woman. 
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Wherefo Paris could not foabear beholding ber, faping in 
himſelf, r ed peer ſeen noꝛ heard tell vfany ſo beautitul and 


And as pe veheld her, te likewiſe beheld him, 
many times and oft, he ſeemed to her, that he was moze fairer s 
great deal than bad been'repozted to her: and ſlill ſwe ſaid in her 
felf, that ſbe never faw a man of lo great beauty, noz that plea: 
ſed hor lo well to behold: and fo ſþe left all ber devotion and 
gave no herd to any thing fave only to behold Paris. 

When Paris faw this. hehadgreatzop, and beheld ber ſweets 
ip moꝛe and moze, and ſte him. By which fght tyey ſhewed 
their defires, the one to the other: and thought divers times by 
what occaſion theo might ſpeak rogerþer. And ſo long they be. 
held each other, that bp all litzelibood, Helen made a fign to 

Paris, and he appzoached to her: and Paris [ate down beſide her, 
whiles that the people played in the Temple, be ſpake unto her 
with a ſoft voice ſwertly, and ſpe to him, and declared each to 
other how they were furpzized with lobe, and reaſoned how they 
might come to the end ok their deſires. Men thep vad ſpoken 
enough of their bot love, Paris took lea ve of her, and iſſued out 
of the Temple, ve and his compang: and Helen ſent her epes at; 
ter him as far as ſhe migyt L441 

When Paris was come to his Ship, he calſed to him the moſt 
Pobleſt of the Trojans, and ſaid to them: M friends, ye know 
wherofoze the 'Ving my Father bath ſent us into Greece, that 
is to recover Exione bis Siſter: and it we cannot recover ber, 
that we ſhould do damage unto the Greeks, Me cannot recover 
Exione, foz ſbe is in tos ſtrong un hand: and alſo it would be 
our danger and loſs fince it is ſo that the King Thelamon, that 
poldeth her and lobeth her heartily, is maze puiſſant than we, 
and is in bis own To1intry, We are not ſo ſtrong faz ts take 
any noble City in Grecce, the Country is ſo full of people, and 
valiant Knights! - A ER | 

Therefore it is neceffary, that we refuſe not the fair gift the 
Ge ds have ſent us. Foz in rbis Jil? is come ta the feaſt the moſt 
greateſt Citizens, and the Temple repleniſh: with the moft 

noble women ok this 1:2vince, alſo Queen Helen that is Ladp 

of this Country, and Wife of King Menelaus. This Temple 
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well fozmebd. 
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is full of riches : if we can take themalive that be in che Tem- 
ple, and bzing them iſoners with us, and che Gods: that be 
there; of Gold and Silver, we en ee eee eee 
and get riches in other places.

And ſo (armed and 
mounted,) he rode unto the King his Father, and laid unto 
bim: dear Father, retain with youra thouſand and five hundzed 
knights and ail the men of foot of this Crty,and ſtand wich them 

in the face of the Greeks, move not, till J fend koz pots, if we 

have need, that ye help us. And J will ſend Peſenyers to 
certifie pou of the eſtate of the battel : take good heed and keep 
guard; that our enemies take not the City by policy, And the 
King anſu ered him: My Son J will do as thou haſt ſaid : foz 
next the aid of the Gods, thou art all my pope and truſt, and 4 
pabe no confidence but in thy wit and valdur.

. After-theſe wozds, Hector went fozth after the other. This 
Hector was very couragious, ſtrong and vicozious in battel, 
and a wiſe conductoz of men of Arms, his ſhield was of gold, 
and in the middle a Lion of Gules. Although he was the laſt 
that Jſued out of the City, yet he alway paſſed the battels, and- 
put himſelf befoze, in the firſt ; the women that were in the Ci: 
ty and all the other, went upon the walls to behold the battels: 
there were the daughters of the King, with Queen Helen, that 
had great doubt and divergtmaginafrons in per ſelt. 

Mpiles Hector ozdered his battels, King Agamemnon was 
not idle, but divided his men into fir and twenty battels. He 
put in the firſt, Patroclus with his people, and with them the 
folk of Achilles, who was not that day in the battel, foz bis 
wounds that be had, he remained in the Tent to cure them. 
This Patroclus was a rich and noble Duke, and igbed ſa much 

Achilles, that they were both of one alliance. In the ſecond bat» 
tel was King Menon, and Bing Idumeus with thaee thouland 
knights : there was the Duke of Athens mith all bis people. 
The third battel ed the King Achalaphis, and bis Son Phi- 
neus, The fourth battel led Ring Archelous, and Bing Pro-

gin a new battel. Ajax and-Eneas-encountred/ſo yards,” that 
thep fell both to the earth. And then came Philotes with thzee 
thouſand knights; and made the Trojans go back, and ſmote He- 
ctor with his Spear, bur he could nor remove him: and Hector 
ie bim a ſtroke with ig 'Swoad, that w fozely hurt him. 
den came to rhe battel rng Hume ru, and Ning UIRe, with 
all tpeir people in good oder, and thep vad in their Baſt ten 
wouland knights, which did the Trojan grrat hutt, tnt were 
* wear? 
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{his jopning an Admiral of Troy, Celidonus flew Moles of O- 
xcb, the Nephew of Bing Thoas. Maudon [mote out an ece 
of Bing Sedoneus. Sadcilus flew an Admiral of the Grecks : 
Thelamon beat Margareton and ſoze wounded bim. Famucl 
beat King Prothenor to the earth, The Bing of Gaul Zuſted 
againſt Meneſteus, but Meneſtcus hurt him on the noſe with bis 
Swozd. Typen Dianor ſeeing his Bzother hurt zddzefſed him 
to Meneſteus, and ſmote him down to the earth: then fell upon 
him tbe tpzer bzethzen, that would ha ve ſlain oz taken him, but 
be defended bimſelf valiantly, and anon pe was ſuccoured by 
Bing Theuter. But Hector afſailed them both, and without 
fail they had not eſcaped had not Ajax the valiant Knight come 
to the reſcue, with a thouſand Anigbts that he had in his com: 
pany. Then came on the King of Perſe with five thouſand 
Anigbts that Paris led: and ſo did all the other Trojans, and 
made the Greeks go back by fozee. Darcs wziteth in his Book, 
pow that Hector flew a thouſand Knights in this aſſault. 

Among all other things. Hector encountred King Menon 
befoze a Tent and ſaid to him: Pa, evil traitoz that thou let« 
tedſt me to take the Arms of Patroclus: and ſmote bim a ſtroke 
that be fell to the ground. After Hector allighted down, and 
ſmote off his head, and would bave taken bis arms from him, 
but Meneſteus letted bim and ſmote upon Hector overthwart 
by ſuch fozce that be gave him a wound, and went his wap with: 
out moze tarrping, doubting the furp of Hector, Then Hector 
went out of the thzong and bound up his wound, that it bled no 
moze, and went in again into the pzeſs, and flew many Grecks, 
Dares ſaith, that after be had bound up his wound, be flew the 
ſame day a thouſand Knights, and there was none had courage 
to avenge oz defend bimſelf, but be put them all to flight, and 
the Trojans entred into their Tents, and took all the beſt they 
could find. 

Dn this day the Trojans had victozy of the Greeks if Foztune 
had conſented : foz they might have lain them all, and eſchew⸗ 
ed great evils that after came to them. Surely it is not wil. 
dom, when any man findety his enemp in great peril, to deli 
ver him thereof : fox it _— oftentimes that he ſpall nes 

ver 
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ver recover to habe his enemy in the lame caſe, but that Foʒtune 


will turn ber back, 

Thus it happened this day to the unhappy Hector, that had 
the better of his enemies, and might have flain them all if pe 
would, foz they ſought nothing but to ſlap. When by great 
miſ-adventure, there came hefoze him in an encounter Thela- 
mon-Ajax, that was Svn of King Thelamon, and Exione, that 
was CTouſin germane of Hector and of his bzethzen, which was 
wiſe and valiant, be addzeſſed him againſt Hector, and gaye 
bim a furious a ſſault, a Hector to him, as both valiant Rnights, 
And as thep were fighting, they talked together, and therebp 
Hector knew that he was bis Couſin germane, Sen of his 
Aunt: then Hector embzaced him in his Arms, and offered to 
bim to do what be pleaſed, if he deſired any thing of him, and 
pꝛaped him that he would come to Troy to lee bis linage of his 
mothers ſide : but Thelamon that intended nothing but to bis 
beſt advantage ſaid that he would not go at this time. But 
pꝛaped Hector, that if he loved him ſo much as he ſaid, he 
would foz his ſake, at his inſtance, ceaſe the battel foz that day, 
and that the Trojans ſbould leave the Greeks in peace. The 
unhappy Hector accozded unto þis requeſt, and blew a hozn 
and made all bis people to withdzaw into the City. Then had 
the Trojans begun to put fire in the ſhips of the Greeks, and bad 
burnt them all, had not Hector recalled them from thence : 
wherefoze the Trojans were ſozrp of their repeal. 

This was the cauſe wherefoze the Trojans miſſed to have the 
victozy, unto which they might never attain : koz Foztune was 
to them contrarp : and therekoze Virgil ſaith : Non eſt miſeri- 
cordia in bello, that is to ſap, there is no mercy in battel. A 
man ought not to be merciful, but take the vicozp when he 


map get it. 

CNAP. XII. 

Of the firſt truce of two months: and of the three battels be- 
tween them, in which Hector hrat Achilles to the ground 
twice and aſter flew King Prothenor and cut him in two. 

N the mozning betimes the Trojans armed them to aſſail the 
Greeks:but the Greeks went betimes to Bing Priamus, and 
| demanded 
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demanded truce foz two months: and he agreed to them. Then 
were the dead bodies gathered, as well of the one party ag of 
the other, and ſome were buried, and ſome burnt. Achilles 
was lo ſozrowful foz the death of Patroclus, that he could in no 
wiſe becomfozted : he ma de his body to be buried ina fair Se. 
pulture, and ſo did they of the other: as of Ring Prothclilaus, 
and other Kings and Painces that were ſlain : they that were 
wounded they did cauſe to be healed during the truce, Priamus 
the King did bury bis Baſtard Son Caſſibelanus honourably in 
the Temple of Venus, and ſþewed great ſozrow fox his death, ſo 
did all that were there. 

Mpen Caſſandra heard the ſozrow that the Trojans made 
foz the death of their friends, ſbe cryed and ſaid : O ungracious 
Trojans, make ſozrow foz pour ſelves, foz in likewiſe ſþall it 
happen to pou, as it is to your friends: alas, why ſeek ye not 
peace of the Greeks, befoze thoſe evils come to pou, and this no- 
bie City be deſtroyed ? alas, why pield ye not again Helen, 
tyat the King mp Father did cauſe to raviſh byfozce, wherefoze 
ye ſhall all be deſtreped? among all theſe things, Palamedes 
mucmured at the Seigniozy of Agamemnon, ſaping that be 
was not wozthy to have ſo great dominion above all other, and 
that be himſelf was moze wozthy to have the Seigniozy of the 
Poſt, than Agamemnon: and that he had not the good will and 
conſeat of the Pzinces, but only of thzee oz four : then at that 
time there was nothing further pꝛoceeded. 

Wyen the Truce failed, King Agamemnon that had the 
charge of the Poſf, o2dered early his Battels, and gave the firſt 
to Achilles, and the ſecond to Dyomedes, the third to Menelaus 
the fourth to Meneſteus the Duke of Athens, and over all the 
other be oꝛdained good Captains. Hector o2dered his battels 
likewiſe, and ſet in the firſt Troylus, and in all the other be ſer 
good Captains, and made all the battels to iſſue out: and he 
biwſelf in the front befoze. When Achilles ſaw him he ran 
againſt him, that they ſmoteeach other to the earth, Hector re. 
mounted firſt and left Achilles lping on the earth, and ſmote in 
among tbe other, in the greateſt pzeſs,and he caught no night 
but he ſie w him, oz beat * and went tpzoughout — 

at 
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battel all made red with the blood of them he had lain. Mhen 
Achilles was remounted he thzuſt in among the Trojans and 
flew many : and went ſo far, that he encountred Hector again: 
ave ran to him, and Hector to him, but Achilles was bozn to the 
ground: and Hector would have taken bis Pozſe, but he could 
not foz the great ſuccours that Achilles had. So ſoon as he wag 
re: mounted, he aſſailed Hector with his Sword, and gave flirokeg 
to Hector, that be had almoſt beaten him: but Hector gave to 
bim a ſtroke upon the Pelm, that pe overthꝛew him, and made 
the blood ſpꝛing out of his head. Thus was the battel mozral, 
the two UKnigbts, if thep pad not been parted the one from the 
other. ther had been lain: Then came Dyomedes to the battel, 
and Troylus on the other fide, which (mote each other to the 
earth, But Dyomedcs re-mounted firſt, and affailed Troylus 
that was on foot, and defended himſelf valiantly, and flew the 
Yozſe of Dyomedes : but their men remounted them both by 
fozce, and they began again to gkirmiſþ, Dyomedes pad taken 
awap Troylus, if the Trojans had not put them in peril of 
death, foz to reſcue him: and many af them were ſlain, then 
came Menelaus on the Greeks ſide, and Paris on the other ſide; 
and thus going and coming, Hector ceaſed not to beat down the 
Knights. Then there was a new Rnight named Briets, that 
aſſailed him fiercely, but Hector with great ire ſmote him upon 
the Helm that he cleft bis bead, and pe fell down dead: but 
Archilogus his Couſin, ſeeing that Hector weuld have taken 
bis Pozſe, Archilogus defended him as much as he could, but 
Hector ran upon him, and ſmote his body in two pieces, not: 
withſtanding bis Parneſs. Bing Prothenor addzeſſed him to 
Hector that took no regard, and ſmote him to the earth. 

And Hector re-mounted anon upon bis Pozſe,and gave Ring 
Prothenor a ſtroke with all his might that-he cleft his body in 
two halves: Achilles that was his Couſin, ſeeing that, had ſo 
great ſoʒrow, that he and Ring Arche lous contended to revenge 

is death. 
c But the Trojans did come upon him with ſuch courage and 
warlike ſtrength, that the Greeks fainted, and muſt needs fle, 
the Trojans followed them. unto their Tents, but the night 
came 
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came on, that made them depart, and the Trojans returned ins 
to their City, 


CHAP. XIII. 
How the Greeks held Parliament how they might ſlay Heclor, 
how they returned to the fourth battel, in which Paris and 
Menelaus encountred, and brought King Thoas priloucr to 


Troy 


Fter this battel, when night. was come, all the Kings, 
ꝛinces and Barons of the Greeks aſſembled at the Tent 
of King Agamemnon, and there held a Parliament how thep 
might flap Hector. Thep ſaid that as long as be came to the bat- 
tel againſt them, thepcould never vanquilb the Trojans; And 
to bzing this to end, they requeſted Achilles that he weuld rake 
it upon him, as well foz bis ſtrength as his wiſdom. And A- 
chilles enterpzized it gladlp, as he that knew Hector defired 
moze his death than of any other: alſo H.ctor-was he by whom 
pe might ſooneſt toſe his life. After this Counſel they went to 
reſt, till on the mozrow bftimes they armed them. And Hector 
then iſſued out of the City well and diligently ozdered, and was 
pimſelf befoze all other in the firſt battel. And after him came 
Encas. then Paris, then Deiphobus, after him Troylus, and af: 
ter him the other following each in his ozder. Then jopned 
ail the Trojans togetber, and were moze than an hundzed thou 
ſand fighting men. Then began the battel to be hozrible and 
moztal. Paris with them or Perle, that were good Rnights,flew 
with ſhst many Grecks and wounded them. Hector encountred 
Ning Agamemnon, and beat him, wounding him foze. Then 
Achilles aſſailed Hector, and gave him fo many ſtrokes, that 
be bzoke his Pelm. Then Encas and Troylus came to the reſ- 
cue of Hector, and Dyomedes came upon that, who addꝛeſſed 
bim to Eneas, and beat him, and ſaid to bim in mockerp : Pa 
ha, good Tounſciiour, that gabeſt counſel to thy Bing to offend : 
me, know foz truth, that if thou come oftinto theſe battels, and 
Inte with thce thou (alt not eſcape without death. 
Am ing theſe things, Hector affailed Achilles, and gave ta 
bim! 
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bim ſo many ſtrokes, that pe bzake his Helm, and weened to 
have taken him : but the Son of Guideus ran upon Hector, 
and gave bim a ſtroke with his Swozd, that he burt him verp 
ſoze. Hector in his ire encountred Dyomedes, and gave him a 
ſtroke, that he beat him ro the ground: Then Troylus allightey 
to fight with Dyomedes on foot : but Dyomedes defended him: 
ſeif ſo valiantly, that it was marvel. And befide them, fought 
together Hector and Achilles. Then came to the 8kirmith all 
the Kings and Pzinces of Greece, andfrom the Trojans, came 
all the Barons that were come to aid them: There began the 
battel. King Agamemnon and Ring-Pandolus fought toge: 
ther: King Menelaus encountred Paris, and they knew each o⸗ 
ther well, Menelaus ſmote him with bis Spear, that be gave 
him a wound. and ſmote him down, whereof Paris was aſhamed, 
Uliſſes beat Ring Araſtous, and took his Pozſe that was verp 
good, and ſent it to his Tent. Pollimetes aſſailed Huppon the 
ancient, and ew him. Neoptolemus and Ring Archilogus 
fought together. Polidamas beat Palamedes, and wounded him 
very ſoze, and afrer mocked him by repzoach. Ring Sclenus 
and King Garras encountred together, and Carras was ſoze 
beaten and wounded. Philomenus beat Anthenor, Phyloteas 
end King Remus fought together. Bing Theſus and Ring Eu- 
rialus fought together, and both were ſoze hurt. And the Ba⸗ 
ſtards of King Priamus flew many Greeks, and hurt many 
Kings. Ring Thelamon and Bing Sarpedon juſted one againſt 
the other, that they fell both ſoze burt, and aſtonied of the 
anguith they had. Ning Thoas and Achilles that were Couſins, 
afſiiled Hector, and gave him many ſtrokes, and d2ew off his 
Pelm from his bead, and hurt him in many places. Hector 
— to him a ſtroke with his Swoꝛd that he cut off half his 
noſe. 

To the reſcue of Hector came His baſtard Bꝛethꝛen, that ſiew 
many Greeks and took King Thoas, and wounded King Aga» 
memnon, thathe was bozn to his Tent as dead, and Ring Tho- 
as was led pꝛiſoner to Troy. Menclaus endeavoured to grieve 
Paris, and Paris ſhot to him an Arrow envenomed, and wound- 
ed bim, that he was bozn into his Tent, as ſoon as 9 

ad 
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had bound up his wounds, he came aga:n to the battel to aſſai! 
Paris, and be found him and aſſailed him, but Encas put himſelf 
between them both, fozaſmuch as Paris was unarmed, and nor 
able to pzevent bim: and ſo Eneas led him into the City, 

to the end that Menclaus Gould not ſlap bim. Then Hector af: 

Catled M:nclaus, and weened to habe taken him: but there came 

to the reſcue great plenty of Chivalry of che Greeks, wherefo:e 

Hector could not come to his intent, then be thzuſt in, and 

fmoteamong the other, with help of his folk, that che Greeks 

fied. And tyen night coming on made the battel ceaſe, 


CHAP. XIV. 
How Priamus would have had King Thoas hanged, and how 
they tought the fifth battel, in which Hector flew three Kings, 
aud how Dyomedes ſle w the Sagittary, 


& the mozning King Priamus would not fight that day, 
but ſent foz his council, to wit, Hector, Paris, Troylus, and 
Deiphobus, Eneas, Anthenor, and Polidamas, and ſaid unto 
them: Ye know we hold Pꝛiſoner Ring Thoas, without any e- 
vil we have deſerved, be is come to deſtroy us: and therefoze 
Ithink good, that we make him dye an evil death, hat ſap 
pe thereto? Ya fir, ſaid Encas, the Gods fozbid that pour no- 
bles ſpould do ſuch a villany, ſince it is ſo that Ring Thoas is 
one of the moſt noble Rings of Greece, for it might happen that 
the Greeks might take one of aurs, to whom they might do the 
like, whereof ye might take the greateſt grief in the wozld.- Jt 
is better as I think, that pe keep ſafe Ring Thoas, without do⸗ 
ing bim hurt, that if by foztune one of ours were token, we 
might make an exchange. and take one faz the other. This coun: 
ſel ſeemed good and pleafing to Hector, but Bing Priamus ſaid 
if pe do this, it wall ſeem to the Greeks that we doubt them, 
and that we dare not put their folk to death: ' notwithſtanding 
I will do bo pour counſel. This council finiſhed, Encas tok 
Troylus and Anthenor, and went to ſee Helen, whom they 
found in the great Yall of Illeon, with the Muren Hecuba, and 
many other nobit Ladies, where ſpe made great ſozrow, and 
theo - 
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theo ſuppoſed to have comfozted ber, ſo did Nueen Hecuba, that 
ſaid ſhe ſhould take no ſozrow, foz they of the City would well 
defend them. | : 
Among theſe things the Grecks complained of the death of 
their friends that the Trojans flew, and held themſelves verp 
Childzen that they had put themſelves in ſuch danger, where: 
from they bad well paſſed, if they had had gud counſel : pet it 
happened that ſame night, there came ſo great a wind anb rain. 
that their Tents were all turned upüde down, and it ſeemed 
that the wozld Would bave enved by the great ſtozm, whereof 
their ſozrow was double. U3enir ca me to the mozning rhat 
tbe Tempeſt was paſted, they ar d toeraſelves thꝛoughout the 
Poſt, and went againſt tre Trojan”, that then were iſſued to 
battel. Achilles adde fich þimſe! Firſt tv Huppon, that was ag 
great as a Gpant, aud was Ling of Lariſſa, and ſmote him with 
a Spear in the beaſt, that he killed him, and bare him to the 
earth. Hector flew, in his company, Bing Anthoneus. Dyo- 
medes flew Ring Antipus. Then King Epiſtropus, and Ring 
Cedus aſſailed Hector, and Epiſtropus juſted againſt Hector, 
and bzake his Spear upon him, and ſaid to bim manp villainous 
wozds, whereat Hector was wonderful angry, and in bis excæd⸗ 
ing great ire gave him ſuch a ſtroke that be ſlew him, and after: 
ward ſaid, that be ſhould go a ſay his billainous wozds to them 
that were dead, ſuch as be was wont to ſap to the living. Then 
was Cedus paſſing ſozrowful foz the death of his bzother, and 
admoniſbed a thouſand Rnights to ſlay Hector, and thep aſſailed 
bim, and beat him off his Yozſe, and cryed to Ring Cedus, to 
flaphim : when Hector perceived that, be gabe him a ſtroke and 
cut off his Arm. wherewith be fell down, then Hector flew him. 
Eneas fiew in this 8kirmiſh King Amphymacus. Then went 
together the moſt puifſant of the Greeks, and aſſailed the Tro- 
jans and ſlew many, and they went with ſo great fozce, that 
they put the Trojans in a chaſe, in which Achilles flew King 
Philes whereof Hector had great ſozrow. and in his tre flew 
Ring Dalpme, and Ring Dorcus, thus by the puiſſance of He- 
ctor, the Trojans recovered the field and flew many Greeks.

vegan, being very pozrible, that dured ſeven dars continually, 
wherein were manp Grecks ſlain. Agamemnon required Truce: 
but the Trojans agreed no longer to the Truce, but till thep had 
buried their dead bodies, and when thoſe days were expired, the 
eighteenth battel began, Menelaus and Paris Jufted, and fought 
valiantly together. Mifo Polidamas and Uliſſes fougbt together 
a grfat while. Meneſtcus overthzew Eneas in Juſting. Ring 
Philomenus beat Agamemnon, and had ſozely wounded him, if 
Thelamon had not come, who [mote Philomenus to the ground. 
Archilogus Son of Duke Neſlor, affailed one of the baſtards 
of Ring Priamus named Brum and flew him. Whereat the Tro- 
jans had great ſozrow, above all other Troylus was angry, 1 5 
thʒuſting in among the Greeks, had put them to flight, if, the 
Myrmidons had not ſtronglp refified him. 6 
Therefoze Troylus ſmote in among them, and flew manp,that 
be made the Greeks to retire into their Tents, and allighting on 
foot, entred into their Tents, and flew them on all ſides; there 
was lo great a cry, that the ſound came to Achilles, who reſted 
in bis Tent, and he demanded of one of his Servants, what it 
was. be ſaid to him:that the Trojans had vanquiſhed the Greeks, 
and ſlew them within their Tents, which were no moze able to 
defend them: and think ye to be ſure bere, ſaid he ? Nay pe ſhall 
ſee anon moze than fozty thouſand Trojaus that {bail flay pou 
unarmed : foz they have ſlain moſt part of your Mirmdons, and 
unleſs pou ſuccour them they are all lt. 
At theſe wozds Achilles quaked fas ire, and fozgetting the 
love of Polixena, pʒeſentiy armed him, and mounting bis Pozſe, 
be (mote among the Trojans, and flew many of tbem. When 


Teoylus ſaw Achilles, he addzefled bim cahim: and gave —

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night, eee they — again

Alfo Ring Menon wag griepe bust death o 
Troy lus, that be aſſniled Achilles and fald unto him: Uiliain, 
bat crnelty bath moved. thee to bind ta thy hoaſes tail, rhe ſan 
Ghee Pzince as Bing 1 Then pe ran and 72 te, 
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him with his ſpear on the bꝛeaſt. that he gabe him a wound and 
after gabe him fo many ſtrokes, that he beat him to the ground, 

then was the body ok Troylus recovertd. Tye Myrmidons re: 

mounted again Achilles,and as ſoun as his ſtrength came to him, 
ve returned into the battel, and encountred King Menon, who 
defended himſelf valjantly, and wounded Achilles in many pla- 
ces: but there tame ſo many on both ſides that they parted:then 
the night appꝛeathed which cauſed the battel to teale. and they 
fought thus foz the ſpace of ſeven days, 

Lye ſeventh day, when Achilles was healedof his wounds, dee 
firing to revenge him of King Menon, he ſaid to þis folk; if they 
might eneounter him, they ſhonld encloſe him as thep did Troy- 
lus. Then began the battel, Achilles and Menon fought toge⸗ 
ther, and beat down each other on foot. Typen the Myrmidons 
encloſed him, and teok him by foꝛte who had no man to ſuccour 
him. Then Achilles feeing Aing Menon in this danger, ran 
upon him and flew him: but Menon gave him many wounds be: 
foze, whereof he lay long after, —— theſe things, Menelaus 
andMeneſteus with a great compeny of Kings, Pzinces,and ma. 

ny Fighting'men, th2uft into the th2ong,' and pur many Trojans 
fo flight, wbich-entred into their City with doing great miſchief, 
fozaſmuch as the Greeks chaſed 8 ſo nigh, wat thep flew and 
vurt manp of them.

Dz the death of Troylus, Bing Priamus and his Wife and 
Cyildꝛen and all the Citi: ens made great lamentation:that 
ſeeing they had loft Hector, Deiphobus, and Troylus, thep had 
no moze hope of their lives. Then King Priamus demanded 
Truce and it was agreed to by the Grecks: during which time, 
then buried the bodies of Troylus and Ring Menon honourably, 

he Nuten migbt not be appeaſed foz the death of her Chifdzen 
and thought of many ways, how ſhe might ve revenged on 6 
cnNliicg, 
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chilles, that had thus ſia in per Sons. Then ſbe called Paris, and 
weeping, laid to bim ſecretly theſe wozds. Dear Son, thou 
knoweſt bow this Traitoz Achilles hath ſla in thy Bꝛethpzen, ive 
ſolace of mp life. And becauſe pe hath flain them by treaſon, A 
wink it juſt reward that be ould fall in the ſame manner, and 
J will tell thee how it wall be done. Lye unhappp man path 
many times required me to pa ve Polixcna foz his Wife, and 
A bave given to bim good pope thereof, A have purpoſed to ſend 
ro him the keeper of mp ſignet, to bid him met me in the Tem- 
ple of Apollo, and I defire thee Son, to iye there in wait with 
a company of Knights, and when he ſþall enter therein, pemay 
run upon him and ſlap him, and be ſure he eſcape not with life. 
Paris made anſwer that he would do this thing, as ſhe had devi · 
ſed, thereupon he aſſembled twenty Knights, in whom he put 
much confidence, and went fozth into the Temple of Apollo. 
An ſoon as Achilles heard the Peſſenger, that came from 
Rueen Hecuba, the Fool being evil counſelled, teok with bim 
rye Son of Puke Neſtor, and they went both to che Temple, and 
as ſoon as they were come, Paris and his Bnights ran upon him, 
Paris caſt at.him-thace Darts, wherowith he hurt him ſoze, A- 
chilles dzew his Swozd, baving no other Armour, and wꝛapped 
vis arm with bis Mantle, and ſmore, and flew ſeven of them, 
But in the end, Archilogus Son of Duke Neſtor, and Achilles, 
were both flain within the Temple: Paris commanded his body 
ſhould be caſt unto the hounds, but at the requeſt of Helenus, thep 
were put in a place befoze the Temple, to be kept. And the 
Trojans had great jop, and ſaid thep had no care et the Greeks, 
Wyen Agamemnon knew be ſent unto Ring Priamus, foz to 
bave rbe bodies to bury them. Then Ring Priamus made them 
to be delivered, and they were bozn down to their Tents : then 
aroſe a great ſozrow among the Grecks, and ſaid, thep had loft 
all. The Duke Neſtor might not be comfozted, foz the death af 
his Son. Tyep made foz Achilles a noble Sepulture, which by 
the conſent of Ring Priamus, was laid at the entry of the Gate 
of Tymbre.

| opened, the Trojans did nothing but ga into the Cito and 
lamented. King Agamemnon ſent oftentimes unto King Pri- 
amus, that be ſpould ſend his men to battel: but King Priamus 
> fearing his deftrution would nat do it; becauſe he waited fo; the 
Mueen of Amazon, that was on her way to come ta rhe fuccoz of

, Amazon is a Pzovince, where dwelled none but women, that 
were bzought up to war. They had nigh their Country an Alle 
where men dwelt, and theo wereaccuſtomed thzee times a pear 
to go thither : in April, May and Jane, to have their company : 
after they returned into Amazori,and they that conceived, if (hep 
were Sons, they gave them fuck fo2 4 time, at᷑ter ſtnt them to 
their Fathers» Ik it were a Daugyter they kept it, and buen: 
of che right pap, to bear a Sptat the better, and taught her the 
teats of Arms. Df this Pꝛovince, a 25bleand valiant Uirgin 
was Muren, who was chlled Penthaſilea, and tþeloved Hector 
foʒ bis good Kenown.” Men ſte knew that the Greeks had be 
feed Troy, fbe went to ſuttour it with a thouſand Uirgins, foz 
thr love of Hector. When ſbe came and knew that he was dead, 
ſpe made great ſozrow : and deſired Ring Priamus to let her iſſue

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at the requeſt of Pentheſilea, the next mozning the Gate wag 
ſet open, and there iſſued out King Philomenus, with them of 
Pa phlagonie, Encas, Polida mas, with their people, and Muan 
Pentheſilea with her Baidens. Tye Greeks being ready, began 
tbe Bartel fiercely. Meneſteus addzeſedhim tc Pentheſilca, any 
the in like manner to him: te ſmote Meneſtcus to the ground, 
took his Pozſe, and gave him unto one of yer Paidens. Then 
came Dyomedes againſt her, ſþe (mote him ſo ſtrongly, that he 
turned up fide down, and ſhe took his ſhield from his neck, and 
delivered it co one of ber maidens. When Thelamon ſaw her 


do ſuch bzave deeds, heencountred with her fiercely, and Thela. 


mon was bozn to the ground, and ſbe had led him into the City, 
but that Dyomedes came to his reſcue with great defence, then 
ſhe called to her Paidens, who ſmote amongſt the Grecks, ſo 
fiercelp, that (be and they put tbem to flight, they chaſed them 
unto their Tents, and bad ſlain them all, if Dyomedes had not 
ſteutly reſiſted, who maintained the skirmiſþ unto the night, that 
parted them. Quten Pentheſilea returned into the City with 
glozy and honour : where King Priamus received her with jop, 
and gave her many rich jewels, and he hoped ſbe would revenge 
bim of his enemies. They fought thus many times afterwards, 


Meneſteus returned from Ring Nicomedes, and bzought Neopto- 


lemus the Son of Achilles otherwiſe named Pyrrhus, 
This Pyrrhus was received with great glozy, by all the Ba: 
rons of the Poſt : and the Myrmidons rejopced exceedingly, and 
held him foz their Lozd. Then was delivered to Pyrrhus, the 
condact of the men, and Ring Thelamon Nnighted him, pzaving 
the Gods to give him ſtrength, and courage in guiding of his 
Swozd,and that they would ſtrengthen bim to revenge the death 
of his Father: then twa Wainces ſet on the Spurs of Gold, and 
King Agamemnon gave him the arms of Achilles his Father, 
and alſ his other pzecious Bearis and Jewels. and foz this new 
— 2 Feaſt ot Chivalry, the Grecks made many days great 
gladnefs. 

After theſe things came the dap ok battel, and they pzepared 
themſelves on both üdes. Then began the battel, Pyrthus be« 
ing armed with the paoper arms of his Father, encountered Po- 
2 tidamas, 
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lidamas in bis coming, and had flain him with the great ſtrokes 
of his Swozd, but that King Philomenus delivered him: then

Pyrrhus ſaw his meu evil entreated, he crped unto them, and ſaid 
they might be aſhamed to ſuffer themſelves to be vanquiſhed by 
women: then be left King Philomenus, to defend bis men from 
the Paids. Then Mueen Penthelilca dzew nigb to Pyrthus, and 
repʒoached him becauſe his Father had ſlain Hector, and ſaid, 
the wozld ought to deſpiſe him. Pyrrhus had fo great ſozrow ag 
per woꝛds that he addzeſſed bim againſt her, and ſbe beat him to 
the earth : then be aroſe again, and aſſailed Pentheſilea with his 
Swozd, and \þe him by great ſtrength:thenPyrrhus was again re- 
mounted by the aid of bis Myrmidons. Then came to the ba ttel 
Agamemnon, Dyomedes, Menelaus, and Mencſteus, and all the 
cther Pzinces and Barons. | 
Among thefe things, Ring Philomenus was delivered ſafe 
from the Myrmidons,and he gave great thanks untoNugn Pen- 
the ſilea, and ſaid, had not ſþe been he had been lain. Then came 
all the Trojans and the skirmiſh was ſwarp and moztal : Pyr- 
rhus encountred Glaucon the Son of Anthenor, and Bꝛother of 
Polidamas, by another mother, and gave bim a ſtroke, that be 
fell dead to the earth. Then addzeſſed Pentheſikea unto Pyrrhus, 
and be to her, and beat down each other to the earth: but they 
were quickly remounted and began to fight again, Then came 
people on both parts, that the» were parted. Polidamas (foz to 
revenge the death of his Bzother ) flew that day manp of the 
Greeks, and hurt them, and did ſo much in arms, both he and 
Queen Pentheſilea that they put the Greeks to flight.

body, whereat Queen Fenthaſilea felt dead to the gruund a and 
Pyrrhus pat was not pet ſatisfied, (mote the bodo, und dut it 
in two pietes: with the great effuſion-of blood. chat ran from his 
wound he fetl dawn as dead among his people, and the tok him 
up and laid him upon bis Shield, and carried him to bis Tent, 
Then the Maidens of Penthaſilea, to revenge the death of their 
Aueen, ſmote amongſt the Myrmidons, and flew many of them: 
but it could not much pꝛofit the Trojans, as they that weve but 
a few againſt a great multitude of Greeks. There were ſlain be 
the Trojans that dap in the battel, moze than ten thouſand, and 
withdzew themſelves into the City, foz their own ſafeguard,and 
ſput faſt their Gates, and had no moze iutention to iſſue out in 
battel againſt their enemies.

pen tbep concluded to ſpeak unto King Priamus and give 


bimcounſel to make a peace with theGreeks inrreſtozing of Duen 
Helen to ber Pusband, and the damage that Paris did in the Ane 
of Citharis. Dp, if the King Priamus had been ſo happy to have 


done this, and have pleaſed the Grecks at the beginning, be had 


ſaved his own lite, bis Wives and Childzen, City, and Citizens, 
and eſcbewed all thoſe miſchiefs that befel them afterwards. 
Therefoze men ſay in a pzoverb, that peace ſoon taken is good, 
tos it is a hard thing to appeaſe ſuch damages to dim that hath 
advantage of the war. Foz with great pain would the Greeks * 
pave been content with theſe offers, fozaſmuch as they had ſuf+ 
fered as many damages befoze Troy, foz it ſeemed they were at 
the point to deſtroy the City and all rhe Inhabitants. But theſe 
afoze named Lraitozs ſpake, but to the end that under colour of 
peace, they might betray che City: if otherwiſe they might not 
ſave their ſtves.

cot tach to other:then they ſaid iftbey went any mee to coun: 
eil to the Bing, tbey would go with a great company of men of 
Arms: foz Eneas was of the moſt noble of Troy, and moſt rich 
next to the Ring, and Anthenor was alſa rith, and vad great 
friends in the City: and theic treaſon was this, that they wnuld 
deltwer the City unto their enemies: ſo as they and all their Li⸗ 
ſpould have their lives and gaods ſaved, thereof thep took 
good ſureto of the Greeks, 0 6 Ii 2:47 
Among theſe things Bing Priamu ſent foz Anthenor and E- 
neas to ctumſel, to perfoꝝm the thing be had pzomiſed, but ther 
came with a great company ut men d Arms : therefore the N. 
ſent to Amphimacus that pt ſhoutd leave off bis enterpzize. 
The dap following, the Aing ſent faz all tbe Tropns fo conn⸗ 
ſel, and when they were a ſſembled befoze bim. Eneas ffood up, 
and willed them to make peace with the Grecks: to whom ail 
the [other agreed; ſave” a then 'Encas ſaid to » 
F105 2 ing, 
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King, wherefoze doeſt not thou conſent with the other, foz whe: 
wer chou wilt oz not, we will treat foz peace, and will make it 
in deſpigyt of thee. en the King ſaw that his contradiction 
tould not a bail, pe had rather conſent with the other, than be 
the cauſe of his deſtruction, and ſaid to Eneas let it be done that 
it map be moſt expedient to the peace, Chen by the counſel of 
tpem all, Anthenor was choſen to go to the Greeks, to treat fog 
peace: the Frojans took bzanches of palm in ſign ot peace, any 
went upon the walls of the City, and ſbewed. the fign to the 
Greeks, which ſþewed well that they would encline to peace, 
Tyen uas Anthenor let down from the walls, and bzouyþt be. 
foze Agamemnon. Agamemnon commiſed all the wozk to the 
Ring of Creet, Dyomedes, and Ulifles, that whatſoever theſe 
thꝛer Pzinces ſbould decree-with Anthenor, all the Yoſt pzomj« 
fed to accompliſh, | 

When they were afſdmbled, Anthenor repleniſbed with fury, 
pꝛomiſed to deliver the City by treaſon, to do with it their wilt 
and pleaſure, ſo they would ſave him. Kneas, and all their Pa. 
rentage, and all them that pe would cþuſe, that Encas ſpould 
bavealkbis poſſeſſions without any loſs. Aheſe thzee Bings 
ſwoze to perfozm it: then (aid one to the other, this muſt be 
kept ſecret till it be bzought about:and to keep this treaſon moʒe 
ſecret, Anthenor deſired tbe Greeks, to let Ring Caſſilius an anci⸗ 
ent man, go with him to Troy, to the intent be might be the bet« 
ter believed: and Anthenor demanded: the body of Pentheſilea, 
and it was delivered to him. 

After theſe things Anthenor and King Caſſilius entred the 
City and made their coming known to the King. On the moz⸗ 
row Ring Priamus aſſembled all the Trojans, to hear tbe an: 
ſwerof Anthenor, who ſaid to the Ring otherwiſe than it was, 
ufing god wozds to cover his treaſon. e ſpake long of the puifc 
ſance of the Greeks, and ot their truth in their pzomiſes, and 
how they had holden the Truce that they made, lying befoze the 
City, and had been faithfully governed, without bzeaking of 
them: after ſpake of the feebleneſs of the Trojans, and of the 
- dangers thep were in, then concluded that it were pzofitable to 


feeek peace, and that they were come thereto: and ſaid, that it

could not be unleſs they gabe a quantite of gold and fil ber to 
we Grecks, to reſtoze ta them the great damages that they had 
in the war, After they adviſed the Bing and the other to employ 
themſelves in this thing. Fozaſmuch {ſaid Anthenor) as A can» 
not know all their will at this time, J would habe pe let Encas 
go with me unto them to know moze, to the end, that tbep be* 
lieve us the better. Every man allowed the words ot Anthe- 
nor: and ſo went he and Eneas to the Greeks, and the Bing Caſe 
ſilius with tem. 5 g 130 
Wyen tho counſel was finilbed, King Priamus entred into 
vis Chamber and began to weep grievouſly as he chat perceived” 
well the treaſon, and complained ſoze of the death of bis Song, 
and that wozſe,ve muſt buy his peace of them that bad done vim 
all this burt, and give them alt the treaſure he had in long time 
gathered together, and become pooz in his old days, and yet not 
ſure of his life, but muſt, ueeds do the will of them that betrap 
him. @n the other fide when Helen knew Anthenor ould go 
to the Greeks, ſhe pꝛaped him that he would makaber peace with 
Menelaus her Pusband,and that be would take pity on her: and 
pe pꝛomiſed her that he would do to bis power. 

When Encas and Anthenor were come into the Poſt of the 

* Greeks, they treated of their Treaſon, with the thaee Rings: 
and there they made peace foz Helen, and tok god ſurety. After 
their communication, the Greeks ozdained that Dyomedes and 
uſiſſes * — 40 — 4 — 5 2 2 — jopwhen they 

rd of their coming into their Cite, thinking the Trojans had 
— they ſo. much defired. n the mozrow by the com: 
mandment of Ring Priamus, all the Trojans were aſſembled at 
his Palace, then (pake Uliſſes,ſaping unto them, that tbe Greeks. 
demanded two things, to wit, reſtitution ot the damages, alſo 
they required that Amphimacus ſhould be baniſhed foz ever out 
of. Troy, (this purchaſed Anthenor foz Amphimacus, -fozaſ- 
much as he bad contraried him befoze.) M bow great perit is it 
to ſpeak lightly in time of pertuzbation and ſedi tion: 

As they were all aſſembled in Parliament they heard a mare 
vellous cry: at that Dyomedes and Wiſſes were in great fear, 
that the people would have ſlain them : then the other ſaid they

but the Goddess Pallas, that ſent it thitber, and gave to this 
rping: a great vertue, that is; chat as long as this thing ſball. 
be within the Temple, the Trojrns tannot foſe their City, Ring 
na Heick. nud :ithis is the thing that holdeth the Trojans in ſee 
tcuritn. , Andithis' thing bath to na me Palladium, fozaſmuch as 
the Beddels Fallas bath ſent it. Then ſaid Dyomedes, if this 
thing be ot fuch bertueas theuſpeakeſt, we do but loſe dur labour. 

Then ſaid Anthenot; J have but late ſpeken to the Pzreſt 
tunt kespeth lit; to the end that he may deliver it by ſtralth : and 
I baue turectruſt that be will deliver it me foz a great fum 
of gold that 3 habe pꝛomiſed him: as ſdon as J ha be it. J will 
ſend it ont or wwe City to you: and then we ſhall perfozm that 
which we have pꝛomiſed, and ere pe go hence, foz to cover dur 
wozk; J will guiunto Bing Priammis, and willitelf bin, chat J: 
have ſpoke long to you, te know what quantity ot gald on de; 
mand: and it was ſo-eFectey ae determined. 
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How the Triitor Abend bought of the Prieſt the Palladama 
And gave it to Ter: and of the Horſe of Braſs; that was by 
. . theGretks brought to the Tempfe of Pullus belog full of men 
af arms: and how the City of Troy was takeritind burnt, and 
"Abe Ring Pam) Mi, Ad, 7 or ee fe.

Apilſt che Trojans, gathered together rheir gold and ſilver 
and bzounbt it into the Temple of Minerva, to keep until the 
time tyat it was all colleded,it pleaſed them to offer Sacrifice 
unto their God Apollo: and when they bad ſlain many Beafig 
fes their ſolemn Satriũce, and put them upon the Altar, and ſet 
fire unto them foz to burn them, it happened there came two un · 
expected marvels; g | 
Abe firſt was, that the fire wouldnot burn, foz they began to 
make weir fire moze than ten times and always it quenched, 

Lye ſecond marvel was when they vad appointed the entrals of 
the Beaſts foz their ſacrifice, a great Gagle deſcended ſrom the 
air crping/ greatly; and. took with his claws the entrals, and 
bare them into the Hips of the Greeks, /. Es 
« Df theſetwo things were the Trojans troubled, and ſid that 
the Gods were angry with them. Then demanded they of Caſ- 
ſandra,” what theſe things fignified ? She ſaid That the God A. 
pollo was wzoth with them, foz the effuſion of the biwd of A. 
chilles w his Temple was devied and violated: and 
re mu go fetch fireat.the Sepulture of Achilles, and liybr pour 
Sacrtficethc. wiſh; then it will quench no moze: and they did 
ſo, and the Sacrifice burat clear: Foz the ſecond miracle, ſhe 
ſaid, fo2 certain, treaſon was made of the City with the Greeks 
Wen the-Greeks heard of theſe miracles, they demanded of 
Calchas what it might ſignifie ? pe made anſwer, that the City 
would ſhozflp be pielded up. | 

Amongſt theſe things, Calchas and Criſis the Pziefi counſel» 
led the Greeks that they ſhould make a Pozſe of Bzaſs ſo great, 
as migyt hold within it a thouſand Knights : and they ſaid un: 
to them, that it was the pleaſure of the Gods. This Pozſe was 
made by one whoſe name was Sinon, and he made it fubtlelp, 
that no man cauld perceive anpentrp oz iſſue, but within it was 
eaſie fo2 them that were encloſed, to iſſue out when they would. 
When the great Pozſe was fully made, and the 'thouſand 
Anigbts therein, by the counſel of Criſis, thep pzaped Ring Pri- 
amus, he would ſuffer this Poaſe to enter into the City, that it 
might be ſet in the Temple of Pallas, fozaſmuch as that =o 
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x had made it in the honour of Pallas, foz a vow that they made 
2 reſtitution of the Palladium, which they vad cauſed to be ta* 
ken out of the ſame Temple. 1362 : 

Among thelk things the Pzinces within Troy, when they ſaw 
that the ing had ſo ſþa le treated with the Grecks, they 
went away out ot Troy, andasok their men with them, and Ring 
Philomenus led no moge but two hundzed and fifty men, and 
thzeeſcoze Maidens of Amazon's, that were left of a rhouſand 
that came thither with the Queen Pentheſilea, and carried the bo- 
dy of her with them, and travelled co their own country. 

Then tame the dap that the Greeks ſbonld ſwear their peace 
feignedly upon the plain field upon the Sanctuaries. B. Priamus 
iſſued out of the City and bis people, and ſware each party to 
hold the peace firmly from thence fozth : and Dyomedes ſwoze 
firſt to the Greeks : after, when they had bzoken the peace they 
had treated with Anthenor of that thing, they concluded after, 
therefoze they maintained they were not fozlwozn by that co» 
lour,as the pzoverb ſaith, He that ſweareth by deceit, by malice 
fozſ\weareth himſelf. After that Dyomedes, ſware likewiſe ull 
the Kings and Pꝛinces of Greece, then Ring Priamus and 
Trojaus ſwoze in good faith, as they that knew nothing of the 
treaſon : after their oaths thus made, Ring Priamus delivered 
Helen to Menelaus her Pusband, and pꝛaped him and other 
Aings and Painces of Greece, that they would do to her no harm 
but pardon her, aud they pzomiſed im feignedly they would. 

Then pꝛaped theGreeks, that thep might ſet the Bozſe of bꝛaſs 
within the Temple of Pallas, foz reſtitution ef the Palladium, 
that the Goddeſs Pallas might be to them friendly, in their re« 
turn. And as Ring Priamus anſwoered not thereto, Eneas and An- 
thenor ſaid to bim, it ſpould be well done, and that it ould be 
an honour to the City. Powbeit Ring Priamus accazdedit with 
evil will. Then the Greeks received the gold and filver, and the 
wheat that was pzomiſed, and put into their Ships. 

After theſe things, thep went all in Devotion with their 
P2ieſts and began with ſtrength of Coads,to dza w the Pozſe of 
Bzaſs befoze the gate of the City, fozaſmuch as by the Gate it 
might not enter into the City, 3 was ſo great: therefoze thep

brake the wall in length and height, that it entres inthe town, 
and the Trojans reteibed it wich great joy, but rde cuſtom of 
Foa tune is, great joy endeth with heavinefs. The Trojans made 
Joy of ryis Yozfe,. wherein was encloſed” theiv death, and they 
know not of it. Jn this Pole was & fubtil man numed Sinon, 
that bare the kexs of the if.” hen rhe Trojars 
vereaſleep, in the night, fozthwity/thep Fued ont gt the Pozſe, 
and gave a token of fire to them that were inthe fields, that they 
ould come into the City to put it all fo deffrugtion, - 

The ſame day the Greeks feigned to go untoTenedon,and faid 
they would retei ve Helen und ſet her in ſafety,” beemuſe the peo, 
ple ſhould not run upon hot, tog the great kbils that Pere Nen 
fo2 yer, thus thep departed from-theWozr bf Troy with their 
Sail dzawn up, and came befoze the Suns going down to Te» 
nedon. Then had the Trojans great joy when they ſaw the Gretks 
depart :/ and the Greeks as foon as they were come to Tenedon, 
armed them in the evening, and went privilp towards Troy, 
And when the Trojans went to bed / then Sinon opened the Pult, 
and went out and lightedtþis-fire, and ſhe wed to them that were 
without, and without delap, they wat were Taid in wait, entred 
into the Citp by the gate that was baoken. And the Anights il⸗ 
Cued out, and they flew the Trojans in their houſes where they 
Thus entred the Greeks into theCity,and flew men and women 
a childzen, and ton all that they found in their horifes, and flew 
above twenty rhouſand ere it was day. They robbed the Tem: 
ples, and the cry aroſe hozrible. Mhen Ring Priamas heard 
tbe erp, (be knew that Eneas and Anthenor had betrayed him) he 
aroſe haſtily and went inte his Temple of Apollo, that was 
within bis Palace, and kneeled befoze his high altar. Caſſandra 
fled on the other ſide, as one ont of her wits, into the Temple of 
Minerva, weeping wi th great ſozrow and the other Noble wo⸗ 
men abede ſtilf in the alate in werpfg and teats.' ö 

When the moaning came, the Giegks Fp the xondutt of E- 
neas and Anthenor — e 7 308 Fry 7 115 
to their Ring, entred into we Palact of Moy, bey kaum 
no deſence, and put all to death that tyey könnd. ThefÞyrehos 
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2ntred the Temple of Apollo, and found there Ring Priamus: 
wen he ran upon bim with a naked \wozd (infightof Encas and 
Anthenor) be dew there Ring Pciamus befoze the high Altar, 
wich was kpzinktled with his blood. Queen Hecubz and Polix- 
ena fled; and new not whither tu go: and it happened, that tbe | 
met wilh Eneas, and then ſhe ſaid to him in great furp. Pa, ha, 
Felon, Traitos, from whence-is come to thee ſo great cruelty, 
tyat thou haſi bzought them with thee that have ſlain Ring Pri- 
amus, that path done to-thee ſg much good, and ſet thee in mag · 
nificence,” ale haſt betraped the country where thou wert tozn, 
and the City chat dau oighteſt to keep : at the leaſt let it ſuffice 
and refrain hee new of thyintent, and have pity on this tnþap: 
pp Polixenz, that among ſo many evils as thou haſt done, thou 
mayft ha be trace to do one good deed, foz to ſave her from death, 
befoze the Grecks flap her. Encas (moved with pity) rececved 
polixena in his guard, and conveyed her into a ſecret place. 
- Among theſe: things Bing Thelamon ſet in the Temple ot 
Minerva in keeping Andromeda, the wife of Hector and Cat- 
Candra, and ſet the Cite on fire inall places, and burnt it allex⸗ 
cept only the houſes of theTraitozs. When the City of Troy 
was all burnt, Ning Agamemnon-afſembled the moſt noble of 
Greece in the Temple of Minerva: and when they were all af« 
ſembled,ye required them two things: one was,that they ſhould 
keep their pꝛomiſe with the Trattoas: the other, that theytþould 
take good ad vite to part the pzep of the City. 
© The anſwer of the Greeks was, that th2p would bold thelt 
f1ith with the Traitozs, foz the firſt point: and faz the ſecond, 
every man ſpould b2ing all the pzep jncommon, and there part 
to each man after his deſert. Then Thelamon ſaid they would 
burn Helen, fo whom ſo-manywozrhy Rings and P2inces had 
dyed. And there was a great murmure theceupen, that Aga» 
memnon, Uliſſes, and Menclaus, bad much ado to ſa be her. But 
nies with bis air ſpeech: ſatd to them ſd much of divers things, 
that they were content Helen ſhould pave no harm. Then A“ 
gamzmdon did d much to alt the other, tbat ſoz his reward, 
urs the Daugbter or Bing Priamus was delivered unto 
kim. 


ilſt that the Greeks held pet their Parliament, there 
| D 2 came 
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came to them Encas and Anthenor, and advertiſed them how 
Helenus had alway blamed þ Trojans of the enterpaize that thep 
made againſt the Grecks and counſelled them to put the body 
of Achilles in a Sepulture, which they would have given to the 
Pounds, and beſougbt them therefoze they would ſave bis life, 
and thep accoaded to them. And then Andromeda and Helenus 
intreated foz the two Sons of Hector, which were ſaved, 
- After this upzoar, they oꝛdained, that all the noble women that 
were eſcaped from death, ſþould go whither they would frelp,oz 
dwell there ſtill if it pleaſed them. And after theſe things done, 
they pur poſed to depart from Troy: but agreat Tempeſt began 
to ariſe, that endured a whole month befoze thep could go to 
Sea, Then the Greeks asked of Calchas the cauſe of this trou- 
ble; and he anfwered that the pui ſſances Infernal were not pet 
appeaſed foz the effuſion of the blood of Achilles, that was ſþed 
in the Temple, foz the lobe of Polixena : and to appeaſe the 
Gods, it behovech to ſacrifice Polixena, foʒ whom Achilles bred. 
Then Pyrrhus enquired diligentip where Polixena was, that 
was cauſe of his Fathers death? Agamemnon bemanded of An- 
thenor: which faid he knew not where ſbe was, whereof be lyed 
not: pet foz to make an end of all evils be enquired ſa much 
that Polixena was found in an ancient Tower, then he went 
and dzew her out by fozce, and pzeſented ber unto Ring Aga 
memnon, which ſent her to Pyrrhus, he ſent her to the Sepul 
ture of Achilles to be flain: and as they led her, there was na 
King noꝛz Vzince but had great ſozrow, to ſeeſo fair a woman 
loft, without ſhe had deſerved it, and they bad delivered ber, if 
Calchas had not ſaid, the Tempeſt would not ceafe until ſþe 
were dead. 

Mpen Polixena was befoze the Sepulturevf Achilles, the ex · 
cuſed her of the death of Achilles, and ſaid that be was much 
ſoʒty fox his death,and the Rings andÞzinces of Greece ſuffered 
per to bye againſt Juſtice, pet ſþe had rather dye than live with 
them that had flain all ber friends. Uhen ſþs had finiſþed her 
wozds, Pyrrhus ſmote her with bis Swozd, (in the fight of the 
Quen her mother) and cut ber in pieces, and caſt them all about 
we Sepulture, When Hecuba ſaw yer daughter ſlain, the fell

WII the Greeks ſojogrncd at Troy, and could not de- 
part fez the great Tempeſt, after they had deſtroyed the 
City, King Thelamon made his quarrel befoze Ring. Aga- 
memnon fo2 the Palladium that Ulifſes had, ſaying, that be bad 
not ſo well beſerved it as be had done, that had ſo mans times 
fuccoured thePoſfi with victual, and aifo hadDefended it by bis 
great pzoweſs : whereas the Yoſt of ihe Greeks had been in dan⸗ 
ger to have been loſt, bad not he been, and ſaid, he had ſlain Ring 
Polimneſtor, and after flew Polidorus, and bzought a grear 
treaſure he found, to the Yoſt of the Grecks.- Alſo ye had ſlain 
the Ring of Frigie, and bzought bis goods to the Boft, and al- 
ledged then that he had gotten mano Realms to the Heigniozp 
of Greece, and many other baliances be bad done to the honour 
of the Greeks : and ſaid mozeover, that Uliſes had no pzoweſs, 
but only ſubtilty, and fair ſpeaking to deceive men, and by bim 
we have gotten great ſbame, that where we might have van · 
quilhed the Trojans by Arms, now we have banquiSedrpemby 
deceit and kalſbood. 

To tbeſe wozds anſwered uliſſes, that by bis valonr and wit 
the Trojans were vanquifhed:and if he had not bren, the Trojans 
pad been pet in-glozp in the City. And laid to Thelamon, 
ſurely the Palladium was never conquered bp yottrpaoweſs, but 
by my wit: and the Greeks knew not what ir was: and A knew 
that Troy could not be taken as longus it was in the fame. 4

Pyrrhus thatlobed Ring Thela mon, faid many. injurious 
wozds to U iſſes: Then Uliſſes doubted, and the next night fel 
loming he ann his men entred infortpeir Ships ſecretl and let 
the Paitadium mitu bis tried Dyomedes- Pyrrhus did cauſe to 
vurn the body ot Thelamon, and put the a ſbes in a teſſel ot gold, 
to tarry with bim into bis own countrp, to burę it bonourablp. 
The bate was great between Pyrrhus and Bing Agamemnon, 
and his brother: but Ant he ot made the peace, and after gave 
a diurmt to all the Pobies of Grecco, and ga be them fair gifts. 
Among chpeſe things, the Greeks reproached Kneas, that bad 
falſified his oath, becauſe he hid Polixena : fog this cauſe thep 
banifbed hini-out of Troy faz ever. And when Encas ſaw te 
might not abide there, be pꝛayed them earneſtly that he might 
bave:the two and twentp ſups which Paris had with him into 
Grecge\. and they granted to him his requeſt, and gave him four 
mantchs (pace ta fim ſui them of ail cuch nere ſſarxies tbat they 
lacked. Anthenot departtdafter from Troy; and led with him a 
great number of Trojans: but the Piſtozy telleth not nee 
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be would go. Eneas greatly he ted Anthenotr fuufmuch an hy 
vim ye was bani ſded out of -Froy: arid was in great ſozrow why 
Authenor was not as well buniſded as he. Foa this cauſe Encas 
aembied all the Trojans and faid to wem: trienda and bꝛe⸗ 
Afite char Foz tune haſh put us whertin we be, wetannot 
tid? wirbenk a Sobernout: and ik ye whil da do my counſel, fe 
dafl chufe Kuthenor, pour Bing, foz he is wiſe enough to gos 
vern ou. This eaunfel ſeemed good ta the Trojans, and they 
ſent after Anthenor, that returned: and as ſoon as he was come, 
Encashfſembieda greaÞyniimber of people tu run upon bim, as 
he that was the moſt migbty in Troy. Then the Trojans pꝛuyrn 
vim that he ſbould erat unce that the war was flurſhe d. and that 
de would not begimitagain “ Seid Encas) thai we ſpare la hats 
nous a Traitoz, that by his viſtany bath cauſed Polixena the 
fair Daughter of Ring'Priamus to dt, by him I was ban: ſhed 
dirt of Troy, that would have counſeited pon: and now J muſe 
reeds leu ut pour ? Thera much to. the Trojans, that tbeo 
a nche not lbs ever ont ot Troy, and tonſtru ined him to 
th Jo eus & te 


ge pꝛetentlp out of the Town. 22 | 
Athener went unto Sea with a great company of Troj ins. 
and fell-among Pyrates, who ran upon bim and ſſew mango 
his nen, be and covbed his Ships : in the end Authenor 
efrapeb krom hen, and. ſailed lo tat that he arriued in u q 
vince named Gabanily, whertef Tetides was Load and Ring, a 
juſt man and u courteons. In this Lanv@rrived Anthenot with 
a few ſhips, and reſted on the fide of theigteater Jie,” chat was 
nigh unto tbe Wozr. Be ſaw tbe Country fair, full of woods and 
fountarns, ind chert he builded a Cite, and foptified. it with 
als and good T tr And when tt Trojunsknewtheteof; 
maup went thither und dwelt there wirhcanthenor, and the 
ty grew and was full of people, and Athen or gaverned bim 
If © wifely in this Land, fhat he was in grace with Aing Fe-

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turning home: 'ſþe laid to them, that they would ſuffer many 
greet perils ere they got into their Country: and after ſaid to 
Agamemnon,- thep of bis own pauſe ſpould kill bim. So it 
bappened to him after, and to alf the other, like as Caflandra 
had fore told. Sf Bing Thelamon were left two Sons of ttoo 
Queens, tye eldeſt named Hermicides df the Auen Glaulia : 
and the other of the Muren Thimifla, had to name Anchylatas, 
theſe two Childzen King Teucer nouri ſped till they were able 
to bear Arms. 

Among theſe things, Agamemnon and Menclaus demanded 
leave to return info their Lands: and the moſt part of the Þ 
gave them leave, being ſoze vexed, fozaſmuch as they had 
Cuſpetted of the death of Thelamon with Uliſſes, which was 
ſtoin away like a thief, wherefoze it ſbewed chat he was culpa 
ble of his death. Thus theſe two Bꝛethzen went to Sea to re. 
turn home, in the beginning of winter, when the Sea is moſt 
dangerous: ſoonafter, the other Grecks went to Sea, as folks 
evil adviſed foz the doubts of the Sea,” and had their Ships all 
laden wtth riches of the City of Troy: and foz the defire they 
bad to be at bome in their own Country, they returned back in 
the midft of winter, and ſer apart al! dangers which fell unto 
them. About the hour of noon, came a great Tempeſt, and ſur- 
pꝛʒiſed them, ſuddenly with — — rain, with wind and great 
waves: that caſt their ſwips Me and there: and bzake their 
maſts, and tent their ſaiis. And when night came, which was 
long and dark, the Ships left each other in ſatling befoze the 
wind, ſome in one plate, ſome in another,and many were burnt 
with Lightning and Thunder , and many ſunk in the Sea : 
and the great riches of Troy loſt. Oylus Ajax that had xxii ſhips 
in this company, bad all peri ſbed, and be himſelk by fozce of bis 
arms and legs all naked ſwimming, arrived a land all ſwollen 
with the water be bad dzunken, and lap a great while upon the 
gra vel, moze ioking foz death than lite: and after came others 
likewiſe, that were ſaved by ſwimming. This miſchief came to 
Ajax, fozaſmuch as he dzew Caſfandrs out of the Temple of Mi- 
nerva. And it happeneth oft times, that many be puniſbed foz 
rhe fin and treſpaſs of one man, 8

How King Naulus and Cet his Son did ſpoil many ſhips of the 
Greeks in their zeturn, for the death of King Agamemnan, and 
of the exile of Dy«meder, and of his calling back by. Egee hig 
wife Lena. of 

FA Ee fine there was a Bing in Greece named, Naulus, 

berp rich and puiſſant. and his Realm ſfod-upon the ſive of 

© tye Sea of Greece toward the South. In the which Sea were 
digb Rocks, and manyPountains and Pills of ſand which were 
perillous. This King was Father of Palamedes that was ſlain 
befoze Troy, and had a Son named Cetus: there was not a Rnigpt

ow there were ſome evil people there, that could nat be in 

eaſe without annoying ot others, which 14 King Naulus and 
his Son Ring Cetus to underſtand, that Palamedes was nat 
flain in battel, ſo as the voice ran, but þe was flain covertlp by 
ulifſes and Pyomedes. Agamemnon and Menelaus had made 
and ronceived a falſe Letter, wherein was contained that Pala 
medes would have betrayed the Poſt of the Greeks, whiles be 
xs Emperour of the Poſt, foz a great quantity of gold: and 
p made this Letter to be put by the ſight ofa Knight that was 
ſlain. Then Uliſſes treated with one of the Secretaries af Pa- 
lamed*s, for a great ſum of money, ſuch-as the Letters cons 
faifed:"this — by the induction — A pet this lum 
f woner under the pead of Palamedes whiles be ſlept, And as 

Coon as the Secretary ſaid to Uliſſes he had done: then Uliſſes 

fiew this Secretary pzivily, and did ſo much that this Lettec 

came into the hands of the Greeks, that read it, and were all as 
baſped wben thee ſaw the treaſon in waiting, and.tþe.ſum cons 

- tainey in the ſame, laid under his head. Chex, ee in 

to his Tent, and to und the truth of this thing, aud pꝛeſentip thep 


would pape tun up on Palamedes: bit hat en imſelt᷑ to

ſg þardy that durſt fight againſt him, Then by Wiſſes his fair 
is 11 this thing was appealed : and Palamedes continued

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After this thing was appeaſed, Uliſſes — —— told 
Balamedes, that abcy Ew a pit Wyrtein was much Treaſure, 
and that they would de Would paue dis part: and go the next 
night following. Waden niapt was tome they went all thzee 
wirbout any moze companp and offered Falamedes ro go down 
into tbe pit firſt, and ſaid that they would follow: as ſoon as he 
was within, tye other two caſt ſtones upon him and ſlew him, at. 
ter returned to their Thrits Þ2ibily. This thing done, rheſe wy 
charged Ping Nanlus' this "Cerus: of the death'df Palainedes: 
Then the Ning and js Bolt degam earneſtly to berhink them, 
how they might avenge hem ok rþe'Grecks. © They knew well 
that the Greeks were upon return in the heart of the winter: 
und they mut puls along'by his Alrtzbe me, then Ring Naulus 
did paoclaim a Realm, fhar men would makegreat fircs 
everp night upon the Pdiintains;'by the Seaſide. And this did 
ve, what when the Greels would ker the firs, thep lhoutd rome 
thither:thinking to ſind fome good Paben: and if they came they 
ſhould find hard Kocks and Pills of fand. So they ould nat 
eſcape without death. At was thus done as Naulus pad deviſen, 
foz ere nigh two hund2ed thips of the-Greeks ſplit and 
bzoken againfitheBocks : all that were therein wered2zvwshe. 
eben the other Þips that foflowed them, beard the noiſe of 
wem that were bzoken, they turned on te other board, and 
made to Ses · werds, and faved themfelves. Df them that ec 
coped were Agamemnon, Menelaus, and Dyomedes, and others 
that e after.” + 04h 
Cetus erwiſe was called Fellus had great fozrotb that 
Agamemmon was eſraped: pen he fought long, pow be might 
avenge himſelf And when be was arrived in bis own land, ye 
wrote a letter to = Rs the wike Ae Agamemnon; 115 
this Leiter contained, that koz rertam Apamemnon pet Pulſ: 
band, vad eſpoyiſed one ot the Dangbters of King Prianivs, and 
bzought her inte bis Country;f02 fo make her Mitten,and to put 
out Ciytewneſta, oz Hep ber: thetrtvze Cen advertiſed her, 
that fbe ogy m time p2obide fo: per felf, Clytemneſtra be. 
lirved theſeLefters, and thanked Crtus, and thought that ſde 
would avenge her of her Pusband. This Clytemaeſtra in ed. 
>, Lend: 
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fence of her loved a man named Egiſtus by whom tbe 
had a Daughter named Erigona : ſhe loved moze Egiltus, than 
ever the did her Pusband,though be was come of low blod.Bur 
it is the cuſtome of a woman that doth amiſs, to take unto ber 
one of leſs value than her Pusband is. She þad-treated with 
Egiſtus, that the firſt night Agamemnon ſþould come and iye 
with her he ſpould run upon him and ſlay bim. This thing be- 
ing done as tþe purpoſed: Ring Agamemnon flain, and laid 
inthe earth: Clytemneſtra ſhozrip after, took to Pusband per 
Love Egiſtus Ring of Michmas. 

Agamemnon thus ſlain, vad a Son of this Clytemneſtra na: 
med Horeſtes, a poung Child, which Calſibus his Couſin bad in 
keeping, and took him from his Bother, to the end ſhe ſbould not 
flap bim: and after ſent him to the Bing of Creet, Idumeus, 
that was his Uncle. He bad great joy of him, fo had bis wife 
Tharaſis alſo, tvat loved bim as much as Clytemneſtra her daughz 
ter, that vad no moze Cpildzen but yer, Se was a fair young 
Maid. Thus as Cetus had waitten d Clytemnettra the wife of 
Agamemnon, in like -1anner pe waote to the wife of Dyome- 
des, named Egee, who was Daughter to Ring Po!imites of Ar- 
ſimens, and nter of Aſſandrus, that returned from Troy with 
Dyomedes his Bzotyer in law, it happened in their returning, 
that they went into the land of King Telephus, with a great 
company of menofAcms, and aſſailed them: and theo defended 
themſelves ſtrongly. Afſandrus fiew many of the Knights of 
Telephus, whertfoze he was ſoze di ſpleaſed, and took a great 
ſprar, and addzeſſed him againſt Aſſandrus, that he flew bim. 
Dyomedes to avenge vis death,flew many Raights of Tclephus, 
and recovered tbe body of Afandrus and bare it into his Ship. 

Thus dyed Aſfandrus, but it was not ſo repozted to Egec his 
Sifter: it was told her, that Dyomedes yer Pusband had flain 
him, to have all the Seigniozp of Archimens, whereof. Aſſan- 
drus had the one half againſt bis ſiſter Egee. -Df rhefe tydings, 
end of tbem that Cetus had waitten, Eg-e was angry with Dy- 
omedcs her Busband, and waought ſo with ber people, that they 
pꝛomiſed they would no moze receive Dyomedes foz their Lozd. 


Thus when Dyomedes returned, neither his Wife no2 folk 
Þ 2 would 
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would rceive him, but dani $ed him out of his country foz eber. 
Then he happened to arrive in Salamine, where Ring Theuter 
the bzother of Ring Thelamon was. This Ring beard ſap, that 
Dyomedes was culpable of the death of his Bzother, with U. 
hiſles ; whereupon he commanded that Dyomedes ſhould be ta. 
nen. But Pyomedes hearing thereof fled from thence. Ring De- 
mophon and Ring Athmas being arrived in their-own Lands, 
were baniÞedin like manner. Then they arrived in the Land of 
Dube Neſtor, which received them with great joy. Theſe two 
Bings purpoſed to go into their Lands with men of Arms, and 
take vengeance on their people. But Duke Neſtor blamed them 
thereof: and counſelled chem, that they ſþould firſt receive iþem 
foz their Lozds, and pzomiſe them great liberties, Thus did 
they as Feſtoz counſelled them: and it was not long after, but 
their people received them EAT 7 

Whilſt Encas abode in Troy to repair his Ships, be endured 
many afſaults of þis neighbours, that would habe taken the 
remnant of the Trojans. Fozaſmuch as he could not abide lon · 
ger than his term affigned by the Greelss, ie a ſſembled the Trojans 
acounſelled them they ſþould ſend fozDyomedes to be their Ring, 
and laid, he would come willingly, fozafmuch as he was dziven 
out of his Country: and he was both wiſe and valiant. So they 
ſent to ſeek Pyomedes and found him: who came and found the 
Trojans befieged by their neighbour Nations. Encas then Pzepi 
red to battel : in which Dyomedes bare himſelf ſo valiantly, that 

be tek ſome pꝛiſoners, and hanged many as Thieses. In the fifth 
battel he behaved himſelf ſo, that be got the upper hand of his e 
nemies, and conquered them all: ſo as there was none of his 
neighbours that durſt affail the Trojans. 

During tveſe things the navp of Encas was made ready, 
whereupon be took ſhi pping with Anchiſcs his Father: and bs. 
ing at Sea, they reſolved to go and ſeek an habitation where the 
Gods and Fo2tune would aſſign them. During their adventures, 
mans perils happened, and rowing at randome, they ſailed bp 
Helleſpont, from thence to Tuskany in I taly. From whence 
they ſailed to Carthage, and again to Italy. The ſto2y whereof 
who liſt ta peruſe lat him read Virgil. 
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. When Egee the wife of Dyomedes knew that the Trojans 
pad entertatned Dyomedes, and that be had diſtomũted their e 
nemies, ſhe doubted that Pyomedes would take vengeance vn 
per- She counſelled with ber people, and by their adviſement 
ſent foz him to come unto her: who came, und had goed enter 
tainment. In like manner did ſundzy Loads thar had been ei. 
ied return again to their Mitres, and enjo ed their old Seig⸗ 
niozies as many as had eſcaped the danger of the Sea. 


' CHAP. XXIX. 

How Horeſtes Son of King Agamemnon, cruelly avenged himſclf 

for the death of his Father. And how King Uliſes after ſun» 
dry perillous adventures, returned to his Country, 


2 ———r Son of Bing Agamemnon, who was about 
twentp four years of age, and bzougyt up under Bing 
Idumeus, was by Idumevs made Knight, at wyoſe Baighting 
was great feaſting. Then Horeſtes pꝛaped him that he would 
belp him to revenge the death of his Father, and to recover pis 
Lands again. Whereupon Idumeus delivered to him a fhouſany 
armed men. And Horeltcs gathered out of other places, anctyer 
thouſand : ſo going toward Michmas, he went by Traſim where 
Forenſis was Governour,of whom pe got an bundzed ſouldiets: 
this did Forentis foz the batred he bare to Egiſtus, becauſe the 
faid Egiſtus having eſpouſed yis Daughter; fozſook her foz the 
love of Clytemnetira, So he jopned with Horeſtes, to make 
war againſt Egiſtus. This expedition was taken in hand at the 
beginning of May. When they came befoze Michmas, thoſe that 
kept the City would not pield it. Ye then beſieged it round: foz 
Horeſtes had anſwer from the Gods, that be, would be avenged 
of his Bother with bis own hands, albeit ſye was cloſed withig 
that foztified City. Egiſtus was not at this time in that Tirz, 
but was gone to pꝛocure aid from other places, againſt the cont: 
ing of Horte ſies, by the inſtigation of vis wike Clytemneſtra. 
Muhen Horeltes underſtood thereof, be ſecretly laid a great 
Ambuſp of Armed men, to ſurpzize Eg'ſtus in bis return, ang 
tperewith gave freſþ aſſaults to the Tatp :- which. being but i} 
Nt P 3 fozttfieg; 
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"foztified was taken after fifteen vays ſiege: who appdinting bis 
men to keep due wach, chat none ſhould ga out noz in at the 
Gatts, went himſelf to the Palace Kopal, where pe! took his 
Mother, committing her to pꝛiſon, and cauſed fo be appzebended 
all that were any wap guilty of his Father's death. The ſame 
dap returned Egiſtus, with his new aids, thinking to have gone 
to the reſcue of the City: but by the wap he was taken by the 
Ambuſß of Horeſtes, who flew all pis men, and bound his bands 
bebind bim, | ; 

On the mozrow, Horeſtes cauſed his mother Clytemneſtia to 
be bzougbt befoze him ſtark naked, with both her hands bound, 
whom as ſon es eber he ſaw, he ran at ber with bis Sioozd,and 
firſt he cut off her two Waps, and after ew her, then he cauſed 
ver body to be dzawn into the fields, and there to be left foz the 
Birds of the air to devour. Then he made Egiſtus fo be ſtrip« 
ped, and d2awn naked thzough the City, afterwards. to be hang · 
ed, in like wanner dealt be with all thoſe that were found to 

have been culpableof his Father's death. This vengeance took 
Horeſits, foz the death of good Ring Agamemnon his Father. 

Menelaus having endured many perils by Sea, at length are 
rived in Creet, ba ving with bim Helen his wife: who hearing of 
the death of bis bzother, and bow crueliy Horeſtes had put bis 
own Mother to death, was ſoze diſpleaſed with his Rephew. At 
that time came unto Menelaus the greateſt nobles of Greece, 
to fee ber, foz whole ſake all the Greeks had ſuffered ſo much 
trouble and veratton. From Creet, Menelaus failed to Michmas, 
and told MHoreſtes that he was not wozrhy to be neither Ring noz 
Governour there,foz that he bad ſo cruelly put to death his own 
Mother. Whereupon Menelaus affembled at Athens all the 
chief Nobles df Greece, to depzive Horeſtes of his Reign and 
Government, koz the ty2zannous murthering of his Mother. Ho- 
reſtes excuſed bimſelf thereof, fuping: that the Gods had ap» 
pointed him to do that which he bad done. 

At this the Duke of Athens roſe up, and offered to bs cham» 
pion, in maintaining Horeſtes his cauſe againſt any that would 
withſtand it: which Challenge of his being byno man accepted, 
Horc&es was judged as guiltleſs, and ſuffered ſtill to * bis 

ings 
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Kingdom. But upon this quarrel Horeſtes conceived ſuch moz* 
tal yatredagainft Menelaushis Uncle, that ye afterwards bare 
great Foil will fo vim. Notwithſtanding Ring Idumeus came 
within a while to Michmas, and- reconciled themeach to other, 
wat Horetics took to wife Hermione the daughter of Ring Me- 
228 nh oye Erigone the _—_— of Egiſtus 
and of Clytemnettra had great lozrow,s that ſue hanged yer feif. 
bririggrieved thar Horeltcs paoſperetaſo well. 11 | 
Witting theſe #ffairs, Wiſles came into Creet, with two 
Percyant dips, foz he vad left all his den, and thechief of vis 
goods by Werats. After which loles, ye arrived in the Country 
of King Thelamon where he loſt the teſt ot his goods, and tac» 
of that Country would have banged him, if ye pad not by bis 
cunning eſcaped their bands. Akter that hearrived inthe Conn 
try of King Manlus wyo hated him (oz the death of his SanPala- 
medcs: pet therg pe ſo yandled the matter by his induſtry, chat 
ye got from thence.. At faſt coming again into Creet he wis 
kindly entertained by King Idumeus,who wondzed to fee bim in 
fo pooʒ a caſe, demanding of all his adventures bow be vad ſutd 
unce be laſt departed from Troy. To which Uliſſes replped how 
great perils ye ye pate by Sea, and vom be vad toff all pig 
men and goods tha thebzought from Troy. R. Idumeus had pts 
ty on him, when ve heard cheſe tyings, and gave bim bonoura-» 
ble entertainment, as ſong as ve would ſtay, When be would 
depart into his own Country. Idumeus gabe vim two hips, fur · 
niſbed wird al tpings neceſla rp foz his voyage, and with great 
plenty of rithes, requeſting vim what he mond take his wap by 
the Ning Aleinous to whom heÞ2uld be very welcome: 

This Ulifſes departing from Creee, came unto Ring Alcineus, 
who received him jopfully, and was much delighted with bis 
commubtrieation. © Tyere Wiffes toidof/Penelope bis wife, hoto 
matt Mdblemert had requeſtodher tobe, 'peggone could obtain 
ir nt wwe ſ#fl[wbodeconſiant:andbowcertaivad his lands were 
ut un ly betalned from wet. dutim bis abſence; the truth of 
whith, bis Son Uliſſes Thelamovius coming thither aſfured 
him thereof.

It is not recoꝛded how this hatred grew: But this A- 
caſtus, having dꝛiven Peleus-out of his Kingdom at Theſſaly, 
laid wait to have flain Pyrrhus in his teturn rom Troy, 
Pyrrhus paſſing thꝛougb many perils at Sea, was dꝛiben by 
foul weather, to caſt moſt part ot his riches be bzougyt from 
Troy into the Sea: and arriving at Moloſſe, be going a ſhoze, 
was given to underſtand, that R. Pelcus bis Gra ndfather, by the 
Fathers fide;' was exiled from: bis Ringdome by Acaſtus, and 
hat many Ships there bired toipe in wart to flay him: 13 
he was ſoar Ring Peleus then knew not bew to ſ 
bimfelf,” — Hoy ery res the two Sons of A- 
caſtus, 'ſought dy all means to flap vim. In the end Peleus re» 
membꝛed bim ok an old building, that ſtood half a mile from the 
City! of Theſſaly, between: the Sea and the City : this place 


. 
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was encompa ſſed about with Kocks and walls, having great 
Cellars under ground, into which by a little hole grown over 
with buſbes a man might go. | 

Into theſe Uaults Ring Peleus got him, and there be abode 
until the return of vis Rephew Pyrrhus from Troy, by whoſe 
good help ve truſted to avenge himſelf of his enemies. Foz whoſe 
coming be often went to lok on the ea coaſt. When Pyrrhus 
with his Ships were landed, pe addzeſſed himſelf to Theſſaly, 
againſt King Acaltus:and the better to atchieve his purpoſe, be 
ſent his two Secretaries, the one called Criſpus, and the other 
Adraſtus, to one Aſſandrus, a man of great honour in Theſſaly, 
(whicy Aſlandrus was a great friend both to him and to Peleus) 
Foz to have bis counſel and help. The Peſſengers having ben 
with Aland rus, returned to Pyrrhus, aà ſſuring him of his friends 
lp aid. Wheceupon Pyrrhus poiſed Sail, and making towards 
Theſſaly, they were by a ſudden Tempeſt dziven in at the Pozt 
Sepeliadim, half a mile from Theſſalie near about where pe- 
leus kept in the Waults. Then Pyrrhus went aſþoze to reſt þim- 
ſelf, and take freſp air, and by chance he went walking to the 
Cave where-Pelcus was hidden: and paſſing along the buſbes 
be fell into the hole, where was rhe deſcent into the cave, where 
be found Pcleus bis Grandfather. Pcleus knowing him by bis 
countenance, foz he reſembled much bis Father Achilles, 
ambzaced him jopfully, and made known unto bim all bis miſ* 
foztunes, and the wzongs that be had ſuſtained by the means of 
Acaſtus and his Sons, Tydings pereot᷑ came to Philiſtines and 


Menalippus the Sons of Acaſtus, who were an bunting in a. 


Fozreſt there by. Then Pyrrhus apparelled himſelf in beggar- 
1y apparel, and leaving his Gzandfather with bis ſhips, went 
alone with bis ſws2d into the Fozreſt where be mer with Phi- 
liſtines and Menalippus, who demanded of him, what be was? 
Pyrrhus ſaid, be was a Grecian, that returned from Troy, in 
company with co moze had eſcaped his life from Shipwzack, 
and loft all that be bad in the Sea, being now dziven to beg foz 


bis ſuftenance : wherefoze he did beſeech them ,-if they bad 


bzought any victuals with them, they would give bim ſomething 

to tat. The two bzerbaeg (aid, that be ſpould abide with them: 

which thing pe granted. = Upon

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Upon this parley a great Part came running by them, at the 
fight whereof Mcnalippus put ſpurs to bis Pozſe and followed 
en the chaſe : and immediately Philiſtines aliighting off his hoaſe 
to reſt himſelf,Pyrrhus ran him thozow and flew yim:and Me- 
nalippus afterwards returning again, was alſo flain by Pyrrhus. 
Thus Pyrrhus flew his two Uncies, the bꝛethzen of Thetis the 
Mother of Achilles his Father. Paſſing from thence, ve met 
with Chinaras, one of the youſhold of Acaſtus, of whom deman⸗ 
ding where the R. Acaſtus was, and underſtanding that he was 
bard by, he ew Chinaras, and going in baſt to his ſhips he ar- 
raped him in pzecious robes, and fo came back again to the Foze 
reft : and meeting with King Acaltus, the Bing asked him who 
he was? Jam (ſaid pe) one of the Sons of King Prigmus of 
Troy, who now am Pziſoner to Pyrrhus. Ubere is Pyrrhus 
(ſaid the Ring ) He pointed him toward the Sea. And as pe 
was {coking toward the Sea-coaſt,Pyrrhus dzew his ſwozd and 
would have flain him, had not Thetis been, who knew Pyrrhus, 
and cryed out, ſaping : Ap dear Nephew, what wilt thou do? 
Wilt thou kill mp Father as thou haſt killed my two bzethzen, 
thy Uncles ? and thus ſaying, tþe caught vim faſt by the arm 
that be was about fo ſtrike withal, Then Pyrrhus replied, ſay» 
ing: the Ring Acaſtus thy Father, hath wzongfullyeriled Ring 
Peleus thy us band: let him reffoze him unto his right, and I 
will ſave his life. King Acaſtus was content therewith : then a 
peace was concluded between them all thzee.and they loved well 
together. After this, Acaſtus ſaid to Peleus, Jam old, and can 
no longer govern this Realm: and thoſe are gone that ſpould 
yave ſucceeded me in this Kingdom, Therekoze if it pleaſe 
thee, let Pyrrhus mp dear Rephew take on him the Govern: 
ment. Peleus was well contented: and then was commandment 
given to all the Barons of Theſſaly, that they ſhould do homage 
to Pyrrhus as their Ring and Soveraign: whereto the Barons 
with great joy and liking arcozded. Thus was Pyrrhus crowned 
King of Theſſaly and eſteemed the moſt redoubted Ring in all 
Greece. Idumeus Bing of Creet dped ſþoztly after, leaving be ; 
bind bim two Sons, Merian and Loarca. Loarca dyed ſhoztly af: 
ter his Father, and Merian enjoyed the Ringdom, Thelamo- 

mus 
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nius the Son of Uliſſes had a Son by bis Wife Nauſica, named 
Deiphobus. 

After all theſe things accompli ſßt, Acaſtus went and buried 
bis two Sons in Theſlaly, by the conſent of Pyzrhus: and when 
Pyrrhus was p20moted to his Ropal dignity, he became enamo- 
zed of Hermione, daughter of Helen, and wife to Horeſtes. Her 
be ſo courted, and allured by ſs many enticements, that be got 
her away from her Pus band into Theſſaly, and cook her to bis 
wife. Horeſtes was ſoze grieved at this injury: pet he durſt not 
aſſail him with battel in bis own Realm, but ſaid ye would ere 
long be avenged of this indignity, as ſoon as time would ſerve : 
tþoztly after that, Pyrrhus went to Delphos, to give thanks un 
to his God Apollo,foz the good ſucceſs he had obtained in The(> 
ſaly, in revenginghis Father's death, and getting the Ringdom : 
and leaving in bis Palace behind him Andromache, ſometime 
the wife of Hector, and Laomedon ber poung Son, in bis ab: 
ſence it was found, that Andromache'was with child by Pyr- 
thus, whereat Hermione took diſpleaſure, and ſent wozd to Me. 
nelaus her Father, how Pyrrhus foz the love of Andromache 
badjfozſaken ber, requeſting bim, that during the abode of Pyr- 
rhus at Delphos, he would come and kill Andromache and Lao- 
medon her Son. At her requeſt Mcnclaus came, and with a ſwoꝛd 
ran at Andromache, who caught in her arms Laomedon yer 
young Son, and raffinto the City crying foz aid. 

Upon fight hereof the Cite roſe in arms, to defend Andro- 
mache and ver voung Son from the ſlaughter : whereupon Me- 
nelaus was fozced to retire into bis Country, without atchieving 
his purpoſe. Wyen Horettes underſtood of Pyrchus his being at 
Delphos, ve went with all ſpeed thither, and flew him with bis 
own hands. Thus did Horcltes recover again his wife. and car 
ried her into his own Realm. When Pyrrhus was dead, pelcus 
and Thetis took Andromache that was with Child by Pyrrhus, 
with ber little Son Laomedon, and ſent them to the City of 
Moloſſa, where Andromache was delivered of a goodly Son, 
which ſbe named Achilleides. This Achilleides when be was 
grown to years, bolpe his Bzother Laomedon to be Ring of 


Theſſ. ly, and willed foz his ſake, all the Trojans ſhould be ſet

free:Yere the ſtoꝛp ſaith, that the. Siſter of Ring Menon (which 
Menon, Achilles flew befoze Troy, and whom King Priamus 
buried by his Son Troylas) came in very coſtiy apparel to Troy 
and opening ber Baothers Sepulture tok out his bones: which 
ſo ſoon as ſbe had, we with them vaniſhed ſuddenly,no man knew 
which way : and it is ſaid, that either it was a Geddeſs, oz the 
Daughter ot a Goddeſs, | 


CHAP. XXXI. 
Of a Viſion that Tliſſes had in his ſleep : and how Thelagonus 
the Son of Uliſſes by Queen Circe, came to ſeck Tie and 
ſlew himnot knowing who he was. 


SUlifles was fleeping on his bed, be law a viſion in which 
there ſeemed-befoze yim, a wonderful fair creature, the 
moſt beautiful that ever he ſaw, which be would fain have em. 
bzaced,but the Jmage mould not ſuffer him. And he going after 
it>tbe Image asked him what be would þa ve: beanſwered that 
pe was defirous to jon with it in carna 
the Image: Oh, a woful conjunction will this be, foz thereupon 
one ot us muſt dye. Moreover, to him ſeemed, that che Jmage 
peld a Spear, about the head was a penſil cunningly wzought 
all over with fiſbes. And to him ſeemed, that the Jmage depar⸗ 
ted away and ſaid: this fight betokneth deſtruction that fþa1ll 
happen to us two. When Uliſſes awaked he was troubled to 
think of his dzeam, and being defirous to know what it might 
fignifi? : be ſent unto the Soutbſapers of bis Realm, to enquire 
what this Uiſion might pꝛeſage: who baving conſidered thereof 
faid : that bis own Son ſÞauldkil! bim. Upon this be fearing 
bis Son, cauſedhim to be appꝛebended and ſureip kept. After» 
ward he made bim to dwell in a Caſtle that ſtood alone, where 
with a few of his truſty Friends and Hervants, be ſpent the time: 
and this Caſtle none might come unto but thoſe few of his own 
retinue: and they not to paſs oz re-paſs but at certain times b 
a-d2a w-b2idge and a wicket, the Caſtle being watered round a« 
bout. Now it had ſo fallen out befoze, that in bis return from 
Troy, Uliſſes had.arrived in an aſſe where Circe was Queen and 
Covernour

copula tion. Then ſaid 
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Governour, which was the cunningeſt woman in the wozld-in 
enchantment. | 

This Circe by her witchcraft, made Uliſſes ftay with her a 
time at bis return, and conceived by him a Son, whom ſþenas+ 
med Thelagonus. And about the time of Uliſſes his dwelling in 
bis Caſtle: Thelagonus being grown to ripe years, and being 
a ſtout poung man, would needs know of his Pother, who was 
bis Father. After much intreaty ſbe told him who was his Fa: 
ther and where be did dwell. | 

Thelagonus verpglad hereof, and deſiring to ſee bis Father, 
travelled fozthwith to Achaja, and hearing where Uliſſes dwelt, 
be went thither: and coming ona Pondap mozning, he requeſts 
ed thoſe that kept the bzidge, that the? would let yim go in ta 
ſpeak.with Ul iſſes. The Pozters would by no means pield there: 
to, but thʒuſt him back cþurliſþlp; wherear be taking diſpleaſure, 
ſtruck one on the neck with bis fiſt,and beat him dead, and ſetring 
upon the other, caſt them alt of the Bzidge, whereupon they 
made a great cry: inſomuch that the people of the Caſtle arm⸗ 
ed tbemſel ves and came and aſſailed Thelagonus. He ſeeing that 
ſtept to one, and wzung bis Soꝛd out of his hand, wherewith - 
be flew fifteen in ſþozt ſpace, and was himſelt burt in many pla. 
ces. Yereupon the upzoar gzew moze and moze : and Wiſlcs 
doubting it was his Son Thelamonius, who had bzoken out of 
pziſon,came running out with a dart in his hand, which be flung 
at Thelagonus, and hit bim not knowing who be was, and purt 
Thelagonus a little. 

Thelagonus feeling bimſelf burt, flung it again at Uliſſes 
(not knowing who be was) with ſo great fozce,thar hitting bim, 
be fell down to the earth. Then Uliſſes being in great pain, (re: 
membzing þimſelf of bis fozeſaid Uiſion,) demanded ef him 
what be was? ſaying, Jam Ulifles. Thelagonus hearing this, 
fell to great lamentation, and ſaid. Alas, wetch that Jam. 2 
came hither to ſee my Father, and ta live jopfully with him. and 
now J bave ſlain him. Thus ſaying, be fell down in a ſwound : 
and when be was come again to his underſtanding, be rent bis 
cloaths, beat himſelfabout the face with bis fiſts, and went ta 
pis Father, and fell down _— befoze him, and (aid: 7 om 
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Thelagonus thy unbappy Son, whom thoubegotteſt on Queen 
Circe ; J pzap the Gods that they will ſuffer me to dye with 
thee. 8 

When uliſſes underſtood this, be ſent foz Thelamonius his 
lawful begotten Son, who pzeſentily coming would bave flain 
Thelagonus, to revenge vis Father's death. But Uliſſes ſaid, 
not ſo, foz he is thy bzother : be pe reconciled together, and live 
and love as bzeth2en. Then was Uliſſes carried into Achaja ; 
where within thzee days be dred, and was by his Son bonoy: 
rably buried. After whoſe death, Thelamonius his Son ſuc. 
ceeded in that Kingdom, who kept with him Thelagonus his 
bꝛother foz the ſpace of a year and a half, making him Knighy, 
and honouring him greatly. At length being often ſent foz by 
Circe his mother, be retucned to per into the Ifle Aulides, ha. 
ving received many rich pꝛeſents at the hands of his bzother. And 
Circe dying {þoztly after, Thelagonus enjoped her Ringdome, 
and reigned in the ſaid Ilie thzeeſcoze years. Thelamonius was 
fourſcoze and thirteen pears old at the death ofUliſſes his father, 
and reigned afterwards, much encreaſing bis Seigniozy, thagx« 
ſcoze and ten years. 

In this wiſe Dares fini ſted his book of the fiege of Troy, and 
ſpeaketh not of their further adventures:andas much as is con: 
tained in the Piſtozp befoze wzitten, is alſo found to habe been 
recozded by Dictes, the Greek: and in moſt things both their 
Books agree. i ü | 

Dares in the end of this book wziteth thus, that the ſiege of 
Troy endured fo2 the ſpace of ten years, ten months and twelve 
days : and that the number of the Greeks there ſlain was eigyt 
bundzed and fix thouſand fighting men: and the number of the 
Trojans, flain in defence of themſelves and of their Ceuntreg 
was fix bundzed and fiftp ſix thouſand fighting men. Pe ſaith, 
mo2eover, that when Eneas departed from Troy into exile, pe 
carried with him two hundzed ſbips : and that Anthenor had 
with bimaway fivehundzedSouldiers,and all the reſt that were 
eſcaped went with Encas. 

The ſaid Dares furthermoze repozted in the latter end of his 
Book, by whom the moſt noble Rings and P2zinces of the one 

part 
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part and of the other were ſlain: and he ſaith that Hector the 
moſt famousP2ince of Chivalryin the wozld,flew with bis own 


hands in good and lopal fight, eighteen Rings: not with crea: 
rhecy oz ſubtil devices, but by his pzoweſs and valour:thenames 


ot which Rings do here follow: That is, Ring Archilogus, B. 


Prothefilavs, BR. Patroclus, N. Menon, B. Prothenor, A Archi- 


menus, B. Polemon , R. E iſtropus, B. Ecedius, U. Daccius, 


RB. Polixenus, B. Phybus, KR. Anthypus, B. Cenutus, N. Poli- 
betes, A. Humerus, B.Fumus, and Bing Exampitus. And Paris 
pe flew Falamedes, who was Emperour of all the Greekiſu h ff. 
AN Achilles, and at laſt R. Ajax: and therewitbal Ajax flewhim 
alſo. Eneas flew R. Amphimacus, and R. Nercus. Achilles. 
new R. Cupemus, R.Y poneus, R. Pleb ns, R. Auſteius, R. Cimo- 
icus, R. Menon, and Bing Neoptolcmus. 

Alſo he flew Hector at unawares, and Troylus, whom be: 
cauſed his Myrmidons to beſet round about. Pyrrhus the S.n 
of the faid Achilles, ſiew the Queen Pentheſilea in fight: be fiew 
alſo cruellp and tozannouſly, the noble Ring Priamus. He ſlew 
mozeover Polixena, the faireſt Maid in the wozid. Dyomedes 
ſlew Ring Antipus, B. Eſcorius, A. Prothenor, and Bing Ob» 
tineus. N ' 

Now thus J am come to the finiſbing of this pꝛeſent book, 
which J have tranſlated ( though rudelp) out of French into 
Engliſh, at the commandment and requeſt of mp right gracious 
and cedoubted Lady and Miſtreſs, tbe Lady Margaret, Dutcheſs 
of Burgony, Lotherick, and of Brabant &c. And fozaſmuch as 
Jam weary of tedisus waiting, and wo2n in pears, being not 
able to w2ite out ſeberal books foz all Gentlemen, and ſuch o- 
thers as are defirous of the ſame, J have cauſed this book to be 
Pꝛinted: that being Publiſþed the more plenteoufly, mens turns 
map be the moze eafily ſerved. And as foz tbe ſundzy Authozs 
that have waitten of this matter, namely, Homer; Dictes and 
Dares, albeit their wzitings in many circumſtances do diſagree, -- 
pet indeſcribing the Deſtruction of Troy, chep all affirm it to 
bave been in manner as is faid, utterly ruinated and laid waſte * 
foz ever, with ſuch a wonderful Effuſion of the blood of ſo ma 
ne wo2thy Rings, !Bzinces,Dukes,Tarls, Barons and Un igbre, .

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And ſuch an cxceding number of ſauldiers, as here is mentioned, 
And ik what pleaſure oz commodity men reap by pecufing 
this Book, let them transfer the pzaiſe and thanks due there: 
foze, (next ts almighty God) unto mp fozeſaid right gracious 
Lady, who not only cauſed me fo unbertake this tranſlation, 
but hath alſo bountifully-rewarded me foz my labours. To 
whoſe good liking A bumblyp dedicate this wozk : beſeeching ber 
Grace, and all that {þall read the ſame, to accept in good pact 
my ſimple endeavour herein. And J moſt humbly paap unto Al- 
mighty God, that the example of theſe cruel wars and deſola- 
tion of this famous City, map he a warning to all other Cities 
and People, to lee Adultery, and all other vices, the cauſes of 
Wars and Deſtruction: and that all true Chziſtians map learn 
to live godlilp, and in Bꝛotperlp lobe and concozd together,
